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PREFACE. 



The English Version of the New Testament here pre- 
sented to the reader is a Revision of the Translation 
published in the year of Our Lord 1611, and commonly 
known by the name of the Authorised Version. 

That Translation was the work of many hands and of 
several generations. The foundation was laid by Will- 
iam Tyndale. His translation of the New Testament 
was the true primary Version. The Versions that fol- 
lowed were eithejr . substantially reproductions of Tyn- 
dale's translation in its final shape, or revisions of Ver- 
sions that had been themselves almost entirely based on 
it. Three successive stages may be recognised in this 
continuous work of authoritative revision : first, the pub- 
lication of the Great Bible of 1539-41 in the reign of 
Henry VHI. ; next, the publication of the Bishops' Bible 
of 1668 and 1572 in the reign of Elizabeth; and lastly, 
the publication of the King's Bible of 1611 in the reign 
of James L Besides these, the Genevan Version of 
1 560, itself founded on Tyndale's translation, must here 
be named; which, though not put forth by authority, 
was widely circulated in this country, and largely used 
by King James' Translators. Thus the form in which 
the English New Testament has now been read for 270 
years was the result of various revisions made between 
1525 and 1611 ; and the present Revision is an attempt, 
after a long interval, to follow the example set by a suc- 
cess^ion of honoured predecessors. 
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I. Of the many points of interest connected with the 
Translation of 1611, two require special notice: first, the 
Greek Text which it appears to have represented ; and 
secondly, the character of the Translation itself. 

1. With regard to the Greek Text, it would appear 
that, if to some extent the Translators exercised an inde- 
pendent judgement, it was mainly in choosing amongst 
readings contained in the principal editions of the Greek 
Text that had appeared in the sixteenth century. Wher- 
ever they seem to have followed a reading which is not 
found in any of those editions, their rendering may prob- 
ably be traced to the Latin Vulgate, Their chief guides 
appear to have been the later editions of Stephanus and 
of Beza, and also, to a certain extent, the Complutensian 
Polyglott. All these were founded for the most part on 
manuscripts of late date, few in number, and used with 
little critical skill. But in those days it could hardly 
have been otherwise. Nearly all the more ancient of 
the documentary authorities have become known only 
within the last two centuries; some of the most impor- 
tant of them, indeed, within the last few years. Their 
publication has called forth not only improved editions 
of the Greek Text, but a succession of instructive dis- 
cussions on the variations which have been brought to 
light, and on the best modes of distinguishing original 
readings from changes introduced in the course of tran- 
scription. While therefore it has long been the opinion 
of all scholars that the commonly received text needed 
thorough revision, it is but recently that materials have 
been acquirpd for executing such a work with even ap- 
proximate completeness. 

2. The character of the Translation itself will be best 
estimated by considering the leading rules under which 
it was made, and the extent to which these rules appear 
to have been observed. 

The primary and fundamental rule was expressed in 
the following terms : — * The ordinary Bible read in the 
Church, commonly called the Bishops' Bible, to be fol- 
lowed, and as little altered as the truth of the Original

will pennit.' There was, however, this subsequent pro- 
vision : — * These tratislations to 'be used, when they agree 
better with the text than the Bishops' Bible : Tindale's, 
Matthew's, Coverdale's, Whitchurch's, Geneva.' The first 
of these rules, which was substantially the same as that 
laid down at the revision of the Great Bible in the reign 
of Elizabeth, was strictly observed. The other rule was 
but partially followed. The Translators made much use 
of the Genevan Version. They do not, however, appear 
to have frequently returned to the renderings of the other 
Versions named in the rule, where those Versions dif- 
fered from the Bishops' Bible. On the other hand, their 
work shews evident traces of the influence of a Version 
not specified in the rules, the Rhemish, made from the 
Latin Vulgate, but by scholars conversant with the Greek 
Original. 

Another rule, on which it is stated that those in au- 
thority laid great stress, related to the rendering of words 
that admitted of different interpretations. It was as fol- 
lows : — * When a word hath divers significations, that to 
be kept which hath been most commonly used by the 
most of the ancient fathers, being agreeable to the pro- 
priety of the place and the analogy of the faith.' With 
this rule was associated the following, on which equal 
stress appears to have been laid : — * The old ecclesiastical 
words to be kept, viz. -the word Church not to be trans- 
lated Congregation^ &c.' This latter rule was for the 
most part carefully observed; but it may be doubted 
whether, in the case of words that admitted of different 
meanings, the instructions were at all closely followed. 
In dealing with the more diflScult words of this class, the 
Translators appear to have paid much regard to tradi- 
tional interpretations, and especially to the authority of 
the Vulgate ; but, as to the large residue of words which 
might properly fall under the rule, they used considera- 
ble freedom. Moreover they profess in their Preface to 
have studiously adopted a variety of expression which 
would now be deemed hardly consistent with the re- 
quirements of faithful translation. They seem to have 
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been guided by the feeling that their Version would 
secure for the words they used a lasting place in the lan- 
guage; and they express a fear lest they should *bc 
charged (by scoffers) with some unequal dealing towards 
a great number of good English words,' which, without 
this liberty on their part, would not have a place in the 
pages of the English Bible. Still it cannot be doubted 
that they carried this liberty too far, and that the studied 
avoidance of uniformity in the rendering of the same 
words, even when occurring in the same context, is one 
of the blemishes in their work. 

A third leading rule was of a negative character, but 
was rendered necessary by the experience derived from 
former Versions. The words of the rule are as fol- 
lows : — * No marginal notes at all to bo aflfixed, but only 
for the explanation of the Hebrew or Greek words which 
cannot without some circumlocution so briefly and fitly 
be expressed in the text' Here again the Translators 
used some liberty in their application of the rule. Out 
of more than 760 marginal notes originally appended to 
the Authorised Vereion of the New Testament, only a 
seventh part consists of explanations or literal render- 
ings ; the great majority of the notes being devoted to 
the useful and indeed necessary purpose of placing before 
the reader alternative renderings which it was judged 
that the passage or the words would fairly admit. The 
notes referring to variations in the Greek Text amount 
to about thirty-five. 

Of the remaining rules it may be sufficient to notice 
one, which was for the most part consistently followed : — 
*The names of the prophets and the holy writers, with 
the other names of the text, to be retained, as nigh' as 
may be, accordingly as they were vulgarly used.' The 
Translators had also the liberty, in * any place of special 
obscurity,' to consult those who might be qualified to 
give an opinion. 

Passing from these fundamental rules, which should 
be borne in mind by any one who would rightly under 
stand the nature and character of the Authorised VersioHj 
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we must call attention to the manner in which the actual 
work of the translation was carried on. The New Testa- 
ment was assigned to two separate Companies, the one 
consisting of eight members, sitting at Oxford, the other 
consisting of seven members, sitting at Westminster. 
There is no reason to believe that these Companies ever 
sat together. They communicated to each other, and 
likewise to the four Companies to which the Old Testa- 
ment and the Apocrypha had been committed, the results 
of their labours; and perhaps afterwards reconsidered 
them : but the fact that the New Testament was divided 
between two separate bodies of men involved a grave 
inconvenience, and was beyond all doubt the cause of 
many inconsistencies. These probably would have been 
much more serious, had it not been provided that there 
should be a final supervision of the whole Bible, by se- 
lected members from Oxford, Cambridge, and Westmin- 
ster, the three centres at which the work had been carried 
on. These supervisors are said by one authority to have 
been six in number, and by another twelve. When it is 
remembered that this supervision was completed in nine 
months, we may wonder that the incongruities which 
remain are not more numerous. 

The Companies appear to have been occupied in the 
actual business of revision about two years and three 
quarters. 

Such, so far as can be gathered from the rules and 
modes of procedure, is the character of the time-honoured 
Version which we have been called upon to revise. We 
have had to study this great Version carefully and mi- 
nutely, line by line ; and the longer we have been engaged 
upon it the more we have learned to admire its simplicity, 
' its dignity, its power, its happy turns of expression, its 
general accuracy, and, we must not fail to add, the music 
of its cadences, and the felicities of its rhythm. To ren- 
der a work that had reached this high standard of excel- 
lence still more excellent, to increase its fidelity without 
destroying its charm, was the task committed to us. Of 
that task, and of the conditions under which we have 
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attempted its fulfilment, it will now be necessary for us 
to speak. 

11. The present Revision had its origin in action taken 
by the Convocation of the Province of Canterbury in 
February, 18V0, and it has been conducted throughout 
on the plan laid down in Resolutions of both Houses of 
the Province, and, more particularly, in accordance with 
Principles and Rules drawn up by a special Committee 
of Convocation in the following May. Two Companies, 
the one for the revision of the Authorised Version of the 
Old Testament, and the other for the revision of the 
same Version of the New Testament, were formed in the 
manner specified in the Resolutions, and the work was 
commenced on the twenty-second day of June, 1870. 
Shortly afterwards, steps were taken, under a resolution 
passed by both Houses of Convocation, for inviting the 
co-operation of American scholars; and eventually two 
Committees were formed in America, for the purpose of 
acting with the two English Companies, on the basis of 
the Principles and Rules drawn up by the Committee of 
Convocation. 

The fundamental Resolutions adopted by the Convo- 
cation of Canterbury on the third and fifth days of May, 
1870, were as follows : — 

* 1. That it is desirable that a revision of the Author- 
ised Version of the Holy Scriptures be undertaken. 

* 2. That the revision be so conducted as to comprise 
both marginal renderings and such emendations as it 
may be found necessary to insert in the text of the Au- 
thorised Version. 

' 3. That in the above resolutions we do not contem- 
plate any new translation of the Bible, or any alteration 
of the language, except where in the judgement of the 
most competent scholars such change is necessary. 

* 4. That in such necessary changes, the style of the 
language employed in the existing Version be closely 
followed. 

' 5. That it is desirable that Convocation should nomi- 
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nate a body of its own members to undertake the work 
of revision, who shall be at liberty to invite the co-opera- 
tion of any eminent for scholarship, to whatever nation 
or religious body they may belong.' 

The Principles and Rules agreed to by the Commit- 
tee of Convocation on the twenty-fifth day of May, 1870, 
were as follows : — 

*l..To introduce as few alterations as possible into 
the Text of the Authorised Version consistently with 
faithfulness. 

* 2. To limit, as far as possible, the expression of such 
alterations to the language of the Authorised and earlier 
English Versions. 

* 3. Each Company to go twice over, the portion to be 
revised, once provisionally, the second time finally, and 
on principles of voting as hereinafter is provided. 

* 4. That the Text to be adopted be that for which 
the evidence is decidedly preponderating ; and that when 
the Text so adopted differs from that from which the 
Authorised Version was made, the alteration be indicated 
in the margin. 

* 6. To make or retain no change in the Text on the 
second final revision by each Company, except two thirds 
of those present approve of the same, but on the first 
revision to decide by simple majorities. 

* 6. In every case of proposed alteration that may have 
given rise to discussion, to defer the voting thereupon 
till the next Meeting, whensoever the same shall be re- 
quired by one third of those present at the Meeting, 
such intended vote to be announced in the notice for the 
next Meeting. 

* 7. To revise the headings of chapters and pages, para- 
graphs, italics, and punctuation. 

* 8. To refer, on the part of each Company, when con- 
sidered desirable, to Divines, Scholars, and Literary Men, 
whether at home or abroad, for their opinions.' 

These rules it has been our endeavour faithfully and 
consistently to follow. One only of them we found our- 
selves unable to observe in all particulars. In accordance 
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with the seventh rale, we have carefully revised the par- 
agraphs, italics, and panctnation. But the revision of 
the headings of chapters and pages would have involved 
so much of indirect, and indeed frequently of direct 
interpretation, that we judged it best to omit them alto- 
gether. 

Our communications with the American Committee 
have been of the following nature. We transmitted to 
them from time to time each several portion of our 
First Revision, and received from them in return their 
criticisms and suggestions. These we considered with 
much care and attention during the time we were en- 
gaged on our Second Revision. We then sent over to 
them the varioua portions of the Second Revision as 
they were completed, and received further suggestions, 
which, like the former, were closely and carefully consid- 
ered. Last of all, we forwarded to them the Revised Ver- 
sion in its final form; and a list of those passages in 
which they desire to place on record their preference of 
other readings and renderings will be found at the end of 
the volume.* We gratefully acknowledge their care, 
vigilance, and accuracy; and we humbly pray that their 
labours and our own, thus happily united, may be per- 
mitted to bear a blessing to both countries, and to all 
English-speaking people throughout the world. 

The whole time devoted to the work has been ten years 
and a half. The First Revision occupied about six years ; 
the Secotid, about two years and a half. The remaining 
time has been spent in the consideration of the sugges- 
tions from America on the Second Revision, and of many 
details and reserved questions arising out of our own 
labours. As a nile, a session of four days has been held 
every month (with the exception of August and Sep- 
tember) in each year from the commencement of the 
work in June, 1870. The average attendance for the 
whole time has been sixteen each day : the whole Com-

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pany consisting at first of twenty-seven, bat for the 
greater part of the time of twenty-four members, many 
of them residing at gi'eat distances from London. Of 
the original number, four have been removed from us 
by death. 

At an early stage in our labours, we entered into an 
agreement with the Universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge for the conveyance to them of our copyright in 
the work. This arrangement provided for the neces- 
sary expenses of the undertaking ; and procured for the 
Revised Version the advantage of being published by 
Bodies long connected with the publication of the Au- 
thorised Version. 

III. We now pass onward to give a brief account of 
the particulars of the present work. This we propose 
to do under the four heads of Text, Translation, Lan- 
guage, and Marginal Notes, 

1. A revision of the Greek text was the necessary foun- 
dation of our work ; but it did not fall within our prov- 
ince to construct a continuous and complete Greek text. 
In many cases the English rendering was considered to 
represent correctly either of two competing readings in 
the Greek, and then the question of the text was usually 
not raised. A sufficiently laborious task remained in de- 
ciding between the rival claims of various readings which 
might properly affect the translation. When these were 
adjusted, our deviations from the text presumed to un- 
derlie the Authorised Version had next to be indicated, 
in accordance' with the fourth rule; but it proved incon- 
venient to record them in the margin. A better mode, 
however, of giving them publicity has been found, as the 
University Presses have undertaken to print them in con- 
nexion with complete Greek texts of the New Testament 

In regard of the readings thus approved, it may be 
observed that the fourth rule, by requiring that * the text 
to be adopted ' should be * that for which the evidence 
is decidedly preponderating,' was in effect an instruction 
to follow the authority of documentary evidence without 
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deference to any printed text of modem times, and there- 
fore to employ the best resources of criticism for esti- 
mating the value of evidence. Textual criticism, as ap- 
plied to the Greek New Testament, forms a special study 
of much intricacy and difficulty, and even now leaves 
room for considerable variety of opinion among compe- 
tent critics. Different schools of criticism have been 
represented among us, and have together contributed to 
the final result In the early part of the work every va- 
rious reading requiring consideration was discussed and 
voted on by the Company. After a time the precedents 
thus established enabled the process to be safely short- 
ened ; but it was still at the option of every one to raise 
a full discussion on any particular reading, and the option 
was freely used. On the First Revision, in accordance 
with the fifth rule, the decisions were arrived at by sim- 
ple majorities. On the Second Revision, at which a ma- 
jority of two thirds was required to retain or introduce a 
reading at variance with the reading presumed to under- 
lie the Authorised Version, many readings previously 
adopted were brought again into debate, and either re- 
affirmed or set aside. 

Many places still remain in which, for the present, it 
would not be safe to accept one reading to the absolute 
exclusion of others. In these cases we have given alter- 
native readings in the margin, wherever they seem to be 
of sufficient importance or interest to deserve notice. In 
the introductory formula, the phrases ' many ancient au- 
thorities,' ^some ancient authorities,' are used with some 
latitude to denote a greater or lesser proportion of those 
authorities which have a distinctive right to be called an- 
cient. These ancient authorities comprise not only Greek 
manuscripts, some of which were written in the fourth 
and fifth centuries, but versions of a still earlier date in 
different languages, and also quotations by Christian 
writers of the second and following centuries. 

2. We pass now from the Text to the Translation. 
The character of the Revision was determined for us from 
the outset by the first rule, * to introduce as few alter- 
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ations as possible, consistently with faithfulness.' Our 
task was revision, not retranslatiou. 

In the application however of this principle to the 
many and intricate details of our work, we have found 
ourselves constrained by faithfulness to introduce changes 
which might not at first sight appear to be included un- 
der the rule. 

The alterations which we have made in the Authorised 
Version may be roughly grouped in five principal classes. 
First, alterations positively required by change of reading 
in the Greek Text. Secondly, alterations made where the 
Authorised Version appeared either to be incorrect, or to 
have chosen the less probable of two possible renderings. 
Thirdly, alterations of obscure or ambiguous renderings 
into such as are clear and express in their import. For 
it has been our principle not to leave any translation, or 
any arrangement of words, which could adapt itself to 
one or other of two interpretations, but rather to ex- 
press as plainly as was possible that interpretation which 
seemed best to deserve a place in the text, and to put the 
other in the margin. 

There remain yet two other classes of alterations which 
we have felt to be required by the same principle of faith- 
fulness. These are, — Fourthly, alterations of the Au- 
thorised Version in cases where it was inconsistent with 
itself in the rendering of two or more passages confessed- 
ly alike or parallel. Fifthly, alterations rendered neces- 
sary by consequence^ that is, arising out of changes already 
made, though not in themselves required by the general 
rule of faitlifulness. Both these classes of alterations 
call for some further explanation. 

The frequent inconsistencies in the Authorised Version 
have caused us much embarrassment from the fact already 
referred to, namely, that a studied variety of rendering, 
even in the same chapter and context, was a kind of prin- 
ciple with our predecessors, and was defended by them on 
grounds that have been mentioned above. The problem 
we had to solve was to discriminate between varieties of 
rendering which were compatible with fidelity to the tnie 
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meaning of the text, and varieties which involved incon- 
sistency, and were suggestive of differences that had no 
existence in the Greek. This problem we have solved 
to the best of our power, and for the most part in the 
following way. 

Where there was a donbt as to the exact shade of 
meaning, we have looked to the context for guidance. 
If the meaning was fairly expressed by the word or 
phrase that was before us in the Authorised Version, 
we made no change, even where rigid adherence to the 
rale of translating, as far as possible, the same Greek 
word by the same English word might have prescribed 
some modification. 

There are however numerous passages in the Author- 
ised Version in which, whether regard be had to the re- 
currence (as in the first three Gospels) of identical clauses 
and sentences, to the repetition of the same word in the 
same passage, or to the characteristic use of particular 
words by the same writer, the studied variety adopted by 
the Translators of 1611 has produced a degree of incon- 
sistency that cannot be reconciled with the principle of 
faithfulness. In such cases we have not hesitated to in- 
troduce alterations, even though the sense might not seem 
to the general reader to be materially affected. 

The last class of alterations is that which we have de- 
scribed as rendered necessary by consequence; that is, by 
reason of some foregoing alteration. The cases in which 
these consequential changes have been found necessary 
are numerous and of very different kinds. Sometimes 
the change has been made to avoid tautology ; sometimes 
to obviate an unpleasing alliteration or some other infe- 
licity of sound; sometimes, in the case of smaller words, 
to preserve the familiar rhythm ; sometimes for a conver- 
gence of reasons which, when explained, would at once be 
accepted, but until so explained might never be surmised 
even by intelligent readers. 

This may be made plain by an example. When a par- 
ticular word is found to recur with characteristic fre- 
quency in any one of the Sacred Writers, it is obviously 
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desirable to adopt for it some nnif onn rendering. Again, 
where, as in the case of the first three Evangelistt}, pre- 
cisely the same clauses or sentences are found in more 
than one of the Gospels, it is no less necessary to trans- 
late them in every place in the same way. These two 
principles may be illustrated by reference to a word that 
perpetually recurs in St. Mark's Gospel, and that may be 
translated either * straightway,' * forthwith,' or * immedi- 
ately.' Let it be supposed that the first rendering is 
chosen, and that the word, in accordance with the first of 
the above principles, is in that Gospel uniformly trans- 
lated * straightway,' Let it be further supposed that one 
of the passages of St. Mark in which it is so translated 
is found, word for word, in one of the other Gospels, but 
that there the rendering of the Authorised Version hap- 
pens to be * forthwith ' or * immediately.' That rendering 
must be changed on the second of the above principles ; 
and yet such a change would not have been made but for 
this concurrence of two sound principles, and the conse- 
quent necessity of making a change on grounds extrane- 
ous to the passage itself. 

This is but one of many instances of consequential al- 
terations which might at first sight appear unnecessary, 
but which nevertheless have been deliberately made, and 
are not at variance with the rule of introducing as few 
changes in the Authorised Version as faithfulness would 
allow. 

There are some other points of detail which it may be 
here convenient to notice. One of these, and perhaps 
the most important, is the rendering of the Greek aorist. 
There are numerous cases, especially in connexion with 
particles ordinarily expressive of present time, in which 
the use of the indefinite past tense in Greek and English 
is altogether different; and in such instances we have 
not attempted to violate the idiom of our language by 
forms of expression which it could not bear. But we 
have often ventured to represent the Greek aorist by 
the English preterite, even where the reader may find 
some passing difficulty in such a rendering, because we

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have felt coDvinced that the tnie meaning of the original 
was obscured by the presence of the familiar auxiliary. 
A remarkable illastration may be foand in the seren- 
teenth chapter of St John's Gospel, where the combina- 
tion of the aorist and the perfect shews, beyond all rea- 
sonable doubt, that difEerent relations of time were in- 
tended to be expressed. 

Changes of translation will also be found in connexion 
with the aorist participle, arbing from the fact that the 
usual periphrasis of this participle in the Vulgate, which 
was rendered necessary by Latin idiom, has been largely 
reproduced in the Authorised Version by * when ' with 
the past tense (as for example in the second chapter of 
St. Matthew's Gospel), even where the ordinary particip- 
ial rendering would have been easier and more natural in 
English. 

In reference to the perfect and the imperfect tenses 
but little needs to be said. The correct translation of 
the former has been for the most part, though with some 
striking exceptions, maintained in the Authorised Ver- 
sion : while with regard to the imperfect, clear as its 
meaning may be in the Greek, the power of expressing 
it is so limited in English, that we have been frequently 
compelled to leave the force of the tense to be inferred * 
from the context. In a few instances, where faithful- 
ness imperatively required it, and especially where, in 
the Greek, the significance of the imperfect tense seemed 
to be additionally marked by the use of the participle 
with the auxiliary verb, we have introduced the corre- 
sponding form in English. Still, in the great majority 
of cases we have been obliged to retain the English pre- 
terite, and to rely either on slight changes in the order 
of the words, or on prominence given to the accompany- 
ing temporal particles, for the indication of the meaning 
which, in the Greek, the imperfect tense was designed to 
convey. 

On other points of grammar it may be sufficient to 
speak more briefly. 

Many changes, as might be anticipated, have been 
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made in the case of the definite article. Here again it 
was necessary to consider the peculiarities of English id- 
iom, as well as the general tenor of each passage. Some- 
times we ha^e felt it enough to prefix the article to the 
first of a series of words to all of which it is prefixed in 
the Greek, and thus, as it were, to impart the idea of def- 
initeness to the whole series, without running the risk of 
overloading the sentence. Sometimes, conversely, we have 
had to tolerate the presence of the definite article in our 
Version, when it is absent from the Greek, and perhaps 
not even grammatically latent ; simply because English 
idiom would not allow the noun to stand alone, and be- 
cause the introduction of the indefinite article might 
have introduced an idea of oneness or individuality, 
which was not in any degree traceable in the original. 
In a word, we have been careful to observe the use of 
the. article wherever it seemed to be idiomatically possi- 
ble : where it did not seem to be possible, we have yielded 
to necessity. 

As to the pronouns and the place they occupy in the 
sentence, a subject often overlooked by our predecessors, 
we have been particularly careful; but here again we 
have frequently been baffled by structural or idiomatical 
peculiarities of the English language which precluded 
changes otherwise desirable. 

In the case of the particles we have met with less 
difficulty, and have been able to maintain a reasonable 
amount of consistency. The particles in the Greek Tes- 
tament are, as is well known, comparatively few, and 
they are commonly used with precision. It has there- 
fore been the more necessary here to preserve a general 
uniformity of rendering, especially in the case of the 
particles of causality and inference, so far as English 
idiom would allow. 

Lastly, many changes have been introduced in the ren- 
dering of the prepositions, especially where ideas of in- 
strumentality or of mediate agency, distinctly marked in 
the original, had been confused or obscured in the trans- 
lation. We have however borne in mind the compre- 
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hensive character of such prepositions as ' of and ' by,' 
the one in reference to agency and the other in reference 
to means, especially in the English of the seventeenth 
century; and have rarely made any change where the 
true meaning of the original as expressed in the Au« 
thorised Version would be apparent to a reader of or- 
dinary intelligence. 

3. We now come to the subject of Language. 

The second of the rules, by which the work has been 
governed, prescribed that the alterations to be introduced 
should be expressed, as far as possible, in the language 
of the Authorised Version or of the Versions that pre- 
ceded it. 

To this mle we have faithfully adhered. We have 
habitually consulted the earlier Versions; and in our 
sparing introduction of words not found in them or in 
the Authorised Version we have usually satisfied our- 
selves that such words were employed by standard writ- 
ers of nearly the same date, and had also that general 
hue which justified their introduction into a Version 
which has held the highest place in the classical litera- 
ture of our language. We have never removed any ar- 
chaisms, whether in structure or in words, except where 
we were persuaded either that the meaning of the words 
was not generally understood, or that the nature of the 
expression led to some misconception of the true sense 
of the passage. The frequent inversions of the strict 
order of the words, which add much to the strength 
and variety of the Authorised Version, and give an ar- 
chaic colour to many felicities of diction, have been sel- 
dom modified. Indeed, we have often adopted the same 
arrangement in our own alterations ; and in this, as in 
other particulars, we have sought to assimilate the new 
work to the old. 

In a few exceptional cases we have failed to find any 
word in the older stratum of our language that appeared 
to convey the precise meaning of the original. There, 
and there only, we Tiave used words of a later date ; but 
not without having first assured ourselves that they arc 
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to be fonnd in the writings of the best authors of the 
period to which they belong. 

In regard of Proper Names no rale was prescribed 
to us. In the case of names of frequent occurrence we 
have deemed it best to follow generally the rule laid 
down for our predecessors. That rule, it may be re- 
membered, was to this effect, ' The names of the proph- 
ets and the holy writers, with the other names of the 
text, to be retained, as nigh as may be, accordingly as 
they were vulgarly used.' Some difficulty has been felt 
in dealing with names less familiarly known. Hero our 
general practice has been to follow the Greek form of 
names, except in the case of persons and places men- 
tioned in the Old Testament: in this case we have fol- 
lowed the Hebrew. 

4. The subject of the Mai^nal Notes deserves special 
attention. They represent the results of a large amount 
of careful and elaborate discussion, and will, perhaps, by 
their very presence, indicate to some extent the intri- 
cacy of many of the questions that have almost daily 
come before us for decision. These Notes fall into four 
main groups: first, notes specifying such differences of 
reading as were judged to be of sufficient importance to 
require a particular notice ; secondly, notes indicating the 
exact rendering of words to which, for the sake of Eng- 
lish idiom, we were obliged to give a less exact render- 
ing in the text ; thirdly, notes, very few in number, af- 
fording some explanation which the original appeared 
to require ; fourthly, alternative renderings in difficult or 
debateable passages. The notes of this last group are 
numerous, and largely in excess of those which were ad- 
mitted by our predecessors. In the 210 years that have 
passed away since their labours were concluded, the Sa- 
cred Text has been minutely examined, discussed in ev- 
ery detail, and analysed with a grammatical precision un- 
known in the days of the last Revision. There has thus 
been accumulated a large amount of materials that have 
prepared the way for different renderings, which neces- 
sarily came under discussion. We have therefore placed 
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before the reader in the margin other renderings than 
those which were adopted in the text, wherever such ren- 
derings seemed to deserve consideration. The rendering 
in the text, where it agrees with the Authorised Version, 
was supported by at least one third, and, where it differs 
from the Authorised Version, by at least two thirds of 
those who were present at the second revision of the 
pass^e in question. 

A few supplementary matters have yet to be men- 
tioned. These may be thus enumerated, — the use of 
Italics, the arrangement in Paragraphs, the mode of 
printing Quotations from the Poetical Books of the Old 
Testament, the Punctuation, and, last of all, the Titles 
of the different Books that make up the New Testa- 
ment, — all of them particulars on which it seems desira- 
ble to add a few explanatory remarks. 

(a) The determination, in each place, of the words to 
be printed in italics has not been by any means easy; 
nor can we hope to bo found in all cases perfectly con- 
sistent. In the earliest editions of the Authorised Ver- 
sion the use of a different type to indicate supplement- 
ary words not contained in the original was not very fre- 
quent, and cannot easily be reconciled with any settled 
principle. A review of the words so printed was made, 
after a lapse of some years, for the editions of the Au- 
thorised Version published at Cambridge in 1629 and 
1638. Further, though slight, modifications were intro- 
duced at intervals between 1638 and the more systematic 
revisions undertaken respectively by Dr. Paris in the 
Cambridge Edition of 1762, and by Dr. Blayney in the 
Oxford Edition of 1769. None of them however rest 
on any higher authority than that of the persons who 
from time to time superintended the publication. The 
last attempt to bring the use of italics into uniformity 
and consistency was made by Dr. Scrivener in the Para- 
graph Bible published at Cambridge in 1870-73. In 
succeeding to these labours, we have acted on the gen- 
eral principle of printing in italics words which did not 
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appear to be necessarily involved in the Greek. Oar 
tendency has been to diminish rather than to increase 
the amount of italic printing ; though, in the case of dif- 
ference of readings, we have usually marked the absence 
of any words in the original which the sense might 
nevertheless require to be present in the Version ; and 
again, in the case of inserted pronouns, where the refer- 
ence did not appear to be perfectly certain, we have sim- 
ilarly had recourse to italics. Some of these cases, es- 
pecially when there are slight differences of reading, are 
of singular intricacy, and make it impossible to maintain 
rigid uniformity. 

(b) We have arranged the Sacred Text in paragraphs, 
after the precedent of the earliest English Versions,, so 
as to assist the general reader in following the current 
of narrative or argument. The present arrangement will 
be found, we trust, to have preserved the due mean be- 
tween a system of long portions which must often in- 
clude several separate topics, and a system of frequent 
breaks which, though they may correctly indicate the 
separate movements of thought in the writer, often seri- 
ously impede a just perception of the true continuity of 
the passj^e. The traditional division into chapters, which 
the Authorised Version inherited from Latin Bibles of 
the later middle ages, is an illustration of the former 
method. These paragraphs, for such in fact they are, 
frequently include several distinct subjects. Moreover 
they sometimes, though rarely, end where there is no suf- 
ficient break in the sense. The division of chapters into 
verses, which was introduced into the New Testament 
for the first time in 1551, is an exaggeration of the lat- 
ter method, with its accompanying inconveniences. The 
serious obstacles to the right understanding of Holy 
Scripture, which are interposed by minute subdivision, 
are often overlooked ; but if any one will consider for a 
moment the injurious effect that would be produced by 
breaking up a portion of some great standard work into 
separate verses, he will at once perceive how necessary 
has been an alteration in this particular. The arrange- 
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ment by chapters and verses undoubtedly affords facili- 
ties for reference : but this advantage we have been able 
to retain by placing the numerals on the inside margin 
of each page. 

(c) A few words will suffice as to the mode of printing 
quotations from the Poetical Books of the Old Testa- 
ment. Wherever the quotation extends to two or more 
lines, our practice has been to recognise the parallelism 
of their structure by arranging the lines in a manner 
that appears to agree with the metrical divisions of the 
Hebrew original. Such an arrangement will be found 
helpful to the reader ; not only as directing his attention 
to the poetical character of the quotation, but as also 
tending to make its force and pertinence more fully felt. 
We have treated in the same way the hymns in the first 
two chapters of the Gospel according to St. Luke. 

{d) Great care has been bestowed on the punctuation. 
Onr practice has been to maintain what is sometimes 
called the heavier system of stopping, or, in other words, 
that system which, especially for convenience in reading 
aloud, suggests such pauses as will best ensure a clear 
and intelligent setting forth of the true meaning of the 
words. This course has rendered necessary, especially in 
the Epistles, a larger use of colons and semicolons than 
is customary in modern English printing. 

(e) We may in the last place notice one particular to 
which we were not expressly directed to extend our re- 
vision, namely, the titles of the Books of the New Testa- 
ment. These titles are no part of the original text ; and 
the titles found in the most ancient manuscripts are of 
too short a form to be convenient for use. Under these 
circumstances, we have deemed it best to leave unchanged 
the titles which are given in the Authorised Version as 
printed in 1611. 

We now conclude, humbly commending our labours 
to Almighty God, and praying that his favour and bless- 
ing may be vouchsafed to that which has been done in 
his name. We recognised from the firet the responsi- 
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bility of the undertaking ; and through our manifold ex- 
perience of its abounding difficulties we have felt more 
and more, as we went onward, that such a work can never 
be accomplished by organised efforts of scholarship and 
criticism, unless assisted by Divine help. 

We know full well that defects must have their place 
in a work so long and so arduous as this which has now 
come to an end. Blemishes and imperfections there are 
in the noble Translation which we have been called upon 
to revise ; blemishes and imperfections will assuredly be 
found in our own Revision. All endeavours to translate 
the Holy Scriptures into another tongue must fall short 
of their aim, when the obligation is imposed of produc- 
ing a Version that shall be alike literal and idiomatic, 
faithful to each thought of the original, and yet, in the 
expression of it, harmonious and free. While we dare 
to hope that in places not a few of the New Testament 
the introduction of slight changes has cast a new light 
upon much that was difficult and obscure, we cannot for- 
get how often we have failed in expressing some finer 
shade of meaning which we recognised in the original, 
how often idiom has stood in the way of a perfect ren- 
dering, and how often the attempt to preserve a familiar 
fonn of words, or even a familiar cadence, has only add- 
ed another perplexity to those which already beset us. 

Thus, in the review of the work which we have been 
permitted to complete, our closing words must be words 
of mingled thanksgiving, humility, and prayer. Of thanks- 
giving, for the many blessings vouchsafed to us through- 
out the unbroken progress of our corporate labours; of 
humility, for our failings and imperfections in the fulfil- 
ment of our task ; and of prayer to Almighty God, that 
the Gospel of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ may be 
more clearly and more freshly shewn forth to all who 
shall be readers of this Book.

Neither do men light a lamp, and put it under the 15

Even so let your liffht shine be- 
fore men, that they majr see your good works, and 
glorify your Father which is In heaven. 

17 Think not that I came to destroy the law or the 

18 prophets: I came not to destroy, but to fulfil. For 
verily I say imto you. Till heaven and earth pass 
away, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass away 

19 from the law, till all things be accomplished. Who- 
soever therefore shall break one of these least com- 
mandments, and shall teach men so, shall be called

27 Ye have heard that it was said. Thou shalt not

if thy right eye causeth thee to stumble, pluck it 
out, and cast it from thee : for it is profitable for thee

And 40 
if any man would ^o to law with thee, and take 
away thy coat, let him have thy cloke also. And 41

with him twain. Give to him that asketh thee, and 42 
from him that would borrow of thee turn not thou 
away. 

Ye have heard that it was said, Thou shalt lovo43 
thy neighbour, and hate thine enemy: but I say unto 44 
you, Love your enemies, and pray for them that 
persecute you; that ye may be sons of your Father 45 
which is in heaven: for he maketh his sun to rise 
on the evil and the good, and sendeth rain on the

But when thon doest alms, let not 3 
thy left hand know what thy right hand doeth: that 4 
thine alms may be in secret; and thy Father which 
seeth in secret shall recompense thee. 
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5 And when ye pray, ye shall not be as the hypo- 
crites: for they love to stand and pray in the s5nQa- 
gogues and in the comers of the streets, that they 
may be seen of men. Verily I say unto you. They

10 Moreover when ye fast, be not, as the hypocrites, ^m«i. 
of a sad countenance: for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may be seen of men to fast. Verily I say 

17 unto you, They have received their reward. But 
thou, when thou fastest, anoint thy head, and wash 

18 thy face; that thou be not seen of men to fast, but 
of thy Father which is in secret: and thy Father, 
which seeth in secret, shall recompense thee. 

19 Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon the 
earth, where moth and rust doth consmne, and where 

20 thieves '^break through and steal: but lay up tor bor. dig through. 
yourselves treasures m heaven, where neither moth 

nor rust doth consume, and where thieves do not 

21 *break through nor steal: for where thy treasure is, 

22 there will thy heart be also. The lamp of the body 
is the eye: if therefore thine eye be single, thy whole 

23 body shall be full of light. Bxit if thine eye be evil, 
thy whole body shall be full of darkness. K there- 
fore the light that is in thee be darkness, how great 

24 is the darkness ! No man can serve two masters: 
for either he will hate the one, and love the other ; 
or else he will hold to one, and despise the other.

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Ye cannot serve €k)d and mammon. Therefore 1 25 
say unto you. Be not anxious for your life, what ye 
shall eat, or what ye shall drink; nor yet for your 
body, what ye shall put on. Is not tne life more 
than the food, and the body than the raiment? Be- 26 
hold the birds of the heaven, that they sow not, 
neither do they reap, nor gather into bams; and 
your heavenly Father f eedeUi them. Are not ye of 
much more value than they? And which of you by 27 
1 or,«0t being anxious can add one cubit unto his Stature*? 

And why are ye anxious concerning raiment? Con- 28 
sider the lilies of the field, how they grow; they toil 
not, neither do they spin: yet I say unto you, that 29 
even Solomon in au his glory was not arrayed like 
one of these. But if God doth so clothe the grass of 30 
the field, which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast into 
the oven, 8liaU Tie not much more dotJie you, O ye of 
little faith ? Be not therefore anxious, saying. What 81 
shall we eat? or. What shall we drink? or, Where- 
withal shall we be clothed? For after all these 82 
things do the Gentiles seek; for your heavenly Fa- 
ther knoweth that ye have need of all these tlungs. 
But seek ye first his kingdom, and his righteousness; 83 
and all these things shall be added unto you. Be 34 
not therefore anxious for the morrow: for the mor- 
row will be anxious for itself. Sufficient imto the 
day is the evil thereof. 

Judge not, that ye be not judged. For with 7 
what judgement ye judge, ye shall be judged: and 2 
with what measure ye mete, it shall be measured 
. unto you. And why beholdest thou the mote that 3 
is in thy brother's eye, but considerest not the beam 
that is m thine own eye ? Or how wilt thou say to 4 
thy brother, Let me cast out the mote out of thine 
eye; and lo, the beam is in thine own eye ? Thou 5 
hypocrite, cast out first the beam out of thine own 
eye; and then shalt thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote out of thy brother's eye. 

Give not that which is holy unto the dogs, neither 6 
cast your peaila before the swine, lest haply they 
trample them under their feet, and turn and rend you.

13 Enter ye in by the narrow gate: for wide *is the Jfj*^^ "^" •* 
gate, and broad is the way, that leadeth to destruc- , jimy «Bd«ot 



14 tion, and many be they that enter in thereby. "For authoriti- nnd 
narrow is the gate, ana straitened the way, that lead- aH'gJtST " 
eth unto life, and few be they that find it. 

15 Beware of false prophets, which come to you in 
sheep's clothing, but inwardly are ravening wolves. 

16 By their fruits ye shall know them. Do m&a gather 

17 grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles? Even so every 
good tree bringeth forth good fruit ; but the corrupt 

18 tree bringeth forth evil fruit. A good tree cannot 
bring form evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring 

19 forth good fruit. Every tree that bringeth not forth 
AAgpod fruit is hewn down, and cast mto the fire. 
gV Therefore by their fruits ye shall know them. Not 

every one that saith unto me. Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth the 

22 will of my Father which is in heaven. Many will 
say to me m that day, Lord, Lord, did we not proph- 
esy by thy name, and by thy name cast out 'devils, t or. 

23 and by thy name do many *miffhty works? And4 Gr. 
then will I profess unto them, 1 never knew you: 

24 depart from me, ye that work iniquity. Every one 
therefore which heareth these words of mine, and 
doeth them, shall be likened unto a wise man, which 

25 built his house upon the rock: and the rain de- 
scended, and the floods came, and the winds blew, 
and beat upon that house; and it fell not : for it was 

26 founded upon the rock. And every one that heareth 
these woros of mine, and doeth them not, shall be 
likened unto a foolish man, which built his house 

27 upon the sand : and the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and smote upon 
that house ; and it fell : and great was the fall thereof. 

28 And it came to pass, when Jesus ended these

For I also 9 
am a man ^under authority, haying under myself 
soldiers: and I say to this one. Go, and he goeth; 
and to another. Come, and he cometh; and to my 
•seryant, Do this, and he doeth it. And when Jesus 10 
heard it, he maryelled, and said to them that fol- 
lowed. Verily I say unto you, •! have not found so 
great faith, no, not in Israel. And I say unto you, 11 
that many shall come from the cast and the west, 
and shall ^sit down with Abraham, and Isaac, and 
Jacob, in the kingdom of heayen: but the sons of 12 
the kingdom shall be cast forth into the outer dark- 
ness: there diall be the weeping and gashing of 
teeth. And Jesus said unto the centurion, Go thy 1»3 
way; as thou hast belieyed, «o be it done imto thee. 
And the 'seryant was healed in that hour. 

And when Jesus was come into Peter's house, he 14 
saw his wife's mother lying sick of a feyer. And 15 
he touched her hand, and the fever left her; and she 
arose, and ministered unto him. And when even 16 
was come, they brought unto him many ^possessed 
with devils: and he cast out the spirits witn a word, 
and healed all that were sick: that it might be ful- 17 
filled which was spoken "by Isaiah the prophet, 
saying, Himself took our infirmities, and bare our 
diseases. 

Now when Jesus saw great multitudes about him, 18 
he gave commandment to depart imto the other side. 
And there came ^b. scribe, and said unto him, "Maa- 19

29 way. And behold, they cried out, saying, What 
have we to do with thee, thou Son of God? art thou 

80 come hither to torment us before the time? Now 
there was afar off from them a herd of many swine 

81 feeding. And the devils besought him, saying. If 3 Gr.<;««oiu. 
thou cast us out, send us away into the herd of 

82 swine. And he said imto them, Go. And they 
came out, and went into the swine: and behold, the 
whole herd rushed down the steep into the sea, and 

83 perished in the waters. And they that fed them 
fled, and went away into the city, and told every

And behold, all the city came 
out to meet Jesus: and when they saw him, they 
besought hm that he would depart from their bor- 
ders.

86 of disease and all manner of sickness. But when 
he saw the multitudes, he was moved with compas- 
sion for them, because thej were distressed and 

87 scattered, as sheep not havmg a shepherd. Then 
saith he imto his disciples. The harvest truly is plen- 

88 teous, but the labourers are few. Pra^ ye therefore 

the Lord of the harvest, that he send forth labourers 
1 into his harvest. And he called unto him his twelve 

disciples, and cave them authority over unclean 

spirits, to cast them out, and to heal all manner of 

disease and all manner of sickness. 
2 Now the names of the twelve apostles are these: 

The first, Simon, who is called Peter, and Andrew 

his brother; James the son of Zebedee, and John his 
8 brother; Philip, and Bartholomew; Thomas, and 

Matthew the publican; James the son of Alphseus, ® ^^^^f* S^ 
4 and Thaddseus ; Simon the "Cananflean, and Judas Act* t. isl

»2j'.*'^5j^*iJlflcariot, who also T)etiiiyed him. These twelye 6 
w«^ Jesus sent forth, and chai^ged them, saying, 

Oo not into any way of the Gkntiles, and enter not 
into any city of tibic Samaritans: but go rather to the 6 
lost sheep of the house of Israel. And as ye go, 7 
preach, saying, The kinfldom of heaven is at hand. 
Heal the sick, raise the dead, cleanse the lepers, cast 8 

tor.<i«mow. out 'devils: freely ye receiyed, freely give. Get you 9 

s Qr. girdtt$. uo gold, uor sUvcr, nor brass in your *purse6 ; no 10 
wallot for y(mr journey, neither two coats, nor shoes, 
nor staff: for the labourer is worthy of his food. 
And into whatsoever city or village ye shall enter, 11 
search out who in it is worthy; and there abide till 
ye go forth. And as ye enter into the house, salute 13 
It. And if the house be worthy, let.youri)eace come 13 
upon it: but if it be not worthy, let your peace re- 
turn to you. And whosoever shall not receive you, 14 
nor hear your words, as ye go forth out of that house 
or that city, shake off the dust of your feet. Verily 15 
I say unto you. It shall be more tolerable for the 
land of Sodom and Gomorrah in the day of judge- 
ment, than for that city. 
Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst of 16 

4 Or, »impt4 wolves : be ye therefore wise as serpents, and *harm- 

less as doves. But beware of men: for they will 17 
deliver you up to councils, and in their synagogues 
they will scourge you; yea and before governors and 18 
kings shall ye be brought for my sake, for a testi- 
mony to them and to the Gentiles. But when they 19 
deliver you up, be not anxious how or what ye shall 
speak: for it ^U be ^ven you in that hour what 
ye shall speak. For it is not ye that speak, but the 20 
Spirit of your Father that speaketh in you. And 21 
brother shall deliver up brother to deam, and the 

6 Or put am <<, ^ ^^Gr Ms child: and children shall rise up against 
deid parents, and ^cause them to be put to death. And 23 

ye shall be hated of all men for my name's sake: 
out he that endureth to the end, the same shall be 
saved. But when they persecute you in this city, 23 
flee into the next: for verily I say unto you, Ye shall 
not have gofie through the cities of Israel, till the 
Son of man be come. 

6 Or, teacher j^ disciplo is not abovc his •master, nor a ^servant 24 

7 Gr. bandurvant. abovc Ms lord. It is cnough f or the disciple that he 25 

be as his •master, and the ^servant as his lord. If 
and'aoeuowhere! they havc collcd the mastcr of the house 'Beelzebub, 
how much more shall they caU them of hijs house- 
hold ! Fear them not theref otc : for there is nothing 26 
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oovered, that shall not be revealed; and hid, that 

27 shall not be known. What I tell you in the dark- 
ness, speak ye in the light: and what ye hear in the 

28 ear, proclaim upon the housetops. And be not afraid 
of them which kill the body, but are not able to kill 
the soul : but rather fear him which is able to destroy 

29 both soul and body in *hell. Are not two sparrows i Gr. oa«ma. 
sold for a farthing? and not one of them shall fall 

30 on the ground without your Father: but the veiy 

31 hairs of your head are all numbered. Fear not there- 
fore; ye are of more value than many sparrows. 

32 Every one therefore who rfiall confess "me before « O'- »» "»•• 
men, 'him will I also confess before my Father which s Gr. m um, 

33 is in heaven. But whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him will I also deny before my Father which 
is in heaven. 

34 Think not that I came to ^nd peace on the earth : 4 or. catt. 
35 1 came not to *send peace, but a sword. For I came 

to set a man at variance against his father, and the 

daughter against her mother, and the daughter in 

36 law against her mother in law: and a man's foes 

37 8haU be they of his own household. He that loveth 
father or mother more than me is not worthy of me : 
and he that loveth son or daughter more than me is 

38 not worthy of me. And he that doth not take his 

39 cross and loUow i^ter me, is not worthy of me. He s or, /omd 
that *findeth his «life* shall lose it; and he that 'los- » or.mmi 
eth his *lif e for my sake shaU find it. » or, bM 

40 He that receiveth you reoeiveth me, and he that 

41 receiveth me receivetii him that sent me. He that re- 
ceiveth a prophet in the name of a prophet shall re- 
ceive li prophet's reward; and he that receiveth a 
righteous man in the name of a righteous man shall 

42 receive a righteous man's reward. And whosoever 
shall give to drink unto one of these little ones a cup 
of cold water only, in the name of a disciple, verily 
I say unto you, he shall in no wise lose his reward. 

1 1 And it came to pass, when Jesus had made an 
end of commanding his twelve disciples, he departed 

thence to teach and preach in their cities. 
2 Now when John heard in the prison the works of 
8 the Christ, he sent by his disciples, and said unto 

him. Art thou he that cometh, or look we for an- 
4 other? And Jesus answered and said imto them. 

Go your way and tell John the things which ye do

,.to see? a man clothed in soft rament^ Behold,

Woe imto thee, Chorazinl woe unto 21 
mee, Bethsaidaf for if the ^mighty works had been 
done in Tyre and Sidon whidbi were done in you, 
they would have repented long a^o in sackcloth and 
ashes.

28 Come imto me, all ye that labour and are heavy 

29 laden, and I will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon vou, and learn of me ; for I am meek and low- 
ty in heart: and ye shall fin,d rest unto your souls. 

80 For my yoke is easy, and my burden is light. 
IJJ At that season Jesus went on the sabbath day 
through the cornfields; and his disciples were an 
hungred, and began to pluck ears of com, and to 
2 eat. Bjit the Pharisees, when they saw it, said unto 
him, Behold, thy disciples do that which it is not 
8 lawful to do upon the sabbath. But he said unto 
them. Have ye not read what David did, when he was 
4 an hungred, and they that were with him; how he , g^^^, andeoi an. 
entered into the house of God, and 'did eat the shew- JJ*''"" "^ 
bread, which it was not lawful for him to eat, neither ' 
for them that were with him, but only for the priests ? 

5 Or have ye not read in the law, how that on the sab- 
bath day the priests in the temple profane the sab- 

6 bath, and are guiltless? But I say unto you, that 

7 ♦one greater than the temple is here. But if ye had * ^J- • ^'■**^ 
known what this meaneth, I desire mercy, and not 
sacrifice, ye would not have condemned the guilt- 

8 less. For the Son of man is lord of the sabbath. 

9 And he departed thence, and went into their 83nia- 

10 ^ogue: and behold, a man having a withered hand. 
And they asked him, saying, Is it lawful to heal on 

11 the sabbath day? that they might accuse him. And 
he said unto them, What man shall there be of you, 
that shall have one sheep, and if this fall into a i»t 
on the sabbath day, will he not lay hold on it, and 

12 lift it out? How much then is a man of more value 
than a sheep! Wherefore it is lawful to do good 

18 on the sabbath day. Then saith he to the man, 
Stretch forth thy hand. And he stretched it forth; 

14 and it was restored whole, as the other. But the 
Pharisees went out, and took counsel against him, 

15 how they might destroy him. And Jesus perceiving 
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it withdrew from thence: and many followed him; 
and he healed them all, and charged them that they 16 
should not make him known: that it might be fiii- 17 
1 Or, OfMvi filled which was spoken 'by Isaiah the prophet, say- 
ing, 

Behold, my sernmt whom I have chosen ; 18 

My beloved in whom my soul is well pleased: 
I will put my Spirit upon him. 
And he shall declare Judgement to the Gentiles. 
He shall not strive, nor cry aloud; 19 

Neither shall any one hear his voice in the 

streets. 
A bruised reed shall he not break, 20 

And smoking flax shall he not quench. 
Till he send forth iudgement unto victory. 
And in his name shall the Gentiles hope. 21 

9 Or, a dmtmiat Then was brought unto him 'one possessed with 22 
a devil, blind and dumb: and he healed him, inso- 
much that the dumb man spake and saw. And all 23 
the multitudes were amazed, and said, Is this the 
son of David*? But when the Pharisees heard it, 24 
s 6r. dewMu. they said, This man doth not cast out 'devils, but 
4 Or, in *by Beelzebub the prince of the 'devils. And know- 26 

ing their thoughts he said unto them. Every king- 
dom divided against itself is brought to desolation; 
and every city or house divided against itself shall 
not stand. : and if Satan casteth out Satan, he is di- 26 
vlded against himself; how then shall his kingdom 
stand? And if I *by Beelzebub cast out 'devils, *by 27 
whom do your sons cast them out? therefore shall 
they be your Judges. But if I *by the Spirit of God 28 
cast out 'devils, then is the kingdom of God come 
upon you. Or how can one enter into the house of 29 
the strong man, and spoil his goods, except he first 
bind the strong man ? and then he will spoil his 
house. He that is not with me is against me; and 30 
he that gathereth not with me scattereth. There- 31 
, , fore I say unto you, Every sin and blasphemy 
*S?"itfir«d' shall be forgiven *unto menf; but the blasphemy 
wnto vm men, agslnst thc Spirit shall not be forgiven. And who- 82 
soever shall speak a word against the Son of man, 
it shall be forgiven him; but whosoever shall speak 
against the Holy Spirit, it shall not be f or^ven him, 
I Or, ag* neither in this ^world, nor in that which is to come. 

Either make the tree good, and its fruit good; or 83

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make the tree corrupt, and its fruit corrapt: for 
84 the tree is known by its fruit. Ye offspring of vi- 
pers, how can ye, being evil, speak good things? for 
out of the abundance of the heart the mouth speak- 

35 eth. The good man out of his good treasure brin^- 
eth forth good things: and the evil man out of lus 

36 evil treasure bringeth forth evil things. And I say 
unto you, that every idle word that men shall speak, 
they shall give account thereof in the day of Judge- 

37 ment. For by thy words thou shalt be justifiea, 
and by thy words thou shalt be condemned. 

38 Then certain of the scribes and Pharisees answer- 
ed him, sa3dng, ^Master, we would see a sign from i or, tmcUt 

39 thee. But he answered and said unto them, An 
evil and adulterous ^neration seeketh after a sign; 
and there shall no sign be given to it but the sign 

40 of Jonah the prophet: for as Jonah was three days 

and three nights m the belly of the ^hale; so shall t cr. MMMMiK«r. 
the Bon of man be three cUiys and three nights in 

41 the heart of the earth. The men of Nineveh shall 
stand up in the ^dgement with this generation, and 
shall condenm it: for they repented at the preach- 
ing of Jonah; and behold, 'a greater than Jonali is s Gr. mart than. 

42 here. The queen of the south shall rise up in the 
judgement with this generation, and shall condemn 
it: for she came from the ends of the earth to hear 
the wisdom of Solomon; and behold, Hl greater than 

43 Solomon is here. But the unclean spirit, when ^he <or,u 
is gone out of the man, passeth through waterless 

44 places, seeking rest, and findeth it not. Then *he 
saith, I will return into my house whence I came 
out ; and when *he is come, *he findeth it empty, 

45 swept, and garnished. Then goeth *he, and taketh 

with ^himself seven other spirits more evil thansor.OMy 
^Mmself, and they enter in and dwell there: and the 
last state of that man becometh worse than the first. 
Even so shall it be also unto this evil generation. 

46 While he was yet speaking to the multitudes, be- 
hold, his mother ara his brethren stood without, 

47 seeking to speak to Lim. *And one said unto him, »v^S^a^^t 
Behold, thy mother and thy brethren stand without, ^«''- *'• 

48 seeking to speak to thee. But he answered and 
said unto hi£a that told him. Who is my mother? 

49 and who are my brethren? And he stretched forth 
his hand toward his disciples, and said. Behold, 

50 my mother and my brethren I For whosoever shall 
do the will of my Father which is in heaven, he is 
my brother, and sister, and mother. 

C 
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On that dav went Jesns out of Uie house, and sail 3 
by the sea side. And there were gathoed unto him 2 
great multitudes, so that he entered into a boat, and 
sat; and all the multitude stood on the beach. And 8 
he spake to them many things in parables, saying,

I soiD6Mid«i.o-*°^ others fell upon the good ground, and yielded 8 
thoritiM add fruit, some a hundredfold, some sixty, some thirty. 
iTto^w :' M He that hath ears*, let him hear. 9 

LMk?iiii s' ' ' -^^^ *^® disciples came, and said unto him. Why 10 
speakest thou unto them in parables? And he an- 11 
swered and said unto them, Unto you it is given to 
know the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, but 
to them it is not given. For whosoever hath, to 12 
him shall be given, and he shall have abundance: 
but whosoever hath not, from him shall be taken 
away even that whidi he hath. Therefore speak 1 13 
to them in parables; because seeing they see not, 
and hearing they hear not, neither do they under- 
stand. And unto them is fulfilled the prophecy of 14 
Isaiah, which saith, 

By hearing ye shall hear, and shall in no wise 
understand; 

And seeing ye shall see, and shall in no wise 
perceive: 

For this x>eople's heart is waxed gross, 15 

And their ears are dull of hearing. 

And their eyes they have closed; 

Lest haply they should perceive with their eyes. 

And hear with their ears. 

And understand with their heart. 

And should turn again. 

And I should heal them. 
But blessed are your eyes, for they see; and your 16 
ears, for they hear. For verily I say unto you, that 17 
many prophets and righteous men desired to see the 
things which ye see, and saw them not; and to hear 
the things which ye hear, and heard them not. Hear 18 
then ye the parable of the sower. When any one 19 
heareth the word of the kingdom, and understandeth 
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it not, then cometh the evil oiMy and snatcheth away 
that which hath been sown in hia heart. This is he 

20 that was sown by the way side. And he that was 
sown npon the rocky places this is he that heareth 

21 the word, and straightway with joy receiveth it; yet 
hath he not root in himseli, but endureth for a while; 
and when tribulation or persecution ariseth because 

22 of the word, straightway he stumbleth. And he that 
was sown among the thorns, this is he that heareth 

the word; and the care of the 'world, and the de- 1 or,«^ 
oeitfulness of riches, choke the word, and he be- 

23 cometh imfniitful. And he that was sown upon 
the good ground, this is he that heareth the word, 
and understandeth it; who verilv beareth fruit, and 
brfaigeth forth, some a hundredfold, some sixty, some 
thirty. 

24 Another parable set he before thegi, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is likened unto a man that sowed 

25 good seed in his field: but while men slept, his ene- 
my came and sowed ^tares also among the wheat, s ot^dana 

26 and went away. But when the blade sprang up, and 
brought forth fruit, then appeared the tares also. 

27 And the "servants of the householder came and said s or. hmdtenaiu*, 
unto him, Sir, didst thou not sow good seed in thy 

28 field? whence then hath it tares? And he said unto . q . 
them, *An enemy hath done this. And the ^rvants i. a* JUS!^, 
6a,j unto him, Wilt thou then that we go and ^ther 

29 th^n up? But he saith, Nay; lest haply whUe ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up the wheat with them. 

80 Let both grow togeUier until the harvest : and in the 
time of the harvest I will say to the reapers, Gather 
up first the tares, and bind them in bundles to biu'n 
them: but gather the wheat into my barn. 

81 Another parable set he before them, saving. The 
kingdom of heaven is like unto a grain of mustard 
seed, which a man took, and sowed in his field: 

82 which indeed is less than all seeds; but when it is 
grown, it is greater than the herbs, and becometh a 
tree, so that the birds of the heaven come and lodge 
in the branches thereof. 

88 Another parable spake he unto them; The king- 

dom of heaven is like unto leaven, which a woman Gr^iT '^ denote! 
took, and hid in three *measures of meal, till it was ?*,Si5II'Snl 

all leavened. talnlni; nearlv « 

84 All these things spake Jesus in parables unto the ^*^ "^ ' ^'• 
multitudes; and without a parable spake he noth- 

85 ing unto them: that it might be fulfilled which was 

spoken *by the prophet, saying, « or, Mron^ 
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I wUl open my mouth in parables; 

I will utter tiungs hidden from the foundation 

otwoHd, Then he left the multitudes, and went into theSG 

house : and his disciples came unto him, saying, Ex- 
plain imto UB the parable of the tares of the field. 
And he answered and said. He that soweth the good 87 
seed is the Son of man; and the field is the world; 88 
and the good seed, these are the sons of the kingdom; 
and the tares are the sons of the evil one ; and the 39 

• Or rt« eommi ^^^^J *^* sowcd them is the devil : and the harvest 
mMumifu!!^ is "the end of the world; and the reapers are angela 

As therefore the tares are gathered up and burned 40 
with fire; so shall it be in *the end of the world. 
The Son of man shall send forth his angels, and they 41 
shall gather out of his kingdom all things that cause 
stumbling, and them that do iniquity, and shall cast 43 
them into the furnace of fire: there shall be the 
weeping and gnashing of teeth. Then shall the 43 
righteous shine forth as the sun in the kingdom of 
their Father. He that hath ears, let him hear. 

The kingdom of heaven is like unto a treasure 44 
hidden in the field; which a man found, and hid; 

zorjorjoftAtrto/ and Hu hls joy he goeth and sellcth all that he hath, 
and buyeth that field. 

Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a man 45 
that is a merchant seeking goodly pearls: and hav-46 
ing found one pearl of great price, he went and sold 
allthat he had, and bouffht it. 

4 Gr. drag-ntt. Again, the kingdom oi heaven is like unto a ^et, 47 
that was cast into the sea, and gathered of every 
kind: which, when it was filled, they drew up on 48 
the beach; and they sat down, ana gathered the 
good into vessels, but the bad they cast away. So 49 
i^all it be in Hhe end of the world : the angels shall 
come forth, and sever the wicked from among the 
righteous, and shall cast them into the furnace of 50 
fire: there shall be the weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. 

Have ye understood all these things? They say 51 
unto him. Yea. And he said unto them, Therefore 52 
every scribe who hath been made a disciple to the 
kingdom of heaven is like unto a man that is a 
householder, which bringeth forth out of his treas- 
ure things new and old. 

And it came to pass, when Jesus had finished 53 
these parables, he departed thence. And coming 54 
into his own country he taught them in their syn- 
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agogue, insomuch that they were astonished, and 
said, Whence liath tliis man Uiis wisdom, and these 

55 *mighty works? Is not tliis the carpenter's son? is i or. 
not his mother called Mary? and his brethren, 

56 James, and Joseph, and Simon, and Judas? And 
his sisters, are they not all with us? Whence then 

57 hath this man all these things? And they were 
^offended in him. But Jesus said unto them, A ' 
prophet is not without honour, save in his own 

58 country, and in his own house. And he did not 
many 'mighty works there because of their unbe- 

14 At that season Herod the tetrarch heard the re- 

0port concerning Jesus, and said unto his servants. 

This is John the Baptist; he is risen from the dead; 

3 and therefore do these powers work in him. For 
Herod had laid hold on John, and bound him, and 
put him in prison for the sake of Herodias, his 

4 brother Philip's wife. For John said unto him, It 

5 is not lawful for thee to have her. And when he 
would have put him to death, he feared the multi- 

6 tude, because they counted him as a prophet. But 
when Herod's birthday came, the daughter of He- 
rodias danced in the midst, and pleased Herod. 

7 Whereupon he promised with an oath to give her 

8 whatsoever she should ask. And she, bemg put 
forward by her mother, saith. Give me here in a 

9 charger the head of John the Baptist. And the 
king was grieved; but for the sake of his oaths, and 
of them which sat at meat with him, he commanded 

10 it to be given; and he sent, and beheaded John in 

11 the prison. Aiid his head was brought in a charger, 
and given to the damsel: and she brought it to her 

12 mother. And his disciples came, and took up the 
corpse, and buried him; and they went and told 
Jesus. 

13 Now when Jesus heard it, he withdrew from 
thence in a boat, to a desert place apart: and when 

the multitudes heard thereof, they followed him 'on s or.iyiaiui 

14 foot from the cities. And he came forth, and saw 
a great multitude, and he had compassion on them, 

15 and healed their sick. And when even was come, 
the disciples came to him, saying, The place is des- 
ert, and the time is already past; send the multi- 
tudes away, that they may go into the villages, and 

16 buy themselves food. But Jesus said unto them, 
They have no need to go away; give ye them to 

17 eat. And they say unto him. We have here but 
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fiye loaves, and two fishes. And he said, Brinf 18 
them hither to me. And he commanded the multE 19 
tudes to Hdt down on the srass; and he took the 
five loaves, and the two fishes, and lo<ddng up to 
heaven, he blessed, and broke and gave the loaves 
to the disciples, and the disciples to the mnltitudes. 
And the7 did all eat, and were filled: and they took 20 
up that which remained over of the broken pieces, 
twelve baskets full. And thev that did eat were 21 
about five thousand men, bedae women and chil- 
dren. 

And straightway he constrained the disciples to 22 
enter into the boat, and to go before him unto the 
other side, till he should send the multitudes away. 
And after he had sent the multitudes away, he went 23 
tboritui rand up "^^ ^^^ mountain apart to pray: and when even 
•M MMT Ar-was come, he was there alone. But the boat *wa8 24 
frSL a* tai^ now in the midst of the sea, distressed by the waves; 

for the wind was contrary. And in the fourth 25 
watch of the night he came unto them, walking 
upon the sea. And when the disciples saw him 26 
walking on the sea, they were troubled, saying. It 
is an apparition; and they cried out for fear. But 27 
straightway Jesus spake unto them, saying, Be of 
good cheer; it is I; be not afraid. And Peter an- 28 
swered him and said, Lord, if it be thou, bid me 
come unto thee upon the waters. And he said, 29 
s sonMudtttaa CJomc. Aud Pctcr went down from the boat, and 
thoritiM rauiwfdked upon the waters, Ho come to Jesus. But 80 
md eanu, whcu he saw the wind*, he was afraid; and bcgin- 
•a'Soritta^^d nine to sink, he cried out, saying, Lord, save me. 
<'"»v- And immediately Jesus stretcheof forth his hand, 81 

and took hold of him, and saith unto him, O thou 
of little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt? And 82 
when they were gone up into the boat, the wind 
ceased. And they that were in the boat worshipped 33 
him, saying. Of a truth thou art the Son of God. 

And when they had crossed over, they came to 34 
the land, unto Gknnesaret. And when the men of 35 
that place knew him, they sent into all that region 
round about, and brought unto him all that were 
sick; and they besought him that they might only 86 
touch the border of his garment: and as many as 
touched were made whole. 

Then there come to Jesus from Jerusalem Phari-1 5 
sees and scribes, saying, Why do thy disciples trans- 2 
gress the tradition of the elders? for they wash not 
their hands when they eat bread. And he answered 8 
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and aaid unto them, Why do ye also transgress the 
oommandment of God because of jour tradition? 

4 For God said. Honour th^ father and thy mother.* 
and. He that speaketh evil of father or mother, let 

5 him *die the death. But ye say. Whosoever shall i or,«w/f rfi. 
B&Y to his father or his mother. That wherewith thou 
nughtest have been profited by me is given to God ; > 8oi»«»«ientaii- 

6 he shall not honour his fathers And ye have made uiHSSL'!^^'^ 
void the Vord of God because of your tradition, s soDMaaeientaa. 

7 Ye hypocrites, wdl did Isaiah prophesy of you, £j'*''" "** 
saying, 

8 This people honoureth me with their lips; 
But their heart is far from me. 

9 But in vain do they worship me. 

Teaching as £^r doctrines the precepts of men. 

10 And he called to him the multitude, and said unto 

11 them. Hear, and understand: Not that which enter- 
eth into the mouth defileth the man; but that which 
proceedeth out of the mouth, this de^th the man. 

12 Then came the disciples, and said unto him, Enowest 

thou that the Pharisees were ^offended, when they < ^""-j^^^^ <• 

13 heard this saying? But he answered and said. Every **" 
^lant which my heavenlv Father planted not, shiul 5 Qr.pimuing. 

14 be rooted up. Let them alone : they aie blind guides. 
And if the blind guide the blind, both shall fall into 

15 a pit. And Peter answered and said imto him, 

16 Declare unto us the parable. And he said. Are ye 

17 also even yet without understanding? Perceive ye 
not, that whatsoever goeth into the mouth passeth 

18 into the belly, and is cast out into the draught? But 
the things which proceed out of the mouth come 

19 forth out of the heart; and the^ defile the man. For 
out of the heart come forth evil thoughts, murders, 
adulteries, fornications, thefts, false witness, rail- 

20 ings : these are the things which d^e the man : but 
to eat with unwashen hands defileth not the man. 

21 And Jesus went out thenoe, and withdrew into the 

22 parts of Tyre and Sidon. And behold, a Ganaan- 
itish woman came out from those borders, and cried, 
saying, Have mercy on me, O Lord, thou son of Da- 
vid; my daughter is grievously vexed with a MevU. o or. tUwMu 

23 But he answered her not a word. And his disciples 
came and besought hun, saying, Send her away; for 

24 she crieth after us. But he answered and said, I 
was not sent but unto the lost sheep of the house 

25 of Israel. But she came and worshipped him, say- 

26 ing, Lord, help me. And he answered and said, It 

is not meet to take the children's ^bread and cast it r or, <ov 
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to the dogs. But she said, Tea, Lord: for even the 27 
does eat of the crumbs which fall from their masters' 
tame. Then Jesus answered and said unto her, 028 
woman, great is thy faith: be it done unto thee even 
as thou wilt. And her daughter was healed from 
that hour. 

And Jesus departed thence, and came nigh unto 29 
the sea of Qalilee; and he went up into the moun- 
tain, and sat there. And there came unto him great 80 
multitudes, having with them the lame,blind,dumb, 
maimed, and many others, and they cast them down 
at his feet; and he healed them: insomuch that the 81 
multitude wondered, when they saw the dumb speak- 
ing, the maimed whole, and the lame walking, and 
the blind seeing: and tbey glorified the God of Is- 
rael. 

And Jesus called unto him his disciples, and said, 82 
I have compassion on the multitude, because they 
continue with me now three days and have nothing 
to eat: and I would not send them away fasting, 
lest haply they faint in the way. And the disciples 88 
say unto him, Whence should we have so manv 
loaves in a desert place, as to fill so great a mulU- 
tude ? And Jesus saith unto them, How many loaves 84 
have ye ? And they said, Seven, and a few small 
fishes. And he commanded the multitude to sit 85 
down on the ground; and he took the seven loaves 86 
and the fishes; and he cave thanks and brake, and 
gave to the disciples, ana the disciples to the multi- 
tudes. And they did all eat, and were filled: and 87 
they took up that which remaiSoed over of the broken 
pieces, seven baskets full. And they that did eat 88 
were four thousand men, beside women and chil- 
dren. And he sent away the multitudes, and en- 89 
tered into the boat, and came into the borders of 
Magadan. 
And the Pharisees and Sadducees came, and! 6 
' J?rd. *to**''th5 *®™P^S ^^°^ asked him to shew tiiem a sign from 
«ndo^Ter. 3, are heaven. But he answered and said unto them, 2 
SrtiIr*mit'**S- 'When it is evening, ye say. It vnU he fair weather: 
fm°'rtoi1 ^^n ^^^ *^® heaven is red. And in the morning. It mil be 8 
thSStie." "°' foul weather to-day : for the heaven is red and lowr- 
ing. Ye know how to discern the face of the heav- 
en ; but ye cannot discern the signs of the times. An 4 
evil and adulterous generation seeketh after a si^; 
and there shall no sign be given unto it, but the sign 
of Jonah. And he left them, and departed. 
And the disciples came to the other side and for- 5 
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6 got to take 'bread. And Jesus said unto them, Take i < 
need and beware of tbe leaven of the Pharisees and 

7 Sadducees. And they reasoned among themselves, 

8 saying, *We took no 'bread. And Jesus perceiving * 2i'J«fe*l/£Ji7 
it said, O ye of little faith, why reason ye among 

9 yourselves, because ye have no 'bread? Do ye not 

yet perceive, neither remember the five loaves of the 3 BoMtn la ver. 9 
five thousand, and how many "baskets ye took up? SJffeUnTP'S^k 

10 Neither the seven loaves of the four thousand, and wo?d». 

11 how many 'baskets ye took up? How is it that ye 
do not perceive that I spake not to you concerning 
'bread? But beware of the leaven of the Pharisees 

12 and Sadducees. Then understood they how that he 
bade them not beware of the leaven of ^bread, but of 
the teaching of the Pharisees and Sadducees. 

13 Now when Jesus came into the parts of Csesarea 4 Many andeut 
Philippi, he asked his disciples, saying. Who do men '.°J7J{'"™^ 

14 say Hhat the Son of man is? And they said. Some man oL.^ 
my John the Baptist; some, Elijah : and others, Jer- JJjJ jj'fg ^ '* 

15 emiah, or one of the prophets. He saith unto them, 

16 But who say ye that I am? And Simon Peter an- 
swered and said. Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 

17 living Gk)d. And Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Blessed art thou, Simon Bar-Jonah: for flesh 
and blood hath not revealed it unto thee, but my 

18 Father which is in heaven. And I also say unto 

thee, that thou art *Peter, and upon this •rock I will * ^'* ^"*' 
build my church; and the gates of Hades shall not ' '**~' 

19 prevail against it. I will give unto thee the keys of 
the kingdom of heaven: and whatsoever thou shalt 
bind on earth shall be bound in heaven: and what- 
soever thou shalt loose on earth shall be loosed in 

20 heaven. Then charged he the disciples that they 
should tell no man that he was the Christ. , _ 

21 From that time began ^ Jesus to shew unto his dis- ^ &« USi 
ciples, how that he must eo unto Jerusalem, and suf - •'•^ ^^*^ 

f er many things of the elders and dbief i»ie&ts and 
scribes, and be killed, and the third day be raised up. 

22 And Peter took him, and began to rebuke him, saying, 

•Be it far from thee, Lord: this shall never be imto ® SiW^**-**" 

23 thee. But he turned, and said unto Peter, Gtet thee 
behind me, Satan: thou art a stumblingblock unto 
me : for thou mindest not the things of God, but the 

24 things of men. Then said Jesus unto his disciples. 
If any man would come after me, let him deny him- 

25 self, and take up his cross, and follow me. For 
whosoever would save his ^life shall lose it: and9 0r,«Ni< 
whosoever shall lose his 'life for my sake shall find 
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it. For what shall a man be proflted, if he slia]] 26 
1 Or, mmt gain the whole world, and forfeit his life? or what 

shall a man give in exchange for his life? For the 27 
Son of man shall come in the glory of his Father 
with Ills angels; and then shall he render unto ev- 
« Gr. iking, evj man according to his Meeds. Verily I say unto 28 
you, There be some of them that stand here, wliich 
shall in no wise taste of death, till they see the Bon 
of man cominj^ in his kingdom. 

And after six days Jesus taketh with him Peter, 17 
and James, and John his brother, and bringeth them 
up into a -high mountain apart: and he was trans- 2 
figured before them: and ms face did shine as the 
sun, and his garments became white as the light. 
And behold, mere appeared unto them Moses and 8 
Elijah talking with him. And Peter answered, and 4 
said unto Jesus, Lord, it is good for us to be here: if 
a or^bootkM thou wilt, I will make here three tabernacles; one 
for thee, and one for Moses, and one for Elijah. 
While he was yet speaking, behold, a bright cloud 5 
overshadowed them : and behold, a voice out of the 
cloud, saying. This is my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleased; hear ye him. And when the dis- 6 
ciples heard it, they fell on their face, and were sore 
airaid. And Jesus came and touched them and said, 7 
Arise, and be not afraid. And lifting up their eyes, 8 
they saw no one, save Jesus only. 

And as they were coming down from the moun- 9 
tain, Jesus commanded them, saying. Tell the vision 
to no man, until the Son of man be risen from the 
dead. And his disciples asked him, saving. Why 10 
then say the scribes that Eliiah must first come? 
And he answered and said, Elijah indeed cometh, 11 
and shall restore all things: but I say unto you, that 12 
Eliiah is come already, and they knew him not, but 
did imto him whatsoever they listed. Even so shall 
the Son of man also suffer of them. Then under- 13 
stood the disciples that he spake unto them of John 
the Baptist. 

And when they were come to the multitude, there 14 
came to him a man, kneeling to him, and saying, 
Lord, have mercy on my son: for he is epileptic, 15 
and suffereth grievously: for oft-times he falleth 
into the fire, and oft-times into the water. And 1 16 
brought him to thy disciples, and they could not 
cure him. And Jesus answered and said, O faithless 17 
and perverse generation, how long shall I be witihi 
you? how long shall I bear with you? bring him 
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18 hither to me. And Jesus rebuked him ; and the 
*devil went out from him: and the boy was cured i Gr., 

19 from that hour. Then came the disciples to Jesus 

20 apart, and said, Why could not we cast it out? And 
he salth unto them, Because of your little faith: for 

verily I say unto you, If ye have faith as a grain of , M«ny wthori- 
mustard seed, ye shall say unto this moimtam, Re- ««j^ ^^^ ^- 
move hence to vonder place; and it shall remove; si^i?^ tku kiVd 
and nothing shall be impossible imto you." G^^^ TH 

22 And while they ^bode in GalUee, Jesus said unto 2^|;v- see 
them, The Son of man shall be delivered up into the ^ ^^ mdent 

23 hands of men ; and they shall kill him, and the third anSorfttee *V^ 
day he shall be raised up. And they were exceeding SUlutiil^i!^ 
sorry. «•• 

24 And when they were come to Capernaum, they 

that received the *half -shekel came to Peter, and said, 4 Gr. didnuifM. 

25 Doth not your *master pay the •half -shekel? He s or, leo***- 
saith, Tea. And when he came into the house, 

Jesus spake first to him, saying, What thinkest thou, 
Simon ? the kings of the earth, from whom do they 
receive toll or tribute? from their sons, or from 

26 strangers? And when he said. From strangers, 
Jesus said unto him, Therefore the sons are free. 

27 But, lest we cause them to stumble, go thou to the 
sea, and cast a hook, and take up the fish that first 
Cometh up; and when thou hast opened his mouth, 

thou Shalt find a 'shekel: that take, and give unto c Gr. ita<«r. 
them for me and thee. 
18 In that hour came the disciples unto Jesus, saying, 

Who then is ^greatest in the kin^om of heaven? 7 Gr. gnattr. 

2 And he called to him a little child, and set him in 

3 the midst of them, and said. Verily I say unto you. 
Except ye turn, and become as little children, ye 
shall in no wise enter into the kingdom of heaven. 

'4 Whosoever therefore shall humble himself as this 
little child, the same is the ^greatest in the kingdom 

5 of heaven. And whoso shall receive one such little 

6 child in my name receiveth me: but whoso shall 
cause one of these little ones which believe on me to 
stumble, it is profitable for him that ®a great mill- ® Si^^ftJTiS^' 
stone should be hanged about his neck, and that he

the world because of occasions of stumbling! for it 
must needs be that the occasions come; but woe to 

8 that man through whom the occasion cometh t And 
if tlrv hand or thy foot causeth thee to stumble, cut 
it on, and cast it from thee: it is good for thee to 
enter into life maimed or halt, rather than having 
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two hands or two feet to be cast into the eternal fire. 
And if thine eye causeth thee to stumble, pluck it 9 
out, and cast it from thee: it is good for thee to 
. enter into life with one eve, rather than having two 
eyes to be cast into the Uiell of fire. See tluit ye 10 
despise not one of these little ones; for I say unto 
' tJS'^aoia^Mlyou, that in heaven their angels do always behold 
ii^^SuSmTS ^® ^*^ ^^ ™y Father which is in heaven; ' How 13 
mauMflMtoMM think ye ? if any man have a hundred sheep, and

6 Or, etmgregatwm unto the *church : aud if he refuse to hear the "church 
also, let him be unto thee as the Gentile and the pub- 
lican. Verily I say unto you, What things soever ye 18 
shall bind on earth shall be bound in heaven: and 
what things soever ye shall loose on earth shall be 
loosed in heaven. Again I say unto you, that if two 19 
of you shall agree on earth as toucliing anything that 
they shall ask, it shall be done for them of my Fa- 
ther which is in heaven. For where two or three 20 
are gathered together in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them. 

Then came Peter, and said to him. Lord, how oft 21 
shall my brother sin against me, and I forgive him? 
until seven times? Jesus saith unto him, I say not 22 

' Sli'IIlS' '*"*** ^into thee, Until seven times; but. Until 'seventy 

times seven. Therefore is the kingdom of heaven 23 
likened unto a certain king, which would make a 

8 Gr.iMNiMrMiKt. reckoning with his ^servants. And when he had 24 
begun to reckon, one was brought unto him, which 
probabiy^worth owed him ten thousand 'talents. But forasmuch as 25 
about /S40. ije had not wherewith to pay, his lord commanded 
him to be sold, and his wife, and children, and all 

lOQt.bondtervatu. that hc had, and payment to be made. The ^"ser-26 
vaut therefore fell down and worshipped him, say-

And the lord of that 'servant, being moved i Gr. i 
with compassion, released him, and forgave him the

"pence : and he laid hold on him, and took him by the «>«« worth aboot 

29 throat, sayinff. Pay what thou owest. So his fellow- yS^^ ^^ 
servant fell aown and besought him, saying, Have 

80 patience with me, and I wifl pay thee. And he 
would not: but went and cast him into prison, till 

31 he should pay that which was due. So when his 
fellow-servants saw what was done, they were ex- 
ceeding sorry, and came and told unto their lord all 

32 that was done. Then his lord called him unto him, 
and saith to him. Thou wicked ^servant, I forgave 
thee all that debt, because thou besoughtest me: 

33 shouldest not thou also have had mercy on thy fel- 

34 low-servant, even as I had mercy on thee? And his 
lord was wroth, and delivered him to the tormentors, 

35 till he should pay all that was due. So shall also 
my heavenly Father do unto you, if ye forgive not 

every one nis brother from your hearts. 

1 9 And it came to pass when JesuS had finished these 
words, he departea from Galilee, and came into the 

2 borders of Judaea beyond Jordan; and great multi- 
tudes followed him; and he healed them there. ^ ^^ ^^^^ 

3 And there came unto him ^Pharisees, tempting utS^^wme ani 
him, and saying, Is it lawful /<?r a man to put away •*"*» '"■"^ **•• 

4 his wife for every cause? And he answered and 

said, Have ye not read, that he which »made them tbSJtS rlS 
from the beginning made them male and female, ****«*• 

5 and said. For this cause shall a man leave his father

So that they are no 
more twain, but one flesh. What therefore Grod

say unto him. Why then did Moses conunand to give 

8 a bill of divorcement, and to put h£r away? He saith 
unto them, Moses for your hardness of heart suffered 

you to put away your wives: but from the begin- •some anci«niaa-

10 committeth adultery. The disciples sajr unto him, ' word«,toihre5J 
If the case of the man is so with his wife. It is not J^Jfid b**i>S!J 

11 expedient to marry. But he said unto them. All ancient aatboH- 
men cannot receive this saying, but they to whom it "*• 

12 is given. For there are eunuchs, which were so 

3 
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born from their mother's womb: and there are 
eunuchs, which were made eunucha by men: and 
there are eunuchs, which made themselves eunuchs 
for the kingdom of heaven's sake. He that is able 
to receive it, let him receive it. 

Then were there brought unto him little children, 18 
that he should lay his lumds on them, and ^ray : and 
the disciples rebuked them. But Jesus said, Suffer 14 
the little children, and forbid them not, to come unto 
me : for of such is* the kingdom of heaven. And he 15 
^^ laid his hands on them, and departed thence, 
f al^Mudliaa. ^^ behold, one came to him and said, * 'Master, 16 
" i what good thing shall I do, that I may have eternal

^, And Jesus said, Thou shalt not kill, Thou shalt not

self. The young man saith unto him, All these 20 
things have I observed: what lack I yet? Jesus 21 
said unto him, If thou wouldest be perfect, go, sell 
that thou hast, and give to the poor, and thou shalt 
iiave treasure in heaven : and come, follow me. But 22 
when the young man heard the saying, he went away 
sorrowful: for he was one that had great posses- 
sions. 

And Jesus said unto his disciples, Verily I say 23 
unto you. It is hard for a rich man to enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. And again I say unto you, It 24 
is easier for a camel to go mrough a needle's eye, 
than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of 
God. And when the disciples heard it, they were 25 
astonished exceedingly, saying. Who then can be 
saved? And Jesus looking upon them said to them, 26 
With men this is impossible ; but with Qod all things 
are possible. Then answered Peter and said unto 27 
him, Lo, we have left all, and followed thee; what 
then shall we have? And Jesus said unto them, 28 
Verily I say unto you, that ye which have followed 
me, in the regeneration when the Bon of man shall 
sit on the throne of his glory, ye also shall sit upon 
twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Israel.

11 every man a 'penny. And when they received it, 
they murmur^ against the "householder, saying, 

12 These last have spent Imt one hour, and thou hast 
made them equal imto us, which have borne the 

18 burden of the day and the Scorching heat. But he 4 or. Ad mnd 
answered and said to one of them. Friend, I do thee 
no wrong: didst not thou agree with me for a 

14 'penny? Take up that which is thine, and go thy 
way; it is my will to give unto this last, even as 

15 unto thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what I will 
with mine own? or is thine eye evil, because I am 

16 good? So the last shall be first, and the first 
last. 

17 And as Jesus was going up to Jerusalem, he took 
the twelve disciples apart, and in the way he said 

18 unto them. Behold, we ^o up to Jerusalein; and the 
Son of man shall be delivered unto the chief priests 
and scribes; and they shall condemn him to deatii, 

19 and shall deliver him unto the Gentiles to mock, 

• For "that is" read " that was "—-^m. Com. 
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and to Bcour^, and to cmcify: and the third day 
he shall be raised up. 

Then came to him the mother of the sons of 20 
Zebedee with her sons, worshipping Mm, and ask- 
ing a certain thin^ of him. Ana he said imto her, 21 
What wouldest mon? 8he saith imto him, Com- 
mand that these my two sons may sit, one on thy 
right hand, and one on thy left hand, in thy king- 
dom. But Jesus answered and said, Ye know not 22 
what ye ask. Are ye able to drink the cupthat I 
am about to drink? They say unto him. We are 
able. He saith unto them, My cup indeed ye shall 28 
drink: but to sit on my right hand, and on my left 
hand, is not mine to give, but it i^for them for 
whom it hath been prepared of my Father. And 24 
when the ten heard it, they were moved with indig- 
nation concerning the two brethren. But Jesus call- 25 
ed them unto him, and said. Ye know that the rul- 
ers of the Gentiles lord it over them, and their great 
ones exercise authority over them. Not so shall it 20 
be among you: but wnosoever would become great 
1 Or, MTMni amon^ you shall be your 'minister; and whosoever 27 
f Gr.foiHiMr«a«(. would bc first among you shall be your 'servant: 

even as the Son of man came not to be ministered 28 
unto, but to minister, and to give his life a ransom 
for many. 

And as they went out from Jericho, a great mul- 29 
titude followed him. And behold, two blind men 80 
sitting by the way side, when they heard that Jesus 
was passing by, cried out, saying. Lord, have mercy 
on us, thou son of David. And the multitude re- 81 
buked them, that they should hold their peace: but 
they cried out the more, saying, Lord, have mercy 
on us, thou son of David. And Jesus stood still, 82 
and called them, and said. What will ye that I 
should do unto you? They say unto hmi, Lord, 33 
that our eyes may be opened. And Jesus, beinff 34 
moved with compassion, touched their eyes : and 
straightway they received their sight, and followed 
him. 

And when they drew nigh unto Jerusalem, andZl 
came imto Bethphage, unto the mount of Olives, 
then Jesus sent two disciples, saying unto them, Go 2 
into the village that is over against you, and straight- 
way ye shall find an ass tied, and a colt with her: 
loose themy and bring them unto me. And if any 8 
one say aught imto you, ye shall say, The Lord 
hath need of them; and straightway he will send 
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4 them. Now this is come to pass, that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken *by the prophet, saying, i or,rtn>ii^ 

5 Tell ye the daughter of ^on. 
Behold, thy King cometh unto thee. 
Meek, and riding upon an ass. 
And upon a colt the foal of an ass. 

6 And the disciples went, and did even as Jesus ap- 

7 pointed them, and brought the ass, and the colt, and 
put on them their garments; and he sat thereon. 

.. 8 And the most part of the multitude spread their 
garments in the way; and others cut branches from 
9 the trees, and spread them in the way. And the 
multitudes that went before him, and that followed, 
cried, saying, Hosanna to the son of David: Blessed 
18 he that cometh in the name of the Lord; Hosanna 

10 in the highest. And when he was come into Jeru- 
salem, ^the city was stirred, saying. Who is this? 

11 And the multitudes said, This is the prophet, Jesus, 

from Nazareth of Galilee. sMMyMicientau- 

12 And Jesus entered into the temple 'of God, and JonJ* «»^» 
cast out all them that sold and bought in the tem- ^ 

pie, and overthrew the tables of the money-changers, 

13 and the seats of them that sold the doves; and he 
saith unto them, It is written, My house shall be 
called a house of prayer: but ye make it a den of 

14 robbers. And the blind and the lame came to him 

15 in the temple : and he healed them. But when the 
chief priests and the scribes saw the wonderful 
things that he did, and the children that were cry- 
ing m the temple and saying, Hosanna to the son 

16 of David; they were moved with indignation, and 
said unto him, Hearest thou what these are saying? 
And Jesus saith unto them. Yea: did ye never read. 
Out of the mouth of babes and sucldinffs thou hast 

17 perfected praise? And he left them, and went forth 
out of the city to Bethany, and lodged there. 

18 Now in the morning as he returned to the city, he 

19 hungered. And seeing 'a fig tree by the way side, 3 0r,a«<a^ 
he came to it, and found notmng thereon, but leaves 

only ; and he saith unto it, Let there be no fruit from 
thee henceforward for ever. And immediately the 

20 fig tree withered away. And when the disciples 
saw it, they marvelled, saying. How did the fig tree 

21 immediately wither awajr? And Jesus answered 
and said unto them, Venly I say unto you, If ye 
have faith, and doubt not, ye shall not only do wliat 
is done to the fig tree, but even if ye shall say unto 
this mountain, Be thou taken up and cast into the 
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sea, it shall be done. And all things, wliatsoever 22 
ye shall ask in prayer, believing, ye shall receive. 

And when he was come into the temple, the chief 23 
priests and the elders of the people came unto him 
as he was teaching, and said, !by what authority 
doest thou these things? and who gave thee this au- 
thority? And Jesus answered and said unto them, 1 24 

1 Or. ward, also will ask you one ^question, which if ye tell me, I 
likewise wiU tell you bv what authority I do these 
things. The baptism oi John, whence was it? from 25 
heaven or from men? And they reasoned with 
themselves, saying, If we shall say, From heaven; 
he will say unto us. Why then did ye not believe 
him? But if we shall say, From men; we fear the 26 
multitude; for all hold John as a prophet. And 27 
they answered Jesus, and said. We know not. He 
also 'said unto them. Neither tell I you by what 
authority I do these tilings. But what think ye ? A 28 
man haa two sons; and he came to the first, and 

sGr.awd. said, 'Son, go work to-day in the vineyard. And 29 
he answered and said, I will not: but afterward he 
repented himself, and went. And he came to the 30 
second, and said likewise. And he answered and 
said, I go, sir: and went not. Whether of the 31 
twain did the will of his father? They say. The 
first. Jesus saith unto them. Verily I say unto you, 
that the publicans and the harlots go into the king- 
dom of God before you. For John came unto you 32 
in the way of righteousness, and ye believed him 
not : but the publicans and the harlots believed him : 
and ye, when ye saw it, did not even repent your- 
selves afterward, that ye might believe him. 

Hear another parable : There was a man that was 33 
a householder, which planted a. vineyard, and set a 
hedge about it, and digged a winepress in it, and 
built a tower, and let it out to husbandmen, and 
went into another country. And when the season 34 

sGr.Sotubervanf*. of thc frults drcw near, he sent bis 'servants to the 

4 Or, the fruiu of husbandmcn, to receive *his fruits. And the bus- 35 
' bandmen took his ^servants, and beat one, and killed 

another, and stoned another. Again, he sent other 36 
''servants more than the first: and they did unto 
them in like manner. But afterward he sent unto 37 
them his son, saying. They will reverence my son. 
But the husbandmen, when they saw the son, said 38 
among themselves. This is the heir; come, let us kill 
him, and take his inheritance. And they took him, 39 
and cast him forth out of the vineyard, and killed 
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40 him. When therefore the lord of the yincyard 
shall come, what will he do unto those husband- 

41 men? They say unto him. He wiU miserably de- 
stroy those miserable men, and will let out the vine- 
yard unto other husbandmen, which shall render 

42 him the f ruita in their seasons. Jesus saith unto 
them. Did ye never read in the scriptures, 

The stone which the builders rejected. 
The same was made the head of the comer: 
This was from the Lord, 
And it is marvellous in our eyes? 

43 Therefore say I unto you. The kingdom of God 

shall be taken away from you, and shall be given ,g^„.^^^^,„. 

44 to a nation bringing forth the fruits thereof. ^And thoritiM omii 
he that falleth on this stone shall be broken to ^"•**" 
pieces: but on whomsoever it shall fall, it will scat- 

45 ter him as dust. And when the chief priests afld 
the Pharisees heard his parables, they perceived that 

46 he spake of them. And when they sought to lay 
hold on him, they feared the multitudes, because 

they took him for a prophet. 

22 And Jesus answered and spake again in parables 

2 unto them, saying. The kingdom of heaven is likened 

unto a certain king, which made a marriage feast 

8 for his son, and sent forth his Servants to cml them s Gr. boHdMmmu. 

that were bidden to the marriage feast: and they 

4 would not come. Again he sent fortli other Ser- 
vants, saying. Tell them that are bidden, Behold, I 
have made ready my dinner: my oxen and my fat- 
lings are killed, and all things are ready: come to 

5 the marriage feast. But they made light of it, and 
went their ways, one to his ovm farm, another to his 

6 merchandise : and the rest laid hold on his Servants, 
and entreated them shamefully, and killed them. 

7 But the king was wroth; and he sent his armies, 
and destroyed those murderers, and burned their 

8 city. Then saith he to his Servants, The wedding 
is ready, but they that were bidden were not worthy. 

9 Go ye therefore unto the partings of the highways, 
and as many as ye shall find, bid to the marriage 

10 feast. And those Servants went out into the high- 
ways, and gathered together all as many as they 
found, both bad and good : and the wedding was 

11 filled with guests. But when the king came in to 
behold the guests, he saw there a man which had 

12 not on a wedding-garment: and he saith unto him. 

Friend, how earnest thou in hither not having a 

13 wedding-garment? And he was speechless. Then 
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1 or,«iiMi(«r« the kin^ said to the ^rvants, Bind him hand and 
foot, ana cast him out into the outer darkness; there 
shall be the weeping and gnashing of teeth. For 14 
many are called, but few chosen. 

Then went the Pharisees, and took counsel how 15 
they might ensnare him in Ms talk. And they send 16 
to him their disciples, with the Herodians, sajdng,

And when they heard it, they marvelled, and left 22 
him, and went their way. • 

4 Gr.wirtny.* Qn that day there came to him Sadducees, *which 23 

say that there is no resurrection : and they asked 

"SirflSi'-J^SIhinai saying, ^Master, Moses said. If a man (fie, hav-24 
iS^u^com ^^^ ^^ chfldren, his brother *shall marry his wife, 
wreliat. m and raisc up seed unto his brother. Now there were 25

deceased, and having no seed left his wife unto his

And after them all the 27 
woman died. In the resurrection therefore whose 28 
wife shall she be of the seven? for they all had her. 
But Jesus answered and said unto them, Ye do err, 29 
not knowing the scriptures, nor the power of God. 

7 Many ancient aa- For lu the resuTrectiou they neither marry, nor are 30 
rtorftiea add qT givcu in marriage, but are as angels' in heaven. But 31 
as touching the resurrection of the dead, have ye 
not read that which was spoken unto you by God, 
saying, I am the God of Abraham, and the God of 32 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob? God is not the God 
ot the dead, but of the living. And when the mul- 33 
titudes heard it, they were astonished at his teaching. 

But the Pharisees, when they heard that he had 34 
put the Sadducees to silence, gathered themselves 
together. And one of them, a lawyer, asked him a 35

41 Now while the Pharisees were gathered together, 
43 Jesus asked them a question, saying. What think ye 

of the Christ ? whose son is he ? They say unto 

43 him. The son of David. He saith unto them. How 
then doth David in the Spirit call him Lord, say- 
ing,

Till I put thine enemies underneath thy feet?

46 And no one was able to answer him a word, nei-

23 Then spake Jesus to the multitudes and to his 

2 disciples, saying. The scribes and the Pharisees sit 

3 on Moses' seat: all things therefore whatsoever they 
bid you, th^se do and observe: but do not ye after 

4 their works; for thev say, and do not. Yea, they » M^y. "c'«>.t 
bind heavy burdens 'and grievous to be borne, and SlrfJSl^toSJ 
lay them on men's shoulders; but they themselves **"*'• 

5 will not move them with their finger. But all their 
works they do for to be seen of men: for they make 
broad their phylacteries, and enlarge the borders of

8 Rabbi. But be not ye called Rabbi : for one is your

If we had 30 
been in the days of our fathers, we should not have 
been partakers with them in the blood of the proph- 
ets. Wherefore ye witness to yourselves, that ye are 31

51 in an hour when he knoweth not, and shall ^cut him ' 2^;,^^ hi^'^' 
asunder, and appoint his portion with the hypo- 
crites : there shall be the weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. 

25 Then shall the kingdom of heaven be likened 

unto ten virgins, which took their "lamps, and went 8 0r,«of«»«t 

2 forth to meet the bridegroom. And ^re of them 

3 were foolish, and five were wise. For the foolish, 
when they took their ®lamps, took no oil with them: 

4 but the wise took oil in their vessels with their 

5 "lamps. Now while the bridegroom tarried, they all 
6slimibered and slept. But at midnight there is a 

cry. Behold, the bridegroom! Come ye forth to 

7 meet him. Then aU those virgins arose, and trimmed 

8 their "lamps. And the foolish said imto the wise. 
Give us of your oil ; for our "lamps are going out. 
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But the wise answered, saying, Pendventure there 9 
will not be enough for us and you: go ye rather to 
them that sell, and buy for yourselyes. And while 10 
they went away to buy, the brid^room came; and 
they that were ready went in with him to the mar- 
riage feast: and the door was shut. Afterward 11 
come also the other virgins, saying, Lord, Lord, open 
to us. But he answered and said. Verily I say unto 13 
you, I know you not. "Watch therefore, for ye know 13 
not the day nor the hour. 

For it 18 as when a man, going into another coun- 14 
try, oilled his own 'servants, and delivered unto 
them his goods. And unto one he gave five talents, 15 
to another two, to another one; to each according 
to his several ability; and he went on his journey. 
Straightway he that received the five talents went 16 
and traded with them, and made other five talents. 
In like manner he also that reeetted the two gidned 17 
other two. But he that received the one went away 18 
and digged in the earth, and hid his lord's money. 
Now f3ter a long time the lord of those ^rvants 19 
Cometh, and maketh a reckoning with them. And 30 
he that received the five talents came and brought 
other five talents, saying, Lord, thou deliveredst 
unto me five talents: lo, I have gained other five 
talents. His lord said tmto him. Well done, good 21 
and faithful ^rvant: thou hast been faithful over 
a few things, I will set thee over many things: enter 
thou into the joy of thy lord. And he also that 23 
received the two talents came and said, Lord, thou 
deliveredst unto me two talents: lo, I have gained 
other two talents. His lord said unto him, Well 23 
done, good and faithful 'feervant; thou hast been 
faithfm over a few things, I will set thee over many 
things: enter thou into the joy of thy lord. Ajia24 
he also that had received the one talent came and 
said, Lord, I knew thee that thou art a hsard man, 
reaping where thou didst not sow, and gathering 
where thou didst not scatter: and I was amdd, and 25 
went away and hid thy talent in the earth: lo, thou 
hast thine own. But his lord answered and said 26 
unto him, Thou wicked and slothful ^rvant, thou 
knewest that I reap where I sowed not, and gather 
where I did not scatter; thou oughtest there&re to 27 
have put my money to the bankers, and at my com- 
ing I should have received back mine own with in- 
terest. Take ye away therefore the talent from him, 28 
and give it unto him that hath the ten talents. For 29 
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unto every one that hatli shall be given, and he shall 
have abundance: but from him ^t hath not, even 
80 that which he hath shall be taken away. And cast 
ye out the unprofitable Servant into the outer dark- 1 gt. i 
ness: there shall be the weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. 

31 But when the Son of man shall come in his glory, 
and all the angels with him, then shall he sit on the 

32 throne of his ^lory: and before him shall be gath- 
ered aH the nations: and he shall separate them one 
from another, as the shepherd separateth the sheep 

33 from the^goats: and he shall set the sheep on hissGr.Mii. 

34 right hand, but the *goats on the left. Then shall 
the King say unto them on his right hand. Come, 
ye blessed d mv Father, inherit the kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foundation of flie world: 

35 for I was an hungred, and ye gave me meat: I was 
thirsty, and ye gave me drink: I was a stranger, 

36 and ye took me in; naked, and ye clothed me: I 
was sick, and ye visited^me: I was in prison, and 

37 ye came unto me. Then shall the righteous answer 
him, saying. Lord, when saw we thee an hungred, 

38 and fed thee? or athirst, and gave thee drink? And 
when saw we thee a stranger, and took thee in? or 

89 naked, and clothed thee? And when saw we thee 

40 sick, or in prison, and came unto thee? And the 
King shall answer and say unto them. Verily I say 
unto you. Inasmuch as ye did it imto one of these 
my brethren, even these least, ye did it unto me. 

41 Then shall he say also unto them on the left hand, 

•Depart from me, ye cursed, into the eternal fire'2l'«23J?a{i? 
43 which is prepared for the devil and his angels: for 
I was an hungred, and ye gave me no meat: I was 

43 thirsty, and ye gave me no drink: I was a stranger, 
and ye took me not in; naked, and ye clothed me 
not; sick, and in prison, and ye visited me not. 

44 Then diall they also answer, saying, Lord, when 
saw we thee an hungred, or athirst, or a stranj^er, or 
naked, or sick, or in prison, and did not mmister 

45 unto thee? Then shall he answer them, saying, 
Verily I say unto you. Inasmuch as ye did it not 

46 unto one of these least, ye did it not imto me. And 
these shall go away into eternal punishment: but 

the righteous into eternal life. 

26 Anait came to pass, when Jesus had finished all 

2 these words, he said unto his disciples, Te know 

that after two days the passover cometh, and the 

8 Son of man is delivered up to be crucified. Then

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were gathered together the chief priests, and the el- 
ders of the people, unto the court of the high priest, 
who was called Caiaphas ; and they took counsel to- 4 
gether that they might take Jesus by subtilty, and 
kill him.

Now when Jesus was in Bethany, in theliouse of G 
Simon the leper, there came unto him a woman hav- 7

Then one of the twelve, who was called Judas 14

And he 
went forward a little, and fell on his face, and prayed, 
saying, O my Father, if it be possible, let this cup 
pass away from me: nevertheless, not as I will, but 

40 as thou wilt. And he cometh unto the disciples, 
and findeth them sleeping, and saith unto Peter,

^ Again a second time he went away, and prayed, 
saying, O my FatheF) if this cannot pass away, ex- 

48 cept I drink it, thy will be done. Ana he came again 
and found them sleeping, for their eyes were heavy. 

44 And he left them again, and went away, and prayed

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a third time, saying again the same woida Then 45 
Cometh he to me disciples, and saith unto them, 
Sleep on now, and take your rest: behold, the hour 
is at hand, and the Son of man is betrayed unto the 
hands of sinners. Arise, let us be going: behold, he 46 
]a at hand that betrayeth me. 

And while he yet spake, lo, Judas, one of the 47 
twelve, came, and with him a ^reat multitude with 
swords and staves, from the chief priests and elders 
of the i)eople. Now he that betrayed him gave them 48 
a sign, saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, mat is he: 
take him. And straightway he came to Jesus, and 48 
Sle*. said. Hail, Rabbi ; and 'kissed him. And Jesus said 50 

unto him. Friend, do that for which thou art come. 
Then they came and laid hands on Jesus, and took 
him. And behold, one of them that were with Jesus 51 
stretched out his hand, and drew his sword, and 

sGr.AoMbtrvMA smotc Uie ^scrvaut of the high priest, and struck off 

his ear. Then saith Jesus unto him. Put up again 52 
thy sword into its place: for all thev that take the 
sword shall perish with the sword. Or thinkest thou 53 
that I cannot beseech my Father, and he shall even 
now send me more than twelve legions of angels? 
Ho^ then should the scriptures be fulfilled, that thus 54 
it must be? In that hour said Jesus to the multi- 55 
tudes. Are ye come out as against a robber with 
swords and staves to seize me? I sat daily in the 
temple teaching, and ye took me not. But all this 56 
is come to pass, that the scriptures of the prophets 
might be fulfilled. Then all the disciples left him, 
andfied. 

And they that had taken Jesus led him away to 67 
the house of Caiaphas the high priest, where the 
scribes and the elders were gathered together. But 58 
Peter followed him afar off, unto the court of the 
high priest, and entered in, and sat with the officers, 
to see the end. Now the chief priests and the whole 59 
council sought false witness against Jesus, that they 
might put nim to death; and they found it not, 60 
though many false witnesses came. But afterward

And when he 
was gone out into the porch, another vnaid saw him, 
and saith unto them that were there, This man also 

72 was with Jesus the Nazarene. And again he denied 

73 with an oath, I know not the man. And after a lit- 
tle while they that stood by came and said to Peter, 
Of a truth thou also art one of them; for thy speech 

74bewrayeth thee. Then began he to curse and to 

swear, I know not the man. And straightway the 

75 cock crew. And Peter remembered the word which 

Jesus had said. Before the cock crow, thou shalt 

deny me thrice. And he went out, and wept bit- 

terly. 

27 Now when morning was come, all the chief priests 

and the elders of the people took counsel against 

2 Jesus to put him to death: and they boimd him, and 

led him away, and delivered him up to Pilate the 

governor. 

8 Then Judas, which betrayed him, when he saw 

that he was condemned, repented himself, and 

brought back the thirty pieces of silver to the chief

«••«. governor asked him, sayine. Art thou the Bling of 

the Jews? And Jesus said unto him. Thou eayest. 
And when he was accused by the chief priests and 13 
elders, he answered nothing. Then saith Pilate unto 13 
him, nearest thou not how many things they witness 
against thee? And he gave him no answer, not even 14 
to one word: insomuch that the governor marvelled 
sor,«/fait greatly. Now at 'the feast the governor was wont 15 
to release unto the multitude one prisoner, whom 
' thev would. And they had then a notable prisoner, 16 
called Barabbas. When therefore they were ^th- 17 
ered together, Pilate said unto them, W hom will ye 
that I release unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus which 
is called Christ? f'or he knew that for envy they 18 
had delivered him up. And while he was sitting 19 
on the judgement-seat» his wife sent unto him, say- 
ing, Have thou nothing to do with that righteous 
man: for I have sufferSl many things this oay in a 
dream because of him. Now the chief priests and 20 
the elders persuaded the multitudes that they should 
ask for Biurabbas, and destroy Jesus. But the gov- 21 
emor answered and said unto tiiem. Whether of the 
twain will ye that I release unto you? And they 
said, Barabbas. Pilate saith imto wem, What then 22 
shall I do unto Jesus which is called Christ? They 
all say, Let him be crucified. And he said, Why, 23 
what evil hath he done? But thev cried out exceed- 
ingly, saying, Let him be crucified. So when Pilate 24 
saw tliat he prevailed nothing, but rather that a tu- 
mult was arising, he took water, and washed his

81 And when they had mocked him, they took off from 
him the robe, and put on him his garments, and led 
him away to crucify him. 

82 And as they came out, they found a man of Gy- 
rene, Simon by name: him they ^compelled to goior.i 

83 ioith them, that he might bear his cross. And when 
they were come unto a place called Gk>lgotha, that is 

84 to say, The place of a skull, they gave him wine to 
drink mingled with gall : and when he had tasted it, 

85 he would not drink. And when they had crucified 
og him, they parted his garments among them, casting 
oS lots : and they sat and watched him there. And 
^' they set up over his head his accusation written, 

88 THIS IS JESUS THE Kmo OF THE JEWS. Then are 
there crucified with him two robbers, one on the 

89 right hand, and one on the left. And they that 

40 passed hv railed on him, wagging their heaas, and 

saying. Thou that destroyest the 'temple, and build- « or, vuuntarf 
est it in three days, save thyself: if thou surt the Son 

41 of God, come down from the cross. In like manner 
lUso the chief priests mocking ^m, with the scribes 

42 and elders, said. He saved others ; 'himself he cannot mm uL*iff 
save. He is the King of Israel; let him now come 

down from the cross, and we will believe on him. 

43 He trusteth on God; let him deliver him now, if he 
desireth him : for he said, I am the Son of God. 

44 And the robbers also that were crucified with him 
cast upon him the same reproach. 

45 Now from the sixth hour there was darkness over 

46 all the *land until the ninth hour. And about the 4 or, tanK 
ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, EU, 

Eli, lama sabachthani? that is. My God, my God, ^ . ^^^ 

47 "why hast thou forsaken me? And some of them * ihiufilik»m!r 
that stood there, when they heard it, said. This man 

48 calleth Elijah. And straightway one of them ran, 
and took a sponge, and filled it with vine^, and 

49 put it on a reed, and gave him to drink. And the •X'SfaStStiS 
rest said, Let be; let us see whether Elijah cometh anootw took • 

50 to save him.* And Jesus cried again with a loud ^^iifj&S!^ 

51 voice, and yielded up his spirit. And behold, the 
veil of the "temple was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom; and the earth did quake; and the 

62 rocks were rent; and the tombs were opened; and 

many bodies of the saints that had fallen asleep 

53 were raised; and coming forth out of the tombs 
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after his resorrection they entered Into the holy city 
and appeared unto many. Kow the centorion, and 64 
they that were with him watching Jesus, when 
they saw the earthquake, and the things that 
were done, feared exceedingly, saying, Truly this 

ior,««MiyaMi was Hhe Son of God. And many women were 55 
there beholdinc from afar, which had followed 
Jesus from Guilee, ministering unto him: among 56 
whom was Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother 
of James and Joses, and the mother of the sons of 
Zebedee. 

And when even was come, there came a rich man 57 
from Arimathaea, named Joseph, who also himself 
was Jesus' disciple: this man went to Pilate, and 58 
asked for the body of Jesus. Then PUate command- 
ed it to be given up. And Joseph took the body, 59 
and wrappea it in a clean linen cloth, and laid it in 60 
his own new tomb, which he had hewn out in the 
rock: and he rolled a great stone to the door of the 
tomb, and departed. And Mary Magdalene was 61 
there, and the other Mary, sitting over against the 
sepulchre. 

I^ow on the morrow, which is the day after the 63 
Preparation, the chief priests and the Phfuisees were 
gathered together unto Pilate, saying, Sir, we remem- 68 
ber that that deceiver said, while he was yet alive, 
After three days I rise again. Command therefore 64 
that the sepulchre be made sure until the third day, 
lest haply his disciples come and steal him away, and 
say unto the people, He is risen from the dead: and 
the last error will be worse than the first. Pilate 65 

\or, Takt a guard said uuto them, *Ye have a guard: go your way, 

* « '^TJjSJ! **"' 'niake it <w sure as ye can. So they went, and made 66 
the sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, the guard being 
with them. 

Now late on the sabbath day, as it began to dawn28 
toward the first day of the week, came Mary Magda- 
lene and the other Mary to see the sepulchre. And 2 
behold, there was a great earthquake; for an angel 
of the Lord descended from heaven, and came and 
rolled away the stone, and sat upon it. His appear- 3 
ance was as lightning, and his raiment white as 
snow: and for tear of him the watchers did quake, 4 
and became as dead men. And the angel answered 
and said unto the women, Fear not ye: for I know 5 
that ye seek Jesus, which hath been cnicifled. He 6

And 
when they saw him, they worshipped him: but some 

18 doubted. And Jesus came to them and spake unto 
them, saying, All authority hath been given unto 

19 me in heaven and on earth. Go ye therefore, and 
make disciples of all the nations, baptizing them 
into the name of the Father and of the Son and of 

20 the Holy Ghost : teaching them to observe all things ^,^1 au^ 
whatsoever I commanded you: and lo, I am with*^''"?"**^

The voice of one crying in the wilderness, 8 

Make ye ready the way of the Lord, 
Make nis paths straight; 
John came, vmo baptized in the wilderness and 4 
preached the baptism of repentance nnto remission 
of sins. And there went out unto him all the coun- 5 
try of Judeea, and all they of Jerusalem; and they 
were baptized of him in the river Jordan, confessing 
their sins. And John was clothed with camel's hair, 6 
and had a leathern girdle about his loins, and did eat 
locusts and wild honey. And he preached, saying, 7 
^^ There cometh after me he that is mightier than 1, 
4 ol* S*^**" the latchet of whose shoes I am not •worthy to stoop 
tot'.Boi^BpHt I ^own and unloose. I baptized you *with water; 8 
■»J •» gjj»i*-but he shall baptize you Vith the *Holy Ghost. 
^ And it came to pass in those days, that Jesus 9 

came from Nazareth of Galilee, and was baptized of 
cGr.iirfo. John *ln the Jordan. And straightway coming up 10 

out of the water, he saw the heavens rent asunder, 
and the Spirit as a dove descending upon him : and a 11 
voice came out of the heavens. Thou art my beloved 
Son, in thee I am well pleased. 

And straightway the Spirit driveth him forth into 12 
the wilderness. And he was in the wilderness forty 13 
days tempted of Satan; and he was with the wild 
beasts; and the angels ministered imto him. 

Now after that John was delivered up, Jesus came 14 
into Galilee, preaching the gospel of God, and say- 15 
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ing, The time is fulfllled, and the kingdom of €k)d 
is at hand: repent ye, and believe in the gospeL 

16 And passing along by the sea of Galilee, he saw 
Simon and Andrew the brother of Simon casting a 

17 net in the sea: for they were fishers. And Jesus 
said unto them, Come ye after me, and I will make 

18 you to become fishers of men. And straightway 

19 they left the nets, and followed him. And going on 
a little further, he saw James the son of Zebedee, and 
John his brother, who also were in the boat mend- 

20 ing the nets. And straightway he called them : and 
they left their father Zebedee in the boat with the 
hired servants, and went after him. 

21 And they go into Capernaum; and straightway 
on the sabbath day he entered into the synagogue 

22 and taught. And they were astonished at his teach- 
ing: for he taught them as having authority, and 

23 not as the scribes. And straightway there was in 
their synagogue a man with an unclean spirit; and 

24 he cried out, saying, What have we to do with thee, 
thou Jesus of iNazareth? art thou come to destroy 
us? I know thee who thou art, the Holy One of 

25 God. And Jesus rebuked *him, saying. Hold thyior,* 

26 peace, and come out of him. And the unclean spir- 
it, Hearing him and crying with a loud voice, eamesor.comwMiv 

27 out of him. And they were all amazed, insomuch 
that they questioned among themselves, saying. 
What is this? a new teaching! with authority he 
commandeth even the unclean spirits, and they obey 

28 him. And the report of him went out straightway ev- 
erywhere into all the region of Galilee round about. * SSJritieT^ 

29 And straightway, 'when they were come out of «*««*« i»«<»»«e 
the synagogue, they came into the house of Simon Jj*? Si' 212; 

80 and Andrew, with James and John. Now Simon's •**• 
wife's mother lay sick of a fever; and straightway 

81 they tell him of her: and he came and took her by 
the hand, and raised her up; and the fever left her, 
and she ministered unto them. 

82 And at even, when the sun did set, they brought 
unto him all that were sick, and them that were *pos- * or, « 

83 sessed with devils. And all the city was gathered 

84 together at the door. And he healed many that 
were sick with divers diseases, and cast out manyjGr.d 
Mevils; and he suffered not the Mevils to speak, be- e M«^ucie&t» 
cause they knew him*. SS£*s!i*L;kI 

85 And in the morning, a great while before day, he i».4J.' 
rose up and went out, and departed into a desert 

86 place, and there prayed. And Simon and they that 
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were with him followed after him; and they fomid 87 
him, and say unto him. All are seeking thee. And 88 
he saith unto them, Let us go elBewhere into the 
next towns, tliat I may preach there also ; for to this 
end came I forth. And he went into their 8ynar89 
^gues throughout all Galilee, preaching and casu 
mg out ^devils. 

*S!!!riti!!^ti!!!!i And there cometh to him a leper, beseeching him, 40 
km-uug d<mn to *siid kneeling down to him, and sajing mito him, 
"** If thou wilt, thou canst make me clean. And he- 41 

ing moved with compassion, he stretched forth his 
hand, and touched him, and saith unto him, I will; 
be thou made clean. And straightway the leprosy 42 
departed from him, and he was made dean. And 43 
sor,4mi4r he "stTictly charged him, and straightway sent him 

out, and saith unto him, See thou say nothing; to any 44 
man : but go thy way, shew thyself to the priest, and 
offer for thy cleansing the things which Moses com- 
manded, for a testimony imto them. But he went 45 
out, and began to ])ubli8h it much, and to spread 
6Gr lu abroad the Matter, insomuch that * Jesus could no 

tor tkisUf more openly enter into •a city, but was without in des- 
ert places: and they came to him from every quarter. 
And when he entered again into Capernaum after 2 

7 or,«i amm some days, it was noised that he was ^in the house. 

And many were gathered together, so that there 2 
was no longer room for them, no, not even about 
the door: and he spake the word unto them. And 3 
they come, bringing unto him a man sick of the 

8 Many indent palsy, bome of four. And when they could not 4 
JJS^ISJ m ^o™6 nigh unto him for the crowd, they uncovered 
Aim, the roof where he was: and when they had broken 

it up, they let down the bed* whereon the sick of the 
palsy lay. And Jesus seeing their faith saith unto 5 

9Qr.aiid. the sick of the palsy, "Son, thy sins are forgiven. 

But there were certain of the scribes sitting there, 6 
and reasoning in their hearts, Why doth this man 7 
thus speak? he blasphemeth: who can forgive sins 
but one, even God? And straightway Jesus, per- 8 
ceiving in his spirit that they so reasoned within 
themselves, saith imto them. Why reason ye these 
things in your hearts? Whether is easier, to say to 9 
the sick of the palsy, Thy sins are forgiven; or to 
say, Arise, and take up thy bed*, and walk? But 10 

10 Or, aiakoritr that yc may know that the Son of man hath *®power

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on earth to f orgiye sms (he saith to the sick of the

iDsomuch that they were all amazed, and glorified 
God, saving. We never saw it on this fashion. 

13 And he went forth again by the sea side; and all 
the multitude resorted unto him, and he taught them.. 

14 And as he passed by, he saw Levi the son of Alphseus 
sitting at Uie place of toll, and he saith unto him, 

15 Follow me. And he arose and followed him. And 

it came to pass, that he was sitting at meat in his „ri i of. 

house, and many ^publicans and smners sat down o? 511?. "Si. 
with Jesus and his disciples: for there were many, s somennciflntaa- 

16 and they followed him. And the scribes *of the f^^Si fITh- 
Pharisees, when they saw that he was eating with ••••. 

the sinners and publicans, said unto his disciples, '5j'23i^'*2£ 
^He eateth %nd drinketh with publicans and sin- »!r«i *•••**" 

17 ners. And when Jesus heard it, he saith imto them, 4 some ancient nu- 
They that are^hole have no need of a physician, SSIItJS.'*""*"*' 
but they that are sick: I came not to call the right- sGr.KnJ^. 
eous, but sinners. 

18 And John's disciples and the Pharisees were fast- 
ing: and they come and say unto him, Why do 
John's disciples and the disciples of the Pharisees 

19 fast, but thy disciples fast not? And Jesus said 
unto them. Can the sons of the bride-chamber fast, 
while the bridegroom is with them? as long as they 
have the bridegroom with them, they cannot fast. 

20 But the days will come, when the bridegroom shall 
be taken away from them, and then will they fast 

21 in that day. i^o man seweth a piece of undressed 
cloth on an old garment: else that which should fill 
it up taketh from it, the new from the old, and a 

22 worse rent is made. And no man putteth new wine 

into old Hnne- skins: else the wine will burst the • ^Jf Jj^*J;«* 
skins, and the wine perisheth, and the skins: but 
they put new wine into fresh wine-skins. 

23 And it came to pass, that he was going on the 

sabbath day through the cornfields; and his disci- ^ ^^ h* % to 
pies ''began, as they went, to pluck the ears of com. m!^« th?ir «al 

24 And the Pharisees said unto him. Behold, why do p^"^"^- 
they on the sabbath day that which is not lawful? 

25 And he said unto them, Did ye never read what Da- 
vid did, when he had need, and was an hungred,

^^'^ lawfol to eat saye for the priests, and gave also to 

them that were with him? And he said unto them, 27 
The sabbath was made for man, and not man for 
the sabbath: so that the Son of man is lord even of 28 
the sabbath. 

And he entered again into the svnagogue; and 3 
there was a man there which liad his iiand with- 
ered. And they watched him, whether he would 2 
heal him on the sabbath day; that they might ac- 
cuse him. And he saith unto the man that had 8 
•J^'^ '-*"*• his hand withered, 'Stand forth. And he saith 4 
unto them. Is it lawful on the sabbath dav to do 
good, or to do harm? to save a life, or to kiU? But 
Uiey held their peace. And when he had looked 5 
round about on them with anger, being grieved at 
the hardening of their heart, he saith unto the man. 
Stretch forth thy hand. And he stretched it forth : 
and ids hand was restored. And the Pharisees went 6 
out, and straightway with the Herodians took coun- 
sel against him, how they might destroy hinu 

And Jesus with his disciples wiUidrew to the sea: 7 
and a great multitude from Galilee followed: and 
from Judeea, and from Jerusalem, and from IdumsBa, 8 
and beyond Jordan, and about Tyre and Sidon, a 
«2liAj£i**'"'' great multitude, hearing *what great things he did, 

came unto him. And he spake to his disciples, that 9 
a little boat should wait on him because of the 
crowd, lest they should throng him : for he had 10 
4 0rMo«r9M healed many; insomuch that as many as had 
«Gr!/«a. *plagues "prised upon him that they might touch 

him. And the unclean spirits, whensoever they be- 11 
held him, fell down before him, and cried, saying. 
Thou art the Son of Gk>d. And he charged them 13 
much that they should not make him known. 
6 Some andent -^^^ ^® gocth up into the mouutalu, and calleth 13 
anthoritiM add unto him whom he himself would: and they went 
^!i^ «5««<fe*! unto him. And he appointed twelve,* that they 14 
sm Luke vi. 18. might be with him, and that he mi^ht send them ^g 
iGr.<{emon«. forth to prcach, and to have authority to cast out^^ 
^ thS?tS*^*iii?t'*<ievils: ®and Simon he sumamed Peter; and James j« 
andht appoitued the 8071 of Zebcdec, and John the brother of James; 
**• and them he sumamed Boanerges, which is. Sons of 

thunder : and Andrew, and Philip, and Bartholo- 18 
* LokfifS' jSZ niew, and Matthew, and Thomas, and James the 9on 
1.13. ' ' of Alphaeus, and Thaddseus, and Simon the *Cana- 
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lOnsBan, and Judas Iscariot, which also betrayed 
him. 

20 And he cometh >into a hpuse. And the multitude i or, tm 
Cometh together again, so that they could not so 

21 much as eat bread. And when his mends heard it, 
they went out to lav hold on him: for they sud, He 

22 is beside himself. And the scribes which came down 
from Jerusalem said, He hath Beelzebub, and, ^By >or,/» 
the prince of the 'deyils casteth he out the Mevils. sor. 

23 And he called them unto him, and said unto them 

24 in parables, How can Satan cast out Satan? And if 
a kingdom be divided against itself, that kingdom 

25 cannot stand. And if a house be divided against 

26 itsdf , that house will not be able to stand. And if 
Satan hath risen up against himself, and is divided, 

27 he cannot stand, but nath an end. But no one can 
enter into the house of the strong man, and spoil 
his goods, except he first bind the strong man; and 

28 then he will spoil his house. Verily I say unto you. 
All their sins shall be forgiven imto the sons of men, 
and their blasphemies wherewith soever they shall 

29blas^ieme: but whosoever shall blaspheme against 
the Holy Spirit hath never forgiveness, but is guilty 

30 of an eternal sin : because they said, He hath an im- 
clean spirit. 

81 And there come his mother and his brethren ; and, 
standing without, they sent unto him, calling him. 

82 And a multitude was sitting about him; and they 
say unto him, Behold, thy mother and thy brethren 

88 without seek for thee. And he answereth them, and . 

84 saith, Who is my mother and my brethren? And 
lookine round on them which sat round about him, 

85 he saith. Behold, my mother and my brethren 1 For 
whosoever shall do the will of God, the same is my 
brother, and sister, and mother. 

4 And again he began to teach by the sea side. And 

there is gathered unto him a very great multitude, 

so that he entered into a boat, and sat in the sea ; 

and aU the multitude were by the sea on the land. 

2 And he taught them many mings in parables, and 

8 said unto them in his teaching, Hearken: Behold, 

4 the sower went forth to sow : and it came to pass, as 
he sowed, some seed fell by the way side, and the 

5 birds came and devoured it. Ajid other fell on the 
rocky ground, where it had not much earth; and 
straightway it sprang up, because it had no deep- 

6 ness of earth: and when the sun was risen, it was 
so(»ched; and because it had no root, it withered 
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away. And other fell among the thorns, and the 7 
thorns pew up, and choked it, and it yielded no 
fruit. And otners fell into the good ground, and 8 
yielded fruit, growine up and increasing ; and 
brought forth, mirtyfold, and sixtvfold, anaa hun- 
dredfold. And he said. Who hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

And when he was alone, they that were about 10 
him with the twelve asked of him the parables. 
And he said unto them. Unto you is given the mys- 11 
tery of the kingdom of God: but unto them that 
are without, all things are done in parables: that 12 
seeing they may see, and not perceive; and hearing 
they may bear, and not understand; lest haply they 
should turn again, and it should be for^ven them. 
And he saith unto them. Know ye not this parable? 18 
and how shall ye know all the parables? The sow- 14 
er soweth the word. And these are they by the way 15 
side, where the word is sown; and when they have 
heard, straightway cometh Satan, and taketh away 
the word which hath been sown in them. And 16 
these in like manner are they that are sown upon 
the rocky j^aees, who, when the^ have heard the 
word, straightway receive it with joy; and they 17 
have no root in themselves, but endure for a while; 
then, when tribulation or persecution ariseth because 
of the word, straightway they stumble. And othere 18 
are they that are sown among the thorns; these are 
they that have heard the word, and the cares of the 10 
1 Or, agt ^world, sud the deceitfulness of riches, and the lusts 

of other things entering in, choke the word, and it 
becometh unmiitf ul. And those are they that were 20 
sown upon the good ground ; such as hear the word, 
and accept it, and bear fruit, thirtyf old, and sixty- 
fold, and a hundredfold. 

And he said unto them, Is the lamp brought to be 21 
put under the bushel, or under the bed, and not to 
be put on the stand? For there is nothing hid, save 22 
that it should be manifested; neither was anything 
made secret, but that it should come to light. K 23 
any man hath ears to hear, let him hear. And he 24 
said unto them. Take heed what ye hear: with what 
measure ye mete it shall be measured unto you : and 
more shall be ^ven imto you. For he that hath, to 25 
him shall be given: and he that hath not, from him 
shall be taken away even that which he hath. 

And he said, So is the kingdom of God, as if a 26 
man should cast seed upon the earth; and should 27

sleep and rise night and day, and the seed should 

28 spring up and grow, he knoweth not how. The 

earth ^beareth fruit of herself; first the blade, them OT,fieideA 

29 the ear, then the full com in the ear. But when the .m,^^ 
fruit *is ripe, straightway he 'tutteth forth the sickle, j or\ „nchtk/ortk 
because the harvest is come. 

30 And he said. How shall we liken the kingdom of 

31 (Jod? or in what parable shall we set it forth? *It4Gr.-<i«#iito. 
is like a grain of mustard seed, which, when it is 

sown upon the earth, though it be less than all the 

32 seeds that are upon the earth, yet when it is sown, 
groweth up, and becometh greater than all the 
herbs, and putteth out great branches; so that the 
birds of the heaven can lodge under the shadow 
thereof. 

33 And with many such parables spake he the word 

34 unto them, as they were able to hear it : and without 
a parable spake he not unto them: bt^t privately to 
his own disciples he expoimded all things. 

35 And on that day, when even was come, he saith 

36 unto them. Let us go over unto the other side. And 
leaving the multitude, they take him with them, 
even as he was, in the boat. And other boats were 

37 with him. And there ariseth a great storm of wind, 
and the waves beat into the boat, insomuch that the 

38 boat was now filling. And he himself was in the 
stem, asleep on the cushion: and they awake him, 

and say unto him, "^Master, carest thou not that weBOr,3*«*«f 

39 perish? And he awoke, and rebuked the wind, and 
said unto the sea, Peace, be still. And the wind 

40 ceased, and there was a great calm. And he said 
unto them. Why are ye fearful? have ye not yet 

41 faith? And they feared exceedingly, and said one 
to another. Who then is this, that even the wind and 
the sea obey him? 

6 And they came to the other side of the sea, into the 

2 country of the Gterasenes. And when he was come 
out of the boat, straightway there met him out of 

3 the tombs a man with an imclean spirit, who had his 
dwelling in the tombs: and no man could anv more 

4 bind him, no, not with a chain; because that he had 
been often bound with fetters and chains, and the 
chains had been rent asunder by him, and the fet- 
ters broken in pieces: and no man had strength to 

5 tame him. And always, night and day, in the tombs 
and in the mountains, he was crying out, and cut- 

6 ting himself with stones. And when he saw Jesus 
7 from afar, he ran and worshipped him; and crying 
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out with a load voice, he saith. What have I to do 
with thee, Jesus, thou Son of the Most High God? 
I adjiu^ thee by God, torment me not. For he said 8 
onto liim. Come forth, thou imclean spirit, out of 
the man. And he asked him, Wliat is thy name? 9 
And he saith unto liim, My name is Legion; for we 
are many. And he besought him much that he 10 
would not send them away out of the country. Now 11 
there was there on the mountain side a great herd 
of swine feeding. And they besought him, saying, 12 
Send us into the swine, tnat we may enter into 
them. And he gave them leave. And the unclean 18 
spirits came out, and entered into the swine : and the 
herd rushed down the steep into the sea, in number 
about two thousand; and they were choked in the 
sea. And they that fed them fled, and told it in 14 
the city, and in the country. And they came to 
see what it was that had come to pass. And they 16 

1 ch,ikadmnUM comc to Jesus, and behold ^him that was possessed 
with devils sitting, clothed and in his ri^t mind, 
even him that had the legion: and they were afraid. 
And they that saw it declared imto them how it be- 16 
fell 'him that was possessed with devils, and con- 
cerning the swine. And they began to beseech him 17 
to deput from their borders. Ana as he was entering 18 

s Gr. dtmamt, luto tiic boat, hc that had been possessed with ^devils 

besought him that he might be with him. And 19 
he suffered him not, but saith unto him, Go to thy 
house unto thv friends, and tell them how great 
things the Lord hath done for thee, and how he had 
mercy on thee. And he went his way, and began 20 
to publish in Decapolis how great things Jesus had 
done for him: and all men did marvel. 

And when Jesus had crossed over again in the 21 
boat unto the other side, a great multitude was gath- 
ered unto him: and he was by the sea. And there 22 
Cometh one of the rulers of the synagogue, JaYrus 
by name; and seeing him, he falleth at his feet, and 28 
beseecheth him much, saying. My little daughter is 
at the point of death: I pray mee, that thou come 

8 0r,Mfi<i and lay thy hands on her, that she may be ^ade 

whole, and live. And he went with him ; and a 24 
great multitude followed him, and they thronged 
him. 

And a woman, which had an issue of blood twelve 25 
years, and had suffered many things of many phy- 26 
sicians, and had spent all that she had, and was 
nothing bettered, but rather grew worse, having 27

heard the things concerning Jesus, came in the 

28 crowd behind, and touched his garment. For she 

said, If I touch but iiis garments, I shall be ^made i or,«a»«i 

29 whole. And straightway the fountain of her blood 
was dried up; and she felt in her body that she was 

30 healed of her ^plague. And straightway Jesus, per- s Gr. teourge, 
ceiving in himself that the power proceeding from 

him had gone forth, turned him about in the crowd, 
81 and said, Who touched my garments? And his 

disciples said unto him. Thou seest the multitude 

thronging thee, and say est thou. Who touched me? 

32 And he looked round about to see her that had done 

. 33 this thing. But the woman fearing and trembling, 

knowing what had been done to her, came- and fell 

34 down before him, and told him all the truth. And 

he said unto her. Daughter, thy faith hath ^made8 0r,Mve(;&%«« 
thee whole ; go in peace, and be whole of thy 
^plaffue. 

35 While he yet spake, they come from the ruler of 
the synagogue's Tuntse, saying. Thy daughter is dead : 

36 why troublest thou the *Master any further? But 4 or, 7v«A«r 
Jesus, '^not heeding the word spo^n, saith unto the s or,<»*fA«»«iv 

37 ruler of the synagogue, Pear not, only believe. And 
he suffered no man to follow with him, save Peter, 

88 and James, and John the brother of James. And 
they come to the house of the ruler of the synagogue ; 
and he beholdeth a tumult, and many weeping and 

39 wailing greatly. And when he was entered m, he 
saith unto them, Why make ye a tumult, and weep? 

40 the child is not dead, but sleepeth. And they laugh- 
ed him to scorn. But he, having put them idl forth, 
taketh the father of the child and her mother and 
them that were with him, and goeth in where the 

41 child was. And taking the child by the hand, he 
saith unto her, Talitha cumi ; which is, being in- 

42 terpreted, Damsel, I say unto thee, Arise. And 
straightway the damsel rose up, and walked ; for 
she was twelve years old. And they were amazed 

43 straightway with a great amazement. And he 
charged them much that no man should know 
this : and he conunanded that sometMng should be 
given her to eat. 

6 And he went out from thence; and he cometh 
into his own country; and his disciples follow him. 

2 And when the sabbath was come, he began to teach « some andent nn- 
in the synagogue: and *many hearing him were as- Jt?^"" ^'"^'* 
tonished, s&^g. Whence hath this man these things? 
and. What is the wisdom that is given unto tiois 
5 
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man, and what mean each 'mighty worics ymn^t 
bv his hands? Is not this the carpenter, the son of 8 
Mary, and brother of James, and Joees, and Judas, 
and Simon? and are not his sistera here with as? 
<* And they were 'offended in him. And Jesns said 4 
unto them, A prophet is not without honour, saye in 
his own country, and amone his own kin, and in his 
sGr.jioMr. owu house. And he could there do no *migfatT 5 
work, save that he hud his hands upon a few sick 
folk, and healed them. And he maryelled because 6 
of their unbelief. 
And he went round about the yillages teaching. 
And he called unto him the twelve, and began to 7 • 
send them forth by two and two; and he gave them 
authority over the unclean spirits; and he charged 8 
them that they should take nothing for their Journey, 
4 Or. brmm. savc a Staff ouly ; no bread, no wallet, no ^oney in 
BOr.girdu, theuT '^puTsc; but to go shod with sandals: and, mM 9 
lu, put not on two coats. And he said unto them, 10 
Wheresoever ye enter into a house, there abide till 
ye depart thence. And whatsoever place shall not 11 
receive you, and.they hear you not, as ye go forth 
thence, shake off the dust that is under your feet 
for a testimony unto them. And they went out, and 12 
preached that men should repent. And they cast 18 
out many ^devils, and anointed with oil many that 
were sick, and healed them.

For Herod himself 17 
had sent forth and laid hold upon John, and bound 
him in prison for the sake of Herodias, his brother 
Philip's wife: for he had married her. For John 18 
said unto Herod, It is not lawful for thee to have 
thy brother's wife. And Herodias set herself against 19 
him, and desired to kill Lim ; and she coula not; 
» ^7«"«<»ua' for Herod feared John, knowing that he was a 20 

Lfly a<!51u righteous man and a holy, and kept him safe. And 
ioor,MM<Mryfrf. when hc heard him, he *was much perplexed; and 

oiTtw/iardu. ^® heard him gladly. And when a convenient day 21 
iisom«anei0ntaa-'^&s comc, that Herod on his birthday made a sup- 
dSSiu^^ii per to his lords, and the *®high captains, and the 
mIuT^ *^ chief men of Galilee; and when "the daughter of 22 
i9 0r,ii Herodias herself came in and danced, '%he pleased 
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Herod and them that sat at meat with him ; and 
the king said unto the damsel, Ask of me whatso- 
38 ever thou wilt, and I will give it thee. And he 
sware unto her, Whatsoever thou shalt ask of me, 
I will give it thee, unto the half of my kingdom. 

24 And she went out, and said unto her mother. What 

shall I ask ? And she said, The head of John Hhe i ot. a» Baptiur, 

25 Baptist. And she came in straightway with haste 
unto the king, and asked, saying, I will that thou 
forthwith give me in a charger the head of John 

26 ^the Baptist. And the king was exceeding sorry; 
but for the sake of his oaths, and of them that sat 

27 at meat, he would not reject her. And straightway 
the kin^ sent forth a soldier of his guard, and com- 
mandea to brinff his head: and he went and be-

a charger, and gave it to the damsel; and the dam- 

29 sel gave it to her mother. And when his disciples 
heard thereof ^ they came and took up his corpse, 
and laid it in a tomb. 

80 And the apostles gather themselves together unto 
Jesus; and they told him all things, whatsoever they 

31 had done, and whatsoever they had taught. And 
he saith unto them. Come ye yourselves apart into 
a desert place, and rest a while. For there were 
manv coming and going, and they had no leisure so 

82 mucn as to eat. A^d they went away in the boat to 

88 a desert place apart. And the people saw them going, 
and many knew them, and they ran there together 

'on foot from all the cities, and outwent them. 9 0r,»yi«iMi 

84 And he came forth and saw a great multitude, and 
he had compassion on them, because they were as 
sheep not having a shepherd: and he began to teach 

85 them manv things. And when the day was now 
far spent, his disciples came unto him, and said. 
The place is desert, and the day is now far spent: 

36 send them away, that they may go into the country 
and villages roimd about, and buy themselves some- 

37 what to eat. But he answered and said unto them. 

Give ye them to eat. And they say unto him. Shall s see bmtkIimi note 
we go and buy two hundred ^pennyworth of bread, g Matt. xviu.

And he took 
the five loaves and the two fishes, and looking up 
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to heayen, he blessed, and brake the loaves ; and 
he gave to the disciples to set before them ; and the 
two fishes divided he among them all. And they 42 
did all eat, and were filled. And they took up 43 
broken pieces, twelve basketfnls, and also of the 
fishes. And they that ate the loaves were five 44 
thousand men. 

And straightway he constrained his disciples to 45 
enter into the boat, and to ^ before him imto the 
other side to Bethsaida, while he himself sendeth 
the multitude away. And after he had taken leave 46 
of them, he departed into the mountain to pray. 
And when even was come, the boat was in the 47 
midst of the sea, and he alone on the land. And 48 
seeing them distressed in rowing, for the wind was 
contrary unto them, about the fourth watch of the 
night he cometh unto them, walking on the sea; 
and he would have passed by them: but they, 40 
when they saw him walking on the sea, supposed 
that it was an apparition, and cried out: for they 50 
all saw him, and were troubled.

Be of 
good cheer: it is I ; be not afraid. And he went 51 
up unto them into the boat ; and the wind ceased:

6 bread with Mefiled hands? And he said unto them, s or, eommm 
Well did Isaiah prophesy of you hypocrites, as it is 
written, 

This people honoureth me with their lips. 
But their heart is far from me. 

7 But in vain do they worship me. 

Teaching as their doctrines the precepts of men. 

8 Ye leave the commandment of Ckxi, and hold fast the 

9 tradition of men. And he said unto them, Full well 
do ye reject the commandment of God, that ye may 

10 keep your tradition. For Moses said, Honour thy 
father and thy mother; and. He that speaketh evil of 

11 father or modier, let him Mie the death: but ye say, iOr.tureiydie 
If a man shall say to his father or his mother. That 
wherewith thou mightest have been profited by me is 

12 Corban, that is to say, Given to Gad ; ye no longer 
suffer him to do aught for his father or his mother; 

13 making void the word of God by your tradition, 
which ye have delivered : and many such like things 

14 ye do. And he called to him the multitude again, 
and said unto them. Hear me all of you, and under- 

15 stand: there is nothing from without the man, that

17 And when he was entered into the house from the JuJ" J?A*«Yi.r! 
multitude, his disciples asked of him the parable. 

18 And he saith unto them. Are ye so without under- 
standing also? Perceive ye not, that whatsoever 
from without goeth into me man, it cannot defile 

19 him ; because it goeth not into his heart, but into his 
bellj^, and goeth out into the draught ? This he smd, 

20 malong all meats clean. And he said. That which 
proceedeth out of the man, that defileth the man. 

21 For from within, out of the heart of men, «evil • J^- Jjjj'i^* **«' 

22 thoughts proceed, fornications, thefts, murders, adul- 
teries, covetings, wickednesses, deceit, lascivious- 

23 ness, an evil eye, railing, pride, foolishness: all these 
evil things proceed from within, and defile the man. 

24 And from thence he arose, and went away into the 

borders of Tyre 'and Sidon. And he entered into a thOTuSSoMtil!^ 
house, and would have no man know it : and he could ^**- 
26 not be hid. But straightway a woman, whose little 
daughter had an unclean spirit, having heard of him. 
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came and fell down at his feet. Now the woman was 26 
1 Or, Gtfiiiu a ^Greek, a Syrophoenician by race. And she be- 
iOt.dmo*. sought him that he would cast forth the Mevil out 

of her daughter. And he said unto her, Let the chil- 27 
dren first be filled : for it is not meet to take the chil- 
iot,haf dren's ^bread and cast it to the dogs. But she an- 28 

swered and saith unto him, Yea, Lord: even the 
dogs under the table eat of the children's crumbs. 
And he said unto her. For this saying go thy way; 29 
the *devil is gone out of thy daughter. And she 80 
went away unto her house, and f oimd the child laid 
upon the bed, and the ^devll gone out. 

And again he went out from the borders of Tjtc, 31 
and came through Sidon unto the sea of Galilee, 
through the midst of the borders of Decapolis. And 32 
they bring unto him one that was deaf, and had an 
impediment In his speech; and they beseech him to 
lay his hand upon him. And he took him aside from 33 
the multitude privately, and put his fingers into his 
ears, and he spat, and touched his tongue; and look- 34 
Ing up to heaven, he sighed, and saith unto him, Eph- 
phatha, that is. Be opened. And his ears were open- 35 
ed, and the bond of his tongue was loosed, and he 
spake plain. And he charged them that they should 36 
tell no man : but the more he charged them, so much 
the more a great deal they published it. And they 37 
were beyond measure astonished, saying. He hath 
done all things well: he maketh even &e deaf to 
hear, and the dumb to speak. 

In those days, when there was again a great multi- 8 
tude, and they had nothing to eat, he called imto him 
his disciples, and saith unto them, I have compassion 2 
on the multitude, because they continue with me now 
three days, and have nothing to eat: and if I send 8 
them away fasting to their home, they will faint in 
the wajr ; and some of them are come from far. And 4 
his disciples answered him. Whence shall one be able 
4 Qr. «M*M. to fill these men with *bread here in a desert place? 

And he asked them. How many loaves have ye? And 5 
they said. Seven. And he commandeth the multi- 6 
tude to sit down on the ground: and he took the 
seven loaves, and having given thanks, he brake, and 
gave to his disciples, to set before them; and they 
set them before the multitude. And they had a few 7 
small fishes: and having blessed them, he command- 
ed to set these also before them. And they did eat, 8 
and were filled: and they took up, of broken pieces 
that remained over, seven baskets. And they were 9 
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10 about four thousand : and he sent them away. And 
straightway he entered into the boat with his disci- 
ples, and came into the parts of Dalmanutha. 

11 And the Pharisees came forth, and began to ques- 
tion with him, seeking of him a sign from heaven, 

13 tempting him. And he sighed deeply in his spirit, 
and saith. Why doth this generation seek a sign? 
verily I say unto you. There shall no sign be given 

13 imto this generation. And he left them, and again 
entering into ths boat departed to the other side. 

14 And they forgot to take bread; and they had not 

15 in the boat with them more than one loaf. And 
he charged them, saying. Take heed, beware of the 

leaven of the Pharisees and the leaven of Herod. ttSitS^lSd"! 

16 And they reasoned one with another, ^saying, ^We g^ ***''*"''"* 

17 have no bread. And Jesus perceiving it saith unto , or, it » b^cauu 
them. Why reason ye, because ye have no bread? »«'kav*mobr4ad. 
do ye not yet perceive, neither understand ? have 

18 ye your heart hardened? Having eyes, see ye not? 
and having ears, hear ye not? and do ye not remem- 

19 ber? When I brake the five loaves among the five & Ba*ktt in ver. 19 
thousand, how many ^baskets full of broken pieces S5ifeSn7'"Q7ik 

30 took ye up? They say unto him, Twelve. And wordi. 
when the seven among the four thousand, how many 

31 ^basketfuls of broken pieces took ye up? And they 
say unto him, Seven. And he said unto them. Do 
ye not yet understand? 

33 And they come unto Bethsaida. And they bring 
to him a blind man, and beseech him to touch him. 

38 And he took hold of the blind man by the hand, 
and brought him out of the village; and when he 
had spit on his eyes, and laid his hands upon him, 

34 he asked him, Seest thou aught? And he looked 
up, and said, I see men; for I behold them as trees, 

35 walking. Then again he laid his hands upon his 
eyes; and he looked stedfastly, and was restored, 

36 and saw all things clearly. And he sent him away 
to his home, saying, Do not even enter into the village. 

37 And Jesus went forth, and his disciples, into the 
villages of CsBsarea Philippi : and in the way he 
asked his disciples, saying unto them, Who do men 

38 say that I am? And they told him, saying, John the 
Baptist: and others, Elijah; but others. One of the 

39 prophets. And he asked them, But who say ye that 
I am? Peter answereth and saith unto hmi,Thou 

80 art the Christ. And he charged tilem that they 

81 should tell no man of him. And he began to teach 
them,that the Son of man must suffer many things. 
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and be rejected by the elders, and the chief iniests, 
and the scribes, and be Idlled, and after three days 
rise again. And he spake the saying openly. And 32 
Peter took him, and began to rebuke him. But he 83 
turning about, and seeing his disciples, rebuked Pe- 
ter, and saith, Qet thee l^hind me, Satan: for thou 
mindest not the things of God, but the things of 
men. And he called unto him the multitude with 84 
his discipies,and said unto them,If any man would 
come after me, let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow me. For whosoever would save 85 

1 or,««f his 'life sh^ lose it; and whosoever shall lose his 

>lif e for my sake and the gospel's shall save it. For 86 
what doth it profit a man, to gain the whole world, 
and forfeit Im We? For what should a man give 87 
in ezchuige for his Uife? For whosoever shall be 88 
ashamed of me and of my words in this adulterous 
and sinful generation, the Son of man also shall be 
ashamed of him, when he cometh in the glory of his 
Father with the holy angels. And he said unto 9 
them. Verily I say unto you. There be some here of 
them that stand by, which shall in no wise taste of 
death, till they see the kingdom of Qod come with 
power. 

And after six days Jesus taketh with him Peter, 2 
and James, and John, and bringeth them up into a 
high mountain apart by themselves : and he was 
transfigured before them: and his garments became 8 
glistering, exceeding white; so as no fuller on earth 
can whiten them. And there appeared imto them 4 
Elijah with Moses : and they were talking with Jesus. 
And Peter answereth and saith to Jesus, Rabbi, it 5 
is good for us to be here : and let us make three 

kOr,6«rt. 'tabernacles; one for thee, and one for Moses, and 

one for Elijah. For he wist not what to answer; 6 
for they became sore afraid. And there came a 7 
cloud overshadowing them: and there came a voice 
out of the cloud, This is my beloved Son: hear ye 
him. And suddenly looking round about, they saw 8 
no one any more, save Jesus only with themselves. 

And as they were coming down from the moun- 9 
tain, he charged them that they should tell no man 
what things they had seen, save when the Son of 
man should have risen again from the dead. And 10 
they kept the saying, questioning among themselves

18 But I say unto you, that Elijah is come, and thev 
have also done unto him whatsoever they listed, 
even as it is written of him. 

14 And when they came to the disciples, they saw 
a great multitude about them, and scribes question- 

15 ing with them. And straightway all the multitude, 
when they saw him, were greatly amazed, and run- 

16ning to him salutcnl him. And he asked them, 

17 What question ye with them? And one of the 
multitude answered him, ^Master, I brought untoior,r«i«*«r 

18 thee my son, which hath a dumb spirit; and where- 
soever it taketh him, it ^dasheth hun down: and he sor,r«iuMiA*M 
foameth, and grindeth his teeth, and pineth away: 

and I spake to thy disciples that they should cast

him unto him: and when he saw him, straightway

And oft- 
times it hath cast him both into the fire and into

Jesus said unto him. If thou canst I All things are

multitude came running together, he rebuked the 
unclean spirit, saying unto him. Thou dimib and 
deaf spirit, I command thee, come out of him, and 

26 enter no more into him. And having cried out, 
and Horn him much, he came out: and the cMld 
became as one dead; insomuch that the more part 

27 said. He is dead. But Jesus took him by the hand, 
28 and raised him up; and he arose. And when he 

was come into the house, his disciples asked himsor.Howtouaa^ 

29 privately, ^say^ing. We could not cast it out. And JToJ?/" "** "^ 
he said unto them. This kind can come out by noth- e Manv ancient au- 
ing, save by prayer*. iSSfjif *^** ""^ 

30 And they went forth from thence, and passed 
through Galilee; and he would not that any man 

31 should know it. For he taught his disciples, and 
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aaid unto them, The Son of man is delivered up 
intr the hands of men, and they shall kill him; and 
when he is killed, after three days he shall rise 
again. But they understood not the saying, and 82 
were afraid to auc him. 

And they came to Capernaum: and when he was 88 
in the house he asked them. What were ye reason- 
ing in the way? But they held their peace: for 84 
they had disputed one with another in the war, 
who %Da» the 'greatest. And he sat down, and cab- 85 
ed the twelve; and he saith unto them, If any man 
would be first, he shall be last of all, and minister of 
all. And he took a little child, and set him in the 36 
midst of them: and taking him in his arms, he said 
unto them, Whosoever almll receive one of such lit- 87 
tie children in my name, receiveth me: and whoso- 
ever receiveth me, receiveth not me, but him that 
sent me.

And he arose from thence, and cometh into the 10

And seeing a fig tree 18 
afar ofif having leaves, he came, if haply he might 
find anything thereon: and when he came to it, he 
found nothing but leaves; for it was not the season 
of figs.

And they come to Jerusalem: and he entered into 15

12 And he began to speak unto them in parables. A 
man planted a vineyard, and set a hedge about it,

And they send unto him certain of the Pharisees 13 
and of the Herodians, that they might catch him in 
talk. And when they were come, they say unto 14 
1 Or, readier him, ^Mastcr, we know that thou art true, and carest 
not for any one: for thou regardest not the person 
of men, but of a truth teachest the way of G<>d: Is 
it lawful to give tribute unto Caesar, or not? Shall 15 
we give, or shall we not eive ? But he, knowing 
their hypocrisy, said unto them, Why tempt ye me? 
*5SlSSulm! bring me a 'penny, that I may see it And they 16 
brought it. And he saith unto them, Whose is this 
image and superscription? And they said unto him, 
Caesar's. And Jesus said unto them, Render unto 17 
Caesar the things that are Caesar's, and unto €k)d the 
things that are God's. And they marvelled greatly 
at him. 

And there come unto him Sadducees, which say 18 
that there is no resurrection; and they asked him, 
saying, ^Master, Moses wrote unto us. If a man's 19 
brother die, and leave a wife behind him, and leave 
no child, that his brother should take his wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brother. There were seven 20 
brethren: and the first took a wife, and dying left 
no seed; and the second took her, and died, leaving 21 
no seed behind him ; and the third likewise : and 22 
the seven left no seed. Last of all the woman also 
died. In the resurrection whose wife shall she be 23 
of them? for the seven had her to wife. Jesus said 24 
imto them, Is it not for this cause that ye err, that 
ye know not the scriptures, nor the power of God? 
For when they shall rise from the dead, they neither 25 
marry, nor are given in marriage; but are as angels 
in heaven. But as touching the dead, that Uiey are 26 
raised; have ye not read in the book of Moses, in tlie 
place concerning the Bush, how God spake unto him, 
saying I am the Gk)d of Abraham, and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob? He is not the God of 27 
the dead, but of the living: ye do greatly err. 

And one of the scribes came, and heard them 28 
questioning together, and knowing that he had an- 
swered them well, asked him. What commandment 
is the first of all ? Jesus answered. The first is, 29

all thy heart, and *with all thy soul, and *with all s Gr.yww. 

31 thy mind, and ^with all thy strength. The second 
is this. Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 
There is none other commandment greater than these. 

32 And the scribe said unto him, Of a truth, 'Master, sot.jvmw 
thou hast well said that he is one; and there is none 

33 other but he: and to love him with all the heart, and 
with all the understanding, and with ^ the strength, 
and to love his neighbour as himself, is much more 

34 than all whole burnt offerings and sacrifices. And 
when Jesus saw that he answered discreetly, he said 
unto him. Thou art not far from the kingdom of 
God. And no man after that durst ask him any 
question. 

35 And Jesus answered and said, as he taught in the 
temple, How say the scribes that the Christ is the son 

36 of David? David himself said in the Holy Spirit, 

The Lord said unto my Lord,

38 And in his teaching he said, ^ware of the scribes, 
which desire to walk in long robes, and to ham salu- 

39 tations in the marketplaces, and chief seats in the 

40 synagogues, and chief places at feasts: they which ^ or, «««•*»&/» 
devour widows* houses, 'and for a pretence make •V**"«« "^ 
long prayers; these shall receive greater coitdemna- 

tion. 

41 And he sat down over against the treasury, and 
beheld how the multitude cast ""^money into the treas- 1 cr. b»u$, 

42 ury: and many that were rich cast in much. And 
there came % poor widow, and she cast in two mites, s Qt.<m*. 

43 which make a farthing. And he called unto him 
his disciples, and said unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, This poor widow cast in more than all they 

44 which are casting into the treasury: for they all did 
cast in of their superfluity; but she of her want did 

cast in all that she had, even all her living. 
13 And as he went forth out of the temple, one of 
his disciples saith unto him, 'Master, behold, what 
maimer of stones and what maimer of buildings I 
2 And Jesus said unto him, Seest thou these great 
buildings? there shall not be left here one stone 
upon another, which shall not be thrown down.

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And as he sat on the mount of Olives over against 3 
the temple, Peter and James and John and Andrew 
asked him privately, Tell us, when shall these things 4 
be? and what shall be the sign when these things are 
all about to be accomplished? And Jesus be^m to 5 
say imto them, Take heed that no man lead you 
astray. Manv shall come in my name, saying, I am 6 
he; and shall lead many astray. And when ye shall 7 
hear of wars and rumours uf wars, be not troubled: 
these things must needs come to pass; but the end is 
not yet. For nation shall rise against nation, and 8 
kinffidom against kingdom: there shall be earth- 
quakes in divers plaoes; there shall be famines: 
mese things are the beginning of travail 

But take ye heed to yourselves: for they shall 9 
deliver you up to councils; and in synago^es shall 
ye be beaten; and before governors and kmgs shall 
ye stand for my sake, for a testimonv unto them. 
And the gospel must first be preachea unto all the 10 
nations. And when they lead you to judgement, and 11 
deliver you up, be not anxious beforehand what ;^e 
shall speak: but whatsoever shall be given you m 
that hour, that speak ye: for it is not ye that speak, 
but the Holy Ghost. And brother shall deliver up 12 
brother to death, and the father his child; and chil- 
' S^iT* ^^ ** dren shall rise up against parents, and ^cause them 

to be put to death. And ye shall be hated of all 18 
men for my name's sake: but he that endureth to 
the end, the same shall be saved. 

But when ye see the abomination of desolation 14 
standing where he ought not (let him that readeth 
understand), then let them that are in Judsea flee 
unto the mountains : and let him that is on the 15 
housetop not go down, nor enter in, to take anything 
out of his house : and let him that is in the field not 16 
return back to take his cloke. But woe unto Ihem 17 
that are with child and to them that give suck in 
those daysl And pray ye that it be not in the win- 18 
ter. For those days shall be tribulation, such as there 19 
hath not been the like from the beginning of the 
creation which God created until now, and never 
shall be. And except the Lord had shortened the 20 
days, no flesh would have been saved: but for the 
elect's sake, whom he chose, he shortened the days. 
And then if any man shall say unto you, Lo, here 21 
I Or, bim is the Christ ; or, Lo, there ; beUeve Ht not : for there 22 

shall arise false Christs and false prophets, and shall 
shew signs and wonders, that they may lead astray. 
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23 if possible, the elect. But take ye heed: behold, I 
have told you all things beforehand.

14 Now after two days was the feast of the passover

Kowin the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius 3 
Caesar, Pontius Pilate being governor of Judaea, and 
Herod being tetrarch of Galilee, and his brother 
Philip tetrarch of the r^on of Ituraea and Tracho- 
nitis, and Lysanias tetrarch of Abilene, in the high- 2 
priesthood of Annas and Caiaphas, the word of God 
came unto John the son of Zacharias in the wilder- 
ness. And he came into all the region round about 8 
Jordan, preaching the baptism of repentance unto 
remission of sins; as it is written in the book of the 4 
words of Isaiah the prophet.

to our father: for I say unto you, that God is able 
of these stones to raise up children unto Abraham. 
And even now is the axe also laid unto the root of 
the trees : every tree therefore that brin^eth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast mto the fire. 
And the multitudes asked him, saying, What then 10 
must we do? And he answered ana said unto them, 11 
He that hath two coats, let him impart to him that 
4Se«in«nHn«ii«»te^*^ uonc; and he that hath food, let him do like- 

ouMltt.v.4«. wise. And there came also publicans to be bap- 12

also asked him, saying, And we, what must we do?

And as the people were in expectation, and all 15

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men reasoned in their hearts concerning John, 

16 whether haply he were the Christ; John answered, 
saying unto them all, I indeed baptize you with wa- 
ter; but there comeUi he that is mightier than I, the 
latchet of whose shoes I am not ^worthy to unloose: i or. 
he shall baptize yoii *with the Holy Ghost and ioUhiOrtim 

17 fire: whose fan is in his hand, throughly to cleanse 
his threshing-floor, and to gather the wheat into his 
gamer; but the chaff he will bum up with un- 
quenchable fire. 

18 With many other exhortations therefore preached 

19 he ^good timngs unto the people; but Herod thesor.cJU^niMf 
tetrarch, being reproved by him for Herodia.s his 
brother's wife, and for all the evil things which 

20 Herod had done, added yet this above all*, that he 
shut up John in prison. 

21 Now it came to pass, when all the people were 
baptized, that, Jesus also having been Imptized, and 

22 praying, the heaven was opened, and the Holy Ghost 
descended in a bodily form, as a dove, upon him, 
and a voice came out of heaven, Thou art my be- 
loved Bon; in thee I am well pleased.

And recovering of sight to the blind, 

To set at liberty them that are bruised, 

19 To proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord. 

20 And he closed the %)ok, and gave it back to the at- zot,rM 
tendant, and sat down: and the eyes of all in the 

21 synagogue were fastened on him. And he began to 
say unto them, To-day hath this scripture been ful- 

22 filled in your ears. And all bare him witness, and 
wondered at the words of grace which proceeded 
out g£ bis mouth: and they said, Is not this Joseph's 

23 son? And he said unto them. Doubtless ye will say 
unto me this parable. Physician, heal thyself: what- 
soever we have heard done at Capernaum, do also 

24 here in thine own country. And he said, Verily I 
say unto you, No prophet is acceptable in his own 

25 coimtry. But of a truth I say unto you, There were 
many widows in Israel in the days of Elijah, when 
the heaven was shut up three vears and six months, 
when there came a great famme over all the land; 

26 and unto none of them was Elijah sent, but only to 
^Zarephath, in the land of Sidon, unto a woman that 40r.&ir«^ 

27 was a widow. And there were many lepers in Israel

"^ mandeth the unclean spirits, and they come out 

And there went forth a rumour concerning liim87 
into every place of the regi<»L round about. 

And he rose up from the sym^iogne, and entered 88 
into the house of Simon. And Sunon's wife's moth- 
er was hcMen with a great fever; and they besought 
him for her. And he stood over her, and rebuked 89 
the fever; and it left her: and immediately she rose 
up and ndnistered unto them. 

And when the sun was setting, all they that had 40 
any sick with divers diseases brought them unto 
him; and he laid his hands on every one of them, 
iQr.dmau. and healed them.

Now it came to p^ss, while ue mmtitude pressed 5 
upon him and heard the word of Gkxl, that he was 
standing by the lake of Gennesaret ; and he saw two 2 
boats stanoing by the lake: but the fishermen had 
gone out of them, and were wadiinff their nets. And 3 
he entered into one of the boats, which was Simon's, 
and asked him to put out a little from the land. And 
he sat down and taught the multitudes out of the 
boat And when he had left speaking, he said unto 4 
Simon, Put out into the deep, and let down your 
nets for a draught And Simon answered and said, 5 
Master, we toiled all night, and took nothing: but at 
thy word I will let down the nets.

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10 they had taken; and so were also James and John, 
sons of Zebedee, which were partnets with Simon. 
And Jesus said imto Simon, Fear not; from hence-

brought their boats to land, they left all, and fol- 
lowed him. 

12 And it came to pass, while he was in one of the 
cities, behold, a man full of leprosy: and when he 
saw Jesus, he fell on his face, and besought him, 
saying. Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst make me clean. 

13 And he stretched forth his hand, and touched him, 
sa3ring, I wHl ; be thou made clean.

18 the power of the Lord was with him *to heal. And «unt autho^iuM 
behold, men bring on a bed a man that was palsied : «£[„ ^ ^ 
and they sought to bring him in, and to lay him be- 

19 fore him. And not finding by what way they might 
brin <^ him in because of the multitude, they went up 
to the housetop, and let him down through the tiles 

20 with his couch into the midst before Jesus. And 
seeing their fidth, he said, Man, thy sins are forgiven 

21 thee. And the scribes and the Pharisees began to 
reason, se^ng. Who is this that speaketh blasphe- 

22mies? Who can forgive sins, but God alone? But 
Jesus perceiving their reasonings, answered and said 

28 unto them, »What reason ye in your hearts? Wheth- s or, wkf 
er is easier, to say. Thy sins are forgiven thee; or to 

24 say. Arise and walk? But that ye may know that 

the Son of man hath ^wer on earth to forgive sins 4 or, atakarut 
(he said unto him that was palsied), I say unto thee. 
Arise, and take up thy couch, and go unto thy house. 

25 And immediately he rose up before them, and took 
up that whereon he lay, ana departed to his house, 

26 glorifying God. And amazement took hold on all, 
and they glorified God; and they were filled with 
fear, saying. We have seen strange things to-day. 

27 And after these things he went forth, and beheld a 
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publicaii, named Levi, atdsg at the place of toll, and 
said unto him. Follow me. And he forsook all, and 28 
rose up and followed him. And Levi made him a 29 
great feast in his house : and there was a great multi- 

1 or,a« BUmm ^^^^ ^^ publlcaus and of others that were sittin|j at 
M4(ct« wrttM meat with them. And 'the Pharisees and their scnbes 30 
""^ ***" murmured against his disciples, sa^g, Why do ye eat 

and drink with the publicans and sinners ? And Jesus 81 
answering said unto them. They that are whole have 
no need of a physician ; but the v that are sick. I am 82 
not come to call the righteous but sinners to repent- 
ance. And they said unto him, The disciples of John 88 
fast often, and make supplications; likewise also the 
duapies of the Pharisees; but thine eat and drink. 
And Jesus said unto them, Can ye make the sons of 84 
the bride-chamber fast, while the bridegroom is with 
them ? But the days will come ; and when the bride- 36 
groom shall be taken away from them, then will they 
fast in those days. And he spake also a parable unto 86 
them ; No man rendeth a piece from a new garment 
and putteth it upon an old garment ; else ho will rend 
the new, and also the piece m>m the new will not agree 
with the old. And no man putteth new wine into 87 

' -.mST"* old* wine-skins; else thenewwinewill burst the skins, 
and itself will be s{»lled, and the skins will perish. 
But new wine must be put into fresh wine-skins. 88

4M«ovmei«iit«a. Now it camo to pass on a ^bbath, that he was O 
thorftiM iBiMrtgQiji^ through the cornfields; and his disciples 
plucked the ears of com, and did eat, rubbing them 
m their hands. But certain of the Pharisees said, 2 
Why do ye that which it is not lawful to do on the 
sabbath day? And Jesus answering them said. Have 8 
ye not read even this, what David did, when he was 
an hungred, he, and they that were with him; how 4 
he entered into the house of God, and did take and 
eat the shewbread, and gave also to them that were 
with him; which it is not lawful to eat save for the 
priests alone? And he said unto them, The Son of 5 
man is lord of the sabbath. 

And it came to pass on another sabbath, that he 6 
entered into the synagogue and taught : and there was 
a man there, and his ri^ht hand was withered.

Hiffh: for he is kind toward tlie unthankful and 
evil.

release, and ye shall be released: give, and it shall 88 
be given unto you; ^ood measure, pressed down, 
shaken together, running over, shall they give into 
your bosom. For with what measure ye mete it 
shall be measured to you again. 

And he spake also a parable unto them, Can the 89 
blind guide the blind? shall they not both fall into a 
90r,(MeiUp pit? Thc dlsclplc is not above his hnaster: but ev- 40 
ery one when he is x>erfected shall be as his Piaster. 
And why beholdest thou the mote that is in thy 41 
brother's eye, but considerest not the beam that is 
in thine own eye? Or how canst thou say to thy 43 
brother, Brother, let me cast out the mote that is in 
thine eye, when thou thyself beholdest not the beam 
that is m thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, cast out 
first the beam out of thine own eye, and then shalt 
thou see clearly to cast out the mote that is in thy 
brother's eye. For there is no good tree that bring- 43 
eth forth corrupt fruit ; nor again a corrupt tree that 
bringeth forth good fruit. For each tree is known 44 
by its own fruit. For of thorns men do not gather 
figs, nor of a bramble bush gather they grapes. The 45 
good man out of the good treasure of nis heart bring- 
eth forth that which is good; and the evil man out 
of the evil treasure bringeth forth that which is evil : 
for out of the abundance of the heart his mouth 
speaketh. 
And why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and do not the 40 
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47 things which I say? Every one that cometh unto 
me, and heareth my words, and doeth them, I will 

48 shew you to whom he is like: he is like a man 
building a house, who digged and went deep, and 
laid a foundation upon the rock: and when a flood 

arose, the stream brake against that house, and could * ttSKS^JSa *^ 
not shake it: ^because it had been well builded. ^'^'^■^'^■ 

49 But he that heareth, and doeth not, is like a man ti'STiLU. tii! 
that built a house upon the earth without a f ounda- **• 

tion; against which the stream brake, and straight- 
way it fell in ; and the niin of that house was 
great. 

7 After he had ended all his sayings in the ears of 

the people, he entered into Capernaum. s or. bmdterwnt, 

2 And a certain centurion's 'servant, who was Mear » oj ^^J^ 

3 unto him, was sick and at the point of death. And «£ wui kim ""^ 
when he heard concerning Jesus, he sent unto him 

elders of the Jews, asking him that he would come 

4 and save his ^rvant. And they, when they came to 
Jesus, besought him earnestly, saying, He is worthy 

5 that thou shouldest do this for him : for he loveth our 

6 nation, and himself built us our synagogue. And 
Jesus went with them. And when he was now not 
far from the house, the centurion sent friends to him, 
saying unto him. Lord, trouble not thysdf : for I am 

not "Worthy that thou shouldest come under my roof : 4 Gr. tufieunt, 
t wherefore neither thought I myself worthy to come 
unto thee: but *^say the word, and my ^servant shall * ^.**' *^* * 

8 be healed. For I also am a man set under authori- ( or, a^ 
ty, having under myself soldiers: and I say to this 

one, Go, and he goeth ; and to another, Come, and he 
cometh; and to my 'servant. Do this, and he doeth 

9 it. And when Jesus heard these things, he mar- 
velled at him, and turned and said unto the multi- 
tude that followed him, I say unto you, I have not 

10 found so great faith, no, not in Israel. And they 
that were sent, returning to the house, found the 

'servant whole. , ^ ^,^t „. 

1 1 And it came to pass ^soon afterwards, that he went thoruie* raod <m 
to a city called ISTain; and his disciples went with '*«*****»»'• 

12 him, and a great multitude. Now when he drew 
near to the gate of the citv, behold, there was carried . 
out one that was dead, the only son of his mother, 
and she was a widow: and much people of the city 

13 was with her. And when the Lord saw her, he haid 
compassion on her, and said unto her.

14 And he came nigh and touched the bier: and the 
bearers stood still. And he said. Young man, I say

And fear took hold on all: and they glorified God, 16 
Baying, A great prophet is arisen among us : and, 
God hath ^sited his i>eople. And this report went 17 
forth concerning him in ttie whole of Judaea, and all 
the region round about. 
And the disciples of John told him of all these 18 

iQr.€trtuintmt, tiling. Aud Johu calling unto him Hwo of his 19 
disciples sent them to the Lord, saying. Art thou he 
that oometh, or look we for another? And when 20 
the men were come unto him, they said, John the 
Baptist hath sent us unto thee, saymg, Art thou he 
that Cometh, or look we for another? In that hour 21

preached to them. And blessed is he, whosoever 28 
shall find none occasion of stumbling in me. 

And when the messengers of John were departed, 24 
he began to say unto the multitudes concerning 
John, What went ye out into the wilderness to be- 
hold ? a reed shaken with the wind ? But what 25 
went ye out to see? a man clothed in soft raiment? 
Behold, Uiey which are gorgeously apparelled, and 
live delicately, are in kings' courts.

86 And one of the Pharisees desired him that he 
would eat with him. And he entered into the 

87 Pharisee's house, and sat down to meat. And be- 
hold, a woman which was in the city, a sinner; and 
when she knew that he was sitting at meat in the 
Pharisee's house, she brought %n alabaster cruse ofzor,a/tatk 

38 ointment, and standing behind at his feet, weeping, 
she began to wet his feet with her tears, and wipoi 
them with the hair of her head, and ^kissed his feet, AQr.u»,edm%ek, 

89 and anointed them with the ointment. Now when 

the Pharisee which had bidden him saw it, he spake 5 soom ueientaa. 
within himself, saying. This man, if he were *a ^^STaSTjokl 
prophet, would have perceived who and what man- OVm. 
ner of woman this is which toucheth him, that she 

40 is a sinner. And Jesus answering said unto him, 
Simon, I have somewhat to say unto thee. And he ^ ^^^ j.^^^^^^ 

41 saith, ^Master, say on. A certain lender had two , q^ msncinai 
debtors: the one owed five hundred ^pence, and the »<>»• «» Matt. 

^ other fifty. When they had not wherewith to pay, *'*"'*• 
he forgave them both. Which of them therefore 

43 will love him most? Simon answered and said, He, 
I suppose, to whom he forgave the most. And he 

44 said unto him. Thou hast rightly judged. And 
turning to the woman, he said unto Simon, Seest 
fhou this woman? I entered into thine house, thou 
gavest me no water for my feet: but she hath wet- 
ted m:^ feet with her tears, and wiped them with 

45 her hair. Thou gavest me no kiss: but she, since 

the time I came in, hath not ceased to %is8 my feet. 8 or. im »«eJL 

46 My head with oil thou didst not anoint : but she 

47 hath anointed my feet with ointment. Wherefore 
I say unto thee, Her sins, which are many, are for- 
given; for she loved much: but to whom little is 

48 forgiven, the iome loveth little. And he said unto 
49her,Th3r sins are forgwen. And they that sat at 

meat with him began to say 'within themselves, 9 Qr,a 
50 Who is this that even forgiveth sins? And he said 

unto the woman, Thy faith hath saved thee; go in 

peace. 
8 And it came to pass soon afterwards, that he went 

about through cities and villages, preaching and 

bringing the ^^good tidings of the kingdom of God, 10 or,^ 
2 and with him the twelve, and certain women which 
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had been healed of evil spirits and infinnities, Mary 
that was called Magdalene, from whom seven *deT- 
11s had gone out, and Joanna the wife of Chnza* 8 
Herod's steward, and Susanna, and many others, 
'th!lri£!^A£L' which ministered unto »them of their substance. 

And when a great multitude came together, and 4 
they of every ci^ resorted unto him, he spake by a 
parable: The sower went forth to sow his seed: and 5 
as he sowed, some fell by the way side; and it was 
trodden under foot, and the birds of the heaven de- 
voured it. And other fell on the rock; and as soon 6 
as it grew, it withered awa^, because it had no mois^ 
ure. And other fell amidst the thorns; and the 7 
thorns grew with it, and choked it. And other fell 8 
into the good ground, and grew, and brou^t forth 
fruit a hundroifold. As he said these tiiings, he 
cried. He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

And his disciples asked him what this parable 9 
might be. And he said, Unto you it is nven to 10 
know the mysteries of the kingdom of Qoa: but to 
the rest in parables; that seeing they may not see, 
and hearing th^ may not understand. Now the 11 
parable is this: The seed is the word of Gk>d. And 12 
those by the way side are they that have heard; then 
Cometh the devil, and taketh away the word from 
their heart, that they may not believe and be saved. 
And those on the rock' are they which, when they 13 
have heard, receive the word with joy; and these 
have no root, which for a while believe, and in time 
of temptation fall away. And that which fell 14 
among the thorns, these are they that have heard, 
and as the^ so on their way they are choked with 
cares and riches and pleasures of this life, and brinff 
no fruit to perfection. And that in the good ground, 15 
these are such as in an honest and good heart, hav- 
ing heard the word, hold it fast, and bring forth 
fruit with patience. 

And no man, when he hath lighted a lamp, cover- 16 
eth it with a vessel, or putteth it under a bed; but 
putteth it on a stand, that they which enter in may 
see the light. For nothing is hid, that shall not be 17 
made manifest; nor anything secret, that shall not 
be known and come to light. Take heed therefore 18 
how ye hear: for whosoever hath, to him shall be 
given; and whosoever hath not, from him shall be 
* am^ ******* ** ^»k6^ away even that which he thinketh he hath.

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19 And there came to him his mother and brethren,

long time he had worn no clothes, and abode not in 

28 any house, but in the tombs. And when he saw 
Jesus, he cried out, and fell down before him, and 
with a loud voice said. What have I to do with thee, 
Jesus, Ihou Son of the Most High God? I beseech 

29 thee, torment me not. For he commanded* the un- 
clean spirit to come out from the man. For 'often- sor,o/afeiv«m« 
times it had seized him: and he was kept under 

guard, and bound with chains and fetters ; and 
breaking the bands asimder, he was driven of the 

30 ^devil into the deserts. And Jesus asked him. What 4 Gr. < 
is thy name? And he said, Legion; for many *dev- 

31 ils were entered into him. And they intreated him 
that he would not c(»nmand them. to depart into the 

32 abyss. Now there was there a herd of many swine 
feeding on the mountain: and they intreated him 
that he would give them leave to enter into them. 

33 And he gave them leave. And the Mevils came out 
from the man, and entered into the swine: and the 
herd rushed down the steep into the lake, and were 

34 chokedf . And when they that fed them saw what

And they went out to see what 85 
had come to pass ; and they came to Jesus, and found 
the man, from whom the 'devils were gone out, sit- 
ting, clothed and in his right mind, at the feet of 
Jesus: and they were afraid. And tiiey that saw it 86 
told them how he that was possessed with 'devils 

t or,«wMi was hnade whole. And all the people of the coun- 87 
try of the Gterasenes round about asked him to de- 
part from them; for they were holden with great 
fear: and he entered into a boat, and returned. But 38 
the man from whom the 'devils were gone out pray- 
ed him that he might be with him: but he sent him 
away, saying, Return to thy house, and declare how 89 
great things God hath done for thee. And he went 
his wav, publishing throughout the whole fiity how 
great things Jesus had done for hinL 

And as Jesus returned, the multitude welcomed 40 
him ; for they were all waiting for him. And 41 
behold, there came a man named JaXrus, and he 
was a ruler of the synagogue: and he fell down 
at Jesus' feet, and besought him to come into his 
house; for he had an omy dau^ter, about twelve 43 
years of age, and she lay a dying. But as he went 
the multitudes throngea him.

But Jesus said, Borne one did touch me: for I per- 46 
ceived that power had gone forth from me. And 47 
when the woman saw that she was not hid, she 
came trembling, and falling down before him de- 
clared in the presence of all the people for what 
cause she touched him, and how she was healed im- 
mediately. And he said unto her. Daughter, thy 48 

iOr,ta««tf(ft«< faith ham 'inade thee whole; go in peace. 

While he yet spake, there cometh one from the 49 
ruler of the synagogue's house, saying, Thy daughter 

( Or, TkoAtr is dead ; trouble not the ^Master. But Jesus hearing 50 
it, answered him, Fear not : only believe, and she 
shall be ^ade whole. And when he came to the 51 
house, he suffered not any man to enter in with him, 
save Peter, and John, and James, and the father of 
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52 the maiden and her mother. And all were weep- 
ing, and bewailing her: but he said. Weep not; for 

53 she is not dead, but sleepeth. And they laughed 

54 him to scorn, knowing that she was dead. But he, 
taking her by the hand, called, saying, Maiden, arise. 

55 And her spirit returned, and she rose up inmiediate- 
ly: aud he commanded that something be given her 

56 to eat. And her parents were amazed : but he 
charged them to tell no man what had been done. 

9 And he called the twelve together, and gave them

2 diseases. And he sent them forth to preach the g son,, „ei«,t .«. 

3 kingdom of God, and to heal Hhe sick. And he tboriti«omitaJ 
said unto them, Take nothing for your journey, 

neither staff, nor wallet, nor bread, nor money; nei- 
4ther have two coats. And into whatsoever house 
5 ye enter, there abide, and thence depart. And as 
many as receive you not, when ye depart from that 
city, shake off the dust from your feet for a testi- 
6mony against them. And they departed, and went 
throughout the villages, preaching the gospel, and 
healing everywhere. 
7 Now Herod the tetrarch heard of all that was 
done: and he was much perplexed, because that it 
was said by some, that John was risen from the 
8 dead; and by some, that Elijah had appeared; and 
by others, that one of the old prophets was risen 
9 again. And Herod said, John I beheaded: but 
wno is this, about whom I hear such things? And 
he sought to see him.

Send ihe multitude away, that they may go 
into the villages and country round about, and 
lodge, and get victuals*: for we are here in a desert 

13 place. But he said unto them, Give ye them to eat. 
And they said. We have no more than five loaves 
and two fishes; except we should go and buy food 

14 for all this people. For they were about five thou- 
sand men. And he said unto his disciples. Make

87 And it came to pass, on the next day, when they 
were come down from the mountain, a great multi- 

38 tude met him. And behold, a man from the multi- 
tude cried, saying, ^Master, I beseech thee to look4 0r,2ia«**r 

39 upon my son; for he is mine only child: and be- 
hold, a spirit taketh him, and he suddenly crieth 
out; and it Heareth him that he foameth, and it6 0r,«< 
hardly departeth from him, bruising him sorely. 

40 And I besought thy disciples to cast it out; and 

41 they could not. And Jesus answered and said, O 
faithless and perverse generation, how long shall I 
be with you, and bear with you? bring hither thy 

42 son. And as he was yet a coming, the Mevil 'dash- • ^^' ^ 
ed him down, and ®tare him grievously. But Jesus J ^'^ 
rebuked the unclean spirit, and healed the boy, and 

43 gave him back to his father. And they were all 
astonished at the majesty of God. 

But while all were marvelling at all the things 

44 which he did, he said imto his disciples. Let these 
words sink into your ears: for the Son of man shall 

45 be delivered up into the hands of men. But they 
understood not this saying, and it was concealed 
from them, that they should not perceive it: and 
they were afraid to ask him about this saying. 

46 And there arose a reasoning among them, which 

47 of them should be *^eatest* But when Jesus saw • gt. grtaur. 
the reasoning of their heart, he took a little child, 

48 and set him by his side, and said unto them. Who- 
soever shall receive this little child in my name re- 
ceiveth me: and whosoever shall receive me receiv- 
eth him that sent me: for he that is *^least among loor.iiNer.

16 He that heareth you heareth me; and he that reject- 
eth you rejecteth me; and he that rejecteth me re- 
jecteth him that sent me. 

17 And the seventy returned with joy, saying. Lord, 
even the *devils are subject imto us in thv namte. jgt.* 

18 And he said unto them, I beheld Satan fallen as 

19 lightning from heaven. Behold, I have given you 
authority to tread upon serpents and scorpions, and 
over all the power of the enemy: and nothing shall 

20 in any wise hurt you. Howbeit in this rejoice not, 
that the spirits are subject unto you; but rejoice 
that your names are written in heaven. 

21 In that same hour he rejoiced *in the Holy Spirit, s or,»r

Trouble me not: the door is now 
shut, and my children are with me in bed: I cannot

14 And he was casting out a Me vil wM^ wa% dumb, s Gr. dkaum. 
And it came to pass, when the *devil was gone out, 

the dumb man spake ; and the multitudes marvelled. 

15 But some of them said, *By Beelzebub the prince of 4 0r,7« 

16 the 'devils casteth he out Mevils. And others, tempt- « or. <{<moM. 

17 ing Mm, sought of him a sign from heaven. But he, 
knowing their thoughts, said imto them, Every king- 
dom divided against itself is brought to desolation; .^jr.^^ „ 

18 'and a house divided against a house falleth. And ^'i^miia!££! 
if Satan also is divided against himself, how shall 

his kingdom stand? because ye say that I cast out 

19 Mevils *by Beelzebub. And if I *by Beelzebub cast 
out Mevils, by whom do your sons cast them out? 

20 therefore shall they be your judges. But if I by 
the finger of God cast out ^devils, then is the king- 

21 dom of God come upon you. When the strong man 
fully armed guardetii his own court, his goods are 

22 in peace: but when a stronger than he shall come 
upon him, and overcome him, he taketh from him 
his whole armour wherein he trusted, and divideth 

23 his spoils. He that is not with me is against me; 

24 and he that ^thereth not with me scattereth. The 
unclean spirit when ''he is gone out of the man, 7 or,ir 
passeth through waterless places, seeking rest; and 
finding none, Tie saith, I will turn back unto my 

25 house whence I came out. And when he is come. 
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I Or. u >he findeth it swept and garnished. Then goeth ^he, 26 

and taketh to him seven other spirits more evil than 

ior.itaty •himself; and they enter in and dwell there : and the 

last state of that man becometh worse than the first. 

And it came to pass, as he said these things, a cer- 27 
tain woman out of the multitude lifted up her voice, 
and said unto him. Blessed is the womb that bare 
thee, and the breasts which thou didst suck. But 28 
he said. Yea rather, blessed are they that hear the 
word of God. and keep it. 

And when the multitudes were gathering together 29 
unto him, he began to sav, This generation is an evil • 
generation: it seeketh after a sign; and there shall 
no sign be given to it but the sign of Jonah. For 90 
even as Jonah became a sign unto the Ninevites, so 
shall also the Son of man be to this generation. The 81 
queen of the south shall rise up in the iudgement 
with the men of this generation, and shall condenm 
them: for she came from the ends of the earth to 

s Gr. man tAam, hcar the wisdom of Solomon ; and behold, 'a greater 

than Solomon is here. The men of Nineveh shall 32 
stand up in the judgement with this generation, and 
shall condemn it : for they repented at the preaching 
of Jonah; and behold, «a greater than Jonah is here. 

lio man, when he hath lighted a lamp, putteth 33 
it in a cellar, neither under the bushel, but on the 
stand, that they which enter in may see the light. 
The lamp of thy body is thine eye : when thine eye is 34 
single, thy whole body also is full of light; but when 
it is evil, thy body also is full of darkness. Look 35 
therefore whether the light that is in thee be not 
darkness. If therefore thy whole body be full of 36 
light, having no part dark, it shall be wholly full of 
light, as when the lamp with its bright shining doth 
give thee light. 

4 Or. bfHikfuit. Now as he spake, a Pharisee asketh him to *dine 37 

with him: and he went in, and sat down to meat. 
And when the Pharisee saw it, he marvelled that he 38 
had not first washed* before ^dinner.

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42 But woe unto you Pharisees t for ye tithe mint 
and rue and evenr herb, and pass over judgement 
and the love of God : but these ought ye to have 

43 done, and not to leave the other undone. Woe 
unto you Pharisees ! for ye love the chief seats in 
the synagogues, and the salutations in the market- 

44 places. Woe unto youl for ye are as the tombs 
which appear not, and the men that walk over them 
know it not. 

45 And one of the lawyers answering saith unto him, 

46 ^Master, in saying this thou reproachest us also. And i or, 7Wet«r 
he said. Woe unto you lawyers also! for ye lade men 

with burdens grievous to be borne, and ye yourselves 

47 touch not the burdens with one of your fingers. Woe 
unto youl for ye build the tombs of the prophets, 

48 and your fathers killed them. So ye are witnesses 
and consent unto the works of your fathers : for 

49 they killed them, and ve build their tombs. There- 
fore also said the wisaom of God, I will send unto 
them prophets and apostles; and some of them they 

50 shall kill and persecute; that the blood of all the 
prophets, which was shed from the foundation of 

51 the world, may be required of this generation; from 
the blood of Abel unto the blood of Zachariah, who 

rsrished between the altar and the 'sanctuary: yea, sor. ibM*. 
say unto you, it shall be required of this genera- 

52 tion. Woe unto you lawyers I for ye took away the 
key of knowledge : ye entered not in yourselves, 
and them that were entering in ye hindered. 

53 And when he was come out from thence, the s or, «< a**- 
scribes and-the Pharisees began to *press upon him ••'«* "^JfJ*^ 
vehemently, and to provoke him to speak or %iany ^ "^^ 

54 things; laying wait for him, to catch something out ' 

of his mouth. 
12 In the mean time, when *the many thousands of » O" <** ■•»««* 
the multitude were gathered together, insomuch that Ji^ ^^^^ 4,-, 
they trode one upon another, he began to "say unto diinpU»,Firuoj 
his disciples first of all. Beware ye of the leaven of •«*«~"»'* 

2 the Phansees, which is hypocrisy. But there is noth- 
ing covered up, that shall not be revealed: and hid, 

3 that shall not be known. Wherefore whatsoever ye 
have said in the darkness shall be heard in the light ; 
and what ye have spoken in the ear in the inner 
chambers shall be proclaimed upon the housetops. 

4 And I sav unto you my friends. Be not afraid of 
them which kill the body, and after that have no 

5 more that they can do. But I will warn you whom 
ye shall fear: Fear him, which after he hath killed 
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1 Or, raoorjfy hath ^powcr to cast into 'hell; yea, I say unto you, 

sGr. (7«amm. Fear him. Are not tye sparrows sold for two far- 6 
things? and not one of them is forgotten in the sight 
of God. But the very hairs of your head are all 7 
numbered. Fear not: ye are of more value than 
many sparrows. And 1 say unto you, Every one 8

but he that denieth me in the presence of men shall 9 
be denied in the presence of the angels of God. 
And every one who shall speak a wora against the 10 
Son of man, it shall be forgiven him: but unto him 
thaX blasphemeth against the Holy Spirit it shall 
not be forgiven. And when they bring you before 11 
the synagogues, and the rulers, and the authorities, 
be not anxious how or what ve shall answer, or what 
ye shall say: for the Holy Spirit shall teach you in 12 
that very hour what ye ought to say. 

6 Or, 7kaeA«r And ouc out of the multltudc said unto him, '^Mas- 13 

ter, bid my brother divide the inheritance with me. 
But he said unto him, Man, who made me a judge 14 
or a divider over you ? And he said unto them, 15 

* ^^I'jmJUn^ Take heed, and keep vourselves from all covetous- 
Mtuitt^huiife, ness : •for a man's life consisteth not in the abun- 
iMck kipo^ dance of the things which he poesesseth. And he 16 
^* spake a parable unto them, saying, The ground of a 

certain rich man brought forth plentifimv: and he 17 
reasoned within himself, saying, What shall I do, be- 
cause I have not where to bestow my fruits? And 18 
he said. This will I do: I will pull down my bams, 
and build greater; and there will I bestow all my 
com and my goods. And I will say to my 'soul, 19 

1 0r, lift 'Soul, thou hast much goods laid up for many years ; 

take thine ease, eat, drmk, be merry. But God said 20 

^ % il *^*'^ unto him. Thou foolish one, this night % thy 'soul 
required of thee ; and the things which thou hast 
prepared, whose shall they be? So is he that layeth 21 
up treasure for himself, and is not rich toward God. 
And he said unto his disciples, Therefore I say 22 

• Or, .oil/ unto you, Be not anxious for yowr 'life, what ye 

shall eat; nor yet for your body, what ye shall put 
on. For the *lif e is more than the food, and the 23 
body than the raiment. Consider tiie ravens, that 24 
they sow not, neither reap; which have no store- 
chamber nor bam; and God feedeth them: of how 
much more value are ye than the birds I And which 25 
of you by being anxious can add a cubit imto his 
loor.o^ ^'stature? If then ye are not able to do even that 26 
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which is least, why are ye anxious concerning the 

37 rest? Consider the lilies, how they grow: they toil 

not, neither do they spin; yet I say unto you, Even 

Solomon in all his ^lory was not arrayea like one 

28 of these. But if God doth so clothe the grass in the 
field, which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast into the 
oven; how much more thaU Tie clothe you, O ye of 

29 little faith? And seek not ye what ve shall eat, and 
what ye shall drink, neither be ye of doubtful mind. 

30 For all these things do the nations of the world seek 
after: but jrour Father knoweth that ye have need , jj^ 

31 of these thmgs. Howbeit seek ye ^his kingdom, and thorfti 

32 these things shall be added unto you. Fear not, lit- *•'"**" "^ ^' 
tie flock; for it is your Father's good pleasure to give 

33 you the kingdouL Sell that ye have, and give alms ; 
make for yourselves purses which wax not old, a 
treasure in the heavens that faileth not, where no 

34 thief draweth near, neither moth destroyeth. For 
where your treasure is, there wUl your heart be also. 

36 Let your loins be girded about, and your lamps 

36 burning; and be ye yourselves like unto men look- 
ing for their lord, when he shall return from the 
marriage feast; that, when he cometh and knock- 

37 eth, they may straightway open unto him. Blessed 

are those ^servants, whom the lord when he cometh 9 Qr.hmuUemuiu. 
shall find watching: verily I say unto you, that he 
shall gird himself, and make them sit down to meat, 

38 and shall come and serve them. And if he shall 
come in the second watch, and if in the third, and 

89 find them so, blessed are those servants. *But know * 2li»** **** ** 
this, that if the master of the house had known in 
what hour the thief was coming, he would have 
watched, and not have left his house to be *broken * gj;^. ^w"* 

40 through. Be ye also rc^ady : for in an hour that ye ' 
think not the Son of man cometh. 

41 And Peter said, Lord, speakest thou this parable 

42 unto us, or even unto all? And the Lord said, Who , f. ^ .^^^^ 
then is Hhe faithful and wise steward, whom his lord S!iard, L £h 
shall set over his household, to mve them their por- "" •*^' *'• 

43tion of food in due season? Blessed is that 'ser-eor. 
vant, whom his lord when he cometh shall find so 

44 doing. Of a truth I say unto you, that he will set 

45 him over all that he hath. But if that ^servant shall 
say in his heart. My lord delayeth his coming; and 
shall begin to beat the menservants and the maid- 
servants, and to eat and drink, and to be drunken; 

46 the lord of that 'servant shall come in a day when 
he expecteth not, and in an hour when he knoweth 
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lOr^MMTtiywMiryf not, and shall *cut him asunder, and appohit his por- 
tion with the unf aitMul. And that ^servant, which 47 
knew his lord's will, and made not ready, nor did ac- 
cording to his will, shall be beaten with many tiripes; 
but he that knew not, and did thin^ worthy of 48 
stripes, shall be beaten with few stnpe%. And to 
whomsoever much is given, of him shall much be 
required: and to whom they commit much, of him 
win they ask the more. 

I came to cast fire upon the earth ; and what 49 
will I* if it is already kindled? But I have a bap- 60 
tism to be baptized with; and how am I straitened 
till it be accomplished! Think ye that I am come 51 
to give peace in the earth? I tell you. Nay; but 
rather division: for there shall be from henceforth 52 
five in one house divided, three against two, and two 
against three. They shall be divided, father against 53 
son, and son against father; mother against daugh- 
ter, and daughter against her mother; mother in law 
against her daughter in law, and daughter in law 
against her mother in law. 

And he said to the multitudes also, When ye see a 54 
cloud rising in the west, straightway ye say, There 
Cometh a shower; and so it cometh to pass. And 55 
when ye see dk south wind blowing, ye say. There 
iOtM^nd will be a Scorching heat; and it cometh to pass. Te56 
4 Qr.pnm. hypocritcs, vc know how to ^interpret the face of the 
earth and the heaven; but how is it that ye know 
not how to *interpret this time? And why even of 57 
yourselves judge ye not what is right? For as thou 58 
art going with thine adversary before the magistrate, 
on the way give diligence to be quit of him; lest 
haply he hale thee unto the judge, and the judge 
shall deliver thee to the "^oflacer, and the '^oflacer shall 
cast thee into prison. I say unto thee. Thou shalt 59 
by no means come out thence, till thou have paid 
the very last mite. 

Now there were some present at that very season 13 
which told him of the Galilseans, whose blood Pilate 
had mingled with their sacrifices. And he answer- 2 
ed and said unto them, Think ye that these Gali- 
IsBans were sinners above all the Galilasans, because 
they have suffered these things? I tell you, Nay: 8 
but, except ye repent, ye shall all in like manner 
perish. Or those eighteen, upon whom the tower in 4

6 lem? I tell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, ye shall 
all likewise perish. 

6 And he spake this parable; A certain man had a 
tg tree planted in his vineyard; and he came seek- 

7ing fruit thereon, and foimd none. And he said 
unto the vinedresser, Behold, these three years I come 
seeking fruit on this fig tree, and find none: cut it 

8 down; whj doth it also cumber the ground? And 
he answerm^ saith imto him. Lord, let it alone this 

9 jrear also, tiff I shall dig about it, and dung it: and 
if it bear fruit thencdorth, well ; but if not, thou 
shalt cut it down. 

10 And he was teaching in one of the synago^es on 

11 the sabbath day. And behold, a woman which had 
a spirit of infirmity eighteen years; and she was 
bowed together, and could in no wise lift herself up. 

12 And when Jesus saw her, he called her, and said to 
her, Woman, thou art loosed from thine infirmity. 

13 And he laid his hands upon her: and immediately 

14 she was made straight, and glorified God. And the 
ruler of the synagogue, being moved with indigna- 
tion because Jesus had healed on the sabbath, an- 
swered and said to the multitude. There are six days 
in which men ought to work : in them therefore 
come and be healed, and not on the day of the sab- 

15 bath. But the Lord answered him, and said, Ye 
hypocrites, doth not each one of you on the sabbath 
loose his ox or his aas from the ^stall, and lead him s or. 

16 away to watering? And ought not this woman, be- 
ing a daughter of Abraham, whom Satan had bound, 
lo, t?ie86 eighteen years, to have been loosed from 

17 this bond on the day of the sabbath? And as he 
said these things, aU his adversaries were put to 
shame : and all the multitude rejoiced for all the 
glorious things that were done by him. 

18 He said therefore. Unto what is the kingdom of 

19 God like? and whereunto shall I liken it? It is like 
unto a grain of mustard seed, which a man took, and 
cast into his own garden; and it grew, and became 
a tree; and the birds of the heaven lodged in tne 

20 branches thereof. And again he said, Whereunto 

21 shall I liken the kingdom of God? It is like unto 

leaven, which a woman took and hid in three *meas- '^Ml!u.xm°3S! 
ures of meal, till it was all leavened. 

22 And he went on his way through cities and vil- 
lages, teaching, and journeying on unto Jerusalem. 
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And one said unto him, Lord, are they few that be 28 
saved? And he said unto them, Strive to enter in 24 
by the narrow door : for many, I say unto you, 

' J2S ***** **** 8"^ ^^^ ^ ®°^^ ^°» ^^^ ^^^ ^^^ ^ *able. When 25 
once the master of the house is risen up, and hath 
shut to the door, and ye begin to stand without, and 
to knock at the door, saying, Lord, open to us; and 
he shall answer and say to you, I Know you not 
whence ye are; then shall ye begin to say, We did 26 
eat and drink in thy presence, and thou didst teach 
in our streets ; and he shall say, I tell you, I know 27 
not whence ye are; depart from me, all ye workers 
of iniquity. There shall be the weeping and mash- 28 
ing of teeth, when ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, 
and Jacob, and all the prophets, in the kingdom of 
Ck)d, and yourselves cast forth without, -fiid they 29 
shall come from the east and west, and from the 

8 or.radtiM. uorth aud south, and shall 'sit down in the kingdom 

of Gk>d. And behold, there are last which shall be 80 
first, and there are first which i^tiall be last. 

In that very hour there came certain Pharisees, 81 
sayinff to him, Get thee out, and go hence : for Herod 
woula fain kill thee. And he said imto them, Go 82 

3Qr,d€mon», and Say to that fox. Behold, I cast out 'devils and 
perform cures to-day and to-morrow, and the third 
day I am perfected* Howbeit I must go on my 88 
wajr to-day and to-morrow and the dap following: 
for it cannot be that a prophet perish out of Jerusa- 
lem. O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which killeth the 84 
prophets, and stoneth them that are sent unto herl 
how often would I have gathered thy children to- 

f ether, even as a hen gath&reth her own brood under 
er wings, and ye would notl Behold, your house 36 
is left unto you desolate : and I say unto you, Ye 
shall not see me, until ve shall say, Blessed is he that 
Cometh in the name of the Lord. 

And it came to pass, when he went into the house 14 
of one of the rulers of the Pharisees on a sabbath 
to eat bread, that they were watching Lim. And 2 
behold, there was before him a certain man which 
had the dropsy. And Jesus answering spake imto 8 
the lawyers and Pharisees, saying. Is it lawful to heal 
on the sabbath, or not? But they held their peace. 4 
And he took him, and healed him, and let him go. 
ttOT?t!S'^Sid*°« -^^ ^® ^^^ ^^^ them. Which of you shall have 5 
«m. seecii.xiii.*an ass or an ox fallen into a well, and will not 

16. \ ^ 

♦ « I am perfected ^' add marg. Or, / end my eour$e —Am. Ckm» 
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6 straightway draw him up on a sabbath day? And 
they could not answer again unto these things. 

7 And he spake a parable unto those which were 
bidden, when' he marked how they chose out the 

8 chief seats ; saying imto them, When thou art bid- 
den of any man to a marriage feast, ^sit not down in i ot.ndine not. 
the chief seat; lest haply a more honourable man 

9 than thou be bidden of him, and he that bade thee 
and him shall come and say to thee, Give this man 
pla€e ; and then thou shalt begin with shame to take 

10 the lowest place. But when mou art bidden, go and 
sit down in the lowest place ; that when he that hath 
bidden thee cometh, he may say to thee. Friend, go 
up higher: then shalt thou have glory in the pres- 

11 ence of all that sit at meat with thee. For every 
one that exalteth himself shall be humbled; and he 
that humbleth himself shall be exalted. 

12 And he said to him also that had bidden him, When 
thou makest a dinner or a supper, call not thy 
friends, nor thy brethren, nor thy kinsmen, nor rich 
neighbours; lest haply they also bid thee again, and 

13 a recompense be made thee. But when thou makest 
a feast, bid the poor, the maimed, the lame, the 

14 blind: and thou shalt be blessed; because they have 
not wTi&retJDith to recompense thee: for thou shalt be 
recompensed in the resurrection of the just. 

15 And when one of them that sat at meat with him 
heard these things, he said imto him, Blessed is he 

16 that shall eat bread in the kingdom of God. But he 
said unto him, A certain man made a ^eat supper; 

17 and he bade many: and he sent forth ms ^servant at s Gr.bond$trvant. 
supper time to say to them that were bidden, Come; 

18 for aU things are now ready. And they all with one 
eonseM began to make excuse. The nrst said unto 
him, I have bought a field, and I must needs go out 

19 and see it: I pray thee have me excused. And an- 
other said, I have bought five yoke of oxen, and I go 

20 to prove them: I pray thee have me excused. And 
another said, I have married a wife, and therefore I 

21 cannot come. And the "servant came, and told his 
lord these things. Then the master of the house 
being angry said to his 'servant. Go out quickly into 
the streets and lanes of the ciiyr, and bring in hither 

22 the poor and maimed and blind and lame. And 
the ^servant said. Lord, what thou didst command 

23 is done, and yet there is room. And the lord said 
imto the 'servant, Go out into the highways and 
hedges, and constrain them to come in, that my house

may be filled. For I say unto you, that none of those 24 
men which were bidden shall taste of my supper. 

Now there went with him nreat multitudes : and he 25 
turned, and said unto them. If any man cometh unto 26 
me, and hateth not his own father, and mother, and 
wife, and children, and brethren, and sisters, yea, and 
his own life also, he cannot be my disciple. Whoso- 27 
ever doth not bear his own cross, and come after me, 
cannot be my disciple. For which of you, desiring 28 
to buUd a tower, doth not first sit down and count 
the cost, whether he have wherewith to complete it? 
Lest haply, when he hath laid a foundation, and 29 
is not able to finish, aU that behold begin to mock 
him, saying. This man be^n to build, and was not 80 
able to finish. Or what kmg, as he goeth to encoun- 31 
ter another king in war, will not sit down first and 
take counsel whether he is able with ten thousand to 
meet him that cometh against him with twenty thou- 
sand ? Or else, while the other is yet a great way off, 32 
he sendeth an ambassaee, and asketh conditions of 
peace. So therefore whosoever he be of you that 33 
renounceth not all that he hath, he cannot be my 
disciple. Salt therefore is good : but if even the salt 34 
have lost its savour, wherewith shall it be seasoned? 
It is fit neither for the land nor for the dunghill : men 85 
cast it out. He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

Now all the publicans and sinners were drawing 15 
near irnto him for to hear him. And both the Phar- 2 
isees and tlie scribes murmured, saying. This man 
receiveth sinners, and eateth with them. o 

And he spake unto them this parable, saying, "What ^ 
man of you, having a hundred sheep, and having lost 
one of them, doth not leave the ninety and nine in 
the \dldemess, and go after that which is lost, until 
he find it? And when he hath found it, he layeth 5 
it on his shoulders, rejoicing. And when he cometh 6 
home, he calieth together his friends and his neigh- 
bours, saying unto Siem, Rejoice with me, for I have 
found my sheep which was lost. I say unto you, 7 
that even so there shall be joy in heaven over one 
sinner that repenteth, mm*e than over ninety and nine 
1 ot df«tkmm a rightcous persons, which need no repentance, 
ooin worth about Or what womau having ten ^pieces of silver, if she 8 
lose one piece, doth not light a lamp, and sweep the 
house, and seek diligently until she find it?

ik And he said, A certain man had two sons: and 
the younger of them said to his father. Father, give 
me the portion of Hhy substance that falleth to me. i or.rt«. 

13 And he divided unto lliem his living. And not many 
days after the younger son gathers all togetiier, and 
took his journey into a far country; and there he 

14 wasted his substance with riotous livmg. And when 
he had spent all, there arose a mighty famine in that 

15 country ; and he began to be in want. And he went 
and jomed himself to one of the citizens of that 
country; and he sent him into his fields to feed swine. 

16 And he would fain have been fiUed* with «the husks ' tS^hS? ^'*' 
that the swine did eat: and no man gave imto him.

B °L2li!^J!i/ unrighteous steward because he had done wisely : for

'*^ wiser than the sons of the light. And I say unto 9 

iQt.oitif. you. Make to yourselves friends 'by means of the 
mammon of unrighteousness ; that, when it shall fail, 
they may receive you into the eternal tabernacles. 
He that is faithful in a very little is faithful also in 10 
much: and he that is unrighteous in a very little is 
unrighteous also in much. If therefore ye have not 11 
been faithful in the unrighteous mammon, who will 
commit to your trust the true richest And if ye 12

oni. *■ *^ who will give you that which is your ^own? No 13 
» Gr. Aowt*o»ftr. 'servant can serve two masters: for either he will 
•*"*• hate the one, and love the other; or else he will hold 

to one, and despise the other. Ye cannot serve God 
and mammon. 

And the Pharisees, who were lovers of money, 1 1 
heard all these things ; and they scoffed at him. And 1 5 
he said unto them. Ye are they that justify yourselves 
in the sight of men; but Qoa knoweth your hearts: 
for that which is exalted among men is an abomina- 
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16 Hon in the sight of God. The law and the prophets 
were until John: from that time the gospel of the 
kingdcHn of Gk)d is preached, and every man entereth 

17 violently into it. But it is easier for heaven and 
earth to pass away, than for one tittle of the law to 

18 fall. Every one that jjutteth away his wife, and 
marrieth another, committetU adultery: and he that 
marrieth one that is put away from a husband com- 
mitteth adultery. 

19 Now there was a certain rich man, and he was,^,^ .^^.^^^ 
clothed in purple and fine linen, ^f aring sumptuously aid^^Uowr w 

20 every day : and a certain beggar named Lazarus was . •^ '^ 

21 laid at his gate, full of sores, and desiring to be fed 
with the (yrumbs that fell from the rich man's table; 

22 yea, even the dogs came and licked his sores. And 
It came to pass, that the beg^r died, and that he was 
carried away by the angels into Abraham's bosom: 

23 and the rich man also died, and was buried. And in 
Hades he lifted up his eyes, being in torments, and 
seeth Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in his bosom. 

24 And he cried and said. Father Abraham, have mercy 
on me, and send Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of 
his finger in water, and cool my tongue; for I am 

25 in anguish in this flame. But Abraham said, ^Son, s or. and. 
remember that thou in thy lifetime receivedst thy 

good things, and Lazarus in like manner evil things: 
but now here he is comforted, and thou art in an- 

26 giiish. And "beside all this, between us and you 9^,in <»atu$e 
there is a great gulf fixed, that they which would *"^ 

pass from hence to you may not be able, and that 

27 none may cross over from thence to us. And he said, 
I pray thee therefore, father, that thou wouldest send 

28 him to my father's house; for I have ^ye brethren; 
that he may testify unto them, lest they idso come 

29 into this place of torment. But Abraham saith, 
They have Moses and the prophets; let them hear 

80 them. And he said. Nay, father Abraham: but if 

31 one go to them from the dead, they will repent. And 

he said unto him. If they hear not Moses and the 

prophets, neither will they be persuaded, if one rise 

from the dead. 

17 And he said unto his disciples. It is impossible 

but that occasions of stumbling should come: but 

2 woe unto him, through whom tiiey comel It were 

well for him if a mulstone were hanged about lus 

neck, and he were thrown into the sea, rather than 

that he should cause one of these little ones to stum- 

8 ble. Ti^e heed to yourselves : if thy brother sin, re- 
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bfuke him; and if he repent, forgive him. And if 4 
he sin against thee seven times in the day, and seven 
times turn again to thee, saying, I repent ; thou shalt 
forgive him. 

And the apostles said unto the Lord, Increase our 5 
faith. And the Lord said, If ve have faith* as a 6 
grain of mustard seed, ye would say unto this syca- 
mine tree, Be thou rooted up, and be thou planted 
in the sea; and it would have obeyed you. But 7 
who is there of you, having a ^servant plowing or 
keeping sheep, that will say unto him, when he is 
come in from the field. Come straightway and sit 
down to meat; and will not rather say unto him, 8 
Make ready wherewith I may sup, and eird thy- 
self, and serve me, till I have eaten and drunken; 
and afterward thou shalt eat and drink? Doth he 9 
thank the ^servant because he did the things that 
were commanded? Even so ye also, when ye shall 10 
have done all the things that are commanded you, 
. say, We are unprofitable 'servants ; we have aone 
that which it was our duty to do. 
8 0r,MA« MM And it came to pass, ^ they were on the way to 11 
4 0r,MiMM Jerusalem, that he was passing ^through the midst 

off Samaria and Galilee. And as he entered into a 12 
certain village, there met him ten men that were 
lepers, which stood afar off: and they lifted up their 18 
voices, saying, Jesus, Master, have mercy on us. And 14 
when he saw them, he said unto them, Gk> and shew 
yourselves unto the priests. And it came to pass, as 
they went, they were cleansed.

And being asked by the Pharisees, when the king- 20 
dom of God cometh, he answered them and said. The 
kingdom of God cometh not with observation : neither 21 
_ . , .^ shaU they say, Lo, herel or, There 1 for lo, the king-

24 after them-, for as the lightning, when it lighteneth 
out of the one part under the heaven, shineth unto 
the other part under heaven; so shall the Son of man ^ g^^ ^^j^^^ ^^ 

25 be 'in his day. But first must he suffer many things thoriue* omit ««

1 8 And he spake a parable unto them to the end that 
2 they ought always to pray, and not to faint; saying, 
There was in a city a judge, which feared not God, 
3 and regarded not man: and there was a widow in^^j, ^ «**««« 
that city ; and she came oft imto him, saying, * Avenge <^\ and so in ver. 
4 me of mine adversary. And he would not for a •^•^' 

while : but afterward he said within himself. Though 

5 1 fear not God, nor regard man; yet because tms 

widow troubleth me, I will avenge her, lest she 

6 ''wear me* out by her continual coming. And the i or.ftmiw. 
Lord said, Hear what ®the unrighteous judge saith. a 2^«^i^ of

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bim day and night, and he* is lon^suffering over 
them? I sar unto you, that he will avenge them 8 
speedily. Howbeit when the Son of man cometh, 

1 Or, th»/mA shall he find ^faith on the earth? 

And he spake also this parable unto certain which 9 
trusted in themselves that they were righteous, and 

iQt.tkermt. sct 'all othcrs at nought: Two men went up into 10 
the temple to pray; the one a Pharisee, and the other 
a publican. The Pharisee stood and prayed thus 11 
with himself, God, I thank thee, that I am not as the 
rest of men, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even 
as this publican. I fast twice in the week; I give 12 
tithes of all that I get. But the publican, stand- 13 
ing afar off, would not lift up so much as his eyes 

8 0r,ft«jmfrfiiafMiunto hcavcn, but smote his breast, saying, €kxl, 'be 

4 or,a« jtaMT merciful to me % sinner. I sa^ unto you. This man 14 
went down to his house justified rather than the 
other: for every one that exalteth himself shall be 
humbled; but he that humbleth himself shaU be 
exalted. 

And they brought unto him also their babes, that 15 
he should touch them: but when the disciples saw 
it, they rebuked them. But Jesus called them unto 16 
him, saying, Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not; for of such is the kingdom 
of €kxi. Verily I say unto you. Whosoever shall 17 
not receive the Kingdom of Qod as a little child, he 
shall in no wise enter therein. 

B Or, naektr And a certain ruler asked him, saying, Qood 'Mas- 18 

ter, what shall I do to inherit eternal life ? And 19 
Jesus said unto him. Why callest thou me good ? 
none is good, save one, even God. Thou knowest 20 
the commandments. Do not commit adultery, Do not 
kill. Do not steal. Do not bear false witness. Honour 
thy father and mother. And he said, All these 21 
thmgs have I observed from my youth up. And 22 
when Jesus heard it, he said unto him, One thing 
thou lackest yet: sell all that thou hast, and distrib- 
ute imto the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in 
heaven: and come, follow me. But when he heard 28 
these things, he became exceeding sorrowful; for 
he was very rich.

hath left house, or wife, or brethren, or parents, or 

80 children, for the kingdom of Qod'a sake, who shall 
not receive manifold more in this time, and in the 
*world to come eternal life. s or,«^ 

81 And he took unto him the twelve, and said unto 
them. Behold, we go up to Jerusalem, and all the 
things that are written %y the prophets shall be ac- s or,rtfei^ 

82 complished imto the Son of man. For he shall be 
delivered up unto the Gtentiles, and shall be mocked, 

83 and shamefully entreated, and spit upon: and they 
shall scourge and kill Mm: ana the third day he 

84 shall rise again. And they understood none of 
these things ; and this saying was hid from them, 
and they perceived not the thmgs that were said. 

85 And It came to pass, as he drew nigh unto Jeri- 
cho, a certain blind man sat by the wav side beg- 

86 ging: and hearing a multitude goin^ by, he inquired 

87 what this meant. And they told him, that Jesus of 

88 Nazareth passeth by. And he cried, saying, Jesus, 

89 thou son of David, have mercy on me. And they 
that went before rebuked him, that he should hold 
his peace: but he cried out the more a great deal, 

40 Thou son of David, have mercy on me. And Jesus 
stood, and commanded him to be brought unto him: 

41 and when he was come near, he asked him, What 
wilt thou that I should do unto thee? And he said, 

42 Lord, that I may receive my sight.

48 thee whole. And immediately he received his sight, 

and followed him, glorifying God: and all the peo- 

pie, when they saw it, gave praise unto Qod. 

19 And he entered and was passing through Jeri- 

2 cho. And behold, a man called by name Zacchse- 

us; and he was a chief publican, and he was rich. 

8 And he sought to see Jesus who he was; and could 

not for the crowd, because he was little of stature. 

4 And he ran on before, and climbed up into a syco- 
more tree to see him: for he was to pass that way. 

5 And when Jesus came to the place, he looked up, 
and said unto him, Zacchseus, make haste, and come 

6 down; for to-day I must abide at thy house. And 
he made haste, and came down, and received him 
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joyfully. And when they saw it, they all murmur- 7 
ed, saymg, He is gone in to lodge with a man that is 
a sinner. And Zacchseus sUxxL, and said unto the 8 
Lord, Behold, Lord, the half of my goods I give to 
the poor; and if I have wrongfully exacted aught 
of anv man, I restore f ourfoM. And Jesus said 
unto him. Today is salvation come to this house, 
forasmuch as he also is a son of Abraham. For the 10 
Son of man came to seek and to save that which 
was lost. 

And as they heard these thin^, he added and 11 
spake a parable, because he was m^h to Jerusalem, 
and because they supposed that the Kingdom of God 
was immediately to appear. He said therefore, A 12 
__j. certain nobleman went mto a far country, to receive

But his citizens hated him, and sent an ambassage 14 
after him, saying, We will not that this man reign 
over us. And it came to pass, when he was come 15 
back again, having received the kingdom, that he 
commanded these 'servants, unto whom he had 
given the money, to be called to him, that he might 
know what they had gained by tra(Ung. And the 16 
first came before him, saying. Lord, thy pound hath 
made ten pounds more. And he said unto him, 17 

Well donc, thou good ^rvant: because thou wast 
found faithful in a very little, have thou authority 
over ten cities. And the second came, saying, Thy 18 
pound, Lord, hath made five pounds.

4Gr.a«acw. ^uothcr came, saying, Lord, behold, here is thy 

pound, which I kept laid up in a napkin: for I fear- 21 
ed thee, because thou art an austere man : thou 
takest up that thou layedst not down, and reapest 
that thou didst not sow. He saith unto him, Out of 22 
thine own mouth will I judge thee, thou wicked 
'servant. Thou knewest that 1 am an austere man, 
taking up that I laid not down, and reaping that 

6 0r,/iA<w/rf Aowl did not sow; then wherefore gavest thou not 23 
^ v«i "**' "" ™y money into the bank, and *I at my coming 
^^ should have required it with interest? And he said 24 

unto them that stood by. Take away from him the 
pound, and give it unto him that hath the ten 
pounds. And they said unto him, Lord, he hath ten 25 
pounds. I say unto you, that unto every one that 26 
hath shall be given; but from him that hath not, 
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even that which he hath shall be taken away from 

27 him. Howbeit these mine enemies, which would 
not that I should reign over them, bring hither, and 
Slav them before me. 

28 And when he had thus spoken, he went on before, 
going up to Jerusalem.

And they brought him to Jesus: and 
they threw their garments upon the colt, and set 

86 Jesus thereon. Ajad as he went, they spread their 

87 garments in the way. And as he was now drawing 
nigh, even at the descent of the mount of Olives, the 
whole multitude of the disciples began to rejoice 

and praise God with a loud voice for all the 'mighty i Qr.powen. 

38 works which they had seen; saying, Blessed is the

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And he entered into the temple, and b^^ to cast 45 
out them that sold, saying unto tiiem. It is written, 46 
And my house shall he a house of prayer: but ye 
have made it a den of robbers. 

And he was teaching daUy in the temple. But 47 
the chief priests and the scribes and the principal 
men of the people sought to destroy him: and they 48 
could not find what thejr might do; for the people 
all hung upon him, listening. 

And It came to pass, on one of the days, as he 20 
was teaching the people in the temple, and preach* 
ing the gospel, there came upon him the chief priests 
and the scribes with the elders; and they spake, say- 2 
ing unto him, Tell us: By what authority doest thou 
these things? or who is he that gave thee this au- 
thority? And he answered and said unto them, I 8 
also will ask you a ^question ; and tell me : The 4 
baptism of John, was it from heaven, or from men? 
And they reasoned with themselves, saying, If we 5 
shall say, Prom heaven ; he will say, Why did ye not 
believe him? But if we shall say. From men; all 6 
the x)eople will stone us: for they be persuaded that 
John was a prophet. And they answered, that they 7 
knew not whence it was. And Jesus said unto 8 
them. Neither tell I you by what authority I do 
these things. 

And he began to speak unto the people this par- 9 
able : A man planted a vineyard, and let it out 
to husbandmen, and went into another country for 
a long time. And at the season he sent unto the 10 
husbandmen a ^servant, that they should give him 
of the fruit of the vineyard: but the husbandmen 
beat him, and sent him away empty. And he sent 11 
vet another ^servant: and him also they beat, and 
handled him shamefully, and sent him away empty. 
And he sent yet a third: and him also they wound- 12 
ed, and cast him forth. And the lord of the vine- 13 
yard said. What shall I do? I will send my beloved 
son: it may be they will reverence him. But when 14 
the husbandmen saw him, they reasoned one with 
another, saying.

zQr.BtUnatmi. And whcn they heard it, they said, *God forbid. 

But he lodged upon them, and said, What then is 17 
this that is written, 
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The stone ivhich the builders rejected, 
The same was made the head of the comer? 

18 Every one that f alleth on that stone shall be broken 
to pieces; but on whomsoevei it shall fall, it will 
scatter him as dust. 

19 And the scribes and the chief priests sought to lay 
hands on him in that ver^r hour; and they feared 
the people: for they perceived that he spake this 

20 parable against them. And they watched him, and 
sent forth spies, which feigned themselves to be 
righteous, that they might take hold of his speech, 
so as to deliver him up to the rule* and to the au- 

21 thority of the governor. And they asked him, say- 

• ing, ^Master, we know that thou sayest and teach- 1 or, ivodur 
est rightly, and acceptest not the person of any, but 

22 of a truth teachest the way of God: Is it lawful for 
28 us to give tribute unto Caesar, or not? But he per- 
24ceived their craftiness, and said unto them. Shew , gee marginal not. 

me a ^penny. Whose image and superscription ^ Matt. xvm. 

25 hath it? And they said, Coesar's, And he said 
imto them, Then render unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar's, and unto Gk>d the things that are God's. 

26 And they were not able to take hold of the saying 
before the people: and they marvelled at his an- 
swer, and held their peace. 

27 And there came to him certain of the Sadducees, 
they which say that there is no resurrection; and 

28 they asked him, saying, ^Master, Moses wrote unto 
us, that if a man's brother die, having a wife, and 
he be childless, his brother should take the wife, 

29 and raise up seed unto his brother. There were 
Q^ therefore seven brethren : and the first took a wife, 
xVand died childless; and the second; and the third 

took her; and likewise the seven also left no chil- 

82 dren, and died. Afterward the woman also died. 

83 In the resurrection therefore whose wife of them 

84 shall she be? for the seven had her to wife. And 
Jesus said unto them. The sons of this ^ world mar- 8 0r,a^ 

85 ry, and are given in marriage: but they that are ac- 
counted worthy to attain to that *worla, and the res- 
urrection from the dead, neither marry, nor are 

86 given in marriage: for neither can they die any 
more: for they are equal unto the angels; and are 

87 sons of God, being sons of the resurrection. But 
that the dead are raised, even Moses shewed, in th^ 
j^ace canceming the Bush, when he calleth the Lord

God of Jacob. Now he is not the Qod of the dead, 38 
but of the living: for all live unto him. And cer- 99 
ior,r«dUr tain of the scnbes answering said, ^Master, thou 

hast well said. For they durst not any more ask 40 
him any question. 

And he said unto them, How sav they that the 41 
Christ is David's son? For David himself saith in 43 
tbe book of Psalms, 

The Lord said unto my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right mmd, 
Till I make thine enemies the footstool of thy 43 
feet. 
David therefore calleth him Lord, and how is he his 44 
son? 

And in the hearing of all the people he said unto 45 
his disciples, Beware of the scribes, which desire to 46 
walk in long robes, and love salutations in the mar- 
ketplaces, and chief seats in the synagogues, and 
chief places at feasts; which devour widows' houses, 47 
and for a pretence make long prayers: these shall 
2 Or, mmd w»A^ rcceivc greater condemnation. 

J And he looked up, 'and saw the ridi men that 21 
were casting their ^ts into the treasury. And he 2 
saw a certain poor widow casting in thither two 
mites. And he said. Of a truth 1 say unto you, 3 
This poor widow cast in more than they all : for all 4 
these did of their superfluity cast in unto the gifts: 
but she of her want did cast in all the living that 
she had. 

And as some spake of the temple, how it was 6 
adorned with goodly stones and offerings, he said. 
As for these things which ye behold, the days will 6 
come, in which there shall not be left here one stone 
upon another, that shall not be thrown down. And 7 
they asked him, saying, ^Master, when therefore shall 
these things be ? and what shaU be the sign when 
these things are about to come to pass? And he 8 
said. Take heed that ye be not led astray: for many 
shall come in my name, saying, I am A6; and, The 
time is at hand: go ye not after them. And when 9 
ye shall hear of wars and tumults, be not terrified: 
for these things must needs come to pass first; but 
the end is not immediately. 

Then said he unto them, Nation shall rise against 10 
nation, and kingdom against kingdom: and there 11 
shall be great earthquakes, and in divers places fa- 
mines and pestilences; and there shall be terrors 
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12 and great signs from heaven. But before all these 
things, they shall lay their hands on you, and shaJl 
persecute you, delivering you up to the synagogues 

and prisons, *bringinff you before kings and govern- * jSlii!"* **'"^ 

13 ors for my name's saSe. It shall turn unto you for 

14 a testimony. Settle it therefore in your hearts, not 

15 to meditate beforehand how to answer: for I will 
give you a mouth and wisdom, which all your adver- 
saries shall not be able to withstand or to gainsay. 

16 But ye shall be delivered uij even by parents, and 
brethren, and kinsfolk, and friends ; and aoms of you 

17 *shall they cause to be put to death. And ye shall ' ^*£St **** ^ 

18 be hated of all men for my name's sake. And not 

19 a hair of ^our head shall perish. In your patience 

ye shall win your ^ouls. s or,uve* 

20 But when ye see Jerusalem compassed with armies, 

21 then know that her desolation is at hand. Then let 
them that are in Judsea flee unto the moimtains; 
and let them that are in the midst of her depart out; 
and let not them that are in the country enter there- 

22 in. For these are days of vengeance, that all things 

23 which are written may be fulfilled. Woe unto them 
that are with child and to them that give suck in 
those days ! for there shall be great distress upon 

24 the *land, and wrath unto this people. And they4 0r,«a»a 
shall fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be led 
captive into all the nations: and Jerusalem shall be 
trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of the 

25 Gentiles be fulfilled. And there shall be signs in 
sun and moon and stars; and upon the earOi dis- 
tress of nations, in perplexity for the roaring of the 

26 sea and the billows; men '^fainting for fear, and for*^»*^7'v 
expectation of the things which are coming on *the • 2t«iJ* *"*"****' 
world: for the powers of the heavens shall be sha- 

27 ken. And then shall they see the Son of man com- 
28ing in a cloud with power and great glory. But 

when these things begin to come to pass, look up, 

and lift up your heads; because your redemption 

draweth mgn. 
20 And he spake to them a parable: Behold the fig 
30 tree, and all the trees: when they now shoot forth, 

ye see it and know of your own selves that the sum- 
Si mer is now nigh. liven so ye also, when ye see 

these things coming to pass, know ye that the kins- 
32 dom of God is nigh. Verily I say unto you. This 

generation shall not pass away, till all things be ac- 
38 complished. Heaven and earth shall pass away: 

but my words shall not pass away. 
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But take heed to joxaselveB, lest haply your hearts 84 
be overcharged with surfeiting, and dninkenness, 
and cares of this life, and that day come on you 
suddenly as a snare : for so shall it come upon all 35 
them that dwell on the face of all the earth. But 86 
watch ye at every season, making supplication, that 
ye may prevail to escape all these things that shall 
come to pass, and to stand before the Son of man. 

And every day he was teaching in the temple ; and 37 
ever^ night he went out, and lodged in the mount 
that is cflled the mourvt of Olives. And all the peo- 88 
pie came early in the morning to him in the temple, 
to hear him. 

Now the feast of unleavened bread drew ni^h, 22 
which is called the Passover. And the chief priests 3 
and the scribes sought how they might put him to 
death; for they feared the people. 

And Satan entered into Judas who was called 8 
Iscariot, being of the number of the twelve. And 4 
he went away, and communed with the chief priests 
and captains, how he might deliver him unto them. 
And they were glad, and covenanted to give him 5 
mone^. And he consented, and sought opportunitv 6 
*^ to dehver him unto them *in the absence of the mul- 
titude. 

And the day of unleavened bread came, on which 7 
the passover must be sacrificed. And he sent Peter 8 
and John, saying, Qto and make ready for us the 
passover, that we may eat. And they said unto him, 9 
Where wilt thou that we make ready? And he said 10 
unto them, Behold, when ye are entered into the 
city, there shall meet you a man bearing a pitcher of 
water; follow him into the house whereinto he go- 
eth. And ye shall say unto the goodman of the 11 
house, The ^Master saith imto thee. Where is the 
guest-chamber, where I shall eat the passover with 
my disciples? And he will shew you a large upper 12 
room furnished : there make ready. And they went, 13 
and f oimd as he had said unto them : and they made 
ready the passover. 

And when the hour was come, he sat down, and 14 
the apostles with him. And he said unto them, With 15 
desire I have desired to eat this passover with you 
before I suffer: for I say unto you, I will not eat it, 16 
until it be fulfilled in the kingdom of Gkxi. And he 17 
received a cup, and when he had given thanks, he 
said. Take this, and divide it among yourselves: for 18 
I say unto you, I will not drink from henceforth of 
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the fruit of the Tine, until the kingdom of God shall 
19 come. And he took ^bread, and when he had given ^or.atu^ 

thanks, he brake it, and gave to them, saying, This is ' ?hSftSl***°iiS 

my body *which is given for you : this do in remem- «^'«* " ^'^^^^ 
20brance of me. And the cup in like manner after ^WL /^ 

supper, saying. This cup is the new ^covenant in my >*~- 

21 blood, efmi that which is poured out for you. But * *^' ***"^ 
behold, the hand of him that betrayeth me is with 

22 me on the table. For the Son of man indeed goeth, 
as it hath been determined: but woe unto that man 

23 through whom he is betrayed! And they be^n to 
question among themselves, which of them it was 
that should do this thing. 

24 And there arose also a contention among them, 

25 which of them is accoimted* to be ^greatest. And 4 or. tntter. 
he said unto them. The kings of the Qentiles have 
lordship over them; and they that have authority 

26 over them are called Benefactors. But ye sheUl not be 
so: but he that is the greater among you, let him 
become as the younger; and he that is chief, as he 

27 that doth serve. For whether is greater, he that 
^sitteth at meat, or he that serveth? is not he that5Gr.f«e«4ua. 
'sitteth at meat? but I am in the midst of you as he toryiappmtuunto 

28 that serveth. But ye are they which have continued »«3««» ««^ 

29 with me in my temptations ; and •! appoint imto you a StowTKS- 

30 kingdom, even as my Father appointed imto me, that *p.jjg •j^g' 
ye may eat and drink at my table in my kingdom; ^. 

and ye shall sit on thrones judging the twelve tribes 

81 of Israel. Simon, Simon, behold, Satan ^asked to ' J'^"** ^ 

82 have you, that he might sift you as wheat : but I made 
suppucation for thee, that thy faith fail not: and do 
thou, when once thou hast turned again, stablish thy 

33 brethren. And he said unto him, Lord, with thee I 

84 am ready to go both to prison and to death. And he 
said, I tell thee, Peter, the cock shall not crow this 
day, imtil thou shalt thrice deny that thou knowest 
me. 

85 And he said unto them, When I sent you forth 
without purse, and wallet, and shoes, lacked ye any 

36 thing? And they said. Nothing. And he said unto 

them. But now, he that hath a purse, let him take it, « ^'^J^l^t 
and likewise a wallet : ^nd he that hath none, let mmlSihuekkc, 

37 him sell his cloke, and buy a sword. For I say unto «»<' *^ ««*• 
you, l^at this which is written must be fulfilled in 

me. And he was reckoned with transgressors: for 

38 that which concemeth me hath »fulfilment. Aiid9Qr.tnd.

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they said, Lord, behold, here axe two 8WC»dB. And 
he said unto them, It is enough. 

And he came out, and went, as his custom was, 89 
unto the moimt of Olives; and the disciples also 
followed him. And when he was at the place, he 40 
said unto them, Pray that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion. And he was parted mm them about a stone's 41 
cast; and he kneeled down and prayed, saying. Fa- 42 
ther, if thou be willing, remove this cup from me : 
* "'SftiS'^u nevertheless not my will, but thine, be done. »And 43 
Tw.48,44. there appeared unto him an an^ from heaven, 

strengthening him. And being in an agony he 44 
pray^ more earnestly: and his sweat became as it 
were ereat drops of blood falling down upon the 
ground. And when he rose up from his prayer, he 45 
came unto the disciples, and foimd them sleeping 
for sorrow, and said imto them. Why sleep ye? rise 46 
andpray, that ye enter not into temptation. 

While he yet spake, behold, a multitude, and he 47 
that was called Judas, one of the twelve, went be- 
fore them ; and he drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. 
But Jesus said unto him, Judas, betrayest thou the 48 
Son of man with a kiss? And when they that were 49 
about him saw what would follow, they said, Lord, 
shall we smite with the sword? And a certain one 50 
sGr.foiKbffvaitf. of them smote the ^servant of the high priest, and 

struck off his right ear. But Jesus answered and 51 
said. Suffer ye thus far. And he touched his ear, 
and healed him. And Jesus said unto the chief 52 
priests, and captains of the temple, and elders, which 
were come against him, Are ye come out, as against 
a robber, with swords and staves ? When I was daily 53 
with you in the temple, ye stretched not forth your 
hands against me: but tiiis is your hour, and the 
power of darkness. 

And they seized him, and led him away, and 54 
brought him into the high priest's house.

And Peter remem- 
bered the word of the Lord, how that he said unto 
him. Before the cock crow this day, thou shalt deny 

62 me thrice. And he went out, and wept bitterly. 

63 And the men that held ^ Jesus mocked him, and i qtMm, 

64 beat him. And they blindfolded him, and asked 
him, saying. Prophesy: who is he that struck thee? 

65 And many other things spake they against him, re- 
viling him. 

66 And as soon as it was day, the assembly of the el- 
ders of the people was gathered together, both chief 
priests and scribes ; and they led him away into their 

67 council, saying. If thou art the Christ, tell us. But 
gg he said imto mem, K I tell you, ye will not believe: 
go and if I ask you^ ye will not answer. But from 

henceforth shall tiie Son of man be seated at the 

70 right hand of the power of God. And they all said, 

Art thou then the Son of God? And he said imto . ^ ^ 

71 them, »Ye say that I am* And they said. What * SSJ/S. ' 
further need have we of witness? for we ourselves 

have heard from his own mouth. 
23 And the whole company of them rose up, and 

3 brought him before Pilate. And they began to ac- 
cuse him, saying. We f oimd this man perverting our 

nation, and forbidding to give tribute to Ceesar, and . ^ 

Ssaying that he hhnself is ^Christ a kingK And Pi-* gS^'^ "^"'"' 
late asked him, saying. Art thou the King of the 
Jews? And he answered him and said. Thou say- 

4 est. And Pilate said imto the chief priests and the 

5 multitudes, I find no fault in this man. But they 
were the more urgent, saying, He stirreth up the 
people, teaching throughout all Judaea, and begin- 

6 ning from Galilee even unto this place. But when 
Pilate heard it, he asked whether the man were a 

7GaUl8ean. And when he knew that he was of 
Herod's jurisdiction, he sent him unto Herod, who 
himself also was at Jerusalem in these days. 

8 Now when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding 
glad: for he was of a long time desirous to see him, 
because he had heard concerning him; and he hoped 

9 to see some ^miracle done by him. And he ques-4Gr.w^ 
tioned him in many words; but he answered him

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nothing. And the chief priests and the scribes 10 
stood, yehementlj accusing him. And Herod with 11 
liis soldiers set lum at nought, and mociced him, and 
arrajing him in gorgeous apparel sent him hack to 
Pilate. And Herod and Pilate became friends with 12 
each other that very day: for before they were at 
enmity between themselves. 

And Pilate called together the chief priests and 13 
the rulers and the people, and said unto them, Ye 14 
brought unto me tms man, as one that perverteth 
the people: and behold, I, having examined him be- 
fore you, found no fault in this man touching those 
things whereof ye accuse him; no, nor yet Herod: 15 
* XSftiS***!^' for he sent him* back unto us; and behold, nothing 
T«^ " Jj" *« worthy of death hath been done by him. I will there- 16 
inm mmio tuHi forc chsstise him, and release him.' But they cried 18 
JriJ?in"oth!!!; o^ ^ together, saying, Away with this man, and re- 
*»«it^ ""M lease unto us Barabbas: one who for a certain in- 19 
word, aitor ▼«•. gmrection made in the city, and for murder, was cast 

into prison. And Pilate spake unto them again, de- 20 
siring to release Jesus ; but they shouted, saying, 21 
Crucify, crucify him. And he said unto them the 22 
third tune. Why, what evil hath this man done? I 
have found no cause of death in him: I will there- 
fore chastise him and release him. But they were 23 
instantf with loud voices, asking that he mi^t be 
crucified. And their voices prevailed. And Pilate 24 
gave sentence that what they asked for should be 
done. And he released him that for insurrection 25 
and murder had been cast into prison, whom they 
asked for; but Jesus he delivered up to their will. 

And when they led him away, they laid hold upon 26 
one Simon of Gyrene, coming from the country, and 
laid on him the cross, to bear it after Jesus. 

And there followed him a great multitude of the 27 
people, and of women who bewailed and lunented 
him. But Jesus turning unto them said, Daughters 28 
of Jerusalem, weep not for me, but weep for your- 
selves, and for your children. For behold, the days 29 
are coming, in which they shall say. Blessed are tne 
barren, and the wombs that never bare, and the 
breasts that never gave suck. Then shall they be- 80 
gin to say to the moimtains. Fall on us; and to the 
hills. Cover us. For if tiiey do these things in the 31 
green tree, what shall be done in the dry?

37 him vinegar, and saying, If thou art the King ctt 

38 the Jews, save thyself. And there was also a su- 
perscription over him, this is the bikg op the 

JEWS. 

39 And one of the malefactors which were hanged 
railed on him, saying, Art not thou the Christ? save 

40 thyself and us. But the other answered, and re- 
biiking him said. Dost thou not even fear God, see- 

41 ing thou art in the same condemnation? And we 
indeed justly; for we receive the due reward of our 

42 deeds : but tiiis man hath done nothing amiss. And , g^^^ ^^^^^ ^^^ 
he said, Jesus, remember me when thou comest <in thoritiM rc«d tv 

43 thy kingdom. And he said imto him. Verily I say *"*»'«"**«•• 
unto thee. To-day shalt thou be with me in Paradise. 

44 And it was now about the sixth hour, and a dark- 1 ^'^ ^ .. 
ness came over the whole *land until the ninth hour, ii^. *^ •^** ' 

45Hhe sun's light failing: and the veil of the ^temple e or, MMfiMwy 

46 was rent in me midst. 'And* when Jesus had cried » ot^And jnwt, 
with a loud voice, he said, Father, into thy hands I "^S^Zd * 
commend my spirit : and having said this, he gave up 

47 the ghost. And when the centurion saw what was 
done, he glorified God, saying. Certainly this was a 

48 righteous man. And all the multitudes that came 
together to this sight, when they beheld the things 

49 that were done, returned smiting their breasts. And 
all his acquaintance, and the women that follow- 
ed with him from Galilee, stood afar off, seeing these 
things. 

50 And behold, a man named Joseph, who was a 

51 councillor, a good man and a righteous (he had not 
consented to their counsel and deed), a man of 
Arimathsea, a city of the Jews, who was looking for 

52 the kingdom of God: this man went to Pilate, and 

53 asked for the body of Jesus. And he took it down,

Now they 10 
were Mary Magdalene, and Joanna, and Mary the 
mother of James: and the other women with them 
told these thin^ unto the apostles. And these 11 
6 soiM MideDt •». words appeared in their sight as idle talk; and they 

thoritiM omit disbelieved them. "But Peter arose, and ran xmto 13 
lo^d^fiorted imi. ^^ tomb; and stooping and looking in, he seeth the

are come to pass there in these days? And he said 19 
unto them. What things? And they said unto him, 
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The things conceminff Jesus of Nazareth, which was 

a prophet mighty in aeed and word before God and 

20 all the people: and how the chief priests and our 

rulers delivered him up to be condemned to death, 

21 and crucified him. But we hoped that it was he 
which should redeem Israel. Yea and beside all 
this, it is now the third day since these things came 

22 to pass. Moreover certain women of our company 

23 amazed us, havin? been early at the tomb ; and when 
they found not nis bod5r, they came, saying, that 
they had also seen a vision of angels, which said 

24 that he was alive. And certain of them that were 
with us went to the tomb, and f oimd it even so as 

25 the women had said: but him they saw not. And

for this cause came I baptizing 'with water. And 32 
John bare witness, saying, I have beheld the Spirit 
descending as a dove out of heaven; and it abode 
upon bim. And I knew him not: but he that sent 33 
me to baptize *with water, he said unto me. Upon 
whomsoever thou shalt see the Spirit descendhig, 
and abiding upon him, the same is he that baptizem 
*with the Holy Spirit. And I have seen, and have 34 
borne witness that this is the Son of God. 

A^ain on the morrow John was standing, and two 36 
of his disciples; and he looked upon Jesus as he 36 
walked, and saith. Behold, the Lamb of God! And 37 
the two disciples heard him speak, and they follow- 
ed Jesus. And Jesus turned, and beheld them f ol- 38 
lowing, and saith unto them, What seek ye? And 
they said unto him. Rabbi (which is to say, being in- 
T0r,7«MA«r tcrprctcd, ^Master), where abidest thou? He saith 39 
unto them. Come, and ye shall see. They came 
therefore and saw where he abode; and they abode 
with him that day: it was about the tenth hour. 
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40 One of the two that heard John speak, and followed 

41 him, was Andrew, Simon Peter's brother. He find- 
eth first his own brother Simon, and saith imto him. 
We have found tiie Messiah (which is, being inter- 

42 preted, ^Christ). He brought him imto Jesus. Je- 1 That u, AnoUtt- 
sus looked upon him, and said, Thou art Simon the *^' 

son of ^John: thou shalt be called Cephas (which is *2i*,n*Matl xJi! 
by interpretation, "Peter). i7,jb»aA. 

43 On the morrow he was minded to go forth into * JjJjJ *■» *^ ^"^ 
Galilee, and he findeth Philip: and Jesus saith imto 

44 him, Follow me. Now Phihp was from Bethsaida, 

45 of the city of Andrew and Peter. Philip findeth 
Nathanael, and saith imto him, We have found him, 
of whom Moses in the law, and the prophets, did 

46 write, Jesus of Nazareth, the son of Joseph. And 
Nathanael said unto him, Can any good thing come 
out of Nazareth? Philip saith imto him. Come and 

47 see. Jesus saw Nathanael coming to him, and saith 
of him. Behold, an Israelite indeed, in whom is no 

48 guile I Nathanael saith unto him, Whence knowest 
thou me? Jesus answered and said unto him. Be- 
fore Philip called thee, when thou wast imder the 

49 fig tree, I saw thee. Nathanael answered him, Rab- 
bi, thou art the Son of Gk)d; thou art King of Israel. 

50 Jesus answered and said unto him. Because I said 
unto thee, I saw thee underneath the tg tree, believ- 
est thou? thou shalt see greater things than these. 

51 And he saith unto him, v erily, verily, I say imto 
you. Ye shall see the heaven opened, and the angels 
of (iod ascending and descending upon the Son of 
man. '' 

2 And the third day there was a marriage in Cana 

2 of Galilee; and the mother of Jesus was there: and 

Jesus also was bidden, and his disciples, to the mar- 

8 riage. And when the wine failed, the mother of Je- 

4 sus saith unto him. They have no wine. And Jesus 
saith unto her, Woman, what have I to do with 

5 thee? mine hour is not yet come. His mother saith 
unto the servants. Whatsoever he saith unto you, do 

6 it. Now there were six waterpots of stone set there 
after the Jews* manner of purifying, containing two 

7 or three firkins apiece. Jesus saith unto them, Fill 
the waterpots with water. And they filled them up 

8 to the brim. And he saith unto mem. Draw out 

now, and bear unto the *ruler of the feast. And 4 or, unnrd 

9 they bare it. And when the ruler of the feast tasted 

the water *now become wine, and knew not whence " ^SuS** * **** 
it was (but the servants which had drawn the water 
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knew), the ruler of the feast calleth the bridegroom, 
and saith unto him, Every man setteth on first the 10 
good wine; and when men have drunk freely, then 
mat which is worse: thou hast kept the good wine 
imtil now. This beginning of his signs did Jesus in 11 
Cana of Galilee, and manifested his glory; and his 
disciples believed on him. 

Alter this he went down to Capernaum, he, and 12 
his mother, and hia bretlu*en, and his disciples: and 
there they abode not many days. 

And the passover of the Jews was at hand, and 18 
Jesus went up to Jerusalem. And he found in the 14 
temple those that sold oxen and sheep and doves, 
and the changers of money sitting: and he made a 15 
scourge of cords, and cast all out of the temple, both 
the sheep and the oxen; and he poured out the 
changers money, and overthrew their tables; and to 16 
them that sold the doves he said. Take these things 
hence ; make not my Father's house a house of mer- 
chandise. His disciples remembered that it was 17 
written. The zeal of thine house* shall eat me up. 
The Jews therefore answered and said imto him, 18 
What sign shewest thou unto us, seeing that thou 
doest these things? Jesus answered and said unto 10 
them, Destroy this Hemple, and in three days I will 
raise it up. The Jews therefore said, Forty and six 20 
years was this ^temple in building, and wilt thou 
raise it up in three days? But he spake of the 21 
^temple of his body. When therefore he was raised 22 
from the dead, his disciples remembered that he 
spake this; and they believed the scripture, and the 
word which Jesus had said. 

Now when he was in Jerusalem at the passover, 28 
during the feast, many believed on his name, behold- 
ing his signs which he did. But Jesus did not trust 24 
himself unto them, for that he knew all men, and 25 
because he needed not that any one should bear wit- 
. .""'.'rtTSLw ** ness concerning *man; for he himself knew what 
was in man. 

Now there was a man of the Pharisees, named 3 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews: the same came 2 
unto him by night, and said to him, Rabbi, we know 
that thou art a teacher come from God: for no man 
can do these signs that thou doest, except God be 
vrith him. Jesus answered and said unto him, Ver- 3

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ily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be bom 
4 'anew, he cannot see the kingdom of God. Nico- ior,/fom<i«w« 
demus saith unto him, How can a man be bom when 
he is old? can he enter a second time into his mother's 
6 womb, and be born ? Jesus answered, Verily, verily, 
I say xmto thee. Except a man be bom of water and 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. 

6 That which is born of tho flesh is flesh; and that 

7 which is bom of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not 

8 that I said unto thee. Ye must be bom toew. »The * ^i^Sr ^^"^ 
wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest the 

voice thereof, but knowest not whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth: so is every one that is bom of 

9 the Spirit. Kicodemus answered and said unto him, 

10 How can these things be ? Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Art thou the teacher of Israel, and under- 

11 standest not these things? Verily, verily, I say xmto 
thee, We speak that we do know, and bear witness 
of that we have seen; and ye receive not our wit- 

12 ness. If I told you earthly things, and ye believe 
not, how shall ye believe, if I tell you heavenly 

13 things? And no man hath ascended into heaven, 

but he that descended out of heaven, even the Son s Many aocieni 

14 of man, 'which is in heaven. And as Moses lifted SSiU'S aSJ' 
up the serpent in the wilderness, even so must the ««. 

15 Son of man be lifted up: that whosoever *believ- * ^gj ^jfjjj/" 
eth may in him have eternal life. 

16 For God so loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth on him 

17 should not perish, but have etemal hf e. For God 
sent not the Son into the world to judge the world; 
but that the worid should be saved through him. 

18 He that believeth on him is not judged; he that be- 
lieveth not hath been judged already, because he 
hath not believed on the name of the only begotten 

19 Son of God. And this is the judgement, that the 
Ught is come into the world, and men loved the 
darkness rather than the light; for their works were 

20 evil. For every one that *aoeth ill* hateth the light, 6 or, practiutk 
and cometh not to the light, lest his works should 

21 be 'reproved. But he that doeth the trath cometh e or. «w«rf«i 
to the light, that his works may be made manifest, 

'that they have been wrought in God. 7 or, ucaut 

22 After these things came Jesus and his disciples 
into the land of Judsea; and there he tarried with 

23 them, and baptized. And John also was baptizing in

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« Miir JErou near to SaMm, because there Vas much water 
there : and they came, and were baptized. For John 24 
was not yet cast mto prison. There arose therefore 25 
a questionhig on the part of John's disciples with a 
Jew about purifying. And they came unto John, 26 
and said to him, Rabbi, he that was with thee be- 
yond Jordan, to whom thou hast borne witness, be- 
hold, the same baptizeth, and all men come to him. 
John answered and said, A man can receive noth- 27 
ing, except it have been given him from heaven.

For he whom God hath sent speaketh 84 
the words of God: for he giveth not the Spirit by 
measure. The Father loveth the Son, and hath given 85 
all things into his hand. He that believeth on the 86 
z Or, Mumk not Sou hath eternal life; but he that 'obeyeth not the 
Son shall not see life, but the wrath of God abideth 
on him. 

When therefore the Lord knew how that the 4 
Pharisees had heard that Jesus was making and 
baptizing more disciples than John (although Jesus 2 
himself baptized not, but his disciples), he left Ju- 8 
dsBa, and departed again into Galilee. And he must 4 
needs pass through Samaria. So he cometh to a 5 
city ot Samaria, called Sychar, near to the parcel of 
4 0r.»f.-iv: »nd ground that Jacob gave to his son Joseph: and 6 
bit norS* veri Jacob's *well was there. Jesus therefore, being 
"' "• wearied with his journey, sat *thus by the Veil. It 

»« •« was about the sixth homr. There cometh a woman 7 
of Samaria to draw water: Jesus saith unto her. 
Give me to drink. For his disciples were gone 8 
away into the city to buy food. The Samaritan 9 
woman therefore saith imto him. How is it that

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thou, being a Jew, aakest drmk of me, which am a i soncuickmt aa-

her, If thou knewest the gift of God, and who it is "*' 
that saith to thee. Give me to drink; thou wouldest 

have asked of him, and he would have given thee 

11 living water. The woman saith unto him, 'Sir, sor,£o»< 
thou hast nothing to draw with, and the well is 

deep : from whence then hast thou that living water? 

12 Art thou greater than our father Jacob, which gave 
us the well, and drank thereof himself, and his sons, 

18 and his cattle? Jesus answered and said unto her. 
Every one that drinketh of this water shall thirst 

14 again: but whosoever drinketh of the water that I 
shall give him shall never thirst; but the water that 
I shall give him shall become in him a wed of water 

15 springmg up unto eternal life. The woman saith 
imto him, "Sir, give me this water, that I thirst not, 

16 neither come all the way hither to draw. Jesus 
saith unto her. Go, call thy husband, and come hith- 

17 er. The woman answered and said unto hinj, I 
have no husband. Jesus saith unto her. Thou saidst 

18 well, I have no husband: for thou hast had five hus- 
bands; and he whom thou now hast is not thy hus- 

19 band: this hast thou said truly. The woman saith 
unto him, *Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet. 

20 Our fathers wordbipped in this moimtain; and ye 
say, that in Jerusalem is the place where men ought 

21 to worship. Jesus saith unto her, Woman, believe 
me, the hour cometh, when neither in this mountain, 

22 nor in Jerusalem, shall ye worship the Father. Ye 
worship that which ye know not: we worship that 
which we know: for salvation is from the Jews. 

23 But the hour cometh. and now is, when the true 
worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit and g or /«•««* <*« 
truth : 'for such doth the Father seek to be his wor- fmZoUh m*^ 

24 shippers. *God is a Spirit : and they that worship !j*- . 

25 him must worship in spirit and truth. The woman ' ** *^ 
saith unto him, I know that Messiah cometh (which 

is called Christ): when he is come, he will dechure 

26 unto us all thmgs. Jesus saith unto her, I that 
speak imto thee am he, 

27 And upon this came his disciples; and they mar- 
velled that he was speaking wiUi a woman; yet no 
man said. What seekest thou? or. Why speakest 

28 thou with her? So the woman left her waterpot, 
and went away into the city, and saith to the men, 

29 Come, sec a man, which told me all things that 
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wer I did: can this be the Christ? They went out 80 
of the city, and were coming to liim. In the mean 31 
while the disciples prayed him, saying, Rabbi, eat. 
But he said unto them, I have meat to eat that ye 32 
know not The disciples therefore said one to an- 33 
other, Hath any man brought him aught to eat? 
Jesus saith unto them. My meat is to do the will of 34 
him that sent me, and to accomplish his work. Sav 35 
not ve. There are yet four months, and thm comem 

1 Or, wut« %mto the harvest? behold, I say unto you, Lift up your 
hTSuk ii^ eyes, and look on the fields, that they are *white 
^* already unto harvest. He tiiat reapeth receiveth86 

wages, and gathereth fruit unto life eternal; that he 
that soweth and he that reapeth may rejoice to- 
gether. For herein is the saymg true, One soweth, 87 
and another reapeth. I sent you to reap that where- 38 
on ye have not laboured: others have laboured, and 
ye are entered into their labour. 

And from that city many of the Samaritans be- 39 
lieved on him because of the word of the woman, 
who testified. He told me all things that ewr I did. 
So when the Samaritans came xmto him, they be- 40 
sought him to abide with them: and he abode there 
two days. And many more believed because of his 41 
word; and they said to the woman. Now we be- 42 
lieve, not because of thy speaking: for we have 
heard for ourselves, and know that this is indeed 
the Saviour of the world. 

And after the two days he went forth from 43 
thence into Galilee. For Jesus himself testified, 44 
that a prophet hath no honour in his own country. 
So when he came into Galilee, the GalilsBans receiv- 45 
ed him, having seen all the things that he did in Je- 
rusalem at the feast: for they also went imto the 
feast. 

He came therefore again unto Cana of Galilee, 46 
where he made the water wine. And there was a

They 
asked him. Who is the man that said imto thee. Take 

13 up thy bed, and walk? But he that was healed wist 
not who it was: for Jesus had conveyed himself 

14 away, a multitude being in the place. Afterward 
Jesus findeth him in the temple, and said unto him. 
Behold, thou art made whole: sin no more, lest a 

15 worse thing befall thee. The man went away, and 
told the Jews that it was Jesus which had made 

16 him whole. And for this cause did the Jews i)er- 
secute Jesus, because he did these things on the 

17 sabbath. But Jesus answered them. My Father 
ISworketh even until now, and I work. For this 

cause therefore the Jews sought the more to kill 
him, because he not only brake the sabbath, but 
also called God his own Father, making himself 
equal with God. 
19 Jesus therefore answered and said imto them. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you. The Son can do 
nothing of himself, but what he seeth the Father 
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doing: for what things soever he doeth, these the 
Son also doeth in like manner. For the Father 20 
lovcth the Son, and sheweth him all things that 
himself doeth: and greater works than these will 
he shew him, that ye may marvel. For as the 31 
Father raiseth the dead ana qtuckeneth them, even 
BO the Son also quickeneth whom he will. For 23 
neither doth the Father judge any man, but he hath 
given all judgement unto the Son; that all may 38 
honour the Son, even as th^ honour the Father. 
He that honoureth not the »on honoureth not the 
Father which sent him. Verily, verily, I say unto 24 
you, He that heareth my word, and believeth him 
that sent me, hath eternal life, and cometh not into 
judgement, but hath passed out of death into life. 
Venly, verily, I say unto you. The hour cometh, and 35 
now is, when the dead shall hear the voice of the 
Son of Ood; and thev that hear shall live. For as 30 
the Father hath life m himself, even so gave he to 
the Son also to have life in himself: and he gave 37 
him authority to execute judgement, because he is

I can of myself do nothing: as I hear, I judge: 80 
and my judgement is righteous; because I seek not 
mine own will, but the will of him that sent me.

I bear witness of myself, my witness is not true. It 83 
is another that beareth witness of me; and I know 
that the witness which he witnesseth of me is true. 
Ye have sent unto John, and he hath borne witness 88 
unto the truth. But the witness which I receive is 34 
not from man: howbeit I say these things, that ye 
may be saved. He was the lamp that bumeth and 85 
shineth: and ye were willing to rejoice for a season 
in his light. But the witness which I have is mater 80 
than thai of John: for the works which the Father 
hath given me to accomplish, the very works that I 
do, bear witness of me, that the Father hath sent 
me. And the Father which sent me, he hath borne 87 
witness of me. Ye have neither heard his voice at 
any time, nor seen his form. And ye have not his 88 
word abiding in you: for whom he sent, him ye be-

I am come in my 
Father's name, and ye receive me not; if another 
shall come in his own name, him ye will receive. 

44 How can ye believe, which receive glory one of an- , g^^ ancient an- 
other, and the ^ory that cameth from 'the only God thoritiM rmd <a« 

45 ye seek not? Think not that I will accuse you to "^^"^^ 
the Father: there is one that accuseth you, even 

46 Moses, on whom ye have set your hope. For if ye 
believed Moses, ye would believe me; for he wrote 

47 of me. But if ye believe not his writings, how shall 
ye believe my words? 

6 After these things Jesus went awav to the other * 

side of the sea of Galilee, which \b the sea oi Tibe- 

2 rias. And a great multitude followed him, because 
they beheld the signs which he did on them that 

3 were sick. And Jesus went up into the mountain, 

4 and there he sat with his disciples. Now the pass- 

5 over, the feast of the Jews, was at hand. Jesus 
therefore lifting up his eyes,- and seeing that a great 
multitude cometh unto him, saith unto FMlip, 
Whence are we to buy ^bread, that these may eat?«Gr.fo«w«. 

6 And this he said to prove him: for he himself knew 

7 what he would do. Philip answered him, Two^g^ manrind 
hundred ^nnyworth of 'bread is not sufficient for note on Matt. 

8 them, that every one may take a little. One of his *^'"' *^ 
disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, saith unto 

9 him, There ia a lad here, which hath five barley 
loaves, and two fishes: but what are these among 

10 so many? Jesus said. Make the people sit down. 
Now there was much grass in the place. So the 
men sat down, in number about five thousand. 

11 Jesus therefore took the loaves; and having given 
thanks, he distributed to them that were set down; 
likewise also of the fishes as much as they would. 

13 And when they were filled, he saith unto his dis- 
ciples, Gather up the broken pieces which remain 

13 over, that nothing be lost. So they gathered them 
up, and filled twelve baskets with broken pieces 
from the five barley loaves, which remained, over 

14 unto them that had eaten. When therefore thessomeanctontan- 
people saw the *sign which he did, they said, This ^om^ nad 
IS of a truth the prophet that cometh into the world. '*'^' 

15 Jesus therefore perceiving that they were about 

11 
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to come and take bim by force, to make bim king, 
withdrew again into tbe mountain bimself alone. 

And wben evening came, bis disciples went down 16 
unto the sea; and they entered into a boat, and 17 
were going over the sea unto Capernaum. And it 
was now (&rk, and Jesus bad not yet come to them. 
And the sea was rising by reason of a great wind 18 
that blew. When therefore they had rowed about 19 
five and twenty or thirty furlongs, they behold 
Jesus walking on the sea, and drawing nigh unto 
the boat: and they were afraid. But he saith unto 20 
them. It is I; be not afraid. They were willing 21 
therefore to receive him into the boat: and straight- 
way the boat was at the land whither they were 
going. 

On the morrow the multitude which stood on the 23 
other side of the sea saw that there was none other 

iQuutthbott, 'boat there, save one, and that Jesus entered not 
with his disciples into the boat, but that hia disciples 

sGr.itttftSMte. went awa3r alone (howbeit there came H^oats from 23 
Tiberias nigh unto the place where they ate the 
bread after the Lord had given thanks): when the 24 
multitude therefore saw that Jesus was not there, 
neither his disciples, they themselves got into the 
"boats, and came to Capernaum, seeking Jesus. 
And when they found him on the other side of the 25 
sea, they said unto him. Rabbi, when camest thou 
hither? Jesus answered them and said. Verily, 26 
verily, I say unto you, Ye seek me, not because ye 
saw signs, but because ye ate of the loaves, and were 
filled. Work not for the meat which i)eri8lieth, but 27 
for the meat which abideth unto eternal life, which 
the Son of man shall give imto you: for him the 
Father, even (Jod, hath sealed. They said therefore 28 
unto him. What must we do, that we may work the 
works of Gkxi? Jesus answered and said unto them, 29 
This is the work of God, that ye believe on him 

8 Or, t< mh whom "he hath sent. They said therefore unto him, 30 
What then doest thou for a sign, that we may see, 
and believe thee? what workest thou? Our fathers 81 
ate the manna in the wilderness; as it is written. He 
gave them bread out of heaven to eat. Jesus there- 82 
fore said unto them. Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
It was not Moses that gave you the bread out of 
heaven; but my Father giveth you the true bread 
out of heaven. For the bread of God is that which 33 
Cometh down out of heaven, and giveth life unto 
the world. They said therefore unto him. Lord, 84 
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85 evermore gire us this bread. Jesus sidd unto them, 
I am the bread of life: he that cometh to me shall 
not hunger, and he that believeth on me shall never 

86 thirst. But I said unto you, that ye have seen me, 

87 and yet believe not. AH that which the Father 
giveth me shall come unto me; and him that cometh 

88 to me I will in no wise cast out. For I am come 
down from heaven, not to do mine own will, but the 

89 will of him that sent me. And this is the will of him 
that sent me, that of all that which he hath given me 
I should lose nothing, but should raise it up at the 

401ast^ay. For this is the will of my Father, that 
every one that beholdeth the Son, and believeth on 
him, should have eternal life; and *I will raise him * 2i?Sl/iJ*^ 
up at the last day. 

41 The Jews therefore murmured concerning him, 
because he said, I am the bread which came down 

42 out of heaven. And they said, Is not this Jesus, the 
son of Joseph, whose father and mother we know? 
how doth he now say, I am come down out of 

48 heaven? Jesus answered and said unto them, Mur- 

44 mur not among yourselves. No man can come to 
me, except the Father which sent me draw him: 

45 and I will raise him up in the last day. It is written 
in the prophets. And tiiiey shall all be taught of God. 
Every one that hath heard from the Father, and hath 

46 learned, cometh unto me. Not that angr man hath 
seen the Father, save he which is from God, he hath 

47 seen the Father. Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 

48 that believeth hath eternal life. I am the bread of 
48 life. Your fathers did eat the manna in the wilder- 

50 ness, and they died. This is the bread which com- 
eth down out of heaven, that a man may eat thereof, 

51 and not die. I am the living bread which came 
down out of heaven: if any man eat of this 
bread, he shall live for ever: yea and the bread 
which I will give is my flesh, for the life of the 
world. 

53 The Jews therefore strove one with another, say- 
ing. How can this man give us his flesh to eat? 

58 Jesus therefore said unto them, Verily, verily, I. say 
unto you. Except ye eat the flesh of the Son of man 
and drink his blood, ye have not life in yourselves. 

54 He that eateth my flesh and drinketh my blood ha^ 
eternal life; and I will raise him up at the last day. , ^ 

55 For my flesh is 'meat indeed, and my blood is 'drink , q^* ^^ ^^^ 

56 indeed. He that eateth my flesh and drinketh my 

57 blood abideth in me, and I in him. As the living 
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Father sent me, andllive beoanse of the Father; m> 
ho that eateth me, he also shall live because of me. 
This is the bread which came down out of heaven: 68 
not as the fathers did cat, and died: he that eateth 
this bread shall live for ever. These things said he 59 
in 'the synagogue, as he taught in Capernaum. 
Many therefore of his disciples, when they heard 60 

tor,M» this, said, This is a hard saying; who can hear *it? 

But Jesus knowing in himself that his disciples mur- 61 
mured at this, saia unto them. Doth this cause you 
to stumble? What then if ye should behold the Son 62 
of man ascending where he was before? It is the 68 
spuit that quickeneth; the flesh profiteth nothinj^: 
the words that I have spoken unto you are spirit^ 
and are life. But there are some of you that believe 64 
not. For Jesus knew from the beginning who they 
were that believed not, and who it was that should 
betray him. And he said, For this cause have 1 65 
said imto you, that no man can come unto me, ex- 
cept it be g^ven unto him of the Father. 

Upon- this many of his disciples went back, and 66 
walked no more with him. Jesus said therefore 67 
imto the twelve, Would ye also go away? Simon 68 
Peter answered him, Lord, to whom shall we go? 

8 Or, Aon wonh thou 'hdst the words of eternal life. And we have 69 
believed and know that thou art the Holy One of 
God. Jesus answered them, Did not I choose you 70 
the twelve, and one of you is a devil? Now he sp«ke 71 
of Judas ihesonot Simon Iscariot, for he it was that 
should betray him, being one of the twelve. 

And after these thin^ Jesus walked in Galilee: 7 
for he wouJd not walk m Judaea, because the Jews 
sought to kill him. Now the feast of the Jews, the 2 
feast of tabernacles, was at hand. His brethren 3 
therefore said unto him, Depart hence, and go into 
Judaea, that thy disciples also may behold thy works 

4 8on.«ftneientaa-which thou doest. For uo mou doeth anything in 4 
a*!^' M«ha Jfto secret, *and himself seeketh to be known openly. 
ukno^nopmif. If thou docst thcse things, manifest thyself to the 

world For even his brethren did not believe on 5 
him. Jesus therefore saith unto them. My time is 6 
not yet come; but your time is alway ready. The 7 
world cannot hate }rou; but me it hateth, because

10 But when ms brethren were gone up unto the 
feast, then went he also up, not publicly, but as it 

11 were in secret. The Jews therefore sought him at 

12 the feast, and said, Where is he? And there was 
much murmuring among the multitudes concerning 
him: some said. He is a good man; others said, 

18 Not so, but he leadeth the multitude astray. How- 
beit no man spake openly of him for fear of the 
Jews. 

14 But when it was now the midst of the feast Jesus 

15 went up into the temj>le, and taught. The Jews 
therefore marvelled, saying. How knoweth this man 

16 letters, having never learned? Jesus therefore an- 
swered them, and said. My teaching is not mine, 

17 but his that sent me. If any man willeth to do his 
wiU, he shall know of the teaching, whether it be 

18 of God, or wJiether I speak from myself. He that 
speaketh from himself seeketh his own ^lory : but he 
that seeketh the glory of him that sent mm, the same 

19 is true, and no unrighteousness is in him. Did not 
Moses give you the law, and yet none of you doeth 

20 the law ? Why seek ye to kill me? The multitude 
answered, Thou hast a 'devil: who seeketh to kill i cr. <*•»•«•. 

21 thee? Jesus answered and said unto them, I did one s or, martei &*. 
22work,andyeaU^»marvel. For this cause hath Moses* SSiJiflSS 

given you circumcision (not that it is of Moses, but i»««>«»«««o». 
of the fathers); and on the sabbath ^e circumcise a 

23 man. If a man receiveth circumcision on the sab- 
bath, that the law of Moses may not be broken; are 
ye wroth with me, because I made a man every whit 

24 wholef on the sabbath? Judge not according to ap- 
pearance, but judge righteous judgement. 

25 Some therefore of them of Jerusalem said. Is not 

26 this he whom they seek to kill? And lo, he speak- 
eth openly, and they say nothing unto him. Can it 
be that the rulers indeed know thkt this is the Christ? 

27 Howbeit we know this man whence he is : but when 
the Christ cometh, no one knoweth whence he is. 

28 Jesus therefore cried in the temple, teaching and 
saying. Ye both know me, and know whence! am; 
and lam not come of myself, but he that sent me 

29 is true, whom ye know not. I know him; because

multitude many believed on him; and they said. 
When the Christ shall come, will he do more signs 
than those which this man hath done? The Pfaari- 83 
sees heard the multitude murmuring these things 
concerning him; and the chief priests and the Phi^- 
isees sent officers to take him. Jesus therefore said, 83 
Yet a little while am I with you, and I go unto him 
that sent me. Ye shall seek me, and shall not find 84 
me: and where I am, ye cannot come. The Jews 85 
therefore said among themselves. Whither will this 
man go that we shall not find him? will he go unto 

lOr.iy. the Dispersion "among the Greeks, and teach the 

Greeks? What is this word that he said. Ye shall 86 
seek me, and shall not find me: and where I am, ye 
cannot come? 

Now on the last day, the great day of the feast, 87 
Jesus stood and cried, saying, If fmy man thirst, let 
him come unto me, and drmk. B!e that believeth 38 
on me, as the scripture hath said, out of his belly* 
shall flow rivers of living water. But this 8pfu:e39 

ssouMMieiratM-he of the Spirit, which they that believed on him 
J{;'*Jj5y"JJ^ were to receive: "for the Spirit was not yet giten; 
«M«ii«(r«<j7iMii. because Jesus was not yet glorified. Some of the 46 
multitude therefore, when they heard these words, 
said, This is of a truth the prophet. Others said, 41 
This is the Christ. But some said. What, doth the 
Christ come out of Galilee? Hath not the scripture 42 
said that the Christ cometh of the seed of David, 
and from Bethlehem, the vilh^ where David was? 
So there arose a division in the multitude because 43 
of him. And some of them would have taken him ; 44 
but no man laid hands on him. 

The officers therefore came to the chief priests 45 
and Pharisees; and they said unto them. Why did 
ye not bring him? The officers answered, Never 46 
man so spake. The Pharisees therefore answered 47 
them. Are ye also led astray? Hath any of the 48 
rulers believed on him, or of the Pharisees? But 49 
this multitude which knoweth not the law are ac- 
cursed. Nicodemus saith unto them (he that came 50 
to him before, being one of them). Doth our law 51 
judge a man, except it first hear from himself and

He said therefore again unto them, I go away, and 21

be bom blind? Jesus answered, Neither did this 8 
man sin, nor his parents: but that the works of €rod 
should be made manifest in him. We must work 4 
the works of him that sent me, while it is day: the 
night Cometh, when no man can work. When I am 5 
in the world, I am the li^t of the world. When 6 
4 0r,«Mi»uii«hehad thus spoken, he spat on the ground, and 
tSiiutd '**li "**^® ^**y ^^ *^® spittle, ♦and anointed his eyes with 
^ the day, and said unto him, Gk), wash in the pool of 7 

Siloam (which is by interpretation, Sent). He went 
away therefore, and washed, and came seeing. The 8 
neighbours therefore, and they which saw him af ore> 
time, that he was a beggar, said, Is not this he that 
sat and begged? Others said, It is he: others said, 
No, but he is like him. He said, I am A«. They 10 
said therefore imto him. How then were thine eyes 
opened? He answered, The man that is called 11 
Jesus made clay, and anointed mine eyes, and said 
unto me. Go to Siloam, and wash: so I went away 
and washed, and I received sight. And they said Id 
imto him, Where is he? He saith, I know not. 

They bring to the Pharisees him that aforetime 13 
was blind. Now it was the sabbath on the day when 14 
Jesus made the clay, and opened his eyes. Again 15 
therefore the Pharisees also asked him how he re- 
ceived his si^ht. And he said imto them, He put 
clay upon mine eyes, and I washed, and do sec. 
Some therefore of the Pharisees said. This man is 16 
not from God, because he keepeth not the sabbath. 
But others said, How can a man that is a sinner do 
such signs? And there was a division among them. 
They sav therefore unto the blind man again. What 17 
sayest thou of him, in that he opened thine eyes ? 
And he said. He is a prophet. The Jews therefore 18 
did not believe concerning him, that he had been 
blind, and had received his sight, until they called 
the parents of him that had received his sight, and 19 
asked them, saying, Is this your son, who ye say 
was bom blind? how then doth he now see? His 20 
parents answered and said. We know that this is our

seeth, we know not; or who opened his eyes, we 
know not: ask him; he is of age; he shall speak for 

as himself. These things said his parents, because they

38 should be put out of the synagogue. Therefore said 

24 his parents, He is of age; ask him. So they called 
a Second time the man that was blind, and said 
unto him, Give glory to God: we know that this 

25 man is a sinner. He therefore answered, Whether 
he be a sinner, I know not: one thing I know, that, 

26 whereas I was blind, now I see. They said there- 
fore unto him, What did he to thee? how opened 

27 he thine eyes? He answered them, I told you even 
now, and ye did not hear: wherefore would ye hear 

28 it a^in? would ye also become his disciples? And 
they reviled him, and said, Thou art his disciple; 

29 but we are disciples of Moses. We know that God 
hath spoken unto Moses: but as for this man, we 

30 know not whence he is. The man answered and 
said imto them. Why, herein is the marvel, that ye 
know not whence he is, and yet he opened mine 

31 eves. We know that God heareth not sinners: but 
ii any man be a worshipper of God, and do his will, 

82 him he heareth. Since the world began it was never 

heard that any one opened the eyes of a man bom 

38 blind. K this man were not from God, he could do 

34 nothing. They answered and said unto him. Thou 
. wast altogether bom in sins, and dost thou teach us ? 

And they cast him out. 

35 Jesus heard that they had cast him out; and find- 

ing him, he said, Dost thou believe on Hhe Son of tho'fuM i^d*£ 

36 Gwi? He answered and said. And who is he, Lord, *^ '^'^'^^ 

37 that I may believe on him? Jesus said unto him, 
Thou hast both seen him, and he it is that speaketh 

38 with thee. And he said, Lord, I believe. And he 

39 worshipped him. And Jesus said, For judgement 
came I into this world, that they which see not mav 
see; and that thejr which see may become blina. 

40 Those of the Pharisees which were with him heard 
these thines, and said unto him, Are we also blind? 

41 Jesus said unto them, If ye were blind, ye would 
have no sin: but now ye say, We see: yovir sin re- 

mainetii. 
10 Verily, verily, I say unto you. He that entereth 
not by the door into the fold of the sheep, but 
chmbeth up some other way, the same is a thief and 
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a robber. But he that entereth in by the door is 8 
I Or, mAtjjurd Hhc Shepherd of the sheep. To him the porter 8 
openeth; and the sheep hear his yoice: and he call- 
eth his own sheep by name» and leadeth them out. 
When he hath put forth all his own, he goeth before 4 
them, and the sheep follow him: for they know his 
voice.

There arose a division again among the Jews be- 19 
cause of these words. And many of them said, 20

26 in my Father's name, these bear witness of me. But 

27 ye believe not, because ye are not of my sheep. My 
sheep hear my voice, and I know them, and they 

28 follow me: and I give unto them eternal life; and 

they shall never perish, and no one shall snatch * SS?ui'*"'*rS5 

29 them out of my hand. *My Father, which hath JH ***«f "^

Jesus answered 
them, Is it not written in your law, I said, Ye are

of God came (and the scripture cannot be broken),

into the world, Thou blasphemest; because I said, 

S7 1 am the Son of God? If 1 do not the works of mv 

88 Father, believe me not. But if I do them, though 
ye believe not me, believe the works: that ye may 
know and understand that the Father is in me, and 

391 in the Father. They sought again to take him: 
and he went forth out of their hand. 

40 And he went away again beyond Jordan into the 
place where John was at the first baptizing; and 

41 there he abode. And many came unto him; and 
they said, Jolm indeed did no sign: but all things 

42 whatsoever John spake of this man were true. Ami 

many believed on him there. 
11 Now a certain man was sick, Lazarus of Betha- 
ny, of the village of Mary and her sister Martha. 

2 ^d it was that Mary whidi anointed the Lord with 
ointment, and wiped his feet with her hair, whose 

3 brother Lazarus was sick. The sisters therefore 
sent unto him, saying, Lord, behold, he whom thou 

4 lovest is sick. But when Jesus heard it, he said. 
This sickness is not unto death, but for the glory of 

• God, that the Son of God may be glorified thereby. 
6 Now Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, and Laza- 
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ros. Wh^i therefore he heard that he was sick, he 6 
abode at that time two days in the place where he 
was. Then after tins he saith to the disciples, Let 7 
US go into Judaea again. The disciples say imto 8 
him. Rabbi, the Jews were but now seeking to stone 
thee; and goest thou thither acain? Jesus answered, 9 
Are there not twelve hours m the day? If a man 
walk in the day, he stumbleth not, because he seeth 
the light of this world. But if a man walk in the 10 
night, he stumbleth, because the light is not in him. 
These things spake he: and after Uiis he saith unto 11 
them. Our friend Lazarus is fallen asleep; but I go, 
that 1 loay awake him out of sleep. The disciples 12 
therefore said unto him. Lord, if he is fallen asleep, 

iQt.ummd. he will ^recover. Kow Jesus had spoken of his 13 
death: but they thought that he spake of taking 
rest in sleep. Then Jesus therefore said unto them 14 
plainly, Lazarus is dead. And I am glad for your 15 
sakes that I was not there, to the intent ye may be- 
lieve; nevertheless let us go unto him. Thomas 16 

9ThAtu,7Wii. tiierefore, who is called 'Didymus, said unto his 
fellow-disciples, Let us also go, that we may die 
with him. 

So when Jesus came, he found that he had been 17 
in the tomb four days already. Now Bethany was 18 
nigh unto Jerusalem, about fifteen furlongs off; and 19 
many of the Jews had come to Martha and Mary, 
to console them concerning their brother. Martha 20 
therefore, when she heard that Jesus was coming, 
went and met him: but Mary still sat in the house. 
Martha therefore said unto Jesus, Lord, if thou 21 
hadst been here, my brother had not died. And 22 
even now I know that, whatsoever thou shalt ask of 
God, God will give thee, Jesus saith unto her, Thy 23 
brother shall rise again. Martha saith unto him, 1 24 
know that he shall rise again in the resurrection at 
the last day. Jesus said unto her, I am the resur- 25 
rection, and the life : he that believeth on me, though 
he die, yet shall he live: and whosoever liveth and 26 
believeth on me shall never die. Believest thou this ? 
She saith unto him. Yea, Lord: I have believed that 27 
thou art the Christ, the Son of God, even he that 
Cometh into the world. And when she had said 28 
w^iHMwsfSj*'' this, she went away, and called Mary ^her sister se- 

4 Or, Ttaektr cretly, saying, The *Master is here, and calleth thee. 

And she, when she heard it, arose quickly, and went 29 
unto him. (Now Jesus was not yet come into the 30 
village, but was still in the place where Martha met . 
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31 him.) The Jews then which were with her in the 
house, and were comforting her, when they saw 
Mary, that she rose up quickly and went out, follow- 
ed her, supposing that she was going tmto the tomb 

33 to 'weep there. Maiy therefore, when she cameiGr.iwtt 
where Jesus was, and saw him, fell down at his 
feet, saying imto him. Lord, if thou hadst been here, 

33 my brother had not died. When Jesus therefore 

saw her *weeping, and the Jews <»foo "weeping which « cr. waiUnff. 
came with her, he ^oaned in the spirit, and *was ' ^ SS>I3fo2 

34 troubled, and said, W here have ye laid him? They <« <*« >pirit 

35 say unto him. Lord, come and see. Jesus wept. * JS/.***"*'**' ***^ 
86 The Jews therefore said. Behold how he loved him ! 

37 But some of them said. Could not this man, which 
opened the eyes of him that was blind, have caused 

38 that this man also should not die? Jesus therefore . ^ . . . 
again '^groaning in himself cometh to the tomb. Jk if!^*a!!Som 

39 Now it was a cave, and a stone lay 'against it. Je- ««*»«*«r 
sus saith. Take ye away the stone. Martha, the * ^' "^^ 
sister of him that was dead, saith unto him. Lord, 

by this time he stinketh : for he hath been dead four 

40 days. Jesus saith unto her. Said I not unto thee, 
that, if thou believedst, thou shouldest see the glory 

41 of Qod ? So they took away the stone. And Jesus 
lifted up his eyes, and said. Father, I thank thee 

42 that thou heardest me. And I knew that thou hear- 
est me always: but because of the multitude which 
standeth around I said it, that they may believe 

43 that thou didst send me. And when he had thus 
spoken, he cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, come 

44 forth. He that was dead came forth, bound hand 

and foot with 'grave-clothes ; and his face was bound i or, gnm-btmd* 
about with a napkin. Jesus saith unto them. Loose 
him, and let him go. 

45 Many therefore of the Jews, which came to Mary g Manv ancient ««■ 
and beheld Hhskt which he did, believed on him. Jff'^'^JJISj *^ 

46 But some of them went aw^ to the Pharisees, and dST 
told them the things which Jesus had done. 

47 The chief priests therefore and the Pharisees 
gathered a coimcil, and said, What do we? for this 

48 man doeth many signs. If we let him thus alone, 
all men will beheve on him: and the Romans will 
come and take away both our place and our nation. 

49 But a certain one of them, Caiaphas, being high 
priest that year, said imto them. Ye know nothing 

60 at all, nor do ye take account that it is expedient 

for you that one man should die for the people, and 

51 that the whole nation perish not. Now this he said 
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not of himflelf : hat being high priest that year, he 
prophesied that Jesos should die for the nation; 
and not for the nation only, but that he might also 53 
gather together into one the children of God that 
are scattered abroad. So from that day forth they 63 
took counsel that they might put him to death. 

Jesus therefore walked no more openly among 54 
the Jews, but departed thence into the country near 
to the wilderness, into a city called Ephraim; and 
there he tarried with the disciples. Now the pass- 55 
over of the Jews was at hand: and many went up 
to Jerusalem out of the country before the pass- 
over, to purify themselves. They sought therefore 56 
for Jesus, and spake one with another, as they stood 
in the temple. What thmk ye? That he will not 
come to the feast? Now the chief priests and the 57 
Pharisees had given commandment, that, if any man 
knew where he was, he should shew it, that they 
might take him, 

Jesus therefore six days before the passover camel 2 
to Bethany, where Lazarus was, whom Jesus raised 
from the dead. So they made him a supper there: 2 
and Martha served; but Lazarus was one of them 
1 sm in«win»i ^** ^^ ** °^®** ^^ ^^' Mary therefore took a 3 
note oa Mtk pouud of ointmcut of ^Spikenard, very precious, and 
*^^- *• anointed the feet of Jesus, and wiped his feet with 

her hair: and the house was filled with the odour of 
the ointment. But Judas Iscariot, one of his disci- 4 
s sm numinai plcs, which should bctray him, saith, Why was not 5 
»•»• g^ M»tt.this ointment sold for three hundred "pence, and 
** * given to the poor? Now this he said, not because 6 

sor,ba he cared for the poor; but because he was a thief, 

4 Or, carried what and haviug the ^blig *took away what was put there- 
6 oTzTiltlifaL • "^- J^sus therefore said, *Suffer her to keep it against 7 
u ' wu tktu thi the day of my burying. For the poor ye have al- 8 
mig^htepit ways with you; but me ye have not always. 

The common people therefore of the Jews learned 9 
that he was there: and they came, not for Jesus' 
sake only, but that they might see Lazarus also, 
whom he had raised from the dead. But the chief 10 
priests took counsel that they might put Lazarus 
also to death; because that by reason of him many 11 
6 Soma aneiMit of the Jcws wcut away, and believed on Jesus. 
Ju**S!2S. '^ On the morrow «a great multitude that had come 12 
pf«' to the feast, when they heard that Jesus was com- 

ing to Jerusalem, took the branches of the palm 13 
trees, and went forth to meet him, and cried out, 
Hosanna: Blessed is he that cometh in the name of 
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14 the Lord, even the King of Israel. And Jesus, hav- 
ing found a young ass, sat thereon; as it is written, 

15 Fear not, daughter of Zion: behold, thy King com> 
16eth, sitting on an ass's colt. These things under- 
stood not nis disciples at the first: but wnen Jesus 

- was glorified, then remembered they that these things 
were written of him, and that they had done these 

1 7 things unto him. The multitude therefore that was 
with him when he called Lazarus out of the tomb, 

18 and raised him from the dead, bare witness. For 
this cause also the multitude went and met him, for 

19 that they heard that he had done this sign. The 
Pharisees therefore said among themselves, 'Behold i or, r« bOM 
how ye prevail nothing: lo, the world is gone after 

him. 

20 Now there were certain Greeks among those that 

21 went up to worship at the feast: these therefore 
came to Philip, which was of Bethsaida of Galilee, 
and asked him, saying. Sir, we would see Jesus. 

23 Philip Cometh and telleth Andrew: Andrew cometh, 

23 and Philip, and they tell Jesus. And Jesus an- 
swereth them, saying, The hour is come, that the 

24 Son of man should be glorified. Verily, verily, I 
say unto you. Except a grain of wheat fall into the 
earth and die, it abideth by itself alone; but if it die, 

25 it beareth much fruit. He that loveth his 'life loseth s or, •vui 
it; and he that hateth his We in this world shall 

26 keep it unto life eternal. If any man serve me, let 
him follow me; and where I am, there shall also my 
servant be : if any man serve me, him will the Father 

27 honour. Now is my soul troubled; and what shall 

I say? Father, save me from this 'hour. But for3or,*oMr/ 

28 this cause came I unto this hour. Father, glorify 
thy name. There came therefore a voice out of 
heaven, sa^ng, I have both glorified it, and will glo- 

29 rlfy it again. The multitude therefore, that stood 
by, and heard it, said that it had thundered: others 

30 said. An angel hath spoken to him. Jesus answered 
and said, This voice hath not come for my sake, but 

31 for your sakes. Now is Hhe judgement of this4or,a>d^«iiMirt 
world: now shall the prince of this world be cast 

32 out. And I, if I be lifted up *f rom the earth, will « or, am «»/ 

33 draw all men tmto myself. But this he said, signi- 

34 f yin^ by what manner of death he should die. The 
multitude therefore answered him. We have heard 
out of the law that the Christ abideth for ever: and 
how sayest thou, The Son of man must be lifted up? 

35 who is this Son of man? Jesus therefore said unto

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\ Or, i» them, Yet a little while is the light ^among you. 

Walk while ye have the light, that darkness over- 
take you not: and he that walketh in the darkness 
knoweth not whither he goeth. While ye have the 36 
light, believe on the light, that ye may become sons 
of Hght. 
These things spake Jesus, and he departed and 
' a5»X». 'hid himself from them. But though he had done 37 
so many signs before them, yet they believed not on 
him: that the word of Isai£Ui the prophet might be 38 
fulfilled, which he spake, 

Loid, who hath believed our report? 

And to whom hath the arm of the Lord been 
revealed? 
For this cause they could not believe, for that Isaiah 39 
said again, 

He hath blinded their eyes, and he hardened 40 
their heart; 

Lest they should see with their eyes, and per- 
ceive witii their heart. 

And should turn. 

And I should heal them. 
These things said Isaiah, because he saw his glory; 41 
and he spi^e of him. Nevertheless even of the 42 
rulers many believed on him; but because of the 
s Or, him Pharisees they did not confess Ht, lest they E^iould 

be put out of the synagogue: for they loved the 43 
glory of men more than the glory of God* 

And Jesus cried and said, He that believeth on me, 44 
believetii not on me, but on him that sent me. And 45 
he tiiat beholdeth me beholdeth him that sent me. 
I am come a light into the world, that whosoever 46 
believeth on me may not abide in the darkness. And 47 
if any man hear my sayings, and keep them not, I 
judge him not: for I came not to judge the world, 
but to save the world. He that rejecteth me, and 48 
receiveth not niy sayings, hath one that judgeth him : 
the word that I spake, the same shall judge him in 
the last day. For T spake not from myseu ; but the 49 
Father which sent me, he hath given me a com- 
mandment, what I should say, and what I should 
speak. And I know that his commandment is life 50 
eternal: the things therefore which I speak, even as 
the Father hath said unto me, so I speak. 
Now before the feast of the passover, Jesus know-1 3

Then he poureth water 
into the bason, and began to wash the disciples' feet, 
and to wipe them wim the towel wherewith he was 

6 girded. So he cometh to Simon Peter. He saith 

7 unto him. Lord, dost thou wash my feet? Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him. What I do thou knowest 

8 not now; but thou shalt understand hereafter. Pe- 
ter saith imto him, Thou shalt never wash my feet 
Jesus answered him, If I wash thee not, thou hast 

9 no i)art with me. Simon Peter saith unto him. Lord, 
not my feet only, but also mjr hands and my head. 

10 Jesus saith to him. He that is bathed needeth not jg^^^^^^j.^. 
^ve to wash his feet, but is clean every whit: and tiioriti« omit 

11 ye are clean, but not all. For he knew hun that •««'"<^*"/** 
should betray him; therefore said he, Ye are not all 

clean. 

12 So when he had washed their feet, and taken his

Judas then, 3 
B Or, coiori haviug rcccived the 'band of soldiers, and oflOicers 
from the diief priests and the Pharisees, cometh 
thither with lanterns and torches and weapons. 
Jesus therefore, knowing all the things that were 4 
coming upon hhn, went forth, and saith unto them, 
Whom seek ye? They answered him, Jesus of 5 
Nazareth. Jesus saith unto them, I am he. And 
Judas also, which betrayed him, was standing with

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6 them. When therefore he said unto them, I am he, 

7 they went backward, and fell to the gromid. Again 
therefore he asked them, Whom seek ye? And they 

8 said, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus answered, I told you

9 their way: that the word might he fulfilled which 
he spake. Of those whom thou hast given me I lost 

10 not one. Simon Peter therefore Imving a sword 

drew it, and struck the high priest's 'servant, and cut i Gr. bombenanL 
off his right ear.

Jesus therefore said imto Peter, Put up 
the sword into the sheath : the cup which the Father 
hath given me, shall I not drink it? 

12 So the 'band and the 'chief captain, and the offl- sor^Mftw* 
IScers of the Jews, seized Jesus and bound him, and « ortnuutarytriu 

led him to Annas first; for he was father in law to o^.duuarek. 

14 Caiaphas, which was high priest that year. Now 
Caiaphas was he which gave counsel to the Jews, 
that it was expedient that one man should die for 
the people. 

15 And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and ao did an- 
other disciple. Now that disciple was knoWn unto 
the high priest, and entered in with Jesus into the 

16 court of the high priest; but Peter was standing at 
the door without. So the other disciple, which was 
known tmto the hiffh priest, went out and spake 
unto her that kept the door, and brought in Peter. 

17 The maid thereiore that kept the door saith unto 
Peter, Art thou also one of this man's disciples? He 

18 saith, I am not. Now the ^rvants and the officers 4 Gr. bontUervants. 
were standing there, having made *a fire of C0£iIs;5Gr.a;in^eAaf<- 
for it was cola; and they were wanning themselves: *^' 

and Peter also was with them, standing and warm- 
inghimself. 

19 The high priest therefore asked Jesus of his dis- 
30 ciples, and of his teaching. Jesus answered him, I 

have spoken openly to the world; I ever taught in 
•synagogues, and in the temple, where all the Jews 6 Gr. truigogn*. 

21 come together; and in secret spake I nothing. Why 
askest thou me ? ask them that have heard me, what 
I s^ake unto them: behold, these know the things 

22 which I said. And when he had said this, one of 

the officers standing by struck Jesus ^with his hand, t or, mthand 

23 saying, Answerest thou the high priest so? Jesus 
answered him. If I have spoken evil, bear witness 

24 of the evil: but if well, why smitest thou me? An- 
nas therefore sent him bound unto Caiaphas the 
high priest. 
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Now Simon Peter was standing and wanning 95 
himself. They said therefore imto liim, Art thou 
also one of liia disciples? He denied, and said, I am 
not. One of the Hservants of the high priest, bein? 26 
a kinsman of him whose ear Peter cut on, saith. Did 
not I see thee in the garden with him? Peter there- 27 
fore denied aeain: and straiehtway the cock crew. 

They lead «iesus therefore m)m Caiaphas into the 28 
"palace: and it was early; and they themselves en- 
tered not into the "palace, that they mieht not be 
defiled, bat might eat the passover. Pilate there- 29 
fore went out imto them, and saith, What accusa- 
tion bring ye against this man? They answered 80 
and said unto lum. If this man were not an evil- 
doer, we should not have delivered him up unto 
thee. Pilate therefore said unto them, Take him 31 
yourselves, and Judge him according to your law. 
The Jews said imto him. It is not lawful for us to 
put any man to death: that the word of Jesus 32 
might be fulfilled, which he spake, signifying by 
what manner of death he should die. 

Pilate therefore entered again into the "palace, 83 
and called Jesus, and said unto him. Art thou the 
King of the Jews? Jesus answered, Say est thou 34 
this of thyself, or did others tell it thee concerning 
me? Pilate answered. Am I a Jew? Thine own 35 
nation and the chief priests delivered thee unto me: 
what hast thou done? Jesus answered. My king- 36 
dom is not of this world: if my kingdom were of 
* w/JIwIUTi" *Ws world, then would my "servants fight, that I 
should not be delivered to the Jews: but now is 
my kingdom not from hence. Pilate therefore said 37 
4 Or 7%M* MyM( ^uto him. Art thou a king then? Jesus answered. 
It, UaiiM / am *Thou saycst that I am a king*. To this end have 
* "'• I been bom, and to this end am I come into the 

world, that I should bear witness unto the truth. 
Every one that is of the truth heareth my voice. 
Pilate saith imto him, What is truth? 38 

And when he had said this, he went out again 
unto the Jews, and saith unto U>em, I find no crime 
in him. But ye have a custom, that I should re- 39 
lease unto you one at the passover: will ye there- 
fore that I release unto you the King of the Jews? 
They cried out therefore again, saying, Not this man, 40 
but Barabbas. Now Barabbas was a robber.

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19 Then Pilate therefore took Jesus, and scourged 
2 him. And the soldiers plaited a crown of thorns, 

and put it on his head, and arrayed him in a purple 
8 garment; and they came unto him, and said. Hail, 

King of the Jews I and they struck him *with their ior,wiikrotu 

4 hands. And Pilate went out again, and saith imto 
them, Behold, I bring him out to you, that ye may 

5 know that I find no crime in him. Jesus therefore 
came out, wearing the crown of thorns and the pur- 
ple garment. And Pilate saith unto them. Behold, 

6 the man! When therefore the chief priests and 
the officers saw him, they cried out, saying. Crucify 
him, crucify him. Pilate saith imto them, Tiite him 
yourselves, and crucify him: for I find no crime in 

7 him. The Jews answered him, We have a law, and 
by that law he ought to die, because he made him- 

8 self the Son of God. When Pilate therefore heard 

9 this saying, he was the more afraid; and he entered 

into the palace ^ain, and saith tmto Jesus, Whence s Gr. pMdorium. 

10 art thou? But Jesus ^ve him no answer. Pilate 
therefore saith imto mm, Speakest thou not unto 

me? knowest thou not that I have 'power to re- 1 or, autnoruy 

11 lease thee, and have ^ower to crucify thee? Jesus 
answered him, Thou wouldest have no . "power 
against me, except it were given thee from above: 
therefore he that delivered me unto thee hath great< 

12 er sin. Upon this Pilate sought to release him: 
but the Jews cried out, saying, If thou release this 
man, thou art not Caesar's friend: every one that 

maketh himself a king *speaketh against Ceesar. ^^J **'****' ^ 

13 When Pilate therefore heard these words, he 
brought Jesus out, and sat down on the judgement- 
seat at a place called The Pavement, but In He- 

14 brew, Gabbatha. Now it was the Preparation of 
the passover: it was about the sixth hour. And he 

1 5 saith unto the Jews, Behold, your Bang 1 They there- 
fore cried out, Awajr with him, away with Mm, cru- 
cify him. Pilate saith unto them. Shall I crucify 
your King? The chief priests answered, We have 

16 no king but Caesar. Then therefore he delivered 
him unto them to be crucified. 

17 They took Jesus therefore: and he went out, 
bearing the cross for himself, unto the place called 
The place of a skull, which is called in Hebrew 

18 Golgotha: where they crucified him, and with him 
two others, on either side one, and Jesus in the midst. 

19 And Pilate wrote a title also, and put it on the cross. 
And there was written, jesus op nazabeth, the 
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* i*£^SS i£2 ^^^ ^' '™" JEWS. This title therefore read many 20 
]Lit S er«M<. of the Jews: 'for the place where Jesus was cruci- 
j(5Ji** "***•* fled was nigh to the city: and it was written in 

Hebrew, and in Latin, and in Greek. The chief 21 
priests of the Jews therefore said to Pilate, Write 
not, The King of the Jews; but, that he said, I am 
King of the Jews. Pilate answered, What I have 22 
written I have written. 

The soldiers therefore, when they had crucified 28 
Jesus, took his garments, and made four x)arts, to 
every soldier a part; and also the \;oat: now the 
» Or. iiuMc »coat was without seam, woven from the top through- 
out. They said therefore one to another, jLet us not 24 
rend it, but cast lots for it, whose it shall be: that 
the scripture might be fulfilled, which saith, 
They partea my garments among them. 
And upon my vesture did they cast lots. 
These thinss therefore the soldiers did. But there 25 
were standing by the cross of Jesus his mother, and 
his mother's sister, Mary the vdfe of Clopas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw his 26 
mother, and the disciple standing by, whom he 
loved, he saith imto his mother, Woman, behold, 
thy son! Then saith he to the disciple. Behold, thy 27 
mother! And from that hour the disciple took her 
unto his own home. 

After this Jesus, knowing that all things are now 28 
finished, that the scripture might be accomplished, 
saith, I thirst. There was set there a vessel full of 29 
vinegar: so they put a sponge full of the vinegar 
upon hyssop, and brought it to his mouth. When 30 
Jesus mereiore had received the vinegar, he said, 
It is finished: and he bowed his head, and gave up 
his spirit 

The Jews therefore, because it was the Prepara- 31 
tion, that the bodies should not remain on the cross 
upon the sabbath (for the day of that sabbath was a 
high day), asked of Pilate that their legs might be 
broken, and HuU they might be taken away. The 32 
soldiers therefore came, and brake the legs of the 
first, and of the other which was crucified with 
him: but when they came to Jesus, and saw that 33 
he was dead already, they brake not his legs: how- 34 
belt one of the soldiers with a spear pierced his 
side, and straightway there came out blood and wa- 
ter. And he that hath seen hath borne witness, 85 
and his witness is true: and he knoweth that he 
saith true, that ye also may believe. For these 36 
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things came to pass, that the scripture might be 
37 fulfilled, A bone of him shall not be 'broken. And » or, ctuAmU 
a^ain another scripture saith, They shall look on 
him whom they pierced. 
88 And after these things Joseph of Arimathsea, be- 
ing a disciple of Jesus, but secretly for fear of the 
Jews, asked of Pilate that he might take away the 
body of Jesus: and Pilate gave him leave. He 

39 came therefore, and took away his body. And 

there came also Nicodemus, he who at the first came j g^^ ^^^^ ^^ 
to him by night, bringing a "mixture of myrrh and th«i£ *° r^' 

40 aloes, about a himdred poimd weigM, So they took '**• 
the body of Jesus, and bound it in linen cloths with 
the spices, as the custom of the Jews is to bury. 

41 Now in the place where he was crucified there was 
a garden; and in the ^rden a new tomb wherein 

42 was never man yet laid. There then because of 
the Jews' Preparation (for the tomb was nigh at 
hand) they laid Jesus. 

20 ^o^ on the first day of the week cometh Mary 
Magdalene early, while it was yet dark, unto the 
tomb, and seeth the stone taken away from the 

2 tomb. She runneth therefore, and cometh to Si- 
mon Peter, and to the other disciple, whom Jesus 
loved, and saith unto them, They have taken away 
the Lord out of the tomb, and we know not where 

3 they have laid him. Peter therefore went forth, 
ana the other disciple, and they went toward the 

4 tomb. And they ran both together: and the other 

disciple outran Peter, and came first to the tomb; 

Sand stooping and looking in, he seeth the linen 

6 cloths lying; yet entered he not in. Simon Peter 
therefore also cometh, following him, and entered 
into the tomb; and he beholdeth the linen cloths 

7 lying, and the napkin, that was upon his head, not 
lying with the linen cloths, but rolled up in a place 

8 by itself. Then entered in therefore the other dis- 
ciple also, which came first to the tomb, and he 

9 saw, and believed. For as yet they knew not the 
scripture, that he must rise again from the dead. 

10 So the disciples went away again unto their own 
home. 

11 But Mary was standing without at the tomb weep- 
ing: so, as she wept, she stooped and looked into the 

12 tomb; and she beholdeth two angels in white sitting, 
one at the head, and one at the wet, where the body 

13 of Jesus had lain. And they say unto her, Woman, 
why weepest thou? She saith unto them, Because

they have taken away my Lord, and I know not 
where they have laid hun. When she had thus said, 14 
she tumea herself back, and beholdeth Jesus stand- 
ing, and knew not that it was Jesus. Jesus saith 15 
unto her, Woman, why weepest thou? whom seekest 
thou? She, supposing him to be the gardener, saith 
unto him, Sir, if thou hast borne him hence, teU me 
where thou hast laid him, and I will take him away. 
Jesus saith imto her, Mary. She tumeth herseft, 16 
and saith imto him in Hebrew, Rabboni; which is to

* Sl'iir* "^ I am not yet ascended unto the Father; but go unto 

my brethren, and say to them, I ascend imto my 
Father and your Father, and my God and your God. 
Mary Magdalene cometh and telleth the disciples, 1 18 
have seen the Lord; and Juno that he had said these 
thin^ unto her. 

When therefore it was evening, on that day, the 19 
first dap of the week, and when the doors were shut 
where the disciples were, for fear of the Jews, Jesus 
came and stood in the midst, and saith unto Uiem, 
Peace be unto you. And when he had said this, he 20 
shewed unto them his hands and his side. The dis- 
ciples therefore were glad, when they saw the Lord. 
Jesus therefore said to them again. Peace be unto 21 
you : as the Father hath sent me, even so send I you. 
And when he had said this, he breathed on them, 22 

t Or, mi^ Spirit and saith unto them, Receive ye the *Holy Ghost: 

whose soever sins ye forgive, they are forgiven unto 23 
them; whose soever mns ye retain, they are retained. 

4Thfttfa,2Wi.. But Thomas, one of the twelve, called *Didymus, 24 
was not with them when Jesus came. The other 25 
disciples therefore said unto him, We have seen the 
Lord. But he said unto them, Except I shall see in 
his hands the print of the nails, and put my finger 
into the print of the nails, and put my hand into his 
side, I will not believe. 

And after eight days again his disciples were with- 26 
in, and Thomas with them. Jesus cometh, the doors 
being shut, and stood in the midst, and said, Peace 
be unto you. Then saith he to Thomas, Reach hither 27 
thy finger, and see my hands; and reach hitlier thy 
hand, and put it into my side: and be not faithless, 
but believing. Thomas answered and said unto him, 28 
My Lord and my God. Jesus saith unto him. Be- 29 

' TJdIf cause thou hast seen me, Hhou hast believed : blessed 

€^e they that have not seen, and yet have believed. 
Many other signs therefore did Jesus in the prcs- 30 
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ence of the disciples, which are not Tmtten In this 
31 book: but these are written, that ve may believe 
that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing ye may have life in his name. 
21 After these thmgs Jesus manifested himself again 
to the disciples at the sea of Tiberias; and he mani- 
2 f ested himself on this wise. There were together 
Simon Peter, and Thomas called *Didymus, and i Th«t to, iwn. 
Nathanael of Cana in Galilee, and the 9ons of Zebe- 
8 dee, and two other of his disciples. Simon Peter 
saith unto them, I go a Ashing. They say unto him, 
We also come with thee. They went forth, and en- 
tered into the boat; and that night they took noth- 

4 ing. But when day was now breaking, Jesus stood 
on the beach: howbeit the disciples knew not that 

5 it was Jesus. Jesus therefore saith unto them. 
Children, have ye aught to eat? They answered 

6 him, No. And he said unto them. Cast the net on 
the right side of the boat, and ye shall find. They 
cast therefore, and now they were not able to draw 

7 it for the multitude of fishes. That disciple there- 
fore whom Jesus loved saith unto Peter, It is the 
Lord. So when Simon Peter heard that it was the 
Lord, he girt his coat about him (for he was naked*), 

8 and cast himself into the sea. But the other disci- 
ples came in the little boat (for they were not far 
from the land, but about two hundred cubits off), 

9 dragging the net fuU of fishes. So when they got 

out upon the land, they see "a fire of coals there, and ' SS/?*^" ^***^ 
10»fldi laid thereon, and *bread. Jesus saith untOj^, ^-j 
them. Bring of the fish which ye have now taken. 4 0rla &!^. 

11 Simon Peter therefore went *up, and drew the net 6 orl aboard 
to land, full of great fishes, a hundred and fifty and 
three: and for all there were so many, the net was 

12 not rent. Jesus saith imto them. Come and break 
your fast. And none of the disciples durst inquire 
of him, Who art thou? knowing that it was the 

13 Lord. Jesus cometh, and takem the 'bread, and«or,focif 

14 ffiveth them, and the fish likewise. This is now the 
Uiird time that Jesus was manifested to the disciples, 
after that he was risen from the dead. 

15 So when they had broken their fast, Jesus saith , q,, ^^^ g^ 
to Simon Peter, Simon, son of 'John, ®lovest thou me ch.'i. «, margin. 
more than these? He saith unto him. Yea, Lord; ^.^^^^^ 
thou knowest that I 'love thee. He sailh unto him, two aufcwnt

Feed my 
sheep. Verily, verily, I say unto thee. When thou 18 
wast young, thou girdedst thyself, and walkedst 
whither thou wouldest: but when thou shalt be old, 
thou shalt stretch forth thy hands, and another shall 
gird thee, and carry thee whither thou wouldest 
not. Now this he spake, signi^ng by what man- 19 
ner of death he should glorify Gfod. And when he 
had spoken this, he saith unto him. Follow me. 
Peter, turning about, seeth the disciple whom Jesus 20 
loved following; which also leaned back on his 
breast at the supper, and said. Lord, who is he that 
betrayeth thee? Peter therefore seeing him saith to 21 

» J2i Sif ***• Jesus, Lord, 'and what shall this man do ? Jesus 22 
saith imto him, If I will that he tarry till I come, 
what M that to thee? follow thou me. This saying 23 
therefore went forth among the brethren, that that 
disciple should not die: yet Jesus said not unto him, 
that he should not die; but, If I will that he tarry 
till I come, what is that to thee? 

Iliis is the disciple which beareth witness of these 24 
things, and wrote these things: and we know that 
his witness is true. 

And there are also many other things which Jesus 25 
did, the which if they should be vmtten every one, 
I suppose that even the world itself would not con- 
tain the books that should be written.

' mJH ^ "^^ yo^ ^^'^^^ among your brethren, 'like imtb me; to 
him shall ye hearken in sdl things whatsoever he 
shall speak unto you. And it shall be, that every 23 
soul, which shall not hearken to that prophet, shall 
be utterly destroyed from among the people. Yea 24 
and all the prophets from Samuel and them that fol- 
lowed after, as many as have spoken, they also told 
of these days. Ye are the sons of the prophets, and 25 

8 ^r. potfnfnud, of thc covcuant which God ^made with your fathers, 
saying imto Abraham, And in thy seed diall all the 
f amihes of the earth be blessed. Unto you first God, 26 
)iaving raised up his Servant, sent him to bless you, in 
turning away every one of you from your iniquities. 

♦ For " since the world began " read *' from of old."— ^m. Com. 
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4 And as they spake unto the people; *die priests ' SS?«"1Sd'£ 
and the captain of the temple and the Sadducees «kiffpn4tt$. 

2 came upon them, being sore troubled because they 
taught the people, and proclaimed in Jesus the res- 

3 urrection from the dead. And they laid hands on 
them, and put them in ward unto the morrow: f(^ 

4 it was now eventide. But many of them that heard 
the word believed; and the number of the men came 
to be about five thousand. 

5 And it came to pass on the morrow, that their 
rulers and elders and scribes were gathered together 

6 in Jerusalem; and Annas the high priest toas there, 
and Caiaphas, and John, and Alexander, and as 
many as were of the kindred of the high priest 

7 And when they had set them in the midst, they in- 
quired, By what power, or in what name, have ye 

8 done this? Then Peter, filled with the Holy Ghost, 
said unto them, Ye rulers of the people, and elders, 

9 if we this day are examined concerning a good deed 

done to an impotent man, 'by what means this man a or, *» wim 

10 is 'made whole ; be it known unto you all, and to all s or, tmi 
the people of Israel, that in the name of Jesus Christ 

of Nazareth, whom ye crucified, whom God raised 

from the dead, even in *him doth this man stand here 4 or, au uum 

11 before you whole. He is the stone which was set 
at nought of you the builders, which was mado the 

12 head of the comer. And in none other is there sal- 
vation: for neither is there any other name under 
heaven, that is given among men, wherein we must 
be saved. 

13 Kow when they beheld the boldness of Peter and 
John, and had perceived that they were unlearned 
and ignorant men, they marvelled; and they took 
knowledge of them, that they had been with Jesus. 

14 And seeing the man which was healed standing with 

15 them, they could say nothing against it. But when 
they had commanded them to go aside out of the 

16 council, they conferred among themselves, saying, 
What shall we do to these men? for that indeed a 
notable ^miracle hath been wrought through them, is 6 Gr. <^ 
manifest to all that dwell in Jerusalem; and we can- 

17 not deny it. But that it spread no further among 
the people, let us threaten them, that they speak 

18 henceforth to no man in this name. And they call- 
ed them, and charged theni not to speak at all nor 

19 teach in the name of Jesus. But Peter and John 
answered and said unto them. Whether it be right 
in the sight of God to hearken unto you rather than 
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unto God, judge ye: for we cannot but speak the 20 
things which we saw and heard. And they, when 31 
they had further threatened them, let them go, find- 
ing nothing how they might punish them, because 
of the people; for all men glorified God for that 
which was done. For the man was more than forty 22 
iGr.M>. years old, on whom this ^miracle of healing was 

wrouffht. 

And being let go, they came to their own company, 23 
and reported all that the chief priests and the elders 
had said imto them. And they, when they heard it, 24

Why did the Gentiles rage, 
6 Or. meduat* AuQ thc pcoplcs 'imagine vaia things? 

The kings of the earth set themselves in array, 20 
And the rulers were gathered together, 

6 Or. €%ru. Agaiust the Lord, ana against his ^Anointed : 

for of a truth in this city against thy holy Servant 27 
Jesus, whom thou didyt anoint, both Herod and 
Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles and the peoples of 
Israel, were gathered together, to do whatsoever thy 28 
hand and thy counsel foreordained to come to pass. 
And now. Lord, look upon their threateniDgs: and 29 

7 Or. boHtberwanu. grant uuto thv 'scrvauts to speak thy word with all 

boldness, whue thou stretchest forth thy hand to 80 
heal; and that signs and wonders may be done 
through the name of thy holv Servant Jesus. And 81 
when they had prayed, the place was shaken where- 
in they were ^thered together; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and they spake the word 
of God with boldness. 

And the multitude of them that believed were of 82 
one heart and soul: and not one of them said that 
aught of the things which he possessed was his own ; 
but they had all things common. And with great 38 

8 Some uideiit an. powcr gavc thc apostlcs their witness of the resurrec- 
aHd^ '^^ ^^^^ ^^ *^® ^or<i Jesus": and great grace was upon 

them all. For neither waa there among them any 84 
that lacked : for as many as were possessors of lancJs 
or houses sold them, and brought the prices of the 
things that were sold, and laid them at the apostles* 85 
feet: and distribution was made imto each, accord- 
ing as any one had need. 
And Joseph, who by the apostles was sumamed 80 
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Barnabas (which is, being interpreted, Son of 'exhor- 1 ( 
87 tation), a Levite, a man of Cyprus by race, having a 

field, sold it, and brought the money, and laid it at 

the apostles' feet. 
5 But a certain man named Ananias, with Sapphira 

2 his wife, sold a possession, and kept back part of 
the price, his wife also being privy to it, and brought 

3 a certain part, and laid it at the apostles' feet. But 
Peter said, Ananias, why hath Satan filled thy heart 

to "lie to the Holy Ghost, and to keep back paH of i or, deeei^ 

4 the price of the land? Whiles it remained, did it not 
remain thine own? and after it was sold, was it not 
in thy power? How is it that thou hast conceived 
this thing in thy heart? thou hast not lied unto men, 

5 but unto Gk>d. And Ananias hearing these words 
fell down and gave up the ghost: and great fear 

6 came upon all that heard it. And the *jo\mg men s Gr.fmm^r. 
arose and wrapped him round, and they carried him 

out and buried him. 

7 And it was about the space of three hours after, 
when his wife, not knowmg what was done, came 

8 in. And Peter answered unto her, Tell me whether 
ye sold the land for so much. And she said, Yea, 

9 for so much. But Peter sa^d unto her, How is it 
that ye have agreed together to tempt the Spirit of 
the Lord? behold, the feet of them which have 
buried thy husband are at the door, and they shall 

10 carrv thee out. And she fell down immediately at 
his feet, and gave up the ghost: and the young men 
came in and found her dead, and they carried her 

11 out and buried her by her husband. And great fear 
came upon the whole church, and upon all that 
heard these things. 

12 And by the lumds of the apostles were many signs 
and wonders wrought among the people; and they 

13 were all with one accord in Solomon's porch. But 

of the rest durst no man join himself to them: how- * 2Se "Zu 2SI 

14 belt the people magnified them; %nd believers were adtud to them, 
the more added to the Lord, multitudes both of g^T"^ •* **• 

15 men and women; insomuch that they even carried 
out the sick into the streets, and laid them on beds 
and couches, that, as Peter came by, at the least his 

16 shadow might overshadow some one of them. And 
there also came together the multitude from the 
cities roimd about Jerusalem, bringing sick folk, 
and them that were vexed with unclean spirits: and 
they were healed every one. 

17 But the high priest rose up, and all they that were

with him (which is the sect of the Saddncees), and 
they were filled with jealousy, and laid hands on 18 
the apostles, and put them in public ward. But an 19 
ansel of the Lord by night opened the prison doors, 
and brought them out, and said. Go ye, and stand 20 
and speak in the temple to the people all the words 
of this Life. And when they heard tMs, they entered 21 
into the temple about daybreak, and tau^t. But 
the high priest came, and they that were with hun, 
and (^ed the coimcil together, and all the senate 
of the children of Israel, and sent to the prison- 
house to have them brought. But the officers that 22 
came found them not in the prison; and they re- 
turned, and told, saying. The prison^ouse we found 23 
shut in all safety, and the keepers standing at the 
doors: but when we had opened, we found no man 
wilhin. Now when the captain of the temple and 24 
the chief priests heard these words, they were much 
perplexed concerning them whereunto this would 
grow. And there came oae and told them. Behold, 25 
tiie men whom ye put in the prison are in the tem- 
ple standing and teaching the people. Then went 2G 
the captain with the officers, and brought them, InU 
without violence; for they feared the people, lest 
they should be stoned. And when they had brought 27 
them, they set them before the council. And the 
high priest asked them, saying, We straitlv charged 28 
you not to teach in this name: and behold, ye have 
nlled Jerusalem with your teaching, and intend to 
bring this man's blood upon us. But Peter and the 29 
apostles answered and said, We must obey God 
rather than men. The God of our fathers raised up 30 
Jesus, whom ye slew, hanging him on a tree. Him 31 
1 or,fl< did God exalt 'with his right hand to be & Prince 

* fjJ^tf"*'fSd"" *"^^ * Saviour, for to give repentance to Israel, and 
«i? "* ** remission of sins. And we are witnesses* of these 82 

» Gr.MyiN^ things; *and «? m the Holy Ghost, whom God hath 

* thOTitS*^*r2Ii &^^^ ^ ^®^ t^^ o^y l^i^^- 

aJS God \atk But they, when they heard this, were cut to the 38 
SZ3 *to S2; heart, and were minded to slay them. But there 34 
Aat cUy him. gtood up onc in the council, a Pharisee, named 
Gkunaliel, a doctor of the law, had in honour of all 
the people, and commanded to put the men forth a 
little while. And he said unto them, Ye men of 35 
Israel, take heed to yourselves as touching these 
men, what ye are about to do. For before these 36 
days rose up Theudas, giving himself out to be 
somebody; to whom a number of men, about four 
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hundred, Joined themselves: who was slain; and 
all, as many as obeyed him, were dispersed, and 

87 came to nought. After this man rose up Judas of 
Galilee in the days of the enrolment, and drew away 
iome of the people after him: he also perished; and 
all, as many as obeyed him, were scattered abroad. 

88 And now I say unto you, Refrain from these men, 
and let them alone: for if this counsel or this work 

39 be of men, it will be overthrown : but if it is of God, 
ye will not be able to overthrow them; lest haply 

40 ye be found even to be fighting against God. And 
to him they agreed: and when they had called the 
apostles imto them, they beat them and charged 
them not to speak in the name of Jesus, and let 

41 them go. They therefore departed from the pres- 
ence of tiie council, rejoicing that they were count- 

42 ed worthy to suffer dishonour for the Name. And 
every day, in the temple and at home, they ceased 
not to teach and to preach Jesus as the Chnst. 

6 Kow in these days, when the number of the dis- 
ciples was multiplying, there arose a murmuring 
of the 'Grecian Jews against the Hebrews, because i Gr. ntUmbu, 
their widows were neglected in the daily ministra- 
2tion. And the twelve called the multitude of the J ^^•^^'^^I^ a> 
disciples unto them, and said, It is not *fit that we tabU 
should forsake the word of God, and 'serve tables. * |JSit£**"ilS 
8 *Look ye out therefore, brethren, from among you nm, 6r«arm, 
seven men of good rejwrt, full of the Spirit and of ''^ *" ' ' 
wisdom, whom we may appoint over tms business. 

4 But we will continue stedfastly in prayer, and in 

5 the ministry of the word. And the saymg pleased 
the whole multitude: and they chose Stephen, a 
man full of faith and of the Holy Spirit, and Philip, 
and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and Timon, and Par- 

Omenas, and Nicolas a proselyte of Antioch: whom 
they set before the apostles: and when they had 
prayed, they laid their hands on them. 

7 And the word of God increased; and the number 
of the disciples multiplied in Jerusalem exceedingly; 
and a great company of the priests were obedient to 
the faith. 

8 And Stephen, full of grace and power, wrought 

9 great wonders and signs among the people. But 
Sere arose certain of them that were of the syna- 
gogue called the synagogue of the Libertines, and of 
the Cyrenians, and of the Alexandrians, and of them 

10 of Cilicia and Asia, disputing with Stephen. And 
they were not able to withstand the wisdom and the 
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Spirit by which he spake. Then they sobamed men, 11 
which said. We have heard hun speak bbisphemous 
words against Moses, and agai'Mt Qod. And they 12 
stiired up the people, and the elders, and the scribes, 
and came upon him, and seized him, and brought 
him into the council, and set np &]se witnesses, 13 
which said, This man ceaseth not to speak words 
against this holy place, and the law: for we have 14 
heard him say, tiiat this Jesus of Nazareth shall de- 
stroy this place, and shall change the customs which 
Hoses debvered unto us. And all that sat in the 15 
council, fastening their eyes on him, saw his face as 
it had been the fice of an angeL 

And the high priest said. Arc these things so? 7 
And he said, 3 

Brethren and fathers, hearken. The (}od of glory 
appeared unto our father Abraham, when he was in 
Mesopotamia, before he dwelt in Haran, and said 3 
unto him. Get thee out of thy land, and from thy 
kindred, and come into the land which I shall shew 
thee. Then came he out of the land of the Chaldse- 4 
ans, and dwelt in Haran : and from thence, when his 
father was dead, Chd removed him into this land, 
wherein je now dwell: and he gave him none in- 5 
heritance in it, no, not so much as to set his foot on : 
and he promised that he would give it to him in 
possession, and to his seed after hmi, when cm yet he 
had no child. Ajid God spake on this wise, that his 6 
seed should soioum in a strange land, and that they 
should bring them into bonda^, and entreat them 
evil, four hundred years. And the nation to which 7 
they shall be in bondage will I judge, said God : and 
after that shall they come forth, and serve me in 
this palace. And he gave him the covenant of cir- 8 
cxuncision : and so Awaham begat Isaac, and circum- 
cised him the eighth day; and Isaac hegat Jacob, 
and Jacob the twelve patriarchs. And the patri- 9 
archs, moved with jealousy against Joseph, sold him 
into Egypt: and God was with him, and delivered 10 
him out of all his aflflictions, and gave him favour 
and wisdom before Pharaoh king of Egypt; and he 
made him governor over Egypt and all his house. 
Now there came a famine over all Egypt and Canaan, 11 
and great afOiction: and our fathers found no sus- 
tenance. But when Jacob heard that there was 13 
corn in Egypt, he sent forth our fathers the first 
time. And at the second time Joseph was made 13 
known to Ills brethren; and Joseph's race became 
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14 mamf est unto Pharaoh. And Joflei>h sent, and called 
to him Jacob his father, and all his kindred, three- 

15 score and fifteen souls. And Jacob went down into 

16 Egypt; and he died, himself, and our fathers; and 
they were carried over unto Shechem, and laid in 
the tomb that Abraham bought for a price in silTcr 

17 of the sons of 'Hamor in Shechem. But as the time i or. 
of the promise drew nigh, which God vouchsafed 
unto Abraham, the people grew and multiplied in 

18 Egypt, till there arose another king over Egypt, 

19 which knew not Joseph. The same dealt subtilly 
with our race, and evil entreated our fathers, that 
*they should cast out their babes to the end theysor,A« 

20 might not ^ve. At which season Moses was bom, s or. u 
and was *exceeding fair ; and he was nourished three ^ ^^^ ^^ g^ 

21 months in his father's house : and when he was cast 
out, Pharaoh's daughter took him up, and nourished 

22 him for her own son. And Moses was instructed in 
all the wisdom of the Egyptians; and he was mighty 

23 in his words and works. But when he was well- 
nigh forty years old, it came into his heart to visit 

24 his brethren the children of Israel. And seeing one 
of them suffer wrong, he defended him, and avenged 

25 him that was oppressed, smiting the Egyptian: and 
he supposed that his brethren imderstood how that 

God by his hand was giving them 'deliverance; but s or.MAKrfum 
20 they understood not. And the day following he 
appeared unto them as they strove, and would have 
set them at one again, saying. Sirs, ye are brethren; 

27 why do ye wrong one to another? But he that did 
his neighbour wrong thrust him away, saying, Who 

28 made thee a ruler and a judge over us ? Wouldest 
thou kill me, as thou killedst the Egyptian yester- 

29 day? And Moses fled at this saying, and became a 
sojourner in the land of Midian, where he begat two 

80 sons. And when forty years were fulfilled, an angel 
appeared to him in the wilderness of mount Simd, 

31 in a flame of fire in a bush. And when Moses saw 
it, he wondered at the sight: and as he drew near to 

82 behold, there came a voice of the Lord, I am the 
God of thy fathers, the God of Abraham, and of 
Isaac, and of Jacob. And Moses trembled, and 

83 durst not behold. And the Lord said unto him. 
Loose the shoes from thy feet : for the place whereon 

34 thou standest is holy groimd. I have surely seen 
the affliction of my i)€K>ple which la in Egypt, and 
have heard their groaning, and I am come down to 
deliver them: and now come, I will send thee into 
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^.. ThJs Moses whom Ithev refused, saying, 85 
lO made thee a ruler and a judge? him hath G<Ki 
sent to be both a ruler and a deliverer with the hand 
of the angel which appeared to him in the bush. 
This man led them f orw, having wrought wonders 36 
and signs in Egypt, and in the Ked sea, and in the 
wilderness forty years. This is that Moses, which 37 
said unto the children of Israel, A prophet shall G^ 
' JJ'«. *" "'**' ""^ ^P ^^^ y^^ ^^™ among your brethren, *like 
sor,«MvnvitfJM unto me. This is he that .was in the *church in 38 
the wilderness with the angel which spake to him 
in the mount Sinai, and wiu our fathers: who re- 
ceived living oracles to give unto us: to whom our 39 
fathers womd not be ob^ent, but thrust him from 
them, and turned back in their hearts unto Egypt, 
saying unto Aaron, Make us gods which shall go 40 
before us: for as for this Moses, which led us forth 
out of the land of Egypt, we wot not what is become 
of him. And tiiey made a calf in those days, and 41 
brought a sacrifice imto the idol, and rejoicea in the 
works of their hands. But God turned, and gave 42 
them up to serve the host of heaven; as it is wntten 
in the book of the prophets, 

Did ye offer unto me slain beasts and sacrifices 
Forty years in the wilderness, O house of Israel? 
And ye took up the tabernacle of Moloch, 43 
And the star of the god Rephan, 
The figures which ye made to worship them: 
And I will carry you away beyond Babylon. 
Our fathers had the tabernacle of the testimony in 44 
the wilderness, even as he ai)pointed who spake unto 
Moses, that he should make it according to the figure 
that he had seen. Which also our fathers, in their 45 
iGr.jariM. tuTu, brought in with ^Joshua when they entered 
on the possession of the nations, which God thrust 
out before the face of our fathers, unto the days of 
David; who found favour in the sight of God, and 46 
asked to find a habitation for the God of Jacob. a» 
But Solomon built him a house. Howbeit the Most ii 
High dwelleth not in houses made with hands; as 
saith the prophet. 

The heaven is my throne, 49 

And the earth the footstool of my feet: 

What manner of house will ye build me? saith 

the Lord: 
Or what is the place of my rest? 
Did not my hand make all these things? 50 

Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised in heart and 51 
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ears, ye do always redst the Holy Ghost : as yoiir f a- 

52 thers did, so do ye. Which of me prophets did not 
your fathers persecute? and they killed them which 
shewed before of the coming of the Righteous One; 

of whom ye have now become betrayCTs and mur- ^ <>»■» « 5*l,s£" 

53 derers; ye who received the law ^ it was ordained Sr^^Ste"^- 
by angels, and kept it not. "*"*" Hfa»g^ 

54 Now when they heard these things, they were cut 
to the heart, and they gnashed on him with their 

55 teeth. But he, being full of the Holy Ghost, looked 
up stedf astly into heaven, and saw the gloiy of 
God, and Jesus standing on the right hand of God, 

56 and said. Behold, I see the heavens opened, and the 
Son of man standing on the right hand of God. 

57 But they cried out with a loud voice, and stopped 
their ears, and rushed upon him with one accord; 

58 and they cast him out of the city, and stoned him: 
and the witnesses laid down their garments at the 

59 feet of a yoimg man named Saul. And they stoned 
Stephen, calling upon the Lord, and saying, Lord 

60 Jesus, receive my spirit. And he kneeled down, and 
cried with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this sin to 
their charge. And when he had said this, he fell 

8 asleep. And Saul was consenting unto his death. 
And there arose on that day a great persecution 
against the church which was in Jerusalem; and 
they were all scattered abroad throughout the re- 
gions of Judaea and Samaria, except the apostles. 
2 And devout men buried Stephen, and made great 
8 lamentation over him. But Saul laid waste the 
church, entering into every house, and haling men 
and women committed them to prison. 

4 They therefore that were scattered abroad went 

5 about preaching the word. And Philip went down 
to the city of Samaria, and proclaimed unto them 

6 the Christ. And the multitudes gave heed with 

one accord unto the things that were spoken by t or, Forman^ of 
Philip, when they heard, and saw the signs which SSeJI^vS! 

7 he did. Tor from many of those which had un- J2j*^"J!ii 
clean spirits, they came out, crying with a loud >brt***** **^ 
voice: and many that were palsied, and that were 

8 lame, were healed. And there was much joy in 
that city. 

9 But there was a certain man, Simon by name, 
whidi beforetime in the city used sorcery, and 
amazed the 'people of Samaria, giving out that him- s Gr. i 

10 self was some great one: to whom they aU ^ve 
heed, from the least to the greatest, saying, This 
14

man is that power of God which is caUed Great 
And they gave heed to him, because that of long 11 
time he had amazed them with his sorceries. But 13 
when they believed Philip preaching good tidings 
concerning the kingdom of God and the name of 
Jesus Chnst, the^ were baptized, both men and 
women. And Smion also himself believed: and 13 
beinff ba{)tized, he continued with Philip; and be- 
holdmff signs and great ^miracles wrought, he was 
amazed. 

Kow when the apostles which were at Jenisalem 14 
heard that Samaria had received the word of God, 
they sent unto them Peter and John: who, when 15 
they were come down, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost: for as yet he was 16 
fallen* upon none of them: only they had been bap 
tized into the name of the Lord Jesus. Then laid 17 
thev their hands on them, and they received the 
, o^nam «.«M»t ao Ho V ^^o'^^ ^^^ when Simon saw that through 18 
' th^tl^ «iBit the laying on of the apostles* hands the 'Holy Ghost 
^*** was mven, he offered them money, saying, Give me 19 

also this power, that on whomsoever I ky my hands, 
he may receive the Holy Ghost. But Peter said unto 20 
him. Thy silver perish with thee, because thou hast 
thought to obtam the gift of God with money. 
tQr.wrd. Thou hast neither part nor lot in this 'matter: for 21 
thy heart is not right before God. Repent there- 22 
fore of this thy wickedness, and pray the Lord, if 
* 2i r^ **3 perhaps the thought of thy heart shall be forgiven 
^ ^^UlfSHi thee. For I see that thou «art in the gall of bitter- 23 
«»^wo/i». jjggg g^^ jjj ^Q Ij^jj^ Qf iniquity. And Simon an- 24 

swered and said. Pray ye for me to the Lord, that 
none of the things which ye have spoken come upon 
me. 

They therefore, when they had testified and 25 
spoken the word of the Lord, returned to Jeru- 
salem, and preached the gospel to many villages of 
the Samaritans. 

But an angel of the Lord spake unto Philip, say- 2d 
5 or,€rfiu»ii. ing, Arise, and go ^toward the south unto the way 
that goeth down from Jerusalem unto Gaza: the 
same is desert. And he arose and went: and be- 27 
hold, a man of Ethiopia, a eunuch of ^eat authority 
under Candace, queen of the Ethiopians, who was 
over all her treasure, who had come to Jerusalem 
for to worship; and he was returning and sitting in 28 

« For ''he was fiUleu " read " it was fallen "—^m. Com. 
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his chariot, and was reading the prophet Isaiah. 

39 And the Spirit said unto Philip, Go near, and join 

30 thyself to this chariot. And Philip ran to him, and 
heard him reading Isaiah the prophet, and said, Un- 

31 derstandest thou what thou readest? And he said, 
How can I, except some one shall guide me? And 
he besought Philip to come up and sit with him. 

33 Now the place of the scripture which he was read- 
ing was this, 

He was led as a sheep to the slaughter; 
And as a lamb before his shearer is dumb. 
So he openeth not his mouth: 

33 In his humiliation his judgement was taken 

away: 
His generation who shall declare? 
Tor his life is taken from the earth. 

34 And the eunuch answered Philip, and said, I pray 
thee, of whom speaketh the prophet this? of him- 

35 self, or of some other? And Philip opened his 
mouth, and beginning from this scripture, preached 

36 unto him Jesus. And as they went on the way, 
they came unto a certain water; and the eunuch 
saith. Behold, Jiere m water; what doth hinder me to 

38 be baptized?* And he commanded the chariot to 
stand still : and they both went down into the water, 
both Philip and the eunuch; and he baptized him. 

30 And when they came up out of the water, the Spirit 
of the Lord caught away Philip; and the eunuch 
saw him no more, for he went on his way rejoicing. 

40 But Philip was found at Azotus: and passing 
through he preached the gospel to all the cities, till 
he came to Csesarea. 

9 But Saul, yet breathing threatening and slaugh- 
ter against the disciples of the Lord, went unto the 

2 high priest, and asked of him letters to Damascus 
unto the synagogues, that if he found any that were 
of the Way, whether men or women, he might bring 

8 them bound to Jerusalem. And as he journeyed, 
it came to pass that he drew nigh unto Damascus: 
and suddenly there shone round about him a light 

4 out of heaven : and he fell upon the earth, and heard 
a voice saying unto him, Sard, Saul, why persecutest 

6 thou me? And he said. Who art thou. Lord? And 
6 he sadd, I am Jesus whom thou persecutest: but 

rise, and enter into the city, and it ^all be told thee 

7 what thou must do. And the men that journeyed 
with him stood speechless, hearing the Voice, but s 

8 beholding no man. And Saul arose from the earth; 
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and when his eyes were opened, he saw nothing; 
and they led hixn by the hand, and brought him 
into Damascus. And he was three days without 9 
sight, and did neither eat nor drink. 

s^ow there was a certain disciple at Damascus, 10 
named Ananias; and the Lord said imto him in a 
vision, Ananias. And he said. Behold, I am here, 
Lord. And the Lord mid unto him, Arise, and §o 11 
to the street which is called Straight, and inquire m 
the house of Judas for one named Saul, a man of 
Tarsus: for behold, he prayeth; and he hath seen a 12 
man named Ananias coming in, and laying his hands 
on him, that he mi^ht receive his sight. But Ana- 18 
nias answered, Lora, I have heard from many of this 
man, how much evil he did to thy saints at Jeru- 
salem: and here he hath authority from the chief 14 
priests to bind all that call upon thy name. But 15 
the Lord said unto him, Go thy way: for he is a 
Si. ^ "chosen vessel unto me, to bear my name before the 

Gentiles and kings, and the children of Israel: for 1 16 
will shew him how many thinj^ he must suffer for 
my name's sake. And Ananias departed, and en- 17 
tered into the house; and laying his hands on him 
said, Brother Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, who ap- 
peared unto thee in the way which thou camest, 
hath sent me, that thou mayest receive thy sight, 
and be filled with the Holy Ghost. And straight- 18 
way there fell from his eyes as it were scales, and 
he received his sight; and he arose and was bap- 
tized; and he took food and was strengthened. 19 

And he was certain days with the disciples which 
were at Damascus. And straightway in the syna- 20 
gogues he proclaimed Jesus, that he is the Son of 
God. And all that heard him were amazed, and 21 
said, Is not this he that in Jerusalem made havock 
of them which called on this name? and he had 
come hither for this intent, that he might bring them 
bound before the chief priests. But Saul increased 22 
the more in strength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, proving that this is the 
Christ. 

And when many days were fulfilled, the Jews 23 
took coimsel together to kill him: but their plot be- 24 
came known to Saul. And they watched the gates 
also da^ and ni^ht that they might kill him: but 25 
his disciples took him by night, and let him down 
through the wall, lowering hun in a basket. 

And when he was come to Jerusalem, he assayed 26 
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to join himself to the disciples: and they were all 
afraid of him, not believing that he was a disciple, 

27 But Barnabas took him, and brought him to the 
apostles, and declared unto them how he had seen 
the Lord in the way, and that he had spoken to 
him, and how at Damascus he had preached boldly 

28 in the name of Jesus. And he was with them ^o- 

29 ing in and going out at Jerusalem, preaching bold- 
ly in the name of the Lord: and he spake and dis- 
puted against the HJrecian Jews; but they wentiGr.awwiJiifc 

80 about to kill him. And when the brethren knew 
it, they brought him down to Csesarea, and sent him 
forth to Tarsus. 

81 So the church throughout all Judaea and G^ilee 

and Samaria had peace, being Rifled ; and, walking s or. buudtd vp. 
*in the fear of the Lord and *in the comfort of the 8 0r,ay 
Holy Ghost, was multiplied. 

82 And it came to pass, as Peter went throughout all 
parts, he came down also to the saints which dwelt 

83 at Lydda. And there he found a certain man 
named ^neas, which had kept his bed eight years; 

84 for he was palsied. And Peter said imto him, 
u^neas, Jesus Christ healeth thee: arise, and make 

85 thy bed. And straightway he arose. And all that 
dwelt at Lydda and in Sharon saw him, and they 
turned to the Lord. 

86 Now there was at Joppa a certain disciple named 
Tabitha, which by interpretation is called *Dorcas: 4Tiiatiii,«ewBfc 
tMs woman was full of good works and almsdeeds 

87 which she did. And it came to pass in those days, 
that she fell sick, and died: and when they had 
washed her, they laid her in an upper chsonber. 

88 And as Lydda was nigh unto Joppa, the disciples, 
hearing that Peter was there, sent two men unto 
him, intreating him, Delay not to come on unto us. 

89 And Peter arose and went with them. And when 
he was come, they brought him into the upper 
chamber: and all the widows stood by him weep- • 
ing, and shewing the coats and garments which 

40 Dorcas made, while she was with them. But Peter 
put them all forth, and kneeled down, and prayed; 
and turning to the body, he said, Tabitha, arise. 
And she opened her eyes; and when she saw Peter, 

41 she sat up. And he gave her his hand, and raised 
her up ; and calling the saints and widows, he pre- 

42 sentea her alive. And it became known through- 

43 out all Joppa : 'and many believed on the Lord, ioid 
it came to pass, that he abode many days in Joppa 
with one Simon a tanner. 
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Now there waa a certain man in Cflesarea, Come-K) 
lius by name, a centurion of the band called the 
ior,eai«f< Italian %and, a devout man, and one that feared 2 
Qod with all hiB house, who gave much alms to the 
people, and prayed to God alwav. He saw in a 8 
vision openly, as it were about the ninth hour of 
the day, an angel of God comine in unto him, and 
saying to him, Cornelius. Ana he, fastening his 4 
eyes upon lym, and being affrighted, said, Wliat is 
it. Lord? And he said unto him, Thy prayers and 
thine alms are gone up for a memorial before GknL 
And now send men to Joppa, and fetch one Simon, 6 
who is sumamed Peter: he lodgeth with one Simon 6 
a tanner, whose house is by the sea side. And when 7 
the angel that spake unto him was departed, he 
called two of liis household-servants, and a devout 
soldier of them that waited on him continually; and 8 
having rehearsed all things unto them, he sent them 
to Joppa. 

Now on the morrow, as they were on their jour- 9 
ney, and drew nigh unto the city, Peter went up 
upon the housetop to pray, about the sixth hour: 
and he became hungry, and desired to eat: but while 10 
they made ready, he fell into a trance; and he be- 11 
holdeth the heaven opened, and a certain vessel de- 
scending, as it were a great sheet, let down by four 
comers upon the earth: wherein were all mannerly 
of f ourf ooted beasts and creeping things of the earth 
and fowls of the heaven. And there came a voice 13 
to him. Rise, Peter; kill and eat. But Peter said, 14 
Not so. Lord; for I have never eaten any thing that 
is common and unclean. And a voice came unto 15 
him again the second time, What God hath cleansed, 
make not thou common. And this was done thrice : 16 
and straightway the vessel was received up into 
heaven. 

Now while Peter was much perplexed in himself 17 
• what the vision which he had seen might mean, be- 
hold, the men that were sent by Cornelius, having 
made inquirv for Simon's house, stood before the 
gate, and called and asked whether Simon, which 18 
was sumamed Peter, were lodging there. And while 19 
Peter thought on the vision, the Spirit said imto 
him. Behold, three men seek thee. But arise, and 20 
get thee down, and go with them, nothing doubting: 
for I have sent them. And Peter went down to 21 
the men, and said, Behold, I am he whom ye seek: 
what is the cause wherefore ye are come? And 22 
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they said, Cornelius a centurion, a righteous man 
and one that feareth God, and well reported of by 
all the nation of the Jews, was warned of God by a 
holy angel to send for thee into his house, and to 

23 hear words from thee. So he called them in and 
lodged them. 

And on the morrow he arose and went forth with 
them, and certain of the brethren from Joppa ac- 

24 companied him. And on the morrow Hhey entered * SStiSlSdK 
into Ceesarea. And Cornelius was waiting for them, 

having called together his kinsmen and his near 

25 friends. And when it came to pass that Peter en- 
tered, Cornelius met him, and f eU down at his feet, 

26 and worshipped hinL But Peter raised him up, 
27 saying, Stand up; I myself also am a man. And 

as he talked with him, he went in, and findeth 
28 many come together: and he said unto them, '^^^or.iommnUnrfMi 
yourselves know "how that it is an unlawful thing *« M « «a« 
for a man that is a Jew to join himself or come 
imto one of another nation; and yet imto me hath 
God shewed that I should not call any man com- 
29mon or unclean: wherefore also I came without 
gainsaying, when I was sent for. I ask therefore 

80 with what intent ye sent for me. And Cornelius 
said. Four days ago, until this hour, I was keepii^ 
the ninth hour of prayer in mv house; and behold, 

81 a man stood before me in bright apparel, and saith, 
Cornelius, thy prayer is heard, and thine alms are 

82 had in remembrance in the sight of God. Send 
therefore to Joppa, and call unto thee Simon, who 
is sumamed Peter; he lodgeth in the house of Si- 

88 mon a tanner, by the sea side. Forthwith therefore 
I sent to thee; and thou hast well done that thou 
art come. Now therefore we are all here present 
in the sight of God, to hear all things that have been 

84 commanded thee of the Lord. Ajad Peter opened 
his mouth, and said, 

Of a truth I perceive that God is no respecter of . 

85 persons: but in every nation he that feareth him, 

and worketh righteousness, is acceptable to him. sMuvanetentaii- 

86 The word which he sent unto the children of Israel, ^^l^J^ 
preaching *good tidings of peace by Jesus Christ ^^^^^^^ 

87 (he is Lord of all) — ^that saying ye yourselves know, 
which was published throughout all Judaea, begin- 
ning from Galilee, after the baptism which John 

88 preached; even Jesus of Nazareth, how that God 
anointed him with the Holy Ghost and with power: 
who went about doing good, and healing all that 
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were oppressed of the devil; for God was with him. 
And we are witnesses of all things which he did 89 
both in the country of the Jews, and in Jerusalem; 
whom also they slew, hanmng him on a tree. Him 40 
God raised up the third day, and gave him to be 
made numifest, not to all the people, but unto wit- 41 
- " ofC " 



I that were choeen before of God, ecen to us, 
who did eat and drink ¥dth him after he rose from 
the dead And he charged us to preach imto the 42 
people, and to testify that this is he which is or- 
dained of God tobe ih& Judge of quick and dead. 
To him bear aU the prophets witness, that throu^ 43 
his name every one that believeth on him shall re- 
ceive remission of sins. 

While Peter yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost 44 
fell on all them whidi heard the word. And they 45 
of the circumcision whidi believed were amazed, as 
many as came with Peter, because that on the Gen- 
tiles also was poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost 
For they heard them speak with tongues, and mag- 46 
nif y God. Then answered Peter, Can any man for- 47 
bid the water, that these should not be baptized, 
which have received the Holy Ghost as well as we? 
And he commanded them to be baptized in the 48 
name of Jesus Christ Then prayed they him to 
tarrv certain days. 

Now the apostles and the brethren that were inll 
Judffia heard that the Gtentiles also had received the 
word of God. And when Peter was come up to Je- 2 
rusalem, they that were of the circumcision con- 
tended with him, saying, Thou wentest in to men 3 
uncircumcised, and didst eat with them. But Pe- 4 
ter began, and expounded the matter unto them in 
order, sayiag, I was in the city of Joppa praying : 5 
and in a trance I saw a vision, a certam vessel de- 
scending, as it were a great sheet let down from 
heaven oy four comers ; and it came even unto 
me : upon the which when I had fastened mine 6 
eves, I considered, and saw the f ourf ooted beasts of 
the earth and wild beasts and creeping things and 
fowls of the heaven. And I heard also a voice say- 7 
ing unto me, Rise, Peter; kill and eat. But I said, 8 
Not so, Lord: for nothing common or unclean hath 
ever entered into my mouth. But a voice answered 9 
the second time out of heaven, What God hath 
cleansed, make not thou common. And this was 10 
done thrice: and all were drawn up again into heav- 
en. And behold, forthwith three men stood before 11 
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the house in which we were, having been sent from 

12 Cssarea unto me. And the Spirit bade me go with 
them, making no distinction. And these six breth- 
ren also accompanied me; and we entered into the 

13 man's house: and he told us how he had seen the 
angel standing in his house, and saying. Send to 
Joppa, and fetch Simon, whose surname is Peter; 

14 who shall speak unto thee words, whereby thou 

15 Shalt be sared, thou and all thy house. And as I 
began to speak, the Holy Ghost fell on them, even 

16 as on us at the beginning. And I remembered the 
word of the Lord, how that he said, John indeed 
baptized with water; but ye shall be baptized *with i or,<« 

17 the Holy Ghost. If then God gave unto them the 
like gift as he did also tmto us, when we believed 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, who was I, that I could 

18 withstand Gk>d? And when they heard these things, 
they held their peace, and glorified God, saying. 
Then to the Gentiles also hath God granted repent- 
ance unto life. 

19 They therefore that were scattered abroad upon 
the tribulation that arose about Stephen travelled as 
far as Phoenicia, and Cyprus, and Antioch, speaking 

20 the word to none save only to Jews. But there were 
some of them, men of Cyprus and C^rene, who, 
when they were come to Antioch, spake unto the ^ Many ncumt 

21 Greeks also, preaching the Lord Jesus. And the "*?rf"* "«* 
hand of the Lord was with them : and a great num- *** 

22 ber that believed turned unto the Lord. And the 
report concerning them came to the ears of the 
church which was in Jerusalem: and they sent forth 

23 Barnabas as far as Antioch: who, when he wasssomeanetaitaa. 
come, and had seen the grace of God, was glad; and ^^ j^ 
he exhorted them all, *that with purpose of heart ebL viJal 

24 they would cleave unto the Lord : for he was a good tS^^iSl 
man, and full of the Holy Ghost and of faith: and 

25 much people was added unto the Lord. And he 

26 went forth to Tarsus to seek for Saul : and when he 
had found him, he brought him unto Antioch. And 
it came to pass, that even for a whole year they were 
gathered together *with the church, and taught 4Gr.«-ii. 
much people ; and that the disciples were caUed 
Christians first in Antioch. 

27 Now in these days there came down prophets 

28 from Jerusalem imto Antioch. And there stood up 
one of them named Agabus, and signified by the 

Spirit that there should be a gre&t famine over aU g or «« mummi 
•the world: which came to pass in the days of ««rtA. 
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Clauditis. And the disciples, every man according 29 
lOr.ArMiiii^. to his ability, determined to send 'relief unto the 

brethren that dwelt in Judcea: which also they did, 30 
sending it to the elders by the hand of Barnabas 
and Ban], 

Now about that time Herod the king put forth! 2 
his hands to afflict certain of the church. And he 2 
killed James the brother of John with the sword. 
And when he saw that it pleased the Jews, he pro- 8 
ceeded to seize Peter also. And thaae were the days 
of unleavened bread. And when he had taken him, 4 
he put him in prison, and delivered him to four 
quaternions of soldiers to guard him; intending af- 
ter the Passover to bring him forth to the people. 
Peter therefore was kept in the prison: but prayer 5 
was made earnestly of the church unto God for 
him. And when Herod was about to bring him 6 
forth, the same night Peter was sleeping between 
two soldiers, bound with two chains: and guards 
before the door kept the prison. And behold, an 7 
angel of the Lord stood by him, and a light shined 
in the cell: and he smote Peter on the side, and 
awoke him, saying, Rise up quickly. And his 
chains fell off from his hands. And the angel said 8 
unto him, Ghrd thyself, and bind on thy sandals. 
And he did so. And he saith unto him. Cast thy 
garment about thee, and follow me. And he went 9 
out, and followed; and he wist not that it was true 
t Or, tknmtk which wss doue *by the angel, but thought he saw 

a vision. And when they were past the urst and the 10 
second ward, they came unto the iron gate that lead- 
eth into l^e city; which opened to them of its own 
accord: and they went out, and passed on through 
one street; and straightway the angel departed from 
him. And when Peter was come to himself, he said, 11 
Now I know of a truth, that the Lord hath sent forth 
his angel and delivered me out of the hand of Herod, 
and from all the expectation of the people of the 
Jews. And when he had considered the tMng, he 12 
came to the house of Mary the mother of John 
whose surname was Mark; where many were gath- 
ered together and were praying. And when he 13 
knocked at the door, of the gate, a maid came to an- 
swer, named Rhoda. And when she knew Peter's 14 
voice, she opened not the gate for joy, but ran in, 
and told that Peter stood before the gate. And 15 
they said unto her. Thou art mad. But she confi- 
dently affirmed that it was even so. And they said, 16 
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It is his angel. But Peter continued knocking : and 
when they had opened, they saw him, and were 

17 amazed. But he, beckoning unto them with tho 
hand to hold their peace, declared imto them how 
the Lord had brought him forth out of the prison. 
And he said, Tell these things unto James, and to 
the brethren. And he departed, and went to an- 

18 other place. Now as soon as it was day, there was 
no small stir among the soldiers, what was become 

19 of Peter. And when Herod had sought for him, 
and found him not, he examined the guards, and 
commanded that they should be *put to death. And ^ Jiit*' **^ " 
he went down from Judsea to Csesarea, and tarried 

there. 

20 Now he was highly displeased with them of Tyre 
and Sidon: and they came with one accord to hun, 
and, having made Blastus the king's chamberlain 
their friend, they asked for peace, because their 

21 country was fed from the king's country. And 
upon a set day Herod arrayed himself in royal ap- 

parel, and sat on the throne, and made an oration * ^ J^a***^- 

22 unto them. And the people shouted, saying^ The 

23 voice of a god, and not of a man. And immedi- 
ately an angel of the Lord smote him, because he 
gave not God the glory : and he was eaten of worms, 
and gave up the ghost. 

24 But the word of God grew and multiplied. aM«iv«identiin 

25 And Barnabas and Saul retiirned ^rom Jerusa- thorftiet read (^ 
lem, when they had fulfilled their ministration, tak- •'«»^»«'«*' 

ing with them John whose surname was Mark. 
13 Now there were at Antioch, in the church that 
was there, prophets and teachers, Barnabas, and 
Symeon that was called Niger, and Lucius of Gy- 
rene, and Manaen the foster-brother of Herod the 

2 tetrarch, and Saul. And as they ministered to the 
Lord, and fasted, the Holy Ghost said. Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work whereunto I have 

3 called them. Then, when they had fasted and 
prayed and laid their hands on them, they sent 
them away. 

4 So they, being sent forth by the Holy Ghost, 
went down to Seleucia; and from thence thev sail- 

6ed to Cyprus. And when they were at Salamis, 
they proclaimed the word of God in the synagogues 
of the Jews: and they had also John as their at- 

6tendant. And when they had gone through the 
whole island imto Paphos, they found a certain^^^ ^^ ^^^^ 
♦sorcerer, a false prophet, a Jew, whose name was MituTi.'T.iti. 
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Bar-Jesus; which was with the proconsul, Sergius 7 
Paulus, a man of understanding. The same called 
iGr Magu,' n'^^^ ^^ Bamabas and Saul, and sought to hear 
in*Mat?tt.*i,7,the woid of God. But Elymas the ^sorcerer (for 8 
"• so is his name by interpretation) withstood them, 

seeking to turn aside the proconsul from the faith. 
But Saul, who is also eaUed Paul, filled with the 9 
Holy Ghost, fastened his eyes on him, and said, 10 
full of all guile and all villany, thou son of the 
devil, thou enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou 
not cease to x)ervert the riffht ways of the Lord? 
And now, behold, the hand of the Lord is upon 11 
thee, and thou shalt be blind, not seeing the sun 
s Or, nil/.-/ *for a season. And immediately there fell on him 

a mist and a darkness; and he went about seeking 
some to lead him by the hand. Then the procon- 12 
sul, when he saw what was done, believed, being 
astonished at the teaching of the Lord. 

Now Paul and his company set sail from Paphos, 13 
and came to Perga in Pamphylia: and John depart- 
ed from them and returned to Jerusalem. But tiiey, 14 
passing through from Perga, came to Antioch of 
Pisidia; and they went into the synagogue on the 
sabbath day, and sat down. And after the reading 15 
of the law and the prophets the rulers of the syna- 
gogue sent unto them, saying. Brethren, if ye have 
any word of exhortation for the people, say on. 
And Paul stood up, and beckoning with the hand 16 
said. 

Men of Israel, and ye that fear God, hearken. 
The God of this people Israel chose our fathers, and 17 
exalted the people when they sojourned in the land 
' tt"3tr*^'*°tiS^^ Egypt, and with a high arm led he them forth 
bait k!a*m a, a out of it. And for about the time of forty years 18 
Sr"*SSl!iilI "suffered he their manners* in the wilderness. And 19 
s«e Dent. 1.81. ' whcu hc had destroyed seven nations in the land of 
Oanaan, he gave tTiem their land for an inheritance, 
for about four hundred and fifty years: and after 20 
these things he gave tTiem judges until Samuel the 
prophet. And afterward they asked for a king: 21 
and God gave unto them Saul the son of Kish, a man 
of the tribe of Benjamin, for the space of forty years. 
And when he had removed him, he raised up David 22 
to be their king; to whom also he bare witness, and 
said, I have found David the son of Jesse, a man

he them", and in the marg. read *' Irfany ancient authorities read suf- 
fered he their manners "—Am. Com. 
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23 after my heart, who shall do all my *will. Of this i Gr. wuu. 
man's seed hath God according to promise brought 

24 unto Israel a Saviour, Jesus; when John had Scst 
preached *bef ore his coming the baptism of repent- '^lifSSt^-fiT 

25 ance to all the people of Israel. And as John was 
fulfilling his course, he said. What suppose ye that 
I am? I am not he. But behold, there cometh one 
after me, the shoes of whose feet I am not worthy 

26 to unloose. Brethren, children of the stock of 
Abraham, and those among you that fear God, to us 

27 is the word of this salvation sent f ortii. For they 
that dwell in Jerusalem, and their rulers, because 
the^ knew him not, nor the voices of the prophets 
which are read every sabbath, fulfilled tTiem by eon- 

28 demning him. And though they found no cause of 
death in him, yet asked they of Hlate that he should 

29 be slain. Ajid when they had fulfilled all things • 
that were written of him, they took him down from 

80 the tree, and laid him in a tomb. But God raised 

31 him from the dead: and he was seen for many days 
of them that came up with him from Galilee to Je- 
rusalem, who are now his witnesses unto the people. 

32 And we bring you good tidings of the promise 

33 made imto the fathers, how that God hath fulfilled 
the same unto our ^children, in tiiat he raised up 
Jesus; as also it is written in the second psalm. 
Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee, 

34 And as concerning that he raised him up from the 
dead, now no more to return to corruption, he hath 
spoken on tWs wise, I will give you the holy and 

35 sure bkmnga of David. Because he saith also in ' %!SaS^*iJ^ 
«aotheT psalm. Thou wilt not give thy Holy One to ««««' •/ God, 

36 see corruption. For David, after he had "in his SjSwTwo. 
own generation served the counsel of God, fell on 
sleep, and was laid unto his fathers, and saw cor- 

37ruption: but he whom God raised up saw no cor- 

38 ruption. Be it known imto you therefore, brethren, 
that through this man is proclaimed unto you re- 

39 mission of sins: and by him every one that be- 
. lieveth is justified from all things, from which ye 

40 could not be justified by the law of Moses. Beware 
therefore, lest that come upon y<m, which is spoken 
in the prophets; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, and *perish; 4 or,« 
For I work a work in your days, 
A work which ye shall in no wise believe, if 

one declare it unto you. 

42 And as they went out, they besought that these 
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words might be spokea to them the next sabbath. 
Now when the synagogue broke up, many of the 43 
Jews and of the devout proselytes followed Paul 
and Barnabas: who, speakmg to them, urged them 
to continue in the grace of GK>d. 

I MaayMKhmtMi- -^^ ^^ ^^^ sabbath ahuost the whole city was 44 
^^ti«rMd<A« gathered together to hear the word of HJod. But 45 
when the Jews saw the multitudes, they were filled 
with jealousy, and contradicted the tnings which 

s or^foihd. were spoken by Paul, and 'blasphemed. And Paul 46 
and !^ffnabas spake out boldfy, and said. It was 
necessary that the word of God should first be 
spoken to you. Seeing ye thrust it from you, and 
judge yourselves unworthy of eternal life, lo, we 
turn to the Gentiles. For so hath the Lord com- 47 
manded us, w/ying, 

I have set thee for a light of the Gentiles, 
That thou shouldest be for salvation unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. 
And as the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, and 48 
elorified the word of HJod: and as many as were or- 
oained to eternal life believed. And the word of 49 
the Lord was spread abroad throughout all the re- 

g'on. But the Jews urged on the devout women of 50 
mourable estate, and the chief men of the city, 
and stirred up a persecution against Paul and Bar- 
nabas, and cast them out of their borders. But 51 
thev shook oft the dust of their feet against them, 
and came unto Iconium. And the disciples were 52 
filled with joy and with the Holy Ghost. 

And it came to pass in Icomum, that they en- 14 
tered together into the synagogue of the Jews, and 
so spake, that a great multitude both of Jews and 
of Gfreeks believed. But the Jews that were diso- 2 
bedient stirred up the souls of the Gentiles, and 
made them evil affected against the brethren. Long 8 
time therefore they tarriea there speaking boldly in 
the Lord, which bare witness unto the word of his 
grace, granting signs and wonders to be done by 
their hands. But the multitude of the city was di- 4 
vided; and part held with the Jews, and part with 
the apostles. And when there was made an onset 5 
both of the Gentiles and of the Jews with their 
rulers, to entreat them shamefully, and to stone 
them, they became aware of it, and fled unto the 6 
cities of Lycaonia, Lystra and Derbe, and the re- 
gion round about: and there they preached the 7 
gospel. 
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8 And at Lystra there sat a certain man, impotent 
in his feet, a cripple from his mother's womb, who 

9 never had walked. The same heard Paul speak- 
ing: who, fastening his eyes upon him, and seeing 

10 that he had faith to be ^de whole* said with a i or,MM«i 
loud voice. Stand upright on thy feet. And he 

11 leaped up and walked. And when the multitudes 
saw what Paul had done, they lifted up their voice, 
saying in the speech of Lycaonia, The gods are 

12 come down to us in the likeness of men. And they 
called Barnabas, "Jupiter; and Paul, 'Mercury, be-^^'-ff*"- 

13 cause he was the chief speaker. And the priest of '* ""^ 
•Jupiter whose temple was before the city, brought 

oxen and garlands imto the ^tes, and would have 

14 done sacrmce with the multitudes. But when the 
apostles, Barnabas and Paul, heard of it, they rent 
their garments, and sprang forth among the multi- 

15 tude, crymg out and saying. Sirs, why do ye these 
things? We also are men of like passions with4 0r, 
you, and bring you good tidings, that ye should 
turn from these vain things unto the living God, 
who made the heaven and the earth and the sea, and 

16 all that in them is: who in the generations gone by 
suffered all the nations to walk m their own ways. 

17 And yet he left not himself without witness, in that 
he did good, and gave you from heaven rains and 
fruitful seasons, filling your hearts with food and 

18 gladness. And with these sayings scarce restrained 
they the multitudes from doing sacrifice unto them. 

19 But there came Jews thither from Antioch and 
Iconium : and having persuaded the multitudes, they 
stoned Paul, and dragged him out of the city, sup- 

20 posing that he was dead. But as the disciples stood 
round about him, he rose up, and entered into the 
city: and on the morrow he went forth with Barnabas 

21 to Derbe. And when they had preached the gospel 
to that city, and had made many disciples, they re- 
turned to Lystra, and to Iconium, and to Antioch, 

22 confirming the souls of the disciples, exhorting them 
. to continue in the faith, and that through many 

tribulations we must enter into the kingdom of God. 

23 And when they had appointed for them elders in 
every church, and had prayed with fasting, they 
commended them to the Lord, on whom they had 

24 believed. And they passed through Pisidia, and 

25 came to Pamphylia. And when they had spoken

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the word in Perga, they went down to Attalia; and 2S 
thence they sailed to Antioch, from whence they 
had been committed to the grace of God for the 
work which they liad fulfilled. And when they 27 
were come, and nad ^thered the church together, 
they rehearsed ail thmgs that God had done with 
them, and how that he had opened a door of faith 
imto the Gentiles. And they tarried no little time 28 
with the disciples. 

And certain men came down from Judsea and 15 
taught the brethren, sayirw^ Except ye be circum- 
cised after the custom of Moses, ye cannot be saved. 
And when Paul and Barnabas luid no small dissen- 2 
sion and questioning with them,^A« brethren appoint- 
ed that Paul and Baroabas, and certahi other of them, 
should go up to Jerusalem unto the apostles and el- 
ders aTOUt this question. They therefore, being 3 
brought on theur wayby the church, passed through 
both Phoenicia and Samaria, declaring the conver- 
sion of the Ctentiles : and they caused great joy unto 
all the brethr^i. And when they were come to Jc- 4 
rusalem, they were received of tiie church and the 
apostles and the elders, and they rehearsed all things 
that God had done with them. But thefe rose up 5 
certain of the sect of the Pharisees who believed, 
saying, It is needful to circumcise them, and to charge 
them to keep the law of Moses. 

And the apostles and the elders were gathered to- 6 
gether to consider of this matter. And when there 7 
had been much questioning, Peter rose up, and said 
unto them, 
' SHi,/'^ **''' Brethren, ye know how that *a good while ago 
God made choice among you, that by my mouth the 
Gentiles should hear the word of the gospel, and be- 
lieve. And God, which knoweth the heart, bare 8 
them witness, giving them the Holy Ghost, even as 
he did unto us; and he made no distinction between 9 
us and them, cleansing their hearts by faith. Now 10 
therefore why tempt ye God, that ye should put a 
yoke upon the neck of the disciples, which neither 
our fathers nor we werd able to bear? But we be- 11 
lieve that we shall be saved through the grace of the 
Lord Jesus, in like manner as they. 

And all the multitude kept silence ; and they 12 
hearkened unto Barnabas and Paul rehearsing what 
signs and wonders God had wrought among the Gen- 
tiles by them. And after they h£Ml held their peace, 13 
James answered, saying, 
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14 Brethren, hearken unto me : Symeon hath re- 
hearsed how first God did visit the Gentiles, to take 

15 out of them a people for his name. And to thm 
agree the words of the prophets; as it is written, 

16 After these things 1 will return, 

And I will build again the tabernacle of David, 

which is fallen; 
And I will build again the ruins thereof, 
And I will set it up: 

17 That the residue of men may seek after the 

Lord, 
And all the Gentiles, upon whom my name is 

called, 1 Or ^jfg ^j^^ ^^^ 

18 Saith the Lord, *whomaketh these things known S^gJ*"*^"*" 

from the beginning of the world*. 

19 Wherefore my judgement is, tiiat we trouble not 
them which from among the Gentiles tarn to €k)d; 

20 but that we ^rite unto them, that they abstain from s or,«V0««<Am 
the pollutions of idols, and from fornication, and 

21 from what is strangled, and from blood. For Moses 
from generations of old hath in every city them 
that preach him, being read in the synagogues ev- 
erysabbath. 

22 Then it seemed good to the apostles and the el- 
ders, with the whole church, to choose men out of 
their company, and send them to Antioch with Paul 
and Barnabas; namely, Judas called Barsabbas, and 

23 Silas, chief men among the brethren : and they wrote 
thvs by them, The apostles and the elder brethrenf 
unto tne brethren which are of the Gentiles in An- 

24tioch and Syria and Cilicia, greeting: Forasmuch jg^,,^_ 
as we have heard that certain 'which went out from ttoritie. " 
us have troubled you with words, subverting your 

35 souls ; to whom we gave no commandment ; it 
seemed good unto us, having come to one accord, 
to choose out men and send them unto you with 

26 our beloved Barnabas and Paul, men that have hasB- 
arded their lives for the name of our Lord Jesus 

27 Christ. We have sent therefore Judas and Silas, 
who themselves also shall tell you the same things 

38 by word of mouth. For it seemed good to the Holy 

Gfhost, and to us, to lay upon you no greater burden 

29 than these necessary things; that ye abstain from

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things sacrificed to idols, and from blood» and from 
things strangled, and from fornication; from which 
if ye keep yourselves, it shall be well with you. 
Fare ye well. 

So they, when the^ were dismissed, came down 80 
to Antioch; and having gathered the multitude to- 
gether, they delivered the epistle. And when they 31 
1 Or, MiertaMeik Eod read it, they rejoiced for the 'consolation. And 82 
•i Or, tmfoiud Judas and Silas, bem^ themselves also prophets, ^3x- 
horted the brethren with many words, and conflnned 
s Some ueient Ml- them. And after they had spent some time there, 33 
"»«^""* *"•'*' they were dismissed in peace firom the brethren unto 
7JrT SbT^ those that had sent them forth'. But Paul and Bar- 35 
' Sr^ofriS lUihas tarried in Antioch, teaching and preaching 
the word of the Lord, with many others also. 

And after some days Paul said unto Barnabas, 86 
Let us return now and visit the brethren in every 
city wherein we proclaimed the word of the Lord, 
and see how they fare. And Barnabas was minded 37 
to take with them John also, who was called Mark. 
But Paul thought not good to take with them him 38 
who withdrew from them from Pamphylia,and went 
not with them to the work. And there arose a sharp 89 
contention, so that they parted asunder one from the 
other, and Barnabas took Mark with him, and sailed 
away unto Cyprus; but Paul chose Silas, and went 40 
forth, being commended by the brethren to the grace 
of the Lord. And he went through Syria and Ci- 41 
Ucia, confirming the churches. 

And he came also to Derbe and to Lystra: and 16 
behold, a certain disciple was there, named Timothy, 
the son of a Jewess which believed; but his father 
was a Greek. The same was well reported of bythe 2 
brethren that were at Lystra and Iconium. Him 3 
would Paul have to go forth with him; and he took 
and circumcised him because of the Jews that were 
in those parts : for they all knew that his father was 
a Greek. And as they went on their way through 4 
the cities, they delivered them the decrees for to 
keep, which liad been ordained of the apostles and 
elders that were at Jerusalem. So the churches 6 
were strengthened in the faith, and increased in 
number daily. 

And they went through the region of Phrygia 6 
and Galatia, having been forbidden of the Holy 
Ghost to speak the word in Asia; and when they 7 
were come over against M^sia, they assayed to go 
into Bithynia; and the Spint of Jesus suffered them 
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8 not ; and passing by Mysia, they came down to Troas. 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul in the night; There 
was a man of Macedonia standing, beseeching him, 

. and saying, Come over into Macedonia, and help us. 

10 And when he had seen the vision, straightway we 
sought to go forth into Macedonia, concluding that 
God had called us for to preach the gospel unto 
them. 

11 Setting sail therefore from Troas, we made a 
straight course to Samothrace, and the day f ollow- 

12 ing to Neapolis; and from thence to Philippi, which 
is a city of Macedonia, the first of the district, a 
Boman colony: and we were in this city tarrying 

ISc^rtoiB days. And on the sabbath day we went 
forth without the gate by a river side, where we 
supposed there was a place of prayer; and we sat 
down, and spake unto the women which were come 

14 together. And a certain woman named Lydia, a 
seller of pmple, of the city of Thyatira, one that 
worshipped God, heard us; whose heart the Lord 
opened, to give heed unto the things which were 

15 spoken by Faul. And when she was baptized, and 
her household, she besought us, saying, If ye have 
judged me to be faithful to the Lord, come mto my 
house, and abide Wiere, And she constrained us. 

16 And it came to pass, as we were going to the place 

of prayer, that a certain maid having *a spirit of ^ F^iiJii. ^"'' 
divination met us, which brought her masters much 

17 gain by soothsaying. The same following after Paul 
and us cried out, saying, These men are Servants of aor.fc 
Xhsi Most High God, which proclaim unto you thesor.a 

18 way of salvation. And this she did for many days. 
But Paul, being sore troubled, turned and said to the 
spirit, I charge thee in the name of Jesus Christ to 
come out of her. And it came out that very hour. 

19 But when her masters saw that the hope of their 
gain was *gone, they laid hold on Paul and Silas, and 4 Gr. « 
dragged them into the marketplace before the rulers, 

20 and when they had brought them unto the *magis- ^G'j 
trates^ they said. These men, being Jews, do exceed- 

21 ingly trouble our city, and set forth customs which 
it IS not lawful for us to receive, or to observe, being 

22 Romans. And the multitude rose up together against 
them: and the ^magistrates rent their garments off 

23 them, and commanded to beat them with rods. And 
when they had laid many stripes upon them, they 
cast them into prison, charging the jailor to keep 

24 them safely: who, having received such a chareje, 
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cast them into the inner priBon, and made their feet 
fast in the stocks. But about midnight Paul and 86 
Bilas were praying and singing hymns unto God» 
and the prisoners were listening to them; and sud- 26 
denly there was a great earthquaj^e, so that the f oun- 
d^ons of the prison-house were shaken : and imme- 
diately all the doors were opened; and eveiy one's 
hands were loosed. And the Jailor being roused out 27 
of sleep, and seeing the prison doors open, drew his 
sword, and was about to kill himself, supposing that 
the prisoners had escaped. But Paul cried with a 28 
loua voice, saying, Do thyself no harm: for we are 
all here. And he called for li^ts, and sprang in, 29 
and, trembling for fear, fell down before Paul and 
Silas, and brought them out, and said. Sirs, what 80 
must I do to be saved? And they said. Believe on 81 
the Lord Jesus, and thou shalt be saved, thou and 
thy house. And they spake the word of 'the Lord 32 
unto him, with all that were in his house. And he 83 
took them the same hour of the night, and washed 
their stripes; and was baptized, he and all his, im- 
mediately. And he brought them up into his house, 34 
and set ^eat before them, and rejoiced greatly, with 
*^ all his house, "having believed in God. 

But when it was day, the hnagistrates sent the 35 
'Serjeants, saying, Let those men go. And the jailor 36 
reported the words to Paul, saying. The ^magistrates 
have sent to let you go: now therefore come forth, 
and go In peace. But Paul said unto them. They 37 
have beaten us publicly, uncondemned, men that are 
Romans, and have cast us into prison; and do they 
now cast us out privily ? nay verily ; but let them come 
themselves and bring us out. iuid the 'serjeants re- 38 
ported these words unto the ^magistrates: and they 
feared, when they heard that they were Romans; 
and they came and besought them; and when they 39 
had brought them out, they asked Uiem to go away 
from the city. And they went out of the prison, and 40 
entered into the hovse <?/'Lydia: and when they had 

6 0r,teJkorf«i seen the brethren, they 'comforted them, and de- 

parted. 

Now when they had passed through Amphipolis 17 
and Apollonia, tney came to Thessalonica, where 
was a synagogue of the Jews: and Paul, as his cus- 2 

7 Or, «Mfo tom was, went in unto them, and for three ^sabbath 

days reasoned with them from title scriptures, open-. 3 
ing and alleging, that it behoved the Christ to suffer, 
and to rise agam from the dead; and that this Jesus, 
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whom, mid he, I proclaim unto you, is the Christ. 

4 And some of them were persuaaed, and consorted 
with Paul and Silas; and of the devout Greeks. a 
^at multitude, and of the chief women not a few. 

5 But the Jews, being moved with jealousy, took unto 
them certain vile fellows of the rabble, and gather- 
ing a crowd, set the city on an uproar; and assault- 
ing the house of Jason, they sought to bring them 

6 forth to the people. And when they found them 
not, they dragged Jason and certain brethren before 

the rulers of the city, crying, These that have turned , ^^ ^ inhanted 

7 'the world upside down are come hither also ; whom *artk. 
Jason hath received: and these all act contrary to 

the decrees of Caesar, saying that there is another 

8 kinff, 0716 Jesus. And they troubled the multitude 

ana the rulers of the city, when they heard these ^ . ^^ 

9 things. And when they had taken security from 
Jason and the rest, they let them go. 

10 And the brethren immediately sent away Paul 
and Silas by night unto Bercea: who when they 
were come thither went into the synagogue of the 

11 Jews. Now these were more noble man those in 
Thessalonica, in that they received the word with all 
readiness of mind, examining the scriptures daily, 

12 whether these things were so. Many of them there- 
fore believed; also of the Greek women of honour- 

18 able estate, and of men, not a few. But when the 
Jews of Thessalonica had knowledge that the word 
of Qod was proclaimed of Paul at Beroea also, they 
came thither likewise, stirring up and troubling the 

14 multitudes. And then immediately the breuir^n 
sent forth Paul to go as far as to the sea: and Silas 

15 and Timothy abode there still. But they that con- 
ducted Paul brought him as far as Athens: and re- 
ceiviQg a commandment unto Silas and Timothy 
that they should come to him with all speed, they 
departed.. 

16 Now while Paul waited for them at Athens, his 
spirit was provoked within him, as he beheld the 

17 city full of idols. So he reasoned in the synagogue 
with the Jews and the devout persons, and in the 

18 marketplace every day with them that met him. And 
certain also of the Epicurean and Stoic philosophers 
encountered him. And some said. What would this 
babbler say? other some, He seemeth to be a setter 

forth of strange 'gods: because he preached Jesus «Qf-*««"- 

19 and the resurrection. And they took hold of him, !?''*J^..„ 
and brought him "unto the ^Areopagus, saying, May jfirt * ""^ 
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we know whftt this new teaching is, which is spoken 
by thee? For thou biingest certain stranee tilings 20 
to our ears: we would Imow therefore what these 
t&ings mean. (Now all the Athenians and the stran- 31 

* ^^JSlSJ^gers sojourning there ^pent their time in notliing 

else, but either to tell or to hear some new thing.] 
And Paul stood in the midst of the Areopagus, and 22 
said. 
Ye men of Athens, in all things I perceive that ye 

1 Or. fWi^Mw. are somewhat ^perstitious*. For as I passed along, 23 
and observed the objects of your worship, I foimd 
u'nkno PFjtralso an altar with this inscription, *to ax unknown 
^^^- GOD. What therefore ye worsliip in ignorance, tliis 

set I forth unto you. The God that made the world 24 
and aU things therein, he, being Lord of heaven and 

4 0r,MM«iMrui earth, dwelleth not in *temples made with hands; 

neither is he served by men's hands, as though he 25 
needed anything, seeing he himself giveth to aU 
life, and breath, and all things; and he made of one 26 
every nation of men for to dwell on all the face of 
the earth, having determined tJmr appointed sea- 
sons, and the bounds of their habitation; that they 27 
should seek God, if hapl^r they might feel after him, 
and find him, though he is not far from each one of 
us: for in him we live, and move, and have our be- 28 
ing; as certain even of your own poets have said, 
For we are also his offspring. Being then the off- 29 

' SiiJi?* "*** *• spring of God, we ought not to think that nhe God- 
head IS like unto gold, or silver, or stone, ^ven by 

* A°i?u™**"'ii5*^ *°^ device of man. The times of ignorance 30 
iii«Jl to «M». therefore God overlooked; but now he •command- 

-jLiWi-rf ®*^ ^^^ *^** ^^'^y should all everywhere repent: in- 31 
JfO. •"****^ asmuch as he hath appointed a day, in the which he 

8 Gr.iw. will judge 'the world in righteousness 'by 'the man 

9 Or, a mm whom he hath ordained; whereof he haUi given as- 

surance imto all men, in that he hath raised him 
from the dead. 

Now when they heard of the resurrection of the 32 
dead, some mocked; but others said. We will hear 
thee concerning this yet again. Thus Paul went out 33 
from among them. But certain men clave unto 34 
him, and believed: among whom also was Dionysi- 
us the Areopagite, and a woman named Danuuds, 
and others with them. 

After these things he departed from Athens, and 18

2 came to Corinth. And he found a certain Jew named 
Aquila, a man of Pontus by race, lately come from 
Italy, with his wife PriscUla, because Claudius had 
commanded all the Jews to depart from Rome: and 

3 he came unto them ; and because he was of the same 
trade, he abode with them, and they wrought; for 

4 by their trade they were tentmakers. And he rea- 
soned in the synagogue every sabbath, and ^peir-^^i;J^*^'^ 
suaded Jews and Greeks. 

5 But when Silas and Timothy came .down from 
Macedonia, Paul was constrained bv the word, testi- 

6 f ying to the Jews that Jesus was the Christ. And 
when they opposed themselves, and "blasphemed, «or,faiW 
he shook out his raiment, and said unto them. Your 
blood be upon your own heads; I am clean: from 

7 henceforth I will go unto the Gentiles. And he de- 
parted thence, and went into the house of a certain 
man named Titus Justus, one that worshipped God, 

8 whose house joined hard to the synagogue. And 

Crispus, the ruler of the synagogue, "believed in the ' 2;^?*'**^ *** 
Lord with all his house; ana many of the Corin- 

9 thians hearing believed, and were baptized. And the 
Lord said unto Paul in the night by a vision. Be not 

10 afraid, but speak, and hold not thy peace: for I am 
with thee, and no man shall set on thee to harm 

11 thee: for I have much people in this city. And he 
dwelt there a year and six months, teaching the 
word of God among them. 

12 But when Gallio was proconsul of Achaia, the 
Jews with one accord rose up agamst Paul, and 

13 brought him before the judgement-seat, saying, 
This man persuadeth men to worship God contrary 

14 to the law. But when Paul was about to open his 
mouth, Gallio said unto the Jews, K indeed it were 
a matter of wrong or of wicked villany, O ye Jews, 

15 reason would that I should bear with you: but if 
they are questions about words and names and your 
own law, look to it yourselves; I am not minded to 

16 be a judge of these matters. And he drave them 

17 from the judgement-seat. And they all laid hold 
on Soslhenes, the ruler of the synagogue, and beat 
him before the judgement-seat. And Gallio cared 
for none of these thmgs. 

18 And Paul, having tarried after this yet many 
days, took bis leave of the brethren, and sailed 
thence for Syria, and with him Priscilla and Aquila; 
having i^om his head in Cenchrese : for he had a 

19 vow. And they came to Ephesus, and he left them

there: but he hnnself entered into the synago|nie» 
and reasoned with the Jews. And when tbey20 
asked him to abide a loneer time, he ocmsented not; 
hut taldng his leave of mem, and saying, I will le- 21 
turn again unto you, if Qod will, he set sail from 
Ephesus. And when he had landed at Ciesarea, he 22 
went up and saluted the church, and went down to 
Antioch. And haying spent some time there, he de- 88 
parted, and went through the region of Oalatia and 
Fhrygia in order, stablishing all the disciples. 
«iMH«i ^^ ^ certain Jew named Apollos, an Alexan- 84 
mi^r '^""^ drian by race, *a learned man, came to Ephesus; 

and he was mighty in the scriptures. Tins man 25 

*^'i3{!*'*°^had been nnstructed in the way of the Lord; and 
being fervent in sfHrit, he roake and taught careful- 
ly the things concerning Jesus, knowing only the 
baptism of John: and he began to speak boldly in 26 
the synagogue. But when Prisdlla and Aquila 
heard him, mej took him unto them, and expound- 
ed unto him the way of God more carefully. And 27 
when he was minded to pass over into Adaaia, the 

s ^*i^ "**^ brethren encouraged him, and wrote to the disciples 
tiHS^Mek'TSi to receive him: and when he was come, he "helped 



^^ «A. ^®°^ much which had believed through grace: for 28 
^iT*^ ^^ powerfully confuted the Jews, *am that public- 
ly, shewing by the scriptures that Jesus was the 
Christ. 

And it came to pass, that, while Apollos was at 19 
Corinth, Paul having passed through the upper 
country came to EiMiesus,and found certain dis- 
ciples: and he said unto them. Did ye receive the 2 
6 Or (km <• a jibb ^^^^ Qhost whcu yc believed ? And they said unto 
&A^ *^ him, Nay, we did not so much as hear whether Hhe 

Holy Ghost was given. And he said, Into what 3 
then were ye baptiized? And they said, Into John's 
baptism. And Paul said, John baptized with the 4 
baptism of repentance, saying imto the people, that 
they should believe on him which should come 
after him, that is, on Jesus. And when they heard 5 
this, they were baptized into the name of the Lord 
Jesus. And when Paul had laid his hands upon 6 
them, the Holy Ghost came on them; and they 
spake with tongues, and prophesied. And they 7 
were in all about twelve men. 

And he entered into the synagogue, and spake 8 
boldly for the space of three months, reasoning and 
persuading a« to the things concerning the kingdom 
of God. But when some were hardened and disobe- 9 
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dient, speaking evil of the "Way before the mtilti- 
tttde, he departed from them, and separated the 
disciples, reasoning daily in the school of Tyrannua 

10 And this continu^ for the space of two years; so 
that all they which dwelt in Asia heard the word 

llof the Lord, both Jews and Greeks. And God 
wrought specif ^miracles by the hands of Paul:ior.^ 

12 insomuch that unto the sick were carried away 
from his body handkerchiefs or aprons, and the 
diseases departed from them, and the evil spirits 

13 went out. But certain also of the strolling Jews, 
exorcists, took upon them to name over them which 
had the evil spirits the name of the Lord Jesus, 
saying, I adjure you by Jesus whom Paul preach- 

14 eth. And there were seven sons of one Sceva, a 

15 Jew, a chief priest, which did- this. And the evil 
spirit answered and said unto them, Jesus I "know, 9 0r,f^ 

16 and Paul I know; but who are ye? And the man 
In whom the evil spirit was leaped on them, and 
mastered both of them, and prevailed against them, 
so that they fled out of that house naked and 

17 wounded. And this became known to all, both 
Jews and Greeks, that dwelt at Ephesus; and fear 
fell upon them all, and the name of the Lord Jesus 

18 was magnified. Many also of them that had be- 
lieved came, confessing, and declaring their deeds. 

19 And not a few of them that practised 'curious arts s or,* 
brought their books together, and bmned them in 
the sight of all: and they counted the price of them, 

20 and found it fifty lliousand pieces of silver. So 
mightily grew the word of the Lord and ^vailed. 

21 Now after these things were ended, Paul pur- 
posed in the spirit, when he had passed through 
Macedonia and Achaia, to go to Jerusalem, saying, 
After I have been there, 1 must also see Home. 

22 And having sent into Macedonia two of them that 
ministered unto him, Timothy and Erastus, he him- 
self stayed in Asia for a while. 

23 And about that time there arose no small stir con- 

24 ceming the Way. For a certain man named De- 
metrius, a silversmith, which made silver shrines of 
^Diana, brought no little business unto the crafts- 4 Gr.^rcemu. 

25 men; whom he gathered together, with the work- 
men of like occupation, and said. Sirs, ye know that 

26 by this business we have our wealth. And ye see 
and hear, that not alone at Ephesus, but almost 
throughout all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and 
turned away mudi people, saying that they be no 
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gods, which are made with hands: and not only is 07 
there danger that this our trade come into dis- 
repute; but also that the temple of the great god- 
dess 'Diana be made of no account, and that she 
... ,_,^,.^ diould even be deposed from her magnificence, 
s Grju imiMud ^^q^ ^jj ^Ij^ gj^^ %qj^q worfd worsMppeth. And 28 

when they heard this, they were filled with wrath, 
and cried out, sabring, Great is 'Diana of the Eph&- 
sians. And the city was filled with the confusion: 29 
and they rushed with one accord into the theatre, 
having seized Gains and Aristarchus, men of Mace- 
donia, Paul's companions in travel. And when Paul 80 
was minded to enter in imto the people, the disciples 

8 Gr. Ammrtia, suffcrcd him uot And certain also of the 'diief 81 
officers of Asia* being his friends, sent unto him, 
and besought him not to adventure himself into the 
theatre. Some therefore cried one thing, and some 82 
another: for the assembly was in confusion; and 

4 0r, jwtMiMy the more part knew not wherefore tJiey were come 
Siilf'Sii: together. ♦And they brought Alexander out of the 83 
<<«> multitude, the Jews putting him forward. And 

Alexander beckoned with the hand, and would have 
made a defence imto the people. But when they 84 
perceived that he was a Jew, all with one voice 
about the space of two hours cried out, Great is 
'Diana of the Ephesians. And when the townclerk 85 
had quieted the multitude, he saith. Ye men of 
Ephesus, what man is there who knoweth not how 
that the city of the Ephesians is temple-keeper of 
the great 'Diana, and of the image which fell down 

t(hr,k*0ttn. from * Jupiter? Seeing then that these things can>86 
not be gainsaid, ye ought to be quiet, and to do 
nothing rash. For ye have brought hither these 37 
men, wiiich are neither robbers of temples nor blas- 
phemers of our goddess. If therefore Demetrius, 88 
^^ ^ Of. ^^^ ^^® craftsmen that are with him, have a matter 
r^ ayi art j^gj^jjjg|. ^^y jj^jj^ 6^^ couTts are Open, and there are 

proconsuls: let them accuse one another. But if 39 
ye seek anything about other matters, it shall be 

7or,aeetued<ifru,t scttlcd in thc rcgular assembly. For indeed we are 40 
^ceming <Att in danger to be 'accused concerning this day's riot, 
' there being no cause for it: and as touching it we 

shall not be able to give account of this concourse. 
And when he had thus spoken, he dismissed the as- 41 
sembly.

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20 -^^^ A^f ^6 uproar was ceased, Paul having 
, sent for the disciples and exhorted them, took leave 

of them, and departed for to go into Macedonia. 
2 And when he had gone through those parts, and 

had given them much exhortation, he came into 
8 Greece. And when he had spent three months 

there, and a plot was laid against him by the Jews, 

as he was about to set sail for Syria, he determined 

4 to return through Macedonia. And there accom-iMany ««««..-„. 
panied him *a8 fiir as Asia Sopater of Beroea, ^ son $J™*1^°'* *• 
of Pyrrhus; and of the Thessalonians, Aristarchus *^"* "*• 
and Secundus; and Gains of Derbe, and Timothy; 

5 and of Asia, Ty<^^<^^^ ^^^ Trophimus. But these sMaaruideDtsa. 
"had gone before, and were waiting for us at Troas. SSSf S«« ^ 

6 And we sailed away from Philippi after the days ^^'^• 
of unleavened bread, and came unto them to Troas 

in five days; where we tarried seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the weeK, when we 
were gathered together to break bread, Paul dis- 
coursed with them, intending to depart on the mor> 
row; and prolonged his spNeech until midnight 

8 And there were many lights in the upper chamber, 

9 where we were gathered together. And there sat 
in the window a certain young man named Eutv- 
chus, borne down with deep sleep ; and as Paul dis- 
coursed yet longer, being borne down by his sleep 
he fell down from the third story, and was taken up 

10 dead. And Paul went down, and fell on him, and 
embracing him said. Make ye no ado; for his life is 

11 in him. And when he was gone up, and had bro- 
ken the bread, and eaten, and had talked with them 
a long while, even till break of day, so he departed. 

13 And they brought the lad alive, and were not a lit- 
tle comforted. 

18 But we, going before to the ship, set sail for As- 
sos, there intending to take in Paul: for so had he 

14 appointed, intending himself to go 'by land. And 8 0r,<»/ooiL 
when he met us at Assos, we took him in, and came 

15 to Mitylene. And sailing from thence, we came 
the following day over against Chios; and the next 4 Muy 



day we touched at Samos; and *the day after we KwJjSJilirS 

16 came to Miletus. For Paul had determmed to sail 2>«vyw»». 
past Ephesus, that he might not have to spend time 

in Asia; for he was hastening, if it were possible 
for him, to be at Jerusalem the day of Pentecost. 

17 And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, and called 

18 to him the 'elders of the chiirch. And when they 5 or. 
were come to him, he said unto them. 
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Te yoTurselyes know, from the first day that I net 
foot in Ada, after what manner I was with you all . 
the time, serving the Lord with all lowliness of 19 
mind, and with tears, and with trials which befell 
me by the plots of the Jews : how that I shrank not 96 
from declaring unto you anything that was profita- 
ble, and teachmg you publicly, and from house to 
house, testi^ing both to Jews and to Greeks repent- 21 
1 Manrtaoaaitm. ***^ toward God, and faith toward our Lord .Jesus 
^oritiM omit ^Christ. And now, behold, I go bound in the spirit 22 
*^**^ unto Jerusalem, not knowing the things that shall 

befall me there: save that the Holy Ghost testifieth 23 
unto me in every city, saying that bonds and afflic- 
iOr,ineamparimm ^^^'^ abide mc. But I hold uot my life of any ac- 24 
c/ tueuHpOMng couut, as dcaT imto myself, "so that I may accom- 
MyeMirM. p|igh my course, and the ministry which I received 
from the Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel of the 
grace of Gk)d. And now, behold, I know that ye 25 
all, among whom I went about preaching the king- 
dom, shall see my face no more. Wherefore I tes- 26 
ttfy unto you this day, that I am pure from the 
blood of all men. For I shrank not from declaring 27 
unto you the whole counsel of God. Take heed 28 
unto yourselves, and to all the flock, in the which 
lOr.oMfMtr* the Holy Ghost hath made you 'bishops, to feed 

* «!ST»SlSiai ^e church of *God*, which he ^purchased with his 
Lord. own blood. I know that after my departing griev- 29 

* Or megtUrtd. Q^g wolvcs shall enter in among you, not sparing 

the flock; and from among your own selves shaflSO 
men arise, speaking perverse things, to draw away 
the disciples after them. Wherefore watch ye, re- 81 
membering that by the space of three yeans I ceased 
6 Some udeiitaii. ^^^ ^ admonish every one night and day with tears. 
tboritiMrMdtiu And now I commena you to 'God, and to the word 82 
^*^- of his grace, which is able to build f/ou up, and to 

give pou the inheritance among all them that are 
sanctified. I coveted no man's silver, or gold, or 83 
apparel. Ye yourselves know that these hands min- 84 
istered unto my necessities, and to them that were 
with me. In all things I gave you an example, how 85 
that so labouring ye ought to help the weak, and to 
remember the woras of the Lord Jesus, how he him- 
self said, It is more blessed to give than to receive. 

And when he had thus spoken, he kneeled down, 86 
and prayed with them all. And they all wept sore, 87

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88 and fell on Paul's neck, and kissed liim, sorrowing 

most of all for the word which he had spoken, that 

they should behold his face no more. And they 

brought him on his way unto the ship. 

21 And when it came to pass that we were parted 

from them, and had set sail, we came with a straight 

course imto Cos, and the next day unto Rhodes, and 

2 from thence unto Patara: and haying found a ship 

crossing over imto Phoenicia, we went aboard, and 

8 set sail. And when we had come in sight of Cy- 
prus, leaving it on the left hand, we sailed unto 
Syria, and landed at Tyre: for there the ship was to 

4 unlade her burden. And having found the disci- 
ples, we tarried there seven days: and these said to 
Paul through the Spirit, that he should not set foot 

5 in Jerusalem. And when it came to pass that we had 
accomplished the days, we departed and went on 
our journey; and they all, witli wives and children, 
brought MB on our way, till we were out of the city: 

6 and kneeling down on the beach, we prayed, and 
bade each other farewell; and we went on board 
the ship, but they returned home again. 

7 And when we had finished the voyage from Tyre» 
we arrived at Ptolemais; and we saluted the breth- 

8ren, and abode with them one day. And on the 
morrow we departed, and came unto Cassarea: and 
entering into the house of Philip the evangelist, 
who was one of the seven, we abode with him. 

9 Now this man had four daughters, virgins, which 

10 did prophesy. And as we tarried there *many days*, i or, «>«« 
there came down from Judaea a certain prophet, 

11 named Agabus. And coming to us, and taking 
Paul's fflrale, he boimd his own feet and hands, 
and said. Thus saith the Holy Ghost, So shall the 
Jews at Jerusalem bind the man that owneth this 
girdle, and shall dehver him into the hands of the 

12 Gentiles. And when we heard these things, both 
we and they of that place besought him not to go 

13 up to Jerusalem. Then Paul answered, What do 
ye, weeping and breaking my heart? for I am ready 
not to be m)imd only, but also to die at Jerusalem 

14 for the name of the Lord Jesus. And when he 
would not be persuaded, we ceased, sa3dng. The will 
of the Lord be done. 

15 And after these days we 'took up our bagga^, sor,ma<i«r«a<fy 

16 and went up to Jerusalem. And there went with 

♦ For ** many days" read " some days "— i4i?i. Com. 
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UB also certain of the disciples from OsBsarea, bring- 
ing with them one Mnason of 03rprus, an early disci- 
ple, with whom we should lodge. 

And when we were come to Jerasalem, the breth- 17 
Ten receiyed us gladly. And the day following Paul 18 
went in with us unto James ; and all the elders were 
present. And when he had saluted them, he re- 19 
hearsed one by one the things which Qrod had 
wrought among the Gkntiles by his ministry. And 20 
they, when they heard it, glorified Gkxl; and they 
1 0r. mvriad$. said uuto him. Thou seest, brother, how many *thou- 
sands there are among the Jews of them which haye 
belieyed; and they are all zealous for the law: and 21 
tiiey haye been informed concerning thee, that thoa 
teachest all the Jews which are among tbe Gtentiles 
to forsake Moses, telling them not to circumcise 
their children, neither to walk after the customs. 
What is it therefore? they will certainly hear that 22 
thou art come. Do therefore this that we say to. 23 
thee: We haye four men which haye a yow on 
them; these take, and purify thyself with them, and 24 
be at charges for them, that they ma^ shaye their 
heads: and all shall know that tnere is no truth in 
the things whereof they haye been informed con- 
cerning thee; but that thou thyself also walkest or- 
s Or, ti^td derly. Keeping the law. But as touching the QeBr 25 
JSthJriti " wid ^®* which haye belieyed, we "wrote, giymg judge- 
•ent. ment that they should keep themselyes from thin^ 

8 Or, tookAt nun sacrificcd to idols, and from blood, and from what is 
puJ^n^^'St Strangled, and from fornication. Then Paul took 26 
•«{rA». the men, and the next day purifying himself with 

them went into the temple, declaring the fulfilment 
of the days of purification, imtil the offering was 
offered for eyery one of them. 

And when the seyen days were almost completed, 27 
the Jews from Asia, when they saw him in the tem- 

gle, stirred up all the multitude, and laid hands on 
im, crying out, Men of Israel, help: This is the 28 
man, that teacheth all men eyerywhere against the 
people, and the law, and this place: and moreoyer 
he brought Greeks also into the temple, and hath 
defiled this holy place. For they had before seen 29 
with him in the city Trophimus the Etesian, whom 
they supposed that Paul had brought into the tem- 
ple. And all the city was moyed, and the people ran 30 
together: and they laid hold on Paul, and dragged 
him out of the temple: and straightway the doors 
were shut. And as they were seeking to kill him, 31 
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tidings came up to the "chief captain of the ^band, > or^f^iuarvtrih. 

82 that all Jerusalem was in confusion. And forth- Gr. AiUareki 
with he took soldiers and centurions, and ran down "f tJuSSJ?*^ 
upon them: and they, when they saw the chief cap- 3 or.coAoK 

88 tain and the soldiers, left off beating Paul. Then 
the chief captain came near, and laid hold on him, 
and conmianded him to be bound with two chains; 
and inquired who he was, and what he had done. 

84 And some shouted one thing, some another, among 
the crowd: and when he could not know the certain- 
ty for the uproar, he commanded him to be brought 

85 into the castle. And when he came upon the stams, 
so it was, that he was borne of the soldiers for the 

86 violence of the crowd; for the multitude of the peo- 
ple followed after, crying out, Away with him. 

87 And as Paul was about to be brought into the cas- 
tle, he saith unto the chief captain, May I say some- 
thing unto thee? And he said. Dost thou know 

88 Greek? Art thou not then the Egyptian, which be- 
fore these days stirred up to sedition and led out into 
the wilderness the four thousand men of the Assas- 

89 sins? But Paul said, I am a Jew, of Tarsus in Cilicia, 
a citizen of no mean city: and I beseech thee, give 

40 me leave to speak unto the people. And when he 

had given him leave, Paul, standing on the stairs, 

beckoned with the hand unto the people; and when 

there was made a great silence, he spake imto them 

in the Hebrew language, saying, 

22 Brethren and fathers, hear ye the defence which 

I now make unto you. 
2 And when they neard that he spake unto them in 
the Hebrew language, they were the more quiet: 
and he saith, 

8 I am a Jew, bom in Tarsus of CHicia, but brought 
up in this city, at the feet of Gamaliel, instructed 
according to the strict manner of the law of our 
fathers, being zealous for God, even as ye all are 

4 this day: ana I persecuted this Way unto the death, 
binding and delivering into prisons both men and 

5 women. As also the high priest doth bear me wit- 
ness, and all the estate of the elders: from whom 
also I received letters unto the brethren, and jour- 
neyed to Damascus, to bring them also which were 
there unto Jerusalem in bonds, for to be punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that, as I made my journey, 
and drew nigh unto Damascus, about noon, sud- 
denly there shone from heaven a great light round 

7 about me. And I fell unto the ground, and heard 
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a Tdoe flaying unto me, Saul, Ssol, why peraecntest 
thoa me? Im I answered. Who ait thou. Lend? 8 
And he said onto me, I am Jesus of Nazareth, wliom 
thou persecatest And they tliat were with me he- 9 
held mdeed the hght, hat they heard not the voioe 
of him that spake to me. And I said. What shall 10 
I do, Lord? And the Lord said onto me. Arise, 
and go into Damascus; and there it shall be told 
thee of all things which are appointed for thee to do. 
And when I could not see lor the glory of that 11 
li^t, being led by the hand of them that were with 
me, I came into Damascus. And one Ananias, a 12 
devout man according to the law, well reported of 
by an the Jews that dwelt there, came unto me, and 13 

1 Or nrrririf ■• Standing by me said unto me. Brother Saul, leoeiye 
m^ mmd lookS thy Sight Aud lu that very hour I Hooked up on 
"^^^ him. And he said. The €k)d of our fathers hath ap- 14 
pointed thee to know his will, and to see the Ri^t- 
eous One, and to hear a voice from his mouth. For 15 
thou Shalt be a witness for him unto all men of what 
thou hast seen and heard. And now why taniest 16 
thou? arise, and be baptized, and wash away thy 
fflns, calling on his name. And it came to pass, 17 
that, when I had returned to Jerusalem, and while 
I prayed in the temple, I fell into a trance, and saw 18 
him sayinff unto me, Make haste, and ^t thee quick- 
ly out of Jerusalem: because they will not receive 
of thee testimony concerning me. And I said, 19 
Lord, they themselves know that I imprisoned and 
beat in every synagogue them that believed on thee: 
and when me blood of Stephen thy witness was 20 
shed, I also was standing by, and consenting, and 
keeping the garments of them that slew him. And 21 
he said unto me, Depart: for I will send thee forth 
far hence unto the Cfentilcs. 

And they gave him audience unto this word; and 22 
they lifted up their voice, and said, Away with such 
a lellow from the earth: for it is not fit that he 
should live. And as they cried out, and threw off 23 
their garments, and cast dust Into the air, ti^e chief 24 
captain commanded him to be brought into the cas- 
tle, bidding that he should be examined by scourg- 
ing, that he might know for what cause they so shout- 
ed against him. And when they had tied him up 25 

J or,/w "with the thongs, Paul said unto the centurion that 

stood by. Is it lawful for you to scourge a man that 
is a Roman, and uncondemned ? And when the cen- 26 
turion heard it, he went to the chief captain, and- 
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told him, saying, What aft thou about to do? for 

37 this man is a Roman. And the chief captain came, 

and said unto him, Tell me, art thou a Roman? And 

28 he said, Yea. And the chief captain answered, 
With a great sum obtained I this citizenship. And 

29 Paul said. But I am a Boman bom. They then 
which were about to examine him straightway de- 
parted from him: and the chief captam also was 
afraid, when he knew that he was a Roman, and 
because he had bound him. 

30 But on the morrow, desiring to know the certain- 
ty, wherefore he was accused of the Jews, he loosed 
mm, and commanded the chief priests and all the 
council to come together, and brought Paul down, 

and set him before them. 
23 And Paul, looking stedfastly on the council, 
said. Brethren, I have lived before God in all good 

2 conscience until this day. And the high priest An- 
anias commanded them that stood by him to smite 

8 him on the mouth. Then said Paul imto him, God 
shall smite thee, thou whited wall: and sittest thou 
to judge me according to the law, and conunandest 

4 me to be smitten contrary to the law? And they 
that stood by said, Revilest thou God's high priest? 

6 And Paul said, I wist not, brethren, that he was 
high priest: for it is written, Thou shalt not speak 

6 evil of a ruler of thy people. But when Paul per- 
ceived that the one part were Sadducees, and the 
other Pharisees, he cried out in the coimcil, Breth- 
ren, I am a Pharisee, a son of Pharisees: touchinff 
the hope and resurrection of the dead I am called 

7 in G[uestion. And when he had so said, there arose 
a dissension between the Pharisees and Sadducees: 

8 and the assembly was divided. For the Sadducees 
say that there is no resurrection, neither an^el, nor 

9 spirit: but the Pharisees confess both. And there 
arose a great clamour: and some of the scribes of 
the Pharisees' part stood up, and strove, saying, We 
find no evil in this man: and what if a spirit hath 

10 spoken to him, or an angel? And when there arose 
a great dissension, the chief captain, fearing lest 
Paul should be torn in pieces by them, commanded 
the soldiers to go down and take him by force from 
among Uiem, and bring him into the castle. 

11 And the night following the Lord stood by him, 
and said. Be of good cheer: for as thou hast testified 
concerning me at Jerusalem, so must thou bear wit- 
ness ali^ at Rome. 

16 
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And when it was day, the Jews handed together, 12 
and hound themselves under a curse, saying that 
they would neither eat nor drink till they had 
killed PauL And they were more than tortf which 13 
made this conspiracy. And the^ came to the chief 14 
priests and the elders, and said, We have hound our- 
selves under a great curse, to taste nothing until we 
have killed Paul. Now therefore do ye with the 15 
council signify to the chief captain that he hring 
him down unto you, as though ye would Judge of 
his case more exactly : and we, or ever he come near, 
I Or, hmimf mm» are Teadv to slay him. But Paul's sister's son h»Krd 16 
JLi'ir ^SUk ^* *^^ lying ^ ^^Xt, ^and he came and entered into 
^ the castle, and told Paul. And Paul caUed unto him 17 

one of the centurions, and said. Bring this young 
man unto the chief captain: for he hath something 
to tdl hhn. So he took him, and brought him to 18 
the chief captain, and saith, Paul the prisoner called 
me unto hnn, and asked me to bring this young 
man unto thee, who hath something to say to thee. 
And the chief captain took him by the hand, and 19 
eoing aside asked him privately, What is that thou 
hast to tell me? And he said. The Jews have agreed 20 
to ask thee to bring down Paul to-morrow unto the 
council, as thou^ thou wouldest inquire somewhat 
more exactly concerning him. Do not thou there- 21 
fore yield unto them : for there lie in wait for him of 
them more than forty men, which have bound them- 
selves under a curse, neither to eat nor to drink till 
they have slain him: and now are they ready, look- 
ing for the prmnise from thee. So the chief cap- 23 
tarn let the young man go, (Urging him. Tell no 
man that thou biEist signified these thin^ to me. 
And he called unto him two of tli^ centurions, and 23 
said, Make ready two hundred soldiers to go as far 
as Ceesarea, and horsemen threescore and ten, and 
— spearmen two hundred, at the third hour of the 
ni^ht: and he bade them provide beasts, that they 24 
mi^ht set Paul thereon, and bring him safe unto 
Felix the governor. And he wrote a letter after this 25 
form: 

Claudius Lysiasunto the most excellent governor 26 
Felix, greeting. This man was seized by the Jews, 27 
and was about to be slain of them, when I came 
upon them with the soldiers, and rescued him, 
*!h?r?ti2r omu*"/ having learned that he was a Roman. And desiring 28 
brougidAimtinento fcuow thc causo whereforc they accused him, *I 
ST **' '"'^ brought him down unto their council: whom 129 
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found to be accused about questions of their law, 
but to have nothing laid to his charge worthy of 

80 death or of bonds. And when it was shewn to me 
that there would be a plot against the man* I sent 
him to thee forthwith, chargmg his accusers also to i Mmy 
speak against him before thee. * IrSS*' 

81 So the soldiers, as it was commanded them, took 
Paul, and brought him by night to Antipatris. 

32 But on the morrow they left the horsemen to go 

88 with him, and returned to the castle: and they, 

when they came to Offisarea, and delivered the letter 

to the governor, presented Paul also before Mm. 

84 And when he had read it,he asked of what province he 

was; and when he understood that he was of Cilicia, 

85 1 will hear thy causef , said he, when thine accusers 

also are come: and he commanded him to be kept in 

Herod's 'palace. * ^^- Pf^'tonum 

24 -^^^ ^^^ ^^^ ^1^ ^6 ^g^ priest Ananias came 

down with certain elders, and with an orator, one 

Tertullus; and thev informed the governor against 

2 Paul. And when he was called, Tertullus began to 

accuse him, saying. 

Seeing that by thee we enjoy much peace, and that 

by thy providence evils are corrected for this na- 

8 tion, we accept it in all ways and in all places, most 

4 excellent Pehx, with all thankfulness. But, that I 
be not further tedious unto thee, I intreat thee to 

5 hear us of thy clemency a few words. For we have 
found this man a pestilent fellow, and a mover of 
insurrections among all the Jews throughout »the ' °',iSJ* •"*«*^ 
world, and a ringleader of the sect of the Naza- 4 some ancient aa- 

6renes: who moreover assayed to profane the tem- ^y"^ Jj^JJ 

8 pie: on whom also we laid hold:* from whom thou h<nemdgtd Mm 
wilt be able, by examining him thyself, to take f^^^f's^tal 
knowledge of all these thin^, whereof we accuse J-^^^^*"a^S 

9 him. And the Jews also joined in the charge, ^piSUumee 
affirming that these things were so. ^'j^J ""TSX 

10 And when the governor had beckoned unto him ecommandingMl 
to speak, Paul answered, JJSIa**: **^ 

Forasmuch as I know that thou hast been of many 
years a judge unto this nation, I do cheerfully make 

11 my defence: seeing that thou canst take knowledge, 
that it is not more than twelve days since I went up 

12 to worship at Jerusalem: and neither in the temple

1 or,A«r«if that after the Way which they call Hi sect, so serve 
I the God of our fathers, helievin^ all things which 
are according to the law, and which are written in 
the prophets: having hope toward God, which these 15 

s Or, MMfx also themselves look for, that there shall be a resur- 
rection both of the lust and unjust. Herein do I also 16 
exercise myself to have a consdenoe void of offence 

sor,«MM toward Qod and men alway. Now after 'many 17 

years* I came to bring alms to my nation, and oSer- 

*2cill''''^**^"»g8: ^amidst which they found me purified in the 18 
temple, with no crowd, nor yet with tumult: but 
there were certain Jews from Asia— who ought to 19 
have been here before thee, and to make accusation, 
if they had aught ag^nst me. Or else let these men 20 
themselves say what wrong-doing they f otmd, when 
I stood before the council, except it be for this one 21 
voice, that I cried standing among them. Touching 
the resurrection of the dead I am called in question 
before you this day. 

But Felix, having more exact knowledge concern- 22 
ing the Way, deferred them, saying, When Lysias 
the chief captain shall come down, I will determine 
your matter. And he ^ve order to the centurion 23 
that he should be kept m charge, and should have 
indulgence; and not to forbid any of his friends to 
minister unto him. 
But after certain days, Felix came with Drusilla, 24 

»Gr.A»oiM»wi/«. *his wife, which was a Jewess, and sent for Paul, 
and heard him concerning the faith in Christ Jesus. 

• Or, ^-eontni Aud as ho reasoned of righteousness, and ^temper* 25 
ance, and the judgement to come, Felix was terrified, 
and answered. Go thy way for this time; and when 
I have a convenient season, I will call thee unto me. 
He hoped withal that money would be given him of 26 
Paul: wherefore also he sent for him the oftener, 
and communed with him. But when two years 27 
were fulfilled, Felix was succeeded by Porcius Fes- 
tus; and desiring to gain favour with the Jews, 
Felix left Paul in bon^. 
iYu'i!^ Festus therefore, 'having come into the province, 25 
after three days went up to Jerusalem from Cses- 
area. And the chief priests and the principal men 2

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of the Jews infonned him against Paul; and they 

3 besought hun, asking favour against him, that he 
would send for him to Jerusalem ; laying wait* to kill 

4 him on the way. Howbeit Festus answered, that 
Paul was kept in charge at Csesarea, and that he 

5 himself was about to depart thither shortly. Let them 
therefore, saith he, which are of power among you, 
go down with me, and if there is anything amiss in 
&e man, let them accuse him. 

6 And when he had tarried among them not more 
than eight or ten days, he went down unto CsBsarea; 
and on the morrow he sat on the judgement-seat, and 

7 commanded Paul to be brought, ioid when he was 
come, the Jews which had come down from Jerusa- 
lem stood roimd about him, bringing against him 
many and grievous charges, which they could not 

8 prove; whfle Paul said in his defence. Neither 
against the law of the Jews, nor against the temple, 

9 nor against Csesar, have I sinned at all. But Festus, 
desirmg to gain favour with the Jews, answered 
Paul, and said. Wilt thou go up to Jenusalem, and 

10 there be judged of these things before me? But 
Paul said, I am standing before Caesar's judgement- 
seat, where I ought to be judged: to the Jews have 
I done no wrong, as thou also very well knowest. 

11 If then I am a wrong-doer, and have conunitted any 
thing worthy of death, I refuse not to die: but if 

none of those things is true, whereof these accuse , Gr.yr«i« m« h 
me, no man can *give me up unto them. I appeal ■j^'' •.-•"** "® 

12 unto Csesar. Then Festus, when he had conferred ^"* " 
with the council, answered, Thou hast appealed unto 
Caesar: unto Caesar shalt thou go. 

13 Now when certain days were passed, Agrippa the 

king and Bemice arrived at Caesarea, "and saluted' 2' **^"'''*^ 

14 Festus. And as they tarried there many di^s, Fes- 
tus laid Paul's case before the king, saying, There is 

15 a certain man left a prisoner by Felix : about whom, 
when I was at Jerusalem, the chief priests and the 
elders of tiie Jews informed me, asking for sentence 

16 against him. To whom I answered, that it is not 
the custom of the Romans to give up any man, be- 
fore that the accused have the accusers face to face, 
and have had opportunity to make his defence con- 

17 ceming the matter laid against him. When there- 
fore they were come together here, I made no delay, 
but on the next day sat down on the judgement-seat,

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and commanded the man to be bronght. Concern- 18 
ing whom, when the accusers stood up, they brought 
no charge of such evil things as I supposed; but 19 

1 Or, nptrttitum had Certain questions against him of their own 're- 
li^on, and of one Jesus, who was dead, whom Paul 
affirmed to be aliye. And I, being perplexed how 20 
to inquire concerning these things, asked whether 
he would go to Jerusalem, and there be Judged of 
these matters. But when Paul had appealed to be 21 

t at.tktAmgm^ut. kept for the decision of the emperor, I conmianded 

him to be kept till I should send Mm to Csesar. And 22 

8 or,Mf wuuiv Agrippa aaid unto Festus, I also 'could wish to hear 
the man myself. To-morrow, saith he, thou shalt 
hear him. 

So on the morrow, when Agrippa was come, and 23 
Bemice, with great pomp, and they were entered 
into the place of hearing, with the chief captains, 
and the principal men of the city, at the command 
of Festus Paul was brought in. And Festus saith, 24 
King Agrippa, and all men which are here present 
with us, ye behold this man, about whom all the 
multitude of the Jews made suit to me, both at Je- 
rusalem and here, crying that he ought not to live 
any longer. But I found that he had committed 25 
nothing worthy of death: and as he himself appealed 
to the emperor I determined to send him. Of whom 26 
I have no certain thing to write unto my lord. 
Wherefore I have brought him forth before you, 
and specially before thee, king Agrippa, that, after 
examination had, I may have somewnat to write. 
For it seemeth to me unreasonable, in sending a 27 
prisoner, not withal to signify the charges against 
nim. 

And Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art permitted 26 
to speak for thyself. Then Paul stretched forth his 
hand, and maae his defence: 
I think myself happy, king Agrippa, that I am to 2 

I Or, betauM tkou make my defence before thee this day touching all 
^etpeeiaify «»- the thiugs whcrcof I am accused by the Jews: *es- 3 
pecially because thou art expert in all customs and 
questions which are among the Jews: wherefore I 
beseech thee to hear me patiently. My manner of 4 
life then from my youth up, which was from the 
beginning among mine own nation, and at Jerusa- 
lem, know all the Jews; having knowledge of me 5 
from the first, if they be willing to testify, how that 
after the straitest sect of our religion I lived a Phar- 
isee. And now I stand here to be judged for the 6 
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hope of the promise made of God unto our fathers; 

7 unto "Which, promm our twelve tribes, earnestly serv- 
ing God night and day, hope to attain. And con- 
ceminjBf this hope I am accused by the Jews, O king ! 

8 Why is it judged incredible with you, if God doth 

9 raise the dead? I verily thought with myself, that 
I ought to do many thin^ contrary to the name of 

10 Jesus of Nazareth. Ana this I also did in Jerusa- 
lem: and I both shut up many of the saints in pris- 
ons, having received authority from the chief priests, 
and when they were put to death, I gave my vote 

11 against them. And punishing them oftentimes in 
afl the synagogues, I strove to make them blaspheme ; 
and bemg exceedingly mad against them, 1 perse- 

12 cuted them even unto foreign cities. 'Whereupon * ^^ "*** "^ 
as I journeyed to Damascus with the authority and 

13 commission of the chief priests, at midday, O king, 
I saw on the way a light from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun, shining round about me and 

14 them that journeyed with me. And when we were 
all fallen to the earth, I heard a voice saying imto 
me in the Hebrew language, Saul, Saul, why perse- 
cutest thou me? it is hard for thee to kick against 

15 *the goad. And I said, Who art thou. Lord? And*GT,g$a», 
the Lord said, I am Jesus whom thou persecutes! 

16 But arise, and stand upon thy feet: for to this end 

have I appeared unto thee, to appoint thee a minis- * uuy aneiHit 
ter and a witness both of the things •wherein thou SfcJ'oSl TSJ 
hast seen me, and of the things wnerein I will ap- •««. 

17 pear unto thee; delivering thee from the people, and 

18 from the Gentiles, unto whom I send thee, to open 

their eyes, Hhat they may turn firom darkness toiot.ittmmamm 
light, and from the power of Satan unto God, that 
they may receive remission of sins and an inherit- 
ance among them that are sanctified by faith in me. 

19 Wherefore, O king Agrippa, I was not disobedient 

20 unto the heavenly vision: but declared both to them 
of Damascus first, and at Jerusalem, and throughout 
all the country of Judsea, and also to the Gentiles, 
that they should repent and turn to €k>d, doing 

21 works worthy of *repentance. For this cause the * 2i^ "'"^ 
Jews seized me in the temple, and assayed to kill 

23 me. Having therefore obtained the help that is 
from God, I stand unto this day testifying both to 
small and great, saying nothing out what the proph- 

23ets and Moses did say should come; "how that the'oIf;«urt«r 
Christ 'must suffer, and 'how that he first by the 7 or' « ni^ «• 
resurrection of the dead, should proclaim light both «Sr«"«v 
to the people and to the Gentiles. 
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And as he thus made his defence, Festus saith 24 
with a loud voice, Paul, thou art mad; thy much 
learning doth turn thee to madness. But Paul saiHi, 2d 
I am not mad, most excellent Festus; but speak 
forth words of truth and soberness. For the kin^ 26 
knoweth of these things, unto whom also I speak 
freely: for I am persuaded that none of these thin^ 
is hidden from Imn; for this hath not been done m 
a comer. King Agrippa, believest thou the prophets? 27 
I know that thou believest. And Agrippa mid unto 28 
Paul, With but* little persuasion thou wouldest fiun 
make me a Christian. And Paul mid, I would to 20 
God, that whether with littlef or with much, not thou 
oidy, but also all that hear me this day, mi^t be- 
come such as I am, except these bonds. 

And the king rose up, and the governor, and Ber- 30 
nice, and they that sat with them: and when they 81 
had withdrawn, they spake one to another, saying, 
This man doeth nothing worthy of death or of 
bonds. And Agrippa said unto Festus, This man 32 
might have been set at liberty, if he had not appealed 
unto CsBsar. 

And when it was determined that we should sail 27 
for Italy, they delivered Paul and certain other 
prisoners to a centurion named Julius, of the Augus- 

1 ot,9oUH, tan 'band. And embarking in a ship of Adramyt- 2 
tium, which was about to sail unto the places on the 
coast of Asia, we put to sea, Aristarchus, a Macedo- 
nian of Thessalomca, being with us. And the next 3 
day we touched at Sidon: and Julius treated Paul 
kindlv, and gave him leave to go unto his friends 

* SiJ**''^ ^*^ and Tefresh himself. And putting to sea from 4 
thence, we sailed under the lee of Cyprus, because 
the winds were contrary. And when we had sailed 5 
across the sea which is off Cilicia and Pamphylia, 
we came to Myra, a dty of Lycia. And there the 6 
centurion found a ship of Alexandria sailing for 
Italy; and he put us tilierein. And when we had 7 
sailed slowly many days, and were come with diffl- 

'JiSlS^***' culty over against Gnidus, the wind not *further suf- 
fering us, we sailed imder the lee of Crete, over 
against Salmone; and with difficulty coasting along 8 
it we came unto a certain place called Fair Havens; 
Digh whereunto was the city of Lasea. 
And when much time was spent, and the voyage 9

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was now dangerous, because the Fast was now al- 
io ready gone by, Paul admonished them, and said unto 
them, Sirs, I perceive that the voyage will be with 
injury and much loss, not only of tiie lading and the 

11 ship, but also of our lives. But the centurion save 
more heed to the master and to the owner of the 
ship, than to those things which were spoken by 

12 Paul. And because the haven was not commodious 
to winter in, the more part advised to put to sea from 
thence, if by any means thev could reach Phoenix, 

and winter there; which is a Iiaven of Crete, looki^ i or. i^wn a« 
18 *north-east and south-east. And when the south S?"SlSi'"3^ 
wind blew softly, supposing that they had obtained i»»rtk-»«tt wimi, 
their purpose, they weired anchor and sailed along 

14 Crete, close in shore. But after no long time there 
beat down from it a tempestuous wind, which is 

15 called Euraquilo: and when the ship was caught, 
and could not face the wind, we gave way to it, and 

16 were driven. And running under the lee of a small 

island called 'Cauda, we were able, with difficulty, aaS^Huiir^rMd 

17 to secure the boat : and when they had hoisted it up, ^•**- 
they used helps, imder-girding the ship ; and, fearing 

lest they should be cast upon the Syrtis, they low- 

18 ered the gear, and so were driven. And as we la- 
boured exceedingly with the storm, the next day 

19 they began to throw the freight overboard; and the 
tMra day they cast out with their own hands the 

20 Hackling of the ship. And when neither sun nor s or./wmth*. 
stars shone upon vs for many days, and no small 
tempest lay on tts, all hope that we should be saved 

21 was now taken away. And when they had been 
long without food, then Paul stood forth in the 
mi&t of them, and said. Sirs, ye should have heark- 
ened unto me, and not have set sail from Crete, and 

22 have gotten this injury and loss. And now I exhort 
you to be of good cheer: for there shall be no loss 

23 of life among ^ou, but arUy of the ship. For there 
stood by me tms night an angel of the God whose I 

24 am, whom also I serve, saying. Fear not, Paul; thou 
must stand before Cassar: and lo, Gk>d hath granted 

26 thee all them that sail with thee. Wherefore, sirs, 
be of good cheer: for I believe God, that it shall be 

26 even so as it hath been spoken unto me. Howbeit 
we must be cast upon a certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night was come, as we 
were driven to and fro in the sea of Adria, about 
midnight the sailors surmised that they were draw- 

28 ing near to some country; and they sounded, and 
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found twenty fathoms: and after a little space, they 
sounded again, and found fifteen fathoms. And 29 
f earine lest haply we should be cast ashore on rocky 
ground, they let go four anchors frcHn the stem, and 
! oe,pr0ftd > wished for the day. And as the sailors were seek- 30 
ing to flee out of the ship, and had lowered the boat 
into the sea, under colour as though they would lay 
out anchors from the f oreship, Paul said to the cen- 81 
turion and to the soldiers, Except these abide ui the 
ship, ye cannot be saved. Then the soldiers cut 82 
away the ropes of the boat, and let her fall off. 
And while the day was coming on, Paul besought 88 
them all to take some food, saying. This day is the 
fourteenth day that ye wait and continue fasting, 
having taken nothing. Wherefore I beseech you to 34 
take some food: for this is for your safety: for 
there shall not a hahr perish from the head of any 
of you. And when he had said this, and had taken 35 
bread, he gave thanks to God m the presence of all: 
and he hrSke it, and began to eat. Then were they 36 
* ^"h'riu """JS *^ ^^ S<>od cheer, and themselves also took food. 
^J £JSi* And we were in all in the ship Hwo himdred three- 37 
and^^ MatM* g^Q^g ^ud slxtceu souls. And when they had eaten 88 
enough, they lightened the ship, throwing out the 
wheat into the sea. And when it was day, they 39 
knew not the land: but they perceived a certain 

3 Some anctoot bay wlth a beach, and they took counsel whether 
"/n^'S? S$ ^ey could -drive the ship upon it. And casting off 40 
«a/e to Aon. thc auchors, they left them in the sea, at the same 

time loosing the bands of the rudders; and hoisting 
up the foresail to the wind, they made for the beach. 
But lighting upon a place where two seas met, they 41 
ran the vessel aground; and the f oreship struck and 
remained unmoveable, but the stem began to break 
up by the violence of the toams. And the soldiers' 42 
coimsel was to kill the prisoners, lest any of them 
should swim out, and escape. But the centurion, 43 
desiring to save Paul, stayed them from their pur- 
pose; and commanded that they which could swim 
should cast themselves overboard, and get first to 
the land: and the rest, some on planks, and some 44 
on other things from the ship. Aad so it came to 
pass, that they all escaped safe to the land. 

4 Some ancirat ^^^ whcu wc wcrc escajpcd, then we knew that 28 
authoritiM rmd the Islaud was called ^Melita. And the barbarians 2 
ifduene. ghcwed US no common kindness: for they kindled a

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fire, and received us all, because of the present rain, 

3 and because of the cold. But when Paul had gath- 
ered a bundle of sticks, and laid them on the fire, a 

viper came out 'by reason of the heat, and fastened i or,/T«»(A« i«a< 

4 on his hand. And when the barbarians saw the 
heast hanging from his hand, they said one to 
another, No ooubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped from the sea, yet Justice 

5 hath not suffered to live. Howbeit he shook off the 

6 beast into the fire, and took no harm. But they ex- 
pected that he would have swollen, or fallen down 
dead suddenly : but when they were long in expecta- 
tion, and beheld nothing amiss come to him, they 
changed their minds, ana said that he was a god. 

7 Now in the neighbourhood of that place were lands 
belonging to the chief man of the islsmd, named Pub- 
Uus; who received us, and entertained us three days 

8 courteously. And it was so, that the father of Pub- 
lius lay sick of fever and dysentery: unto whom 
Paid entered in, and prayed, and laying his hands 

9 on him healed Mm. And when this was done, the 
rest also which had diseases in the island came, and 

10 were cured: who also honoured us with many hon- 
ours ; and when we sailed, they put on board such 
things as we needed. 

11 And after three months we set sail in a ship of 
Alexandria, which had wintered in the island, whose 

12 sign was "The Twin Brothers. And touching atsGr.iKomiH. 

13 Syracuse, we tarried there three days. And from ^ ^^^ ^^^^^ 
thence we 'made a circuit, and arrived at Rhegium: aaSoriti^'U^ 
and after one day a south wind sprang up, and on •^ **"• 

14 the second day we came to Puteoli : where we found 
brethren, and were intreated to tarry with them 

15 seven days: and so we came to Rome. And from 
thence the brethren, when they heard of us, came to 
meet us as far as The Market of Appius, and The 
Three Taverns: whom when Paul saw, he thanked ^g^^^^^,^^^^ 
God, and took courage. thoritiea tnMrt 

16 And when we entered into Rome, *Paul was SJeSyo?^ 
suffered to abide by himself with the soldier that T^'*^,^*JT 

gUaraed mm. nan guard: tut 

17 And it came to pass, that after three days he called 

together "those that were the chief of the Jews: and *^^^;2^ 
when they were come together, he said unto them, 
I, brethren, though I had done nothing against the 
people, or the customs of our fathers, yet was de- 
livered prisoner from Jerusalem into the hands of 

18 the Romans; who, when they had examined me. 
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desired to set me at liberty, because there was no 

cause of death in me. But when the Jews spake 19 

against it, I was constrained to appeal imto Ceesar; 

1 Or, edi /r yni ^o* that I had aught to accuse my nation of. For 20 

tojnvmdtoiftak tMs causc therefore did I 4ntreat you to see and to 

'" speak with im : for because of the hope of Israel I 

am bound with this chain. And they said unto him, 21 
We neither received letters from Judffia concerning 
thee, nor did any of the brethren come hither and 
report or speak any harm of thee. But we desire to 22 
hear of thee what thou thiokest: for as concerning 
this sect, it is known to us that eveiywhere it is 
spoken against. 

And when tiiey had api>ointed him a day, they 23 
came to him into his looging in great number; to 
whom he expounded the maUer, testifying the king- 
dom of God, and persuading them concerning Jesus, 
both from the law of Moses and from the prophets, 
from morning till evening. And some believed the 24 
things which were spoken, and some disbelieved. 
Ana when they agreed not among themselves, they 25 
departed, after t&t Paul had spoken one word, 
9or,tk»mgk Well spakc the Holy Ghost *by Isaiah the prophet 

unto your fathers, saying, 26 

Go thou imto this people, and say. 
By hearing ye shall hear, and shall in no wise 

understand; 
And seeing ye shall see, and shall in no wise 

perceive: 
For this people's heart is waxed gross, 27 

And their ears are dull of hearing. 
And their eyes they have closed; 
Lest haply they should perceive with their eyes, 
And hear with their ears. 
And understand with their heart,

yet. 9» And when Bc it fcuowu thcrcfore unto you, that this salvation 28

SSKrt*.^*^ And he abode two whole years in his own hired 30 
"SLig **^S!2 dwelling, and received all that went in unto him, 
**'•••• preaching the kingdom of God, and teaching the 81 

things concerning the Lord Jesus Christ wim all 
boldness, none forbidding him. 
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1 Paul, a 'servant of Jesus Christ, called to be eon or. 

2 apostle, separated unto the gospel of God, which he 
promised afore *by his prophets in the holy script- »or,<ii 

8 ures, concerning his Son, who was bom of the seed 
4 of David according to the flesh, who was declared sQr.dtterminMi. 
to be the Son of God *with power, according to the 4 0r,i*» 
spirit of holiness, by the resurrection of the dead; 
6 even Jesus Christ our Lord, through whom we re- 
ceived grace and apostleship, unto obedience *of 6 or,to <*«/««* 
faith among all the nations, for his name's sake : 

6 among whom are ye also, called to be Jesus Christ's: 

7 to all that are in Rome, beloved of God, called to be 
saints: Grace to you and peace from God our Fa- 
ther and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through Jesus Christ for 

. you all, •that your faith is proclaimed throughout <or,». 

For God is my witness, whom I 
serve in my spirit in the gospel of his Son, how un- 
ceasingly I make mention of you, always in my

impart unto you some spintual mft, to the end ye 

12 may be- established; that is, that 1 with you may be

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the gospel to you also that are in Rome. For I am 16 
not ashamed of the gospel: for it is the power of 
God mito salvation to every one that believeth ; to 
the Jew first, and also to Uie Greek. For therein is 17 

iQr.fitm, revealed a righteousness of God ^by faith* unto 
faith: as it is written, But the righteous shall live

But I say to the unmarried and to widows, It is 8 
ffood for them if they abide even as I. But if they 9 
have not continency, let them marry: for it is bet- 
ter to marry than to bum. But unto the married 1 10 
give charge, yea not I, but the Lord, That the wife 
eport not from her husband (but and if she depart, 11 
let her remain unmarried, or else be reconciled to 
her husband); and that the husband leave not his 
wife. But to the rest say I, not the Lord: K any 13 
brother hath an unbelieving wife, and she is content 
to dwell with him, let him not leave her. And the 13 
woman which hath an unbelieving husband, and 
he is content to dwell with her, let her not leave her 
husband. For the unbelieving husband is sancti- 14 
fied in the wife, and the unbekeving wife is sancti- 
fled in the brother: else were your children unclean; 
but now are they holy. Yet if the unbelieving de- 15 
parteth, let him dei)art: the brother or the sister is 
not under bondage in such eases: but Qod hath call- 
!h3K!'2d\2: ed »us in peace. For how knowest thou, O wife, 16 
whether thou shalt save thy husband? or how know- 
est thou, O husband, whether thou shalt save thy 
wife? Only, as the Lord hath distributed to eadfi 17 
man, as Gk>a hath called each, so let him walk. And 
so ordain I in all the churches. Was any man called 18 
bein^ circumcised? let him not become uncircum- 
ciseo. Hath any been called in uncircumcision? let 
him not be circumcised. Circumcision is nothing, 19 
and uncircumcision is nothing; but the keeping of 
the commandments of God. Let each man abide 20 
in that calling wherein he was called. Wast thou 21

I thank €k>d, I speak with 18 
tongues more than vou all: howbeit in the church 19 
I had rather speak five words with my understand- 
ing, that I might instruct others also, than ten thou- 
sand words in a tongue. 

Brethren, be not children in mind : howbeit in 80 
malice be ye babes, but in mind be *men. In the 21 
law it is written. By men of strange tongues and 
by the lips of strangers will I speak unto this peo- 
ple ; and not even thus will they hear me, saith 
the Lord. Wherefore tongues are for a sign, not 23 
to them that believe, but to the unbelieving : but 
prophesying w for a siffn, not to the unbelieving, 
but to them that believe. If therefore the whole 23 
church be assembled together, and all speak with 
tonnes, and there come in men unlearned or unbe- 
lieving, will they not say that ye are mad? But if 24 
all prophesy, and there come in one imbelleving or 
imleamed, he is ''reproved by all, he is judged by 
all; the secrets of his heart are made manifest; and 25 
so he will fall down on his face and wor^p €k)d, 
declaring that God is ^among you indeed. 

What is it then, brethren? When ye come to- 36 
^ther, each one hath a psalm, hath a teaching, 
hath a revelation, hath a tongue, hath an interpre- 
tation. Let all things be done unto edifying. If 27 
any man speaketh in a tongue, let it be hj two, or at 
the most three, and that in turn; and let one inter-

may be manifested in our body. For we which live 11 
are alway delivered unto death for Jesus' sake, that 
the life also of Jesus mav be manifested in our mor- 
tal flesh. So then death worketh in us, but life in 12 
you. But having the same spirit of faith, accord- 13 
mg to that which is written, I believed, and there- 
fore did I speak ; we also believe, and therefore 

• Bom* MidMit^^^ '^^ speak; knowing that he which raised up 14 
"thoriue. omit Hhe Lord Jesus shall raise up us also with Jesus, 

and shall present us with you. For aU thin^ are 15 
for your sakes, that the grace, being multiplied 

TOr.iUmort. through ''the many, may cause the thanksgiving to 
abound unto the glory of God. 

Wherefore we faint not; but though our outward 16 
man is decaying, yet our inward man is renewed 
day by day. For our light auction, which is for 17 
the moment, worketh for us more and more exceed- 
ingly an eternal weight of glory; while we look not 18 
at the things which are seen, but at the thiags which 
are not seen : for the things which are seen are tem- 
poral; but the things whidi are not seen are eternal 

8 Or, MUffram* For wc kuow that if the earthly house of our *tab- 5 
emacle be dissolved, we have a building from God, 
a house not made with hands, eternal, m the heav- 
ens. For veriljr in this we groan, longing to be 2 
clothed upon with our habitation whidi is from 
heaven: if so be that being clothed we shall not be 3 

" 25e/*^**rtJ*"'" ^^^^*^ naked. For indeed we that are in this Haber- 4 
K«m/«/'iift« JJ!nacle do groan, "being burdened; not for that we 
b!^c&!Tu^^ would be unclothed, but that we would be clothed 
upon, that what is mortal may be swallowed up of 
life. Now he that wrought us for this very thing 5 
is God, who gave unto us the earnest of the Spirit. 
Being therefore always of good courage, and know- 6 
ing that, whilst we are at home in the body, we are 
absent from the Lord (for we walk by f aitii, not by 7 
^'^sight); we are of good courage, I say, and are will- 8 
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ing rather to be absent from the body, and to be at 
9 home with the Lord. Wherefore also we ^make it i Qr.mnambUiotu. 
our aim, whether at home or absent, to be well- 

10 pleasing imto him. For we must all be made mani- 
fest before the judgement-seat of Christ; that each 

one may receive the things done ^m the body, ac- 9 Gr. thmtgh. 
cording to what he hath done, whether it be good 
or bad. 

11 Knowing therefore ttie fear of the Lord, we per- 
suade men, but we are made manifest imto Grod; 
and I hope that we are made manifest also in your 

12 consciences. We are not again conmiending our- 
selves unto you, but speak as giving you occasion 
of glorying on our behalf, that ye may have where- 
wim to answer them that gloiy in appearance, and 

13 not in heart. For whether we ^are beside ourselves, a or, ««« 
it is unto God; or whether we are of sober mind, 

14 it is unto you. For the love of Christ constraineth 
us; because we thus judge, tJiat one died for all, 

15 therefore all died; and he died for all, that they 
which live should no longer live unto themselves, 
but unto him who for their sakes died and rose 

16 again. Wherefore we henceforth know no man 
Mter the flesh: even though we have known Christ 
after the flesh, yet now we know him so no more. 

17 Wherefore if any man is m Christ, Vte is a new*^'^?^^""'" 
creature: the old things are passed away; behold, 

18 they are become new. But all things are of God, 
who reconciled us to himself through Christ, and 

19 gave unto us the ministry of reconcihation; to wit, 
that God was in Christ reconciling the world unto 
himself, not reckoning unto them their trespasses, 

and having ^conmiitted unto us the word of TecoiL-6 0r,phc«dinvt 
ciliation. 

20 We are ambassadors therefore on behalf of Christ, 
as tiiough God were intreating by us: we beseech 
you on behalf of Christ, be ye reconciled to God. 

21 Him who knew no sin he made ^ ^ sin on our 
behalf; that we might become the righteousness of 

6 God in him. And working together with him we 
intreat also that ye receive not the grace of God in 
2 vain (for he saith. 

At an acceptable time I hearkened unto thee, 
And in a dav of salvation did I succour thee: 
behold, now is the accei)table time; behold, now is 
8 the day of salvation): giving no occasion of stiun- 
bling m any thing, that our ministration be not 
4 blamed; but in every thing commending ourselves, 
20 
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as ministers of Qod, in much patience, in afflictions, 
in necessities, in distresses, in stripes, in imprison- 5 
ments, in tumults, in labours, in watchings, m fast- 
ings; in pureness, in knowledge, in longsufferin^, 6 
' 2i%55jS- M» kindness, in the »Holy Ghost, in love unfeigned, 
••'•ktobook. in the word of truth, in the power of Qod; *by the 7 
far.iinajpi armouT of righteousness on the right hand and on 

the left, by glory and dishonour, by evil report and 8 
good report ; as deceivers, and yet true ; as unknown, 9 
and yet well known; as dying, and behold, we live; 
as chastened, and not killed; as sorrowful, ^et al- 10 
way rejoicing ; as poor, yet making many nch; as 
having nothine, and yet possessing all thin^. 

Our mouth is open unto you, O Corinthians, our 11 
heart is enlarged. Ye are not straitened in us, but 12 
ye are straitened in your own affections. Now for a 13 
recompense in like kind (I speak as unto my chil- 
dren), be ye also enlarged. 

Be not unequally yoked with unbelievers: for 14 
what fellowship have righteousness and iniquity? 
or what communion hath li^ht with darkness? 
zQr.Bdiae, And what concord hath Chnst with 'Belial? or 15 

what portion hath a believer with an unbeliever ? 
4 0r,MiMiMry And what agreement hath a ^mple of God with 16 
idols? for we are a Hemple of the living God; even 
as God said, I will dwell in them, and walk in 
them; and I will be their God, and they shall be 
my people. Wherefore 17 

Come ye otrt from among them, and be ye 
separate, 
saith the Lord, 

And touch no unclean thing; 
And I will receive you. 

And will be to you a Father, 18 

And ye shall be to me sons and daughters, 
saith the Lord Almighty. Having therefore these 7 
promises, beloved, let us cleanse ourselves from aU 
defilement of flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness in 
the fear of God. 
* ^'wi ^"^ "Open your hearts to us: we wronged no man, we 2 
comiptea no man, we took advantage of no man. I 3 
say it not to condemn you: for I Imve said before, 
that ye are in our hearts to die together and live to- 
gether. Great is my boldness of speech toward you, 4 
great is roy glorying on your behalf : I am filled with 
comfort, I overflow with joy in all our affliction. 

For even when we were come into Macedonia, our 5 
flesh had no relief, but toe were afflicted on every 
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6 side ; without toere flghtmgs, within toere fears. Nev- 
ertheless he that comf orteth the lowly, even God, 

7 comforted us by the ^coming of Titus; and not by i Gr. 
his ^coming only, but also by the comf ort wherewith 
he was comforted in you, while he told us your long- 
iafy your mourning, your zeal for me; so that I re- 

8 joiced yet more. For though I made you sorry with 

my epistle, I do not regret it, though* I did regret; ,so„e sclent «- 
'for I see that that epistle made you sorry, though thoHtie. omit 

9 but for a season. Now I rejoice, not that ye were •^'** 
made sorry, but that ye were made sorry unto re- 
pentance : for ye were made sorry after a godly 

10 sort, that ye might suffer loss by us m nothing. For 

godly sorrow worketh repentance Hmto salvation, ' Si*j£j m!^ 
a repentance which bringeth no regret: but the sor- •<* » f*/^ 

11 row of the world worketh death. For behold, this 
selfsame thing, that ye were made sorry after a god- 
ly sort, what earnest care it wrought in you, yea, 
what clearing of yourselves, yea, what inmgnation, 
yea, what fear, yea, what longing, yea, what zeal, yea, 
what avenging! In every thing ye approved your- 

12 selves to be pure in the matter. ^ altiioush I wrote 
unto jovl,! wrote not for his cause that did the wrong, 
nor for his cause that suffered the wrong, but that 
your earnest care for us might be made manifest 

13 unto you in the sight of (Jod. Therefore we have 
been comforted: and in our comfort we joyed the 
more exceedingly for the joy of Titus, because his 

14 spirit hath been refreshed by you all. For if in any 
thing I have gloried to him on your behalf, I was 
not put to shame; but as we spake all things to you 
in truth, so our glorying also, which I made before 

15 Titus, was found to be truth. And his inward af- 
fection is more abundantly toward you, whilst he re- 
membereth the obedience of you all, how with fear 

16 and trembling ye received him. I rejoice that in 
every thing I am of good courage concerning you. 

8 Moreover, brethren, we make known to you the 
grace of Ckxl which hath been given m the churches 

2 of Macedonia; how that in much proof of affliction 
the abimdance of their joy and their deep poverty 

8 abounded unto the riches of their ^liberality. For4Gr. 
according to their power, I bear witness, yea and be- 
yond their power, tliey go/w of their own accord, be- 

4 seeching us with much intreaty in regard of this 

* For "I do Dot regret it. though" etc. read "I do not regret it. 
though I did regret it (for I see that that epistle made you sorry, 
though bat for a season), I now r^oioe " etc— Am. Com. 
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grace and the fellowship in the ministeriiig to the 
saints: and Uiis, not as we had hoped, but first they 5 
gave Uieir own selves to the Lord, and to us by the 
will of Grod. Insomuch that we e^orted Titus, that 6 
as he had made a beginning before, so he would also 
complete in you this prace also. But as ye abound 7 
in every thing, in faith, and utterance, and knowl- 
' tCritSSli ^ ®^^» *°^ *** *" earnestness, and in ^your love to us, 
kmiopom. «M that ye abound in this grace also. I speak not by 8 
way of commandment, but as proving tnrough the 
earnestness of others the sincerity also of your love. 
For ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 9 
that, though he was rich, yet for your sakes he be- 
came poor, that ve through hiB poverty might be- 
come rich. And herein I give my judgement: for 10 
this is expedient for you, who were tne first to make 
a beginnmg a year ago, not onlv to do, but also to 
will. But now complete the doing also; that as 11 
tkere was the readiness to will, so there may be the 
completion also out of your ability. For if the read- 13 
iness is there, it is acceptable according as a man 
hath, not according as he hath not. For I say not 18 
this, that others may be eased, and ye distressed : but 14 
by equality; your abundance being a supply at this 
present time for their want, that their abundance 
also may become a supply for your want; that there 
may be equality: as it is written. He that gathered 1^ 
much had nothmg over; and he that galhered little 
had no lack. 

But thanks be to God, which putteth the same 16 
earnest care for you into the heart of Titus. For in- 17 
deed he accepted our exhortation; but bein^ him- 
self very earnest, he went forth unto you of his own 
accord. And we have sent together with him the 18 
brother whose praise in the gospel is spread through 
all the churches; and not only so, but who was also 19 
appointed hy the churches to travel with us in t?ie 
moMer of this grace, which is ministered by us to the 
glory of the Lord, and to shew our readiness: avoid- 20 
mg this, that any man should blame us in the mat- 
ter of this bounty which is ministered by us: for we 21 
take thought for things honourable, not only in the 
sight of the Lord, but also in the sight of men. And 22 
we have sent with them our brother, whom we have 
manv times proved earnest in many things, but now 
much more earnest, by reason of the great confidence 
which he hath in you. Whether any irvquire about 23 
Titus, he is my partner and my fellow-worker to you- 
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ward; or our l^rethren, f^ a/re the ^messengers of iGr.a 
24 the churches, tTiey a/re the glorv of Christ. «Shew 8<>r,»fw !«<*««- 
ye therefore unto them m the face of the churches :7'm rm/'bl 
the proof of your love, and of our glorying on your *«'/«»"««» Mm. 
behalf. 

9 For as touching the ministering to the saints, it is 

2 superfluous for me to write to you: fori know your 
readiness, of which I glory on your behalf to them of 
Macedonia, that Aclmia hath been prepared for a s or, tmOatim of 
year past ; and ^our zeal hath stirred up *very many r«* 

3 of them. But I have sent the brethren, that our *«'•«*• "*"^«^- 
fflorying on your behalf may not be made void in 

this respect ; that, even as I said, ye may be prepared : 

4 lest by any means, if there come with me any of 
Macedonia, and find you unprepared, we (that we 
say not, ye) should be put to shame in this confidence. 

5 1 thought it necessary therefore to intreat the breth- 
ren, that they would go before unto you, and make 
up beforehand your afore-promised ^bounty, that the 6 gt. lUtting. 
same might be ready, as a matter of boxmty, and not 

of •extortion. • Op, amtoamu^ 

6 But this I say. He that soweth sparingly shall reap 

also sparingly ; and he that soweth ''bountifully shall i gt. mtkiumngt. 

7 reap also 'ni)ountifully. Let each man da according 

as he hath purposed in his heart; not ^grudgingly, 8Gr.«/«»w». 
or of necessity: for God loveth a cheerful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all grace abound unto you; 
that ye, having always all sufficiency in everything, 

9 may abound unto every good work: as it is written, 

He hath scattered abroad, he hath given to the 

poor; 
His righteousness abideth for ever. 

10 And he that supplieth seed to the sower and bread 
for food, shall supply and multiply your seed for 
sowing, and increase the fruits of your righteous- 

11 ness: ye being enriched in everything unto all 'lib-sGr.wivtoMi.. 
eraUty, which worketh through us thanksgiving to 

12 God. For the ministration of this service not only 
fllleth up the measure of the wants of the saints, 
but aboundeth also through many thanksgivings 

13 unto Gk)d; seeing that through the proving of you 
by this ministration they glorify God for the obe- 
dience of your confession unto the gospel of Christ, 
and for the 'liberality of yov/r contribution unto them 

14 and unto all; while they tjiemselves also, with sup- 
plication on your behalf, lon^ after you by reason of 

15 the exceeding grace of God m you. Thanks be to 
God for his unspeakable gift. 
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Now I Paul myself intreat you by the meekness 10 
and gentleness of Christ, I who in your presence 
am lowly among you, but being absent am of good 
courage toward you: yea, I beseech you, that I may 2 
not when present shew courage with the confidence 
wherewith I count to be bold against some, which 
count of us as if we walked according to the flesh. 
For though we walk in the flesh, we do not war ac- 3 
cording to the flesh (for the weapons of our warfare 4 
are not of the flesh, but mighty before God to the 
I Or, rtatoningt Cdstlug dowu of stroug holdS); castiug down Umag- 5 
inations, and every birthing that is exalted against 
the knowledge of God, and bringing every thought 
into captivity to the obedience of Christ; and bemg 6 
in rea<uness to avenge all disobedience, when your 

* %^ ^^"' obedience shall be fulfilled. « Ye look at the things 7 

that are before your face. If sniy man trusteth m 
himself that he is Christ's, let him consider this 
again with himself, that, even as he is Christ's, so 
also are we. For though I should glory somewhat 8 
abundantly concerning our authority (which the 
Lord gave for building you up, and not for casting 
you down), I shall not be put to shame: that I may 9 
not seem as if I would terrify you by my letters. 
For, His letters, they say, are weighty and strong; 10 
but his bodily presence is weak, and his speech of 
no account. Let such a one reckon this, that, what 11 
we are in word by letters when we are absent, such 
8 Gr. to judge our- o/Te we also lu dccd whcu we are present. For we 12 
S'jSiJTSSSfcS are not bold Ho number or compare ourselves with 
««<*• certain of them that commend themselves: but they 

themselves, measuring themselves by themselves, and 
comparing themselves with themselves, are without 
understanding. But we will not glory beyond our 13 

* SSwiiSS^'" Di^asure* l>ut according to the measure of the*prov- 

ince which God apportioned to us as a measure, to 
reach even unto you. For we stretch not ourselves 14 
overmuch, as though we reached not unto you: for 

* toioSr' we *came even as far as unto you in the gospel of 

Christ: not glorying beyond our measure, that is, in 15 
other men's labours; but having hope that, as your 
faith groweth, we shall be magnified in you accord- 
ing to our*province unto further abundance, so fus 16 
to preach the gospel even unto the parts beyond 
you, and not to glory in another's ^province in re- 
gard of things ready to' our hand. But he that 17 
glorieth, let hun glory in the Lord. For not he that 18 
commendeth himself is approved, but whom the 
Lord commendeth. 
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1 1 Would that ye could bear with me in a little fool- , q^ ^^ ^^^^^^ 

2 ishness: ^nay indeed bear with me. For I am jeal- ' do'bearwukmr 
ous over you with *a godly jealousy : for I espoused « ^« /eotoiMy of 
you to one husband, that I might present you as 

3 a pure virgin to Christ. But 1 fear, lest by any 
means, as the serpent beguiled Eve in his craftiness, 

your ^minds should be corrupted from the simplicity s Gr.a«ii^. 

4 and the purity that is toward Christ. For If he that 
Cometh preacheth another Jesus, whom we did not 

§ reach, or if ye receive a different spirit, which ye 
id not receive, or a different gospel, which ye (fid 

5 not accept, ye do well to bear with him. For I reck- 
on, that I am not a whit behind *the very chief est * SSJ^JSaST**' 

6 apostles. But though I be rude in speech, yet am I 
not in knowledge ; nay, in every thing we have made 

7 it manifest among all men to you- ward. Or did I 
commit a sin in abasing myself that ye might be 
exalted, because I preached to you the gospel of Qod 

8 for nought? I robbed other churches, taking wages 

9 of them that I might minister unto you; and when I 
was present with you and was in want, I was not a 
burden on any man; for the brethren, when tihiey 
came from Macedonia, supplied the measure of my 
want; and in every thing I kept myself from being 

10 burdensome unto you, and so will I keep myself aS 
the truth of Christ is in me, no man shall stop me of 

11 this glorying in the regions of Achaia. Wberefore? 

12 because 1 love you not? Qod knoweth. But what 

I do, that I will do, that I may cut off "^occasion from ' ^iJl^**'"**^ 
them which desire an occasion; that wherein they 

13 glory, they may be found even as we. For such men 
are false apostles, deceitful workers,fashioning them- 

14 selves into apostles of Christ. And no marvel; for 
even Satan f ashioneth himself into an angel of light 

15 It is no great thing therefore if his minieters also 
fashion themselves as ministers of righteousness; 
whose end shall be according to their works. 

16 I say again. Let no man think me foolish; but if 
ye do, yet as foolish receive me, that I also may 

17 glory a little. That which I speak, I speak not after 
tne Lord, but as in foolishness, in this confidence of 

18 glorying. Seeing that many ^lory after the flesh, I 

19 will glory also. For ye bear with the foolish gladly, 
30 bein§ wise yoursehes. For ye bear witii a man, if 

he bringeth you into bondage, if he devoureth vou, if 
he taketh you captive, if he exalteth himself, if he 
21 smiteth you on the face. I speak by way of disparage- 
ment, as though we had been weak. Y et whereinso- 
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ever any is bold (I speak in foolishness), I am bold 
also. Are they Hebrews? so am I. Are they Is- 23 
raelites? so am I. Are they the seed of Abraham? 
so am I. Are they ministers of Christ? (I speak as 23 
one beside himself) I more; in labours more abun> 
dantly, in prisons more abmidantly, in stripes above 
measure, in deaths oft. Of the Jews five times re- 24 
ceived I forty stripes save one. Thrice was I beaten 25 
with rods, once was I stoned, thrice I suffered ship- 
wreck, a night and a day have I been in the deep ; in 26 
ioumeyings often, in perils of rivers, in perils of rob- 

1 Gr.fwafc hers, in perils from my ^countrymen, in perils from 

the Gentiles, in perils in the city, in perils in the wil- 
derness, in x)erils in the sea, in x)erils among false 
brethren; in labour and travail, in watchings often, 27 

' 2* *^«A*/ '^ hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in cold and 
m3'o^,'Bui<u nakedness. 'Beside those things that are without, 28 
^iJ^I^JlH tli©'^ is <*ia^ which presseth upon me daily, anxiety 

for all the churches. Who is weak, and I am not 29 
weak? who is made to stumble, and I bum not? If 80 
I must needs glory, I will glory of the things that 
concern my weakness. The God and Father of the 31 

tQt.m^Atmgm, Lord Jcsus, he who is blessed *for evermore, know- 

eth that I lie not. In Damascus the governor im- 32 
der Aretas the king guarded the city of the Dama- 
scenes, in order to take me: and through a window 83 
was I let down in a basket by the wall, and escaped 

4 SooM ancient mi- hls hauds. 

^i^^Ti^^ *I must needs glory, though it is not expedient; 12 
22^*^ /«•« but I will come to visions and revelations of the Lord. 

I know a man in Christ, fourteen years ago (whether 2 
in the body, I know not ; or whether out of the body, 
I know not; €k)d knoweth), such a one caught up 
even to the third heaven. And I know such' a man 8 
(whether in the body, or apart from the body, I know 
not; God knoweth), how that he was caught up into 4 
Paradise, and heard unspeakable words, whirfi it is 
not lawful for a man to utter. On behalf of such a 5 
one will I gjlory : but on mine own behalf I will not 
glory, save in «iy weaknesses. For if I should desire 6 
to glory, I shall not be foolish; for I shall speak the 
truth : but I forbear, lest any man should account of 
me above that which he seeth me to he, or heareth 
from me. And by reason of the exceeding greatness 7 
of the revelations — wherefore*, that I should not be

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exalted ovennuch, there was given to me a 'thorn in i or, dait 
the flesh, a messenger of Satan to buffet me, that I

9 part from me. And he hath said unto me, My grace 
is sufficient for thee: for my power is made perfect 
in weakness. Most gladly therefore will I rather 

glory in my weaknesses, that the strength of Christ , o, «^^^ q, 
10 may *rest upon me. Wherefore I take pleasure in •p^25**^<rtewi 

weaknesses, in injuries, in necessities, in persecu- "««^ «••»■«*• 

tions, in distresses, for Christ's sake: for when I am 

weak, then am I strong. 
11 I am become foolish: ye compelled me; for I 

ought to have been commended of you : for in 

notnlng was I behind the veiy chief est apostles, * ^SifSiiSir**' 
13 though I am nothing. Truly the signs of an apos- 

tie were wrought among jrou in all patience, by 

13 signs and wonders and %iighty works. For what 4 Gr. ^owm. 
*s there wherein ye were made inferior to the rest 

of the churches, except it be that I myself was not 
a burden to you? forgive me this wrong. 

14 Behold, this is the third time I am ready to come 
to you ; and I will not be a burden to you : for I seek 
not vours, but you : for the children ought not to lay 
up for the parents, but the parents for the children. 

15 AxLd I will most gladly spend and be 'spent for your s ot.tpemma, 
souls. If I love you more abundantly, am I loved 

16 the less? But be it so, I did not myself burden you ; 

17 but, being crafty, I caught you with guile. Did I 
take advantage of you by any one of them whom I 

18 have sent unto you? I exhorted Titus, and I sent 
the brother with him. Did Titus take any advantage 
of you? walked we not by the same Spuit? waXked 
we not in the same steps? 

19 'Ye think all this time that we are excusing our- * Ji J*^ *'*••• 
selves unto you. In the sight of Gk)d speak we in 

Christ. But all things, beloved, a/re for your edif y- 

20 ing. For I fear, lest by any means, when I come, 
I should find you not such as I would, and should 
myself be found of you such as ye would not; lest 
by any means there mould he strife, jealousy, wraths, 
factions, backbitinss, whisperings, swellings, 'tu-7 0r,«i«o«i«t 

21 mults; lest, when I come again, my God should 
humble me before you, and I should mourn for 
many of them that have sinned heretofore, and re- 
pented not of the uncleanness and fornication and 
lasciviousness which they committed. 
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This is the third time I am coining to you. At the 13 
mouth of two witnesses or three sSui every word be 

1 or,fjmimif established. I have said 'beforehand, and I do say 3 

« Or. oi •/ / mf* 'beforehand, 'as when I was present the second time, 
tiiarffSHa^ 80 now, being absent, to them that have sinned here- 
im^mmmbmmt toforc, and to all the rest, that, if I come again, I 

will not spare; seeing that ye seek a proof of Christ 3 
that speaketh in me; who to you-ward is not weak, 
but is powerful in you : for he was crucified through 4 
«d«t ^®*^®88, yet he hveth through the power of Gk5, 

ihSLtmdJS. For we also are weak Hn him, but we shall live with 

him through the power of (Jod toward you. Try 5 
your own selves, whether ye be in the faith; prove 
your own selves. Or know ye not as to your own 
selves, that Jesus Christ is in you? unless indeed ye 
be reprobate. But I hope that ye shall know that we 6 
are not reprobate.

6 I marvel that ye are so quickly removing from him 
that called you m the grace of Christ unto a different » 

7 gospel; wmch is not another gospel : only* there are 

some that trouble you, and would pervert the gospel , g^^^^ ^^^^ 

8 of Christ. But though we, or an angel from heaven, aathoritiw omit 
should preach ^unto you any gospel •other than that - '^ **~* 
which we preached unto you, let him be anathema. tkJ ***~^ ** 

9 As we have said before, so say I now again. If any 
man preacheth unto you any gospel other than that 

10 which ye received, let him be anathema. For am I 
now persuading men, or (Jodf? or am I seeking to 
pleasef men? if I were still pleasing men, I should 
not be a 'servant of Christ. 7 or. 

11 For I make known to you, brethren, as touching the 
gospel which was preached by me, that it is not after 

12 man. For neither did I receive it from *man, nor was 
I taught it, but it came to me through revelation of 

13 Jesus Christ. For ye have heard of my manner of life 
in time past in the Jews' religion, how that beyond

Arabia; and again I returned unto Damascus.

And 22 
I was still unknown by face unto the churches of 
Judaea which were in Christ: but they only heard 23 
sajr. He that once persecuted us now preacheth the 
faith of which he once made havock; and they glo- 24 
rifled €k>d in me. 

4 Ofj, *• 04 tomm qij^^^ *after the space of fourteen years I went up 2 
a^in to Jerusalem with Barnabas, taking Titus also 
with me.

Cursed is every one that 
hangeth on a tree : tliat upon the Gkntiles might 14 
come the blessing of Abraham in Christ Jesus; 
that we mi^ht receive the promise of the Spirit 
through faith. 
Brethren, I speak after the manner of men: 15 
ioor,iMCMMN« Thouffh it be but a man's '^covenant, yet when it 
hath been confirmed, no one maketh it void, or 
addeth thereto. Now to Abraham were the prom- 16 
ises spoken, and to his seed. He saith not, Ajid to 
seeds, as of many; but as of one, And to thy seed, 
which is Christ. Now this I say; A "^covenant con- 17 
firmed beforehand by €k)d, the law, which came 
four hundred and thirty years after, doth not dis- 
annul, so as to make the promise of none effect. 
For if the inheritance is of the law, it is no more 18 
of promise: but God hath granted it to Abraham 
by promise. What then is the law? It was added 19 
because of transgressions, till the seed should come 
to whom the promise hath been made; and it was 
ordained through angels by the hand of a mediator. 
Now a mediator is not a mediator of one; but God 30 
is one. Is the law then against the promises of 31 
God? God forbid: for if there had been a law given 
which could make alive, verily righteousness would 
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22 have been of the law. Howbeit the scripture hath 
shut up* all thmgs under sin, that the promise by 
faith in Jesus Ghnat might be given to them that 
believe. 

23 But before *faith came, we were kept in ward un- 1 or,tt«/atttt 
der the law, shut up unto the faith which should 

24 afterwards be revealed. So that the law hath 
been:( our tutor to bring us unto Christ, that we might 

25 be justified by faith. But now that faith is come, 

26 we are no longer under a tutor. For ye are all 

27 sons of God, through faith, in Christ Jesus. For as 
many of you as were baptized into Christ did put 

28 on Christ. There can be neither Jew nor Greek, 
there can be neither bond nor free, there can be no 
male and female: for ye all are one vnan in Christ 

29 Jesus. And if ye are Chiist's, then are ye Abra- 
ham's seed, heirs according to promise. 

4 But I say that so long as the heir is a child, he 
differeth nothing from a bondservant, though he is 

2 lord of all ; but is under guardians and stewards 

8 until the term appointed of the father. So we also, 
when we were children, were held in bondage imder 

4 the ^diments of the world: but when the fulness sor,«/m«n(« 
of the time came, God sent forth his Son, bom of a 

6 woman, bom under the law, that he might redeem

6ceive the adoption of sons. And because ye are 
sons, God sent forth the Spirit of his Son into our 

7 hearts, crying, Abba, Father. So that thou art no 
longer a bondservant, but a son; and if a son, then 
an heir through God.

I exhort therefore, first of all, *that supplications, 2 
prayers, intercessions, thanksgivings, be made for 
aU men; for kings and all that are in high place; 2 
that we may lead a tranquil and quiet life in aU god- 
liness and sravity. This is good and acceptable in 3 
the sight of (Jod our Saviour; who willeth that all 4 
men should be savedt, and come to the knowledge of 
the trutli. For there is one Grod, one mediator also 5 
between Gtod and men, himsdf man, Christ Jesus,

And let these also 
first be proved; then let them serve as deacons, if 

11 they be blameless. Women in like manner must 
be grave, not slanderers, temperate, faithful in all 

13 things. Let deacons be husbands of one wife, rul-

they that have served well as deacons gain to them- 
selves .a good standing, and great boldness in the 
faith which is in Christ Jesus.

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eyeiy creature of Qod is good, and nothing is to be 
rejected, if it be received with thanksgiving: for it 5 
is sanctified through the word of God and pn,jer. 

If thou put the brethren in mind of these things, 6 
thou shalt be a good minister of Christ Jesus, nour- 
ished in the woras of the faith, and of the good doc- 
trine which thou hast followed urM nmo: but re- .7 
fuse profane and old wives' fables. And exercise 
thyself unto godliness: for bodily exercise is profit- 8 
lOr./oriJMf able *for a little; but godliness is profitable for all 
things, having promise of the life which now is, and 
of tmtt which is to come. Faithful is the saying, 9 
and worthy of all acceptation. For to this end we 10 
labour and strive, because we have our hope set on 
the living Gkxl, who is the Saviour of all men, spe- 
cially of them that believe. These things command 11 
and teach. Let no man despise th^ youth; but be 12 
thou an ensample to them that beheve, in word, in 
manner of life, in love, in faith, in purity. Till 1 13 
come, give heed to reading, to exhortation, to teach- 
ing.

But if any 4 
widow hath children or grandchildren, let them learn 
first to shew piety towards their own family, and to 
requite their parents: for this is acceptable in the 
signt of God. Now she that is a widow indeed, and 5 
desolate, hath her hope set on GkKi, and continueth 
in supplications and prayers night and day. But 6 
she that ^veth herself to pleasure is dead while she 
liveth. These things also command, that they may 7 
be without reproach. But if any provideth not for 8 
his own, and specially his own household, he hath 
denied the f aiUi, and is worse than an unbeliever. 
Let none be enrolled as a widow under threescore 9 
years old, hcmng been the wife of one man, well re- 10 
ported of for good works ; if she hath brought up 
children, if she hath used hospitality to strangers, if 
she hath washed the saints' feet, if she hath relieved 
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the afficted, if she hath diligently followed every 

11 good work. But younger widows refuse: for when 
they have waxed wanton against Christ, they desire 

12 to mariv; having condemnation, because they have 
18 rejectea their first faith* And withal they leam 

also to be idle, going about from house to house; and 
not only idle, but tattlers also and busybodies, speak- 

14 ing things which they ought not. I desire therefore 
that the younger ^timow8 marry, bear children, rule i or, ^ 
the household, give none occasion to the adversary 

15 for reviling: for already some are turned aside after 

16 Satan. If any woman that believeth hath widows, 
let her relieve them, and let not the church be bur- 
dened ; that it may relieve them that are widows 
indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well be counted worthy of 
double honour, especially those who labour in the 

18 word and in teaching. For the scripture saith. 
Thou Shalt not muzzle the ox when he treadeth out 
the corn. And, The labourer is worthy of his hire. 

19 Against an elder receive not an accusation, except at 

20 the fnouth of two or three witnesses. Them that sin 
reprove in the sight of all, that the rest also may be 

21 in fear. I charge thee in the sight of God, and Christ 
Jesus, and the elect angels, t&t thou observe these 

things without ^prejudice, doing nothing by partial- s or, pre/er*»c€ 

22 ity. Lay hands hastily on no man, neither be par- 

23 taker of other men's sins: keep thyself pure. Be no 
longer a drinker of water, but use a little wine for 
thy stomach's sake and thine often infirmities. 

24 Some men's sins are evident, going before unto 
judgment; and some men also they follow after, sor. ou work* 

25 In hke manner also there are good works that are iJiSIif **^ *" 
evident; and sndh as are otherwise cannot be hid. 

6 Let as many as are ^rvants under the j6keAQr.bon<hervafu$. 
count their own masters worthy of all honour, that 
the name of God and the doctrine be not blasphemed. 

2 And they that have believing masters, let mem not 
despise them, because they are brethren ; but let

3 without father, without mother, without genealogy, 
having neither beginning of days nor end of life, 
but made like unto the Son of €k)d), abideth a 
priest continually.

Eriesthood (for imder it hath the people received the 
kw), what further need toas there that another priest 
should arise after the order of Melchizedek, and 
not be reckoned after the order of Aaron? For the 12 
priesthood being changed, there is made of necessity 
' c^'lbir xo^ * change also *of the law. For he of whom these 13 
'm^^*^ things are said 'belon|o;eth to another tribe, from 
^ ^^ whiSi no man hath given attendance at the altar. 

For it is evident that our Lord hath sprung out of 14 
Judah; as to which tribe Moses spake nothmg con- 
cerning priests. And what we say is yet more abun- 15 
dantly evident, if after the likeness of Melchizedek 
there ariseth another priest, who hath been made, 16 
not after the law of a carnal commandment, but af- 
lor. utdimhbk. ter the power of an ^endless life, for it is witnessed 17 
of him.

But if any of you lacketh wisdom, let him ask of 6

€Or,ib>niwiA^f *stored up for fire, bein^ reserved against the day of 
judgement and destruction of ungodly men. 

But forget not this one thing, beloved, that one 8 
day is with the Lord as a thousand jeaia, and a 
thousand years as one day. The Lord is not slack 9 
concerning his x)romise, as some count slackness; 
but is longsuffering to you-ward, not wishing that 
any should perish, but that all should come to re- 
pentance. But the day of the Lord wiU come as a 10 
thief; in the which the heavens shall pass away with

ing of the day of God, by reason of which the heav- 
ens being on fire shall be dissolved, and the *ele- 
ments shall melt with fervent heat? But, according 13 
to his promise, we look for new heavens and a new 
earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness. 

Wherefore, beloved, seeing that ye look for these 14 
things, give diligence that ye may be found in peace, 
without spot and blameless in his sight. And ac- 15 
count that the longsuffering of our Lord is salva- 
tion; even as our beloved brother Paul also, ac- 
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cording to the wisdom given to him, wrote unto 

16 you; as also in all 7m epistles, speaking in them of 
these things; wherein are some things hard to be 
understood, which the ignorant and unstedf ast wrest, 
as they do also the other scriptures, unto their own 

17 destruction. Ye therefore, beloved, knowing these 
things beforehand, beware lest, being carried away 
with the error of the wicked, ye fall from your own 

18 stedf astness. But grow in the grace and knowl- 
edge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. To

*^' And this is the message which we have heard 6 

from him, and announce unto vou, that God is light, 
and in him is no darkness at all. If we say that we 6 
have fellowship with him, and walk in the darkness, 
we He, and do not the truth: but if we walk in the 7 
light, as he is in the light, we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus his Son cleans- 
eth us from all sin. If we say that we have no sin, 8 
we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not in us. If 9 
we confess our sins, he is faithful and righteous to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.

6 Hereby know we that we are in him: he that saith 
he abideth in him ought himself also to walk even 
as he walked. 

7 Beloved, no new commandment write I unto you, 
but an old conunandment which ye had from the 
beginning: the old commandment is the word which 

8 ye heard. A^n, a new commandment write I unto 
you, which thing is true in him and in you; because 
the darkness is passing awav, and the true light al- 

9 ready shineUi. He that saitn he is in the Ught, and 
hateth his brother, is in the darkness even until now. 

10 He that loveth his brother abideth in the light, and 

11 there is none occasion ot stumbling in him. But he 
that hateth his brother is in the darkness, and walk- 
eth in the darkness, and knoweth not whither he 
goeth, because the darkness hath bUnded his eyes.

T0r,i« manifest what we shall be. We know that, if Tie 

shall be manifested, we shall be like him; for we 
shall see him even as he is. And every one that 3 
hath this hope set on him purifleth himself, even as 
he is pure. Every one that doeth sin doeth also 4 
lawlessness: and sm is lawlessness. And ye know 5 

sor.bearrint that he was manifested to *take away sins; and in

4 Beloved, believe not every spirit, but prove the

Here- 
by know ye the Spirit of God: every spirit which 
confesseth that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh i8 8Some«nci«Dt«i. 

3 of God: and every spirit which \jonfesseth not thwitieyead cm- 
Jesus is not of God: and this is the 9fpiHt of the ••***''**^' 
antichrist, whereof ye have heard that it cometh; 

4 and now it is in the world already. Ye are of God, 
my little children, and have overcome them: be- 
cause greater is he that is in you than he that is in 

5 the world. They are of the world: therefore speak 
they (M of the world, and the world heareth them. 

6 We are of God: he that knoweth God heareth us; 
he who is not of God heareth us not. By this we 
know the spirit of truth, and the spirit of error.

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Beloved, let us love one another: for love is of 7 
God; and every one that loveth is begotten of God, 
and knoweth God.

1 Or, in our eatt God manifested *in us, that God hath sent his only 
begotten Son into the world, that we might live 
through him. Herein is love, not that we loved 10 
God, but that he loved us, and sent his Son to be the 
propitiation for our sins. Beloved, if God so loved 11 
us, we also ought to love one another. No man 13 
hath beheld God at any time: if we love one an- 
other, Gk)d abideth in us, and his love is perfected 
in us: hereby know we that we abide in him, and 13 
he in us, because he hath given us of his Spirit. 
And we have beheld and bear witness that the Fa- 14 
ther hath sent the Son ^ ^ the Saviour of the 
world.

Whosoever believeth that Jesus is the Christ is 5 
begotten of God: and whosoever loveth him that 
begat loveth him also that is begotten of him. Here- 2 
by we know that we love the children of God, when 
we love God, and do his commandments. For this 3 
is the love of God, that we keep his commandments: 
and his commandments are not grievous. For what- 4 
soever is begotten of God overcometh the world: 
and this is the victory that hath overcome the worid, 
even our faith. And who is he that overcometh the 6 
world, but he that believeth that Jesus is the Son of 
God? This is he that came by water and blood, 6 

iQt.in. even Jesus Christ; not *with the water only, but 

•with the water and *with the blood. And it is the 7 
Spirit that beareth witness, because the Spirit is the 
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8 truth. For there are three who bear witness, the 
Spirit, and the water, and the blood: and the three 

9 agree in one. If we receive the witness of men, the 
witness of God is greater: for the witness of God is 
this, that he hath borne witness concerning his Bon. 

10 He that believeth on the Son of God hath the wit- 
ness in him : he that believeth not God hath made 
him a liar; because he hath not believed in the wit- 

11 ness that God hath borne concerning his Son. And 
the witness is this, that God gave unto us eternal 

12 life, and this life is in his Son. He that hath the 
Son hath the life; he that hath not the Son of God 
hath not the life. 

13 These things have I written unto you, that ye may 
know that ye have eternal life, even unto you that 

14 believe on the name of the Son of God. And this is 
the boldness which we have toward him, that, if we 
ask any thing according to his will, he heareth us: 

15 and if we know that he heareth us whatsoever we 
ask, we know that we have the petitions which we

ness is sin: and there is *a sin not imto death. 

18 We know that whosoever is begotten of God sin- 
neth not; but he that was begotten of God keepeth 

19 liim*, and the evil one toucheth him not. We know « or, Mnuei; 
that we are of God, and the whole world lieth in the 

20 evil one. And we know that the Son of God is 
come, and hath given ns an understanding, that we 
know him that is true, and we are in him that is 
true, even in his Son Jesus Christ. This is the true 

21 God, and eternal life. Mp little children, guard 
yourselves from idols.

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13 And the sixth angel sounded, and I heard 'a voice i Gr. « 
from the horns of the golden altar which is before 

14 God, one saying to the sixth angel, which had the 
trumpet, Loose the four angels which are bound at 

15 the great river Euphrates. And the four angels 
were loosed, which had been prepared for the hour 
and day and month and year, that they should kill 

16 the third part of men. And the number of the armies 
of the horsemen was twice ten thousand times ten 

17 thousand: I heard the number of them. And thus 
I saw the horses in the vision, and them that sat on 
them, having breastplates as of fire and of hyacinth 
and of brimstone: and the heads of the horses arc 
as the heads of lions; and out of their mouths pro- 

18 ceedeth fire and smoke and brimstone. By these 
three plagues was the third part of men killed, by 
the fire and the smoke and the brimstone, which 

19 proceeded out of their mouths. For the power of 
the horses is in their mouth, and in their tails: for 
their tails are like unto serpents, and have heads; 

20 and with them they do hurt. And the rest of man- 
kind, which were not killed with these plagues, re- 
pented not of the works of their hands, that they 
should not worship Mevils, and the idols of gold, sGr.c 
and of silver, and of brass, and of stone, and of 
wood; which can neither see, nor hear, nor walk: 

21 and they repented not of their murders, nor of their 

sorceries, nor of their fornication, nor of their thefts. 
1 And I saw another strong angel coming down out 

of heaven, arrayed with a cloud; and the rainbow 

was upon his head, and his face was as the sun, and 
2 his feet as pillars of fire; and he had in his hand a 

little book open: and he set his right foot upon the 
8 sea, and his left upon the earth; and he cried with 

a great voice, as a lion roareth: and when he cried, 

4 the seven thunders uttered their voices. And when 
the seven thunders uttered thefir fmces, I was about 
to write: and I heard a voice from heaven sayinff, 
Seal up the things which the seven thunders uttered, 

5 and write them not. And the angel which I saw 
standing upon the sea and upon the earth lifted up ^ ^ ^ 

6 his right hand to heaven, and sware by him that iJaS%u^ "^ 
liveth *for ever and ever, who created the heaven 4 some ancient 
and the things that are therein, and the earth and "a^^'Si^T^ 
the things that are therein, *and the sea and the tk« thing* that art 
things that are therein, that there shall be Hime* no ^ ^J^'^

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longer: but in the dnjrs of the voice of the seventh 7 
angel, when he is about to sound, then is finished 
the mysteiy of God, according to the good tidings 
-which he declared to his servants the prophets. 
And the voice which I heard from heaven, I hea/rd 8 
it again speaking with me, and saying, Go, take 
the book which is open in the hand oi the angel 
that standeth upon the sea and upon the earth. 
And I went unto the angel, saying unto him that 9 
he should give me the little book. And he saith 
unto me. Take it, and eat it up; and it shall make 
thy belly bitter, but in thy mouth it shaU be sweet 
as honey. And I took the little book out of the an- 10 
gel*s hand, and ate it up; and it was in my mouth 
sweet as honey: and when I had eaten it, my belly 
was made bitter. And they say unto me. Thou 11 
must prophesy again ^over many peoples and na- 
tions and tongues and kings. 

And there was given me a reed like unto a rod: 1 1 
"and one said. Rise, and measure the temple of God, 
and the altar, and them that woi-ship therein. And 2 
the court which is without the temple leave with- 
out, and measure it not; for it hath been given unto 
the nations : and the holy city shall they tread under 
foot forty and two months. And I will give unto 3 
my two witnesses, and they shall prophesy a thou- 
sand two hundred and threescore days, clothed in 
sackcloth. These are the two olive trees and the 4 
two *candlesticks, standing before the Lord of the 
earth. And if any man desireth to hurt them, fire 5 
proceedeth out of their mouth, and devoureth their 
enemies: and if any man shall desire to hurt them, 
in this manner must he be killed. These have the 
power to shut the heaven, that it rain not during 
the days of their prophecy: and they have power 
over the waters to turn them into blood, and to 
smite the earth with every plague, as often as they 
shall desire. And when they shall have finished 
their testimony, the beast that cometh up out of the 
abyss shall make war with them, and overcome 
them, and kill them. And their Mead bodies He in 
the street of the great city, which spiritually is called 
Sodom and Egypt, where also their Lord was cruci- 
fied. And from among the peoples and tribes and 
tonnes and nations do men look upon their ^dead 
bodies three days and a half, and suffer not their ' 
dead bodies to be laid in a tomb. And they that 10 
dwell on the earth rejoice over them, and make

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merry; and they shall send gifts one to another; be- 
cause these two prophets tormented them that dwell 

11 on the earth. And after the three days and a half 
the breath of life from God entered into them, and 
they stood upon their feet; and great fear fell upon 

12 them which beheld them. And they heard a great 
voice from heaven saying unto them, Come up hith- 
er. And they went up into heaven in the cloud; 

13 and their enemies beheld them. And in that hour 
. there was a great earthquake, and the tenth part of 

the city fell ; and there were killed in the earthquake 

%even thousand persons: and the rest were affright- ^^Ji^H^aS^i^ 

ed, and gave glory to the God of heaven. 

14 The second Woe is past: behold, the third Woe 
Cometh quickly. 

15 And the seventh angel sounded; and there fol- 
lowed great voices in heaven, and they said, The 
kingdom of the world is become the kingdom, of our 

Lord, and of his Christ: and he shall reign "for ever ' ^J^J^^' "^ 

16 and ever. And the four and twenty elders, which 
sit before God on their thrones, fell upon their faces, 

17 and worshipped God, saying, We give thee thanks, 
O Lord God, the Almightv, which art and which 
wast; because thou hast taken thy great power, and 

18 didst reign. And the nations were wroth, and thy 
wrath came, and the time of the dead to be judged, 
and the Ume to give their reward to thy servants 
the prophets, and to the saints, and to them that fear 
thy name, the small and the great; and to destroy 
them that destroy the earth. 

19 And there was opened the temple of God that is in 
heaven ; and there was seen in his temple the ark of his 
'covenant ; and there followed lightmngs, and voices, s or, ttdam^nt, 

and thunders, and an earthquake, and great hail. 
12 And a great sign was seen in heaven; a woman 

arrayed with the sim, and the moon under her feet, 
■ 2 and upon her head a crown of twelve stars; and 

she was with child: and she crieth out, travailing in 

3 birth, and in pain to be delivered. And there was 
seen another si^ in heaven; and behold, a great 
red dragon, having seven heads and ten horns, and 

4 upon his heads seven diadems. And his tail draw- 
cth the third part of the stars of heaven, and did 
cast them to the earth: and the dragon stood before 
the woman which was about to be delivered, that 
when she was delivered, he might* devour her child.

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And she was delivered of a son, a man child, who 5 
is to rule all the nations with a rod of iron: and her 
child was caught up unto God, and unto his throne. 
And the woman fled into the wilderness, where she 6 
hath a place prepared of €k)d, that there they may 
nourish her a thousand two hundred and threescore 
days. 

And there was war in heaven: Michael and his 7 
angels going forth to war with the dragon; and the 
dragon wurred and his angels; and they prevailed 8 
not, neither was their place found any more in 
heaven. And the great dragon was cast down, the 9 
old serpent, he that is called the Devil and Satan, 
' 2l!i*. *'****^ the deceiver of the whole *world; he was cast down 
• Or, jviw ii a« to the earth, and his angels were cast down with 
*"*'***«J3*'2J ^*^°^ -^^ ^ heard a great voice in heaven, saying, 10 
£!^^». iMMM 'Now is come the salvation, and the power, and the 
?r ^^. ^ kingdom of our God, and the authority of his Christ -. 



*" for the accuser of our brethren is cast down, which 
accuseth them before our God day and night. And 11 
they overcame him because of the blood of the 
Lamb, and because of the word of their testimony; 
and they loved not their life even tmto death. 
Therefore rejoice, O heavens, and ye that "dwell in 12 
theuL Woe for the earth and for the sea: because 
the devil is gone down unto you, having great 
wrath, knowing that he hath but a short time. 

And when the dragon saw that he was cast down 13 
to the earth, he persecuted the woman which 
brought forth the man chUd. And there were giv- 14 
en to the woman the two wings of the great eagle, 
that she might fly into the wilderness unto her 
place, where she is nourished for a time, and times, 
and half a time, from the face of the serpent. And 15 
the serpent cast out of his mouth after the woman 
water as a river, that he might cause her to be car- 
ried away by the stream. And the earth helped 16 
the woman, and the earth opened her mouth, and 
swallowed up the river which the dragon cast out 
of his mouth. And the dragon waxed wroth with 17 
the woman, and went away to make war with the 
rest of her seed, which keep the commandments of 
God, and hold the testimony of Jesus: and he 13 
stood* upon the sand of the sea. 
And I saw a beast coming up out of the sea, hav-

10 •If any man ''is for captivity, into captivity he goeth : •JJJ*"*'*' °°«"- 
if any man shall kill with the sword, with the sword ^ 0° i«uietii •«<& 
must he be killed. Here is the patience and the faith captivity 

of the saints. 

11 And I saw another beast coming up out of the 
earth; and he had two horns like unto a lamb, and 

12 he spake as a dragon. And he exerciseth all the 
authority of the first beast in his sight. And he 
maketh the earth and them that dweU therein to 
worship the first beast, whose death-stroke was 

13 healed. And he doeth great signs, that he should 
even make fire to come down out of heaven upon 

14 the earth in the sight of men. And he deceiveth 
them that dwell on the earth by reason of the signs 
which it was given him to do in the sight of the 
beast; saying to them that dwell on tJie earth, that 
they should make an image to the beast, who hath 

15 the stroke of the sword, and lived. And it was 
given urUo Mm to give breath to it, even to the image

given them a mark on their right hand, or upon their 
forehead; and that no man £ould be able to buy or 17 
to sell, save he that hath the mai^, even the name of 
the beast or the number of his name. Here is wis- 18 
dom. He that hath understanding, let him count 
o_. -,rf«, ^® nxunber of the beast; for it is the number of a 
•^rititTraS man : and his number is 'Six hundred and sixty and 

And I saw, and behold, the Lamb standing on the 14 
mount Zion, and with him a hundred and forty and 
four thousand, having his name, and the name of 
his Father, written on their foreheads. And I heard 2 
a voice from heaven, as the voice of many waters, 
and as the voice of a great thunder: and the vcHce 
which I heard was as the wice of harpers harping 
with their harps: and they sing as it were a new 3 
song before the throne, and before the four living 
creatures and the elders: and no man could learn 
the song save the hundred and forty and four 
thousano, e/ficn they that had been purchased out of 
the earth. These are they whidi were not defiled 4 
with women; for they are virgins. These are they 
which follow the Lamb whithersoever he goeth. 
These were purchased from among men, to he the 
firstfruits unto God and unto the Lamb. And in 6 
their mouth was found no lie: they are without 
blemish. 

And I saw another angel flying in mid heaven, 6

11 and in the presence of the Lamb: and the smoke of 

their torment goeth up%r ever and ever; and they * Si""** **^*' ^ 
have no rest day and night, they that worship the 
beast and his image, and whoso receiveth the mark 

12 of his name. Here is the patience of the saints, they 
that keep the commandments of Qod, and the faith 
of Jesus. 

13 And I heard a voice from heaven saying, Write, a or,t« <x« Lord. 
Blessed are the dead which die In the Lord from ^iSa^'^ai 
henceforth: yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest ^"* 
from tiieir labours; for their works follow with 

them. 

14 And I saw, and behold, a white cloud ; and on the 

cloud I saw one sitting like unto *a son of man, 4 0T,aeSm 
having on his head a golden crown, and in his hand 

15 a sharp sickle. And another angel came out from 
the temple, crying with a great voice to him that sat 
on the cloud. Send forth thy sickle, and reap: for 
the hour to reap is come; for the harvest of the 

16 earth is *over-ripe*. And he that sat on the cloud » gt. dried up. 
cast his sickle upon the earth; and the earth was 
reaped. 

17 And another angel came out from the temple 
which is in heaven, he also having a sharp sickle. 

18 And another angel came out from the aJtar, he that 
hath power over fire; and he called with a great 
voice to him that had the sharp sickle, saying, Bend 
forth thy sharp sickle, and gather the clusters of the 
vine of the earth; for her grapes are fully ripe. 

19 And the angel cast his sickle into the earth, and 
gathered the ^vintage of the earth, and cast it intosGr.wiw. 
the winepress, the great mnepress, of the wrath of 

20 God. And the winepress was trodden without the 
city, and there came out blood from the winepress, 
even unto the bridles of the horses, as far as a thou- 

sand and six hxmdred furlongs. 
16 And I saw another sign m heaven, great and 
marvellous, seven angels having seven plagues, 
which are the last, for m them is finished the wratli 
of God.

And they smg the song of Moses the servant 3 
of God, and the song of the Lamb, saying, Great 
and marvellous are thy works,. O Lord God, the

and glorify thy name? for thou only art holy; for 
all the nations shall come and worship before thee;

Ana after these things I saw, and the temple of 5 
tiie tabernacle of the testimony in heaven was 
opened: and there came out from the temple the 6 
3 Many aneimt seveu augels that had the seven plagues, arrayed

their breasts with golden girdles. And one of the 7 
four living creatures gave unto the seven angels

12 And the sixth poured out his bowl upon the great 
river, the rker Euphrates; and the water thereof 
was dried up, that the way might be made ready 

13 for the kings that come from the sunrising. And I 
saw commg out of the mouth of the dragon, and out 
of the mouth of the beast, and out of the mouth of 
the false prophet, three unclean spirits, as it were 

14 frogs: for they are spirits of 'devils, working signs; *^'"<**''«^- 
which go forth ^unto the kings of the whole *world, ' ^'' *^* .^ 
to gather them together unto the war of the great * Si**. •"**^*^ 

15 dajr of God, the Almighty. (Behold, I come as a 
thief.

7 How much soever she glorifieid herself, and waxed

ing: for she saith m her heart, I sit a queen, and 

am no widow, and shall in no wise see mourning. 

8 Therefore in one day shall her plagues come, death, 
and mourning, and famine; and she shall be utterly

9 judged her. And the kings of the earth, who com- ^^^ 
mitted fornication and lived ^^ wantonly with her, loor.foMmoWy
